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PREFACE. 


The  object  of  the  following  pages  is  to  place  before  tlie  public 
the  nninerous  ad?antage8  and  facilities  which  are  a£R>rded  by  the 
Universities  and  the  Public  Schools  and  Grammar  Schools 
of  this  country,  for  the  education  of  the  middle  and  higher  ranks 
of  todety.  The  compiler  has  endeavoured  to  render  the  work  a^ 
ptaetieal  guide  for  parents  in  the  selection  of  schools  for  their  sons, 
that  they  may  be  enabled  to  participate  in  the  benefits  which  the 
munificent  founders  of  those  splendid  establishments  have  pro- 
vided fiv  them.  To  those  parents  e^edally,  who,  having  a  nu- 
roerous  ofl&pring  and  but  limited  means,  intend  to  give  their  sons 
a  collegiate  education,  the  work  will  be  peculiarly  acceptable ;  as 
it  points  out  those  sdiools  in  which,  from  their  beneficial  endow- 
ments, reputation,  or  locality,  it  may  be  desirable  to  place  them ; 
and,  in  addition,  contains  an  account  of  such  exhibitions  and 
scholarships  as  are  in  the  patronage  of  Chartered  Companies,  &c. 
These,  in  most  instances,  are  firee  from  restriction  as  to  persons 
or  place.  Several  of  these  endowments  however,  have,  fix>m 
want  of  timely  application  for  them,  fallen  into  desuetude ;  and 
the  compiler  is  compelled  to  add,  with  regret,  that  the  reader  will 
find  several  instances,  where  the  trusts  reposed  in  these  bodies 
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have  been  either  but  partially  administered  or  totally  perverted. 
The  account  now  given  of  these  trusts,  by  calling  the  public  at- 
tention to  their  value,  may  tend  to  revive  them,  and  prevent  a 
recurrence  of  similar  neglect 

The  attention  of  Under-graduates  at  the  Universities,  of  mo- 
derate income,  is  particularly  directed  to  this  department  of  the 
work,  as  pointing  out  to  them  a  fair  and  legitimate  source  of 
increasing  their  means,  and  of  enabling  them  to  uphold  their 
character  and  station  with  respectability  during  their  residence 
at  the  University. 

It  may  be  necessary  to  add,  that  the  Grammar  Schools  are 
arranged  alphabeUcally  according  to  their  respective  counties, 
and  that  to  each  county  are  prefixed  the  University  advantages 
attached  to  the  same. 

The  compiler,  in  ad^tion  to  the  communications  of  many  pri- 
vate friends,  is  largely  indebted  for  the  materials  of  his  work  to  the 
very  valuable  Reports  of  the  Commissioners  for  enquiring  into 
Charities,  and  other  public  documents,  besides  Ackerman's  His- 
tory of  the  Universities  and  Public  Schools,  Carlisle's  Account  of 
the  Grammar  Schools,  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Calendars,  and 
similar  publications.

John,  Lord  Craven,  by  will,  dated  May,  1647,  founded 
four  (now  ten)  classical  scholarships  of  25L  (now  50L) 
per  annum  each;  two  (now  Jive)  from  the  University  of 
Oxford,  and  two  (now  Jiv^)  from  Cambridge ;  for  the 
perpetuity  of  these  scholarships,  he  bequeathed  certain 
lands,  "  to  the  intent  and  purpose,  that  out  of  the  yearly 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands,  &c.,  lOOL  per  an- 
num should  be  rabed  towards  the  maintenance  of  four 
poor  scholars,  whereof,  two  to  be  in  the  University  of 
Oxford,  and  two  of  Cambridge.  These  scholars  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  Yice-Chancellor,  the  King's  Professors,  and 
Orator,  there,  for  the  time  being,  or  the  greatest  part  of 
them.  Yet,  my  wiU  is,  that  if  any  of  my  name  or  kindred 
shall  happen  to  be  poor,  and  to  be  a  scholar  in  either  Uni- 
versity, he  shall  be  preferred  to  have  the  benefit  of  this 
maintenance  before  any  scholar  whatsoever.  And  my 
will  is,  that  the  said  annuity  and  nudntenance  shall  cease 
and  determine  to  any  such  scholar,  after  he  has  been  in 
the  University  for  fourteen  years.  And  likewise,  it  shall 
eease  and  determine  to  any  such  scholar  that  can  attain 
to  any  preferment  of  a  double  value,  and  then  the  said 
annuity  so  determining,  shall  be  bestowed  on  some  other 
scholar." 

William,  brother  and  heir  to  John,  Lord  Craven,  in 
i649>  drew  up  certain  regulations  for  the  management  of  - 
this  trust,  which  are  as  follow : — 
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1 .  "  That  when  any  place  shall  be  void,  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor, the  King's  Professors,  and  the  Curator  for  the  time 
present,  shall,  within  three  day's  notice  thereof,  cause  an 
intimation  to  be  set  upon  the  door  of  the  public  library, 
of  an  election  to  be  made  on  the  tenth  day  following,  if 
it  be  Term  time,  or,  if  it  be  vacation,  the  tenth  day  after 
the  beginning  of  the  next  Term,  in  the  grammar  school. 

2.  That  at  the  time  of  the  election,  the  Yice-Chancellor, 
and  all  the  rest  of  the  electors  then  present  in  the  Uni- 
versity, meet  together,  and  give  no  promise  or  consent  to 
any  to.be  elected,  before  they  so  meet  together,  and  all» 
or  a  major  part,  agree  to  the  scholar  to  be  elected. 

3.  That  in  the  first  place,  respect  be  had  to  those  who 
are  of  the  Lord  Craven's  kindred  or  name, 

4.  That  in  defect  of  such,  that  scholar  be  preferred^ 
who,  upon  good  certificate  of  his  manners,  and  due  exa- 
mination of  his  learning,  shall  be  found  most  worthy. 

5.  That  none  be  chosen  who  is  a  graduate  in  the  Uni- 
versity, or  Fellow,  of  Scholar  of  any  College,  or  whose 
parents  are  well  known  to  be  of  ability  to  maintain  him 
otherwise,  eicept  he  be  of  the  kindred  or  name  of  the 
Lord  Craven." 

William,  Lord  Craven,  transferred  the  estate  subject  to 
the  trust,  into  the  hands  of  certain  Trustees.  Those  for 
Oxford  now  are,  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  the 
Dean  of  Exeter;  and  for  Cambridge,  the  Bishops  of 
Peterborough,  and  Bath  and  Wells,  and  the  Master  of 
Trinity  College. 

By  a  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  in  1819>  the  in- 
come of  the  scholars  was  augmented  to  502.  a-year  each, 
and  the  number  increased  to  five  in  each  University ;  the 
additional  scholarships,  however,  are  only  tenable  for 
seven  years.

Charles  Vinibr^  Esq.,  by  wiU^  dated  December,  1755, 
left  the  sum  of  12,0002.  to  this  University,  to  found  a  pro- 
fessorship, and  to  establish  such  fellowships  and  scholar- 
ebxps  of  the  Common  Law,  as  the  University  might  deem 
fit.  They  are  elected  by  the  Convocation ;  the  nmnbers 
vary  according  to  the  stSite  of  Mr.  Yinier's  revenues. 
The  fellows  receive  SOL  a-year,  and  the  scholars  30^, 
As  to  the  Fellows,  they  must  be  unmarried,  and  belong  to 
some  College  or  Hall  in  the  University ;  and  must  have 
taken  their  M.A.  degree,  or  that  of  B.C.L.  Preference  to 
be  given  to  such  as  have  been  scholars  on  this  foundation. 
Candidates  for  scholarships,  must  have  completed  twenty- 
four  calendar  months,  from  the  time  of  their  matriculation. 
The  fellowships  and  scholarships  tenable  for  ten  years.

John  Ireland,  D.D.,  the  present  Dean  of  Westminster, 
m  April,  1825,  foimded  four  scholarships  for  the  pro- 
motion of  classical  learning  and  taste  in  the  said  Uni- 
yersity,  under  certam  regulations,  and  for  this  purpose, 
transferred  to  the  University  the  sum  of  4,0002.  three  per 
cent.  Consols.  Candidates  to  be  undergraduate  members 
of  the  University,  who  have  not  exceeded  their  sixteenth 
ferm  from  their  matriculation.  No  regard  to  be  had  as  to 
place  of  birth,  school,  parentage,  or  pecuniary  circum- 
stances of  the  candidates.

Sir  William  Browne,  Knight,  M.D.,  bequeathed  a  rent 
charge  of  212.  per  annum,  tor  foxmding  a  scholarship.  A 
candidate  for  this  scholarship  must  offer  himself  for  exa- 
mination within  a  year  from  his  matriculation;  public 
notice  being  given  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  a  month  before 
such  election.  The  scholarship,  with  all  the  arrears  which 
may  happen  by  vacancy,  is  tenable  for  seven  years ;  but 
the  possessor,  if  of  another  College,  is  obliged  to  remove 
to  Peterhouse,  and  reside  there  every  entire  term  during 
his  undergraduateship.  Electors  to  this  scholarship  the 
same  as  to  Lord  Craven's. 


The  Rev.  J.  Davies,  D.D  ,  formerly  Fellow  of  King's, 
and  afterwards  Provost  of  Eton  College,  bequeathed  (by 
will,  dated  July,  1804)  the  sum  of  1,000/.,  in  the  three  per 
cents.,  to  found  a  scholarship,  to  be  called  Dr.  Davies's 
University  Scholarship,  on  the  same  footing  as  those 
called  Craven's  Scholars,  for  the  greatest  proficient  in 
classical  learning.  The  examiners  to  be  the  same,  only 
with  the  addition  of  the  Provost  of  King's ;  and  to  be 
tenable  for  the  same  number  of  years,  as  the  above-men- 
tioned scholarship. 
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The  Rev.  William  Bell,  D  J).,  Prebendary  of  Westmin- 
ster, in  the  year  1810,  transferred  15,200/.  stock,  three 
per  cents.,  to  the  University  of  Cambridge,  in  trust,  to 
found  eight  scholarships,  for  the  sons  of  clergymen  of  the 
Church  of  England 

Every  scholar  elected  on  this  foundation  is  required  to 
take  the  degree  of  B.A.  Where  the  personal  merits  are 
equal,  those  are  to  be  preferred  who  stand  most  in  need 
of  assistance^  If  any  scholar  shall  degrade  or  determine, 
and  go  out  in  a  bye-term,  or  declare  for  law,  or  be  rus- 
ticated or  expelled,  his  scholarship  shall  be  ipso  facto 
vacant.  The  profits  to  continue  for  four  years,  and  no 
more.  No  persons  shall  ever  have  two  sons  scholars,  nor 
shall  there  be  two  orphans,  brothers,  scholars  at  the  same 
time.  If  no  sons  or  orphans  of  clergymen  shall  be  found 
properly  qualified  for  these  scholarships,  then,  and  then 
only,  the  electors  shall  elect  sons  of  laymen,  being  under- 
graduates, who  stand  in  need  of  assistance.  No  scholar 
to  be  elected  from  King's  College,  or  from  Trinity  Hall. 

The  electors  are,  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Regius  Pro- 
fessor of  Divinity,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Civil  Law, 
the  Lucasian  Professor  of  Mathematics,  and  the  Public 
Orator. 


1.  Founded  in  the  year  1813,  with  the  sum  of  l,000l.> 
given  by  the  subscribers  to  Mr.  Pitt's  statue,  for  thp  pur- 
pose of  founding  the  Pitt  Scholarship,  and  which  has 
since  been  augmented  by  a  donation  of  500/.  from  the 
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Pitt  Club  in  London,  shall  be  placed  in  th^  public  funds, 
until  the  Syndics  shall  be  able  to  vest  it  in  land ;  and 
the  dear  annual  income  arising  from  it  shall  be  paid  to 
the  Pitt  Scholar. 

2.  The  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  deputy,  the  PuUio 
Orator,  the  Greek  Professor,  and  two  Members  of  the 
Senate,  to  be  appointed  by  the  different  Colleges  iii  their 
^ums,  shall  be  the  electors.  Two  Colleges,  according' to 
the  cycle  of  Proctors  commencing  with  the  year  1817» 
shall  respectively  nominate  an  elector.  But  if  the  Vicen 
Chancellor,  the  Public  Orator,  and  the  Greek  Professor,, 
or  any  two  of  them,  be  members  of  the  same  College,  no 
^lector  in  that  case  shall  be  appointed  by  that  Cidlege, 
according  to  the  cycle  of  Proctors,  but  the  appointment 
shall  be  made  by  the  University.  Or  if  the  PuUic 
Orator  or  the  Greek  Professor  shall  be  prevented  by  Hlness 
or  otherwise  from  attending  the  examination,  or  if  the 
Colleges  shall  have  neglected  to  signify  to  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor  the  appointment  of  the  electors  according  to  their 
respective  turns,  then  deputies  shall  be  appointed  by 
grace. 

3.  The  first  examination  commenced  on  Monday, 
January  17, 1814 ;  and  the  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  deputy, 
the  Public  Orator,  and  the  Greek  Professor,  shall,  in  fu- 
ture, on  or  before  the  Ist  day  of  December,  after  every 
vacancy,  cause  a  writing,  under  their  hands,  declaring  the 
said  vacancy  and  the  time  of  examination,  to  be  affixed  to 
the  door  of  the  public  schools ;  and  they  shall  notify  the 
same  to  the  two  Colleges,  which  are  to  nominate  the 
Rectors,'  and  the  heads  of  those  Colleges,  or  their  de- 
puties, shall,  within  one  week  after  such  notices,  signify 
to  the  Yice-Chancellor  the  names  of  the  electors  so  ap- 
pointed. 
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4.  The  examination,  wbich  shall  be  solely  classical^ 
shall  always  take  place  during  the  week  of  the  publie 
examinations  in  the  Senate-House,  previous  to  the 
Bachelors'  commencement,  and  the  scholar  elected,  shall 
leoeiTe  aU  the  dividends  or  rents  that  shall  have  become 
doe  subsequent  to  the  last  vacancy. 

5.  Any  undergraduate,  of  whatever  rank,  may  be  a  can- 
didate for  the  Pitt  Scholarship,  provided  he  be  not  of 
more  than  of  three  years  standing  from  the  time  of  his 
first  residence ;  but  he  shall,  on  or  before  the  3l8t  day  of 
Deeember  preceding  the  examination,  signify,  in  a  Latin 
cpisde  to  each  of  the  electors,  his  intention  of  becoming 
a  candidate,  and  in  case  he  shall  omit  sending  such  an 
epistle,  he  shall  be  considered  as  incapable  of  being  elected 
It  that  time. 

6.  The  Pitt  Scholar  shall  not  hold  any  other  Universit]r 
Sdiolarahip. 

7*  Every  scholar  shall,  during  the  time  of  his  holding 
this  sdiolarsh^,  reside  the  major  part  of  each  term ;  and 
if  he  AmU  not  have  kept  such  residence,  he  shall  vacate 
his  scholarship,  unless  he  has  been  prevented  by  illness  or 
any  other  cause,  which  shall  be  approved  of  by  the  Vice- 
Chanfrilor,  the  Public  Orator,  and  the  Greek  Professor. 

8.  Every  scholar  who  shall  obtain  any  ecclesiastical 
benefice  or  preferment,  or  shall  be  of  Master  of  Arts 
standing,  shall  vacate  his  scholarship. 


Thb  Rev.  Robert  Tyrwhitt,  M.A.,  late  Fellow  of  Jesus 
College,  who  died  in  1817,  by  his  Mrill  bequeathed  4,000/., 
Navy  five  per  cents.,  for  the  promotion  and  encourage- 
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ment  of  Hebrew  learning,  the  mode  and  disposition  of 
this  bequest  to  be  left  to  the  University. 

The  Senate,  in  1818,  decreed  the  foundation  of  three 
scholarships ;  which  decree  was  revised  in  1826,  and  the 
number  increased  to  six,  subject  to  the  following  regur* 
lations : — 

1.  That  there  shall  in  future  be  six  scholarships,  called 
Tyrwhitt's  Hebrew  Scholarships. 

2.  That  the  candidates  for  these  scholarships  shall  be 
Bachelors  of  Arts,  who  are  not  of  sufficient  standing  to 
be  created  Masters  of  Arts,  and  Students  in  GivU  Law  or 
Medicine  of  not  less  than  four  or  more  than  seven  yean 
standing,  who  shall  be  required,  before  they  are  admitted 
to  become  candidates,  to  produce  certificates  from  their, 
respective  Professors,  that  they  have  kept  the  exercises 
necessary  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law  or  Physic. 

3.  That  out  of  the  net  annual  proceeds  of  Mr.  Tyr-i 
whitt^s  benefaction,  the  sum  of  150Z.  be  divided  among 
the  six  scholars  in  the  proportions  hereinafter  specified. 

4.  That  the  electors  to  these  scholarships  shall  be  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Hebrew,  the 
Professor  of  Arabic,  and  two  Members  of  the  Senate,  to 
be  nominated  by  the  different  Colleges,  according  to  the 
cycle  of  Proctors. 

5.  That  if  the  Regius  Professor  of  Hebrew,  or  the 
Professor  of  Arabic,  or  both  of  them,  shall  decline  or  be 
prevented  from  examining,  a  deputy  or  deputies  shall  be 
appointed  by  grace  of  the  Senate. 

6.  That  if  it  shall  happen  at  any  time,  that  two  of  the 
offices  severally  constituting  electors  are  imited  in  the 
same  person,  the  deputy  for  the  elector  in  respect  of  one 
of  the  said  offices  shall  be  the  Lord  Almoner's  Reader  in 
Arabic;  but  if  in  any  case  the  Lord  Almoner's  Reader  shall 
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dedine  the  office  of  deputy  examiner,  or  shall  be  prevented 
from  undertaking  the  said  office,  a  deputy  examiner  shall 
be  iqipointed  in  his  place  by  grace  of  the  Senate. 

7.  That  if  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Regius  Professor  of 
Hebrew,  the  Professor  of  Arabic,  or  any  two  of  them, 
diaU  be  members  of  the  same  College,  no  elector  shall  in 
thit  case  be  a{^ointed  by  that  College  according  to  the 
cjde  of  Proctors ;  but  the  appointment  shall  be  made  by 
gnoe  of  the  Senate. 

8.  That  the  appointment,  when  requisite,  of  an  exa^ 
miner  or  examiners,  by  grace  of  the  Senate,  take  place  at 
the  fast  Congregation  in  the  Lent  Term  of  the  year,  and 
that  the  examiner  or  examiners  so  appointed  continue  in 
offiee  until  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  following  year. 

9.  That  two  scholars  be  elected  annually,  and  be  called 
flcholarB  of  the^r«^  and  second  classes;  that  a  scholar  of 
the  first  class  receive  an  annual  stipend  of  30/.,  and  a 
■ehcdar  of  the  second  class  an  annual  stipend  of  20/.,  for 
three  years  from  the  time  of  election :  and  that  the  first 
election  under  these  regulations  take  place  in  May,  1826; 
the  second  in  May,  1827- 

10.  That  should  it  appear  in  any  case  to  the  majority 
of  the  electors  that  no  one  of  the  candidates  is  deserving 
of  a  scholarship  of  the  first  class,  it  shall  be  competent 
for  them  to  elect  one  of  the  second  class  only. 

11.  That,  in  the  event  of  one  scholar  only  being 
elected,  the  examiners  be  empowered,  at  the  election  of 
the  following  year,  to  elect  three  scholars  upon  this 
foondation :  viz.,  two  of  the  first  class,  and  one  of  the 
teoond :  that  the  first  in  the  order  of  merit  be  the  scholar 
of  the  first  class  for  that  year ;  the  second  in  the  order  of 
merit  supply  the  vacancy  left  at  the  preceding  election, 
and  be  entitled  to  aU  the  emoluments  assigned  to  that 
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Bcholarship :  viz.,  the  stipend  of  the  preceding  y6ar,  and 
also  the  regular  stipends  of  the  two  succeeding  years, 
during  which,  and  no  longer,  he  shall  remain  upon  this 
foxmdation :  and  that  the  third  he  the  scholar  of  the  se- 
cond class  for  that  year. 

12.  That  if  any  scholarship,  reserved  xmder  the  powers 
of  the  tenth  regulation,  he  not  filled  up  at  the  examina^ 
tion  of  the  following  year,  the  whole  proceeds  of  such 
scholarship  shall  he  appropriated  in  the  manner  herein** 
-after  mentioned. 

13.  That  the  residue  of  the  net  annual  proceeds  of  Mr. 
Tyrwhitt's  henefaction,  not  already  disposed  of  hy  the 
third  of  these  resolutions,  together  with  all  accumulationp 
which  may  arise  under  the  tenth  and  twelfth  resolution^ 
form  a  fund  to  he  employed  in  the  following  manner : 
viz..  That  a  premium  of  not  less  than  50/.  he  given,  as 
often  as  this  fund  will  allow,  for  such  a  Latin  disserta*- 
tion,  upon  some  suhject  connected  with  Hehrew  litera*- 
ture,  as  may  he  agreed  upon  hy  the  electors  or  the  ma^ 
jority  of  them. 

14.  That  the  suhject  of  such  dissertation  he  published 
t>n  or  before  the  first  day  of  February,  and  that  the  disser- 
tations be  sent  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  in  the  usual  manner^ 
t>n  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  the  same  year. 

15.  That  any  member  of  this  University,  who  has 
taken  his  first  degree,  may  be  a  candidate  for  the  above 
premium. 

16.  That  the  examiners,  if  they  think  it  expedient,  be 
empowered  to  print  any  prize  dissertations  at  the  expense 
of  this  fund ;  and  that  all  prize  dissertations  not  printed 
Imder  their  direction,  be  deposited  in  the  public  library. 

17.  That  the  foregoing  regulations  continue  in  force 
imtil  the  first  day  of  January,  1830.

The  election*  for  scholars  on  the 
last  Monday  of  July  in  every  year;  at  which  time  an 
examination  takes  place  of  the  senior  boys  of  Eton  Col- 
lege, when  twelve  of  the  head  boys  are  put  on  the  roll  to 
succeed  at  King's  College,  as  vacancies  occur  there ;  but 
two  years  must  intervene  before  their  names  can  appear 
in  the  indentures  for  King's  Collie.  Preference  given 
to  boys  bom  in  those  parishes  where  Eton  or  King's  Col- 
leges have  estates,  provided  they  are  bom  in  England  or 
Wales  J  next,  to  those  bom  in  the  counties  of  Bucks  and 
Cambridge,  if  the  electors  judge  them  competent. 

It  has  been  stated  in  evidence  before  a  Committee  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  that  the  charges  for  educating, 
boarding,  &c.,  a  scholar  on  the  foundation,  mduding  tra- 
velling charges  to  their  friends  on  vacations,  does  not 
exceed  60^.  per  annum :  to  those  parents  who  reside  in  or 
near  Eton,  the  charge  is  very  trifiing.  The  average  num- 
ber in  two  years  who  proceed  to  King's  College,  from 
the  foundation  at  Eton,  is  nine.

George  Vernon,  in  1754,  bequeathed  3002.  towards  the 
increase  of  the  value  of  the  same.

Three  exhibitions  or  scholarships,  of  20Z.  per  annum 
each,  for  seven  years,  founded  by  Francis  Rouse,  Provost 
of  Eton,  by  will,  dated  1657,  at  Pembroke  College,  Ox- 
ford. Relatives  of  the  testator  to  be  preferred ;  but  if  no 
relative  is  appointed,  the  Master  of  Pembroke  is  to  give 
notice  within  fifty  days  of  a  vacancy  to  the  Provost,  Vice- 
Provost,  or  Senior  Fellow  of  Eton  College ;  and  within 
fifty  days  after  such  notification  a  scholar  of  the  founda- 
tion of  Eton  College  is  to  be  sent  to  Pembroke  College, 
who,  in  that  case,  is  entitled  to  such  exhibition.  If  no 
such  scholar  is  sent,  the  nomination  lapses  to  Pembroke 
College. 

Dr.  Berriman,  Fellow  of  Eton,  bequeathed  lOZ.  per  an- 
num to  a  superannuated  colleger,  to  be  admitted  in  any 
College  or  Hall  of  either  University,  to  be  holden  for  five 
years  if  he  reside  so  long  at  College.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Hetherington,  also  a  Fellow,  added  to  this  exhibition  51, 
per  annum.  Dr.  Davies,  formerly  Provost,  further  added 
15/.  per  annum :  in  the  gift  of  the  Provost. 

Mr.  Bryant  bequeathed  30/.  per  annum  for  one  or  more 
scholarships,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Provost. 

Provost  Davies*  bequeathed,  1st.  a  scholarship  of  48/. 
per  annum,  after  the  death  of  his  niece,  for  a  superan-

Rev.  Mr.  Chamberlayne,  Fellow  of  Eton,  bequeathed 
an  estate  at  Heigham,  Norfolk,  of  the  annual  value  of  Bft, 
(after  the  death  of  his  widow  and  sisters,)  for  founding 
scholarships  for  superannuated  Collegers.  One  of  the 
sisters  still  alive. 

Mr.  Holwey  founded  a  bye-fellowship  and  two  scholar- 
ships of  61,  per  annum  each,  at  Catherine  Hall,  for  per- 
sons educated  at  Eton — or  Merchant  Taylors  SchooL 

The  Rev.  Dr.  John  Reynolds,  Canon  Residentiary  of 
Exeter,  founded  three  exhibitions  at  Exeter  College.  They 
are  holden  until  the  exhibitioners  have  completed  their 
twenty-fourth  year,  provided  they  continue  so  long  at 
the  University.

John  Williams,  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  in  1628,  bequeathed 
an  estate  to  found  an  establishment  here  for  fam  boys, 
who  are  called  Bishop's  Boys,  in  the  appointment  of  the 
Dean  of  Westminster ;  they  have  their  education  free  of 
expense,  and  wear  a  purple  gown.  The  Bishc^  dii'ected 
that  they  should  have  each  an  annual  allowance  of  from 
6/.  to  71 ;  but  this  is  withheld  while  resident  here,  and 
accumulates  till  they  go  to  St.  John's  College,  Cam^ 
bridge  j  and  to  this  is  added  a  further  sum  by  the  Dean 
and  Chapter,  so  as  to  make  up  20/.  a-year  for  four  years, 
at  the  University.  Bishop  Williams  also  founded  /our 
scholarships  at  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  for  the 
boys  on  this  foundation :  each  scholarship  produces  about 
20/.  a^year,  tenable  for  four  years.

William  op  Wykeham  was  ako  the  founder  of  New 
College^  Oaford;  and  he  directed  that  the  fellowships  and 
scholarships  at  that  College,  should  be  supplied  from  his 
College  here.  There  are  seventy  scholars  on  the  founda- 
tion*. The  statutable  qualifications  are,  that  they  be 
pauperes  et  indigentes  scholares.  No  boy  elected  under 
eight  years  of  age. 

A  visitation  is  holden  every  year  by  the  Warden  of 
New  College,  in  conjunction  with  two  other  supervisors 
annually  chosen  from  the  Fellows  of  New  College.  After 
the  visitation  follows  an  examination  of  the  scholars, 
who  are  then  chosen,  according  to  their  merit,  to  succeed

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to  the  vacancies  which  may  happen  at  New  College  for 
a-year  to  come,  and  whose  names  are  put  on  a  rc^  for 
that  pmpose.  At  the  same  time  a  similar  roll  is  made  of 
those  boys  who  are  candidates  for  admission  into  Win- 
chester College  *. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  New  College  are  of  three 
descriptions : — 

Ist.  Boys  of  the  founder's  kin,  two  of  whom  are  set 
at  the  head  of  the  roll.    These  have  a  peculiar 
privilege,  as  they  are  never  superannuated,  but 
may  remain  at  Winchester  till  a  vacancy  occurs 
at  New  College.

Preference  given  first  to  boys  bom  in  the  following

Edward  Cobden,  D.D.,  Archdeacon  of  London,  by  will, 
dated  April,  1784,  bequeathed  400^.  to  a  certain  fund  at 
Winchester  College,  called  the  Superannuate  Fund,  direct- 
ing the  interest  thereof  to  be  appUed  in  founding  an  ex- 
hibition in  Trinity  College,  Oxford,  for  the  advantage 
of  superannuate  scholars  of  Winchester  College.

The  school  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the  parish  of  Harrow, 
whose  parents  are  exempt  from  all  payment  for  education ; 
but  of  these  there  are  very  few.  Those  not  on  the  foun- 
dation, vary  from  3  to  400,  who  enjoy  all  the  privileges 
'  attached  to  the  foundation. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  founder  allotted  20/.  a-year,  to  be  divided  among 
four  poor  scholars  at  the  two  Universities.  He  directed 
that  two  should  be  of  Caius  College,  Cambridge,  and  the 
other  two  of  any  College  at  Oxford.  In  the  election  of 
these  scholars,  Mr.  Lyon  gives  a  preference  to  his  kindred ; 
next,  to  natives  of  Harrow  j  and  thirdly,  to  such  as 
are  "  most  meet  for  towardness,  poverty,  and  painful- 
ness." 

The  Governors  have  recently  instituted  two  annual 
scholarships  of  fifty  guineas  each^  tenable  for  four  years, 
at  either  Oaford  or  Cambridge.

Dame  Elizabeth  Holford,  by  her  will,  dated  1720,  be- 
queathed a  certain  sum  of  money*  to  be  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  estates  to  found  ten  exhibitions  at  Christ 
Church,  Worcester,  and  Pembroke  Colleges,  (these  three 
C<^leges  elect  eigM)  and  Hertford,  which  is  now  trans- 
ferred to  University  College,  for  those  educated  at  the 
Charter-house.  The  management  of  this  property  is 
rested  in  the  different  Colleges,  and  is  not  under  the 
omtrol  of  the  Charter-house,  except,  as  to  University 
College ;  for  the  two  exhibitioners  there,  the  Governors 
of  the  Charter-house  pay  to  each  20Z.  annually,  with  an 
allowance  of  25Z.  for  chambers,  &c.

By  the  statutes  of  the  school,  drawn  up  by  the  founder, 
it  is  directed,  that  there  shall  be  taught  in  the  school 
children  of  all  nations  and  countries  indifferently,  to  the 
number  of  153,  free  of  all  expense.  The  statutes  further 
direct  that  the  Master,  Wardens,  and  Assistants  6f  the 
Mercers'  Company,  shall  have  the  governance  of  the 
school,  and  management  of  the  estates  and  property  be- 
longing to  the  same,  and  that  they  are  to  choose  every  year 
two  of  their  Company,  as  Surveyors  of  the  school,  who 
are  to  take  the  charge  of  the  same  for  a  twelvemonth. 
The  Master  of  the  Company,  and  the  Member  of  the 
Company  next  in  succession  to  the  mastership,  are  the 
two  Surveyors.  The  revenues  of  the  school  are  upwards  of 
5,000/.  a-year.  The  appointment  of  scholars,  as  vacancies 
occur,  is  in  the  Master  of  the  Company,  as  senior  Sur- 
veyor. The  boys  admitted  on  the  foundation  are,  gene- 
rally speaking,  from  the  neighbourhood  of  St.  Paul's,  and 
are  principally  the  children— of  the  clergy,  professional 
gentlemen,  and  respectable  tradesmen. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

Nine  exhibitions,  of  lOOZ.  a-year  each,  tenable  for 
seven  years. — In  addition  to  the  munificent  endowment 
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of  Dean  Colet,  the  school  enjoys  a  valuable  benefaction 
for  the  establishment  of  exhibitions  at  Trinity  College,' 
Cambridge,  under  the  will  of  Viscount  Campden,  about. 
1685,  who  devised  a  moiety  of  the  tithes  of  Wbodhome^ 
Seaton,  Wytherington,  Creswell,  Horton  alias  Hometon, 
Hirst,  Errington,  and  Ldnton,  parcel  of  the  rectory  of 
Woodhome,  in  the  county  of  Northumberland,  to  the 
Mercers'  Company,  for  the  better  maintenance  and  ad-' 
vancement  of  such  scholar  and  scholars  as  should  be, 
from  time  to  time,  preferred  from  St.  Paul's  School  to 
Trinity  College,  Cambridge  ;  and  when  such  scholar  and, 
scholars  should  come  to  better  preferment  from  Trinity 
College,  he  declared  his  will  to  be,  that  such  other  scholar 
or  scholars  of  St.  Paul's  School,  that  should  be  fitting  to 
be  preferred  to  Trinity  College,  should  have  the  benefit 
of  this  his  gift.  The  value  of  the  tithes  is  about  4352.  per 
^uTiiiTTi.  Savings  have  been  made  from  this  fund,  princi- 
pally during  the  earlier  period  of  the  Company's  posses- 
sion of  this  trust,  which  have  been  invested  from  time  to 
time,  and  now  amount  to  the  sum  of  18,834Z.  15^.  three  per 
cent,  reduced  annuities,  yielding  an  annual  dividend  of 
565/.,  thus  making  the  whole  average  income  of  this  fund 
1,000Z.  From  this  fund  nine  exhibitioners  are  now  paid 
100/.  a^year  each. 

Nine  exhibitions,  of  50/.  a-year  each ;  tenable  for  seven 
years ;  not  restricted  to  either  University ;  those  holding 
the  Campden  exhibitions  are  not  eligible. 

One  exhibition,  of  30/.  a^year,  at  Corpus  Christi  Col- 
lege, Cambridge,  founded  by  John  Stock,  Esq.,  in  1781, 
and  in  the  gift  of  the  Mercers'  Company,  for  a  scholar 
from  this  school. 
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Fkfe  exhibitions,  at  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  of  lOl.

commence  on  the  day  of  his  becoming  a  member  of  the

Thb  founder  directed  that  there  should  be  perpetoidly 
taught  in  this  school,  free  of  expense,  sixty-three  children 
of  the  borough  of  Abinffdon,  one  only  of  a  house ;  and  in 
case  of  deficiency,  to  be  sopidied  from  the  af^oimiig 
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country;  preference  being  given  to  fatherless  children 
and  poor  men's  children^  at  the  discretion  of  the  Mayor> 
Bailiffs,  &c.,  of  the  borough.  He  likewise  directed  that 
the  Mayor,  &c.,  should  not  refuse  any  honest  man's, 
gentleman's,  or  rich  man's  son,  or  other  in  the  said 
town  and  elsewhere,  that  should  be  willing  to  have  any  of 
them  taught  in  the  said  school,  provided  the  Master  is 
able  to  teach  the  number,  and  the  school  capable  of  con- 
taining them.  The  Master  is  alloi/^ed  to  have  ten  private 
pupils. 

Endowment  of  the  school  consists  of  a  school-house 
at  Abingdon,  sufficient  in  addition  for  the  residence  of  the 
Master  and  Usher;  and  two  houses  in  Birchin  Lane, 
London,  let  to  the  London  Assurance  Office  for  a  term 
of  sixty-one  years^  from  Michaelmas  1792,  at  80/.  per 
annum. 

William  Bennett,  in  1608,  left  by  will  lands  at  BlunS' 
den,  Wilts,,  for  the  benefit  of  six  boys  on  this  foundation, 
towards  clothing'  and  apprenticing  the  same,  producing 
about  140Z.  per  annum.  Thomas  Tesdale,  by  wiU,  in 
1609,  bequeathed  certain  glebe  lands,  tithes,  &c.  of  his 
rectory  of  BatUy,  Warwick,  to  be  employed  in  the  main- 
tenance of  an  Usher  to  this  school;  let  at  97'.  11^.  ^d, 
per  anniun,  and  paid  to  an  Usher,  who  confines  himself 
to  the  instruction  of  Bennett's  six  boys  in  the  Greek  and 
Latin  languages.

This  school  is  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  four  exhibi- 
tions at  Pembroke  College,  Oxford,  on  the  respective  en- 
dowments of  Thomas  Tesdale  and  Richard  Wightwick^ 
the  scholars  on  Bennett's  foundation  to  be  preferred,  if 
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any  should  be  found  fit,  otherwise  from  others  educated 
in  the  said  school,  properly  qualified. 

Bennett's  scholars  seldom  offer  themselves  as  candi* 
dates,  and  of  late  years  when  vacancies  have  occurred',  it 
has  been  the  custom  for  boys  who  have  been  educated 
elsewhere  to  engage  as  private  pupils  at  this  school,  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  qualifying  themselves,  by  being  in  the 
school,  for  becoming  candidates  at  the  next  election. 
These  candidates  are  generally  successful,  and  th^  Master,

The  school 
appears,  by  the  founder's  statutes,  to  have  been  intended 
to  be  free  only  to  boys  of  Cumberland  and  Westmorhmd  i 
but  this  is  not  adhered  to,  for  boys  from  any  other  county 
an  admitted.  It  is  customary  for  all  boys  to  present  a 
gratuity  on  entrance,  and  also  annually  at  Shrovetide. 
Thb  latter  is  commonly  called  a  Cockpenny.  Both  are 
quite  voluntary  and  cannot  be  demanded.  Whatever  isj 
oflbred  is  received  without  any  observation,  and  all  pa- 
rents who  make  inquiry  are  told,  that  the  entrance  mox^; 
and  cockpenny  are  merely  gratuitous.  The  usual  entrance 
gratuity  is  three  guineas  and  a  half,  of  which  the  Head 
Master  receives  two  guineas,  the  Usher  one,  and  the 
Writing-Master  half  a  guinea.  The  cockpenny  generally 
amounts  to  the  same  sum,  and  is  divided  in  the  same 
manner.  Some  few  persons  pay  five  guineas  entrance^ 
and  the  same  sum  annually. 

The  general  course  of  instruction  in  the  school  is  clas- 
sical ;  but  if  the  parents  wish  it,  their  children  are  taught 
reading,  writing,  and  accounts  only.  The  Head  Master 
takes  twenty  boarders.  The  other  boys,  who  are  not 
sons  of  inhabitants  of  St.  Bees,  board  and  lodge  in  the 

village.

Mr.  Blundell  also  gave,  for  one  poor  scholar  of  Ash-' 
burton,  for  his  maintenance  at  the  grammar  school  and  at 
the  University,  if  he  should  be  fit  for  it,  the  sum  of  6L 
a-year,  to  be  issuing  out  of  all  his  said  premises;  the 
same  to  be  paid  to  and  for  such  scholar  as  should  be  ap- 
pointed by  his  executors,  and  their  heirs,  the  Vicar  of 
Ashburton,  &c. 
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The  annuities  of  4/.  and  6/.  are  considered  to  be  payable 
in  respect  of  two  parcels  of  land,  containing  by  estima- 
tion eighty  perches,  and  a  messuage,  called  the  Mermaid j 
and  two  closes,  containing  by  estimation,  six  acres,  called 
the  Rock  Parks  and  the  Barley  Arish,  and  a  small  plot  of 
ground  adjoining  thereto;  and  a  close,  called  Cook's 
Close,  containing  one  acre  and  a  half;  and  a  messuage 
and  garden  in  Heavyhed  Lane,  and  another  messuage  and 
garden  in  Heavyhed  Lane,  all  within  the  borough  of  Ash- 
burton,  which  were  purchased  subject  to  these  rent  charges 
in  1761,  by  an  ancestor  of  Sir  Lawrence  V.  Palk,  Bart.^ 
the  present  proprietor  thereof. 


HEAD  MASTER,  Rev.  J.  CUMING,  M.A. 

John  Pinsent,  of  Combe,  in  the  parish  of  Croydon, 
Surrey,  in  1667,  purchased  a  piece  of  ground  in  Chud- 
leigh,  and  built  thereon  a  school  and  suitable  accommo- 
dation for  a  Master;  and  gave  besides  200/.,  and  also  en- 
dowed the  same  with  a  rent  charge  of  30Z.  per  annum 
upon  his  lands  at  Combe,  for  the  salary  of  the  Master ; 
that  the  said  school  should  be  a  free  school  for  all  the  pa- 
rishioners and  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of  Chud- 
leigh,  for  ever,  without  payment  of  any  sum  of  money, 
or  other  thing,  to  the  Schoolmaster  for  teaching  of  the 
children  of  the  inhabitants.  This  endowment  was  con- 
firmed by  Mr.  Pinsent's  will,  dated  June,  1668.

per  annum  each,  tenable  for  four  years,  for  three  boys 
educated  at  this  school,  towards  their  maintenance  at  the 
University  of  Cambridge. 


HEAD  MASTER,  Rev.  N.  LIGHTFOOT,  M.A. 

This  granmiar  school  was  founded  by  King  Edward  VI., 
and  is  under  the  management  of  twelve  Governors,  being 
the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Crediton.  The 
school  is  open  to  all  children  in  the  parishes  of  Crediton 
and  Sandford,  The  Master's  fixed  stipend  is  30^  per 
annum;  and  he  has,  in  addition,  5Z.  a-year  for  instructing 
every  day  scholar  from  these  two  parishes,  which  in  the 
year  1813  amounted  to  12 1^  Ss,  according  to  quarterly 
returns:  the  Master  also  holds  the  perpetual  curacy  of 
Kennerley,  Devon,  in  the  patronage  of  the  Governors  of 
this  school. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

Ad.  each,  to  sons  of  inhabitants  of  the 
parish  of  Crediton,  educated  at  this  school,  to  either  Uni- 
versity J  tenable  for  Jive  years.

Founded  1628  for  the  instruction  of  the  children  of  free- 
men of  the  city  of  Exeter  in  the  Latin  and  Greek  lan- 
guages, without  any  charge  to  their  parents.  The  number 
of  such  scholars  is  A^ery  few ;  in  1823  they  did  not  exceed 
two.  The  sons  of  all  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Exeter 
or  county  of  Devon  are  entitled  to  be  admitted  into  the 
school  as  day  boys^  the  Master  being  restricted  from 
charging  or  receiving  more  for  their  instruction  than 
6Z.  Qs.  per  anniun.  The  Master  is  allowed  to  take  boarders. 

EXHIBITIONS, 

Dr.  Stephens's  six  Exhibitions. 

The  Rev.  Lewis  Stephens,  D.D.,  Archdeacon  of  Ckei^' 
ter,  and  Rector  of  Droaford,  in  the  county  of  StnUhamp^ 
ton,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  14th  November,  1746, 
directed  that  3,000/.,  after  the  decease  of  certain  an-r 
nuitants,  was  to  be  employed  for  ever  in  the  assisting  sim 
exhibitioners  at  either  of  the  Universities  of  Oarford  or 
Cambridge  j  two  for  sons  of  freemen  and  natives  of  the  city 
of  Exeter,  two  for  natives  of  the  county  of  Devon,  and  two 
for  natives  of  the  county  of  Cornwall,  all  bred  three  years 
at  least  in  the/ree  school  of  Exeter,  and  chosen  to  the  Uni-* 
versities  by  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  (except 
the  six  first  exhibitioners,  who  might  be  chosen  from 
other  schools  for  want  of  persons  qualified,)  and  to  con- 
tinue exhibitioners  seven  years,  and  no  longer.    And  by 

o  3 
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his  will  he  excludes  all  sons^  grandsons,  nephews,  and 
first  cousins,  of  all  Bishops  of  Exeter,  Deans  of  Exeter, 
dignitaries  and  Canons  of  the  cathedral  church  there^ 
from  enjoying  the  said  exhibitions,  intending  the  benefit 
of  them  for  the  laborious  part  of  the  parochial  clergy, 
the  sons  of  country  gentlemen  of  small  fortunes,  and  for 
the  advantage  of  the  city;  and  he  desired  that  no  pre- 
ference should  be  had  to  his  relations,  but  that  every 
exhibitioner  should  be  chosen  by  merit  only.  And  he 
desired  that  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  should  choose  out 
of  the  freemen  of  the  city,  a  sober,  frugal,  substantial 
person,  who  should  be  a  tradesman  and  not  an  attorney, 
to  pay  the  exhibitioners ;  which  receiver  should  enter  in 
a  register  the  certificates  of  residence  of  the  exhibitioners, 
and  should  every  year  lay  his  accounts  and  the  said  certi- 
ficates before  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  in  the 
Guildhall,  on  some  Monday  between  Christmas  and 
Lady-day,  as  the  Mayor  should  appoint ;  and  the  Mayor 
and  Chsunber  were  to  assign  him  a  moderate  salary,  and 
enjoin  him,  by  oath  or  otherwise,  to  act  faithfully  in  his 
office,  and  not  to  take  any  fee  or  bribe  from  the  exhi^ 
bitioners,  who  were  to  be  styled  "  Dr.  Stephens's  Exhi- 
bitioners," And  he  directed,  that  if  the  natives  of  Devon 
or  Comtoall  should  neglect  to  send  their  sons  to  Exeter 
Fr^e  School,  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  should  choose, 
into  the  vacant  exhibitions,  sons  of  freemen,  natives  of 
Exeter,  pro  hdc  vice.  And  if  the  Mayor  and  Chamber, 
through  any  quarrel  amongst  themselves,  or  neglect,  or 
design  of  serving  friends  or  relations,  should  delay  the 
election  of  the  exhibitioners  longer  than  six  months  after 
any  vacancy,  the  vacant  exhibitions  should  be  filled  up, 
pro  hdc  vice,  within  the  next  six  months,  by  six  Trustees 
and  Guardians  of  the  elections  whom  he  thereby  ap- 
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pointed,  two  of  Exeter,  two  of  Devon,  and  two  of  Corn- 
wall, with  a  power  whenever  any  Trustee  should  die,  for 
the  remaining  Trustee  for  the  same  county  or  city  to  no- 
minate another ;  and  after  the  next  six  months,  the  no- 
mination to  devolve  to  the  Mayor  of  Exeter,  And  he 
desired  the  Mayor  and  Chamher  to  take  to  them  two 
learned  clergymen,  or  more,  of  the  said  city  or  the  county 
of  Devon,  to  examine  the  candidates  publicly  in  the  finee 
school,  that  any  persons  might  hear  the  examinations, 
and  judge  of  the  merit  of  the  boys.  And  he  insisted,  that 
every  exhibitioner  who  should  be  elected,  should  within 
two  months  afterwards  repair  to  Oxford  or  Cambridge, 
and  enter  in  some  College  or  Hall,  and  reside  therein  nine 
months  out  of  the  twelve,  every  one  of  the  first  four  years, 
from  the  day  of  his  election.  And  he  required  that  every 
exhibitioner  should,  for  the  four  first  years,  send  a  certi- 
ficate of  such  residence  to  the  Mayor  and  Chamber, 
signed  by  his  tutor,  and  the  bursar  or  steward  of  his 
College,  otherwise  the  next  payment  of  his  exhibition  to 
be  stopt;  and  that  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year,  at  farthest, 
he  should  take  the  degree  of  B.A.,  or  quit  his  exhibition. 
And  if  any  of  the  exhibitioners  should  be  chosen  scholars 
or  fellows  of  any  College  or  Hall,  it  should  not  deprive 
them  of  their  exhibition  if  they  should  continue  there, 
and  send  to  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  a  certificate  of  nine 
months'  residence  in  the  University;  but  if  any  exhi- 
bitioner should  enter  into  holy  orders,  and  accept  a  cu- 
racy, he  should  enjoy  the  exhibition  one  year  longer,  and. 
no  more ;  and  the  exhibition  of  that  last  year  should  be 
delivered  in  divinity  books,  and  not  in  money,  to  tach 
exhibitioner  becoming  curate  of  a  parish,  such  books  to 
be  bought  by  order  of  the  Mayor  and  Chamber,  upon 
their  request  to  some  clergyman,  to  direct  them  what  the 
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books  should  be.  And  he  directed  that  20s,  of  the  last 
payment  of  every  exhibitioner  should  be  kept  back  by 
the  receiver,  and  employed  by  the  Mayor  and  Chamber 
for  buying  books  towards  forming  a  library,  for  the  use 
of  the  Master  and  scholars  of  the  free  school  of  Exeter^ 
And  he  also  directed,  that  any  exhibitioners  having  kept 
four  years'  residence,  and  taken  the  degree  of  B.A.  in  one 
of  the  Universities,  and  desiring  to  employ  the  remaining 
years  in  the  study  of  the  law  in  the  Inns  of  Court  in  Lon- 
don, or  the  study  of  physic  in  the  Hospitals  there,  or  the 
study  of  civil  law,  divinity,  or  physic,  in  any  foreign  Uni- 
versity, might  receive  their  exhibitions  to  the  full  end  of 
8€ven  years,  on  sending  a  certificate  once  a-year  to  the 
Mayor  and  Chamber,  signed  by  the  chiefs  where  they 
should  reside,  setting  forth  where  they  were  residing,  and 
what  they  were  studying.  And  he  directed,  that  any 
person  duly  qualified  might  be  chosen  under  the  age  of 
twenty-two,  and  that  before  every  election  of  an  exhi- 
bitioner, notice  thereof  should  be  given  in  the  public 
news  to  the  gentlemen  and  clergy  of  the  coimty  for  which 
he  was  to  be  chosen,  and  that  there  should  be  no  feast- 
dinner  or  entertainment  at  the  expense  of  the  benefaction 
or  the  exhibitioner,  on  any  day  of  election,  or  at  any  time 
else.  And  he  allowed  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  to  choose, 
one  of  the  exhibitioners  for  the  city  of  Exeter,  to  travel 
abroad  for  the  benefit  of  trade,  to  spend  four  years  in 
trading  towns  in  foreign  nations,  and  the  other  three  years 
in  trade  at  home. 

Dr.  Stephens's  will  extends  to  considerable  length,  but 
the  above  abstract  contains  the  most  important  of  the 
provisions  relating  to  the  exhibitions. 

Upon  the  death  of  all  the  annuitants,  the  sum  of  2,942^. 
was  received  in  October,  1799,  by  the  Mayor  and  Cham- . 
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ber  of  Exeter,  and  was  expended  in  the  purchase  of 
4,862/.  16^.  2d.  *  three  per  cent,  consols,  in  the  name  of 
the  mayor,  bailiffs,  and  commonalty  of  Ex^er,

nually  to  216/.,  are  received  by  Messrs.  Child  and  Co., 
and  remain  in  their  hands  till  drawn  for  the  payment  of 
the  exhibitioners. 

The  exhibitioners  are  elected  by  the  Chamber  from  the 
Free  Grammar  School  of  Exeter,  In  February  1821, 
there  were  two  exhibitioners  on  this  foundation  of  the 
county  of  Devon,  and  four  of  the  city  of  Exeter,  two  of 
the  latter  having  been  appointed  in  consequence  of  there 
having  been  no  boys  of  the  county  of  Cornwall  in  the 
school,  qualified  according  to  the  terms  of  Dr.  Stephens's 
win.  Certificates  are  required  from  the  Schoolmaster  of 
the  candidates  having  been  three  years  at  the  school; 
and  there  has  usually  been  an  examination  by  two  clergy- 
men, previously  to  the  appointment  of  an  exhibitioner ; 
but  there  does  not  hitherto  appear  to  have  been  more 
than  one  candidate  upon  any  election. 

It  is  required  of  the  exhibitioners,  that  they  shall  go  to 
the  University  within  two  months  after  their  election, 
and  that  they  shall  take  the  degree  of  B.A.  by  the  end  of 
the  fifth  year.  Certificates  of  nine  months'  residence  at 
the  University  have  been  also  required  from  their  re- 
spective Colleges,  during  the  first  four  years,  but  not 
after  that  time.  The  last  year's  allowance  to  each  exhi- 
bitioner, who  has  taken  orders,  and  accepted  a  curacy, 
has  been  laid  out  in  books  of  divinity.

Twenty  shillings  is  retained  firom  the  last  year's  payment,  to  each  person 
who  has  held  his  exhibition  the  whole  seven  years,  for  the  purchase  of  books 
for  the  library  of  the  Exeter  Free  Grammar  School. 
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Dr.  Vilvayne*s  six  Scholars. 

Robert  Vilvayne,  Doctor  of  Physic,  gave  certain  mes* 
suages  in  1660,  among  other  uses,  for  the  yearly  payment 
of  32/.  for  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  four  poor 
scholars  in  the  University  of  Oxford,  and  the  said  Robert 
Vilvayne  left  several  instructions  in  writing  for  the  elec- 
tion, government,  and  continuation  of  the  said  scholars* 
as  foUows : — 

Ist.  "I  give  for  ever,  32/.  yearly,  to  be  paid  quarterly 
to  four  scholars'  pensions,  viz.  40^.  a  quarter,  towards 
their  maintenance  in  the  said  University,  which  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Rector  and  Sub-rector  of  Exeter  CoUege  for  the 
time  being,  by  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  out  of 
my  brewhouse  and  malthouse,  built  or  shortly  to  be  built 
in  the  manor  of  Exe  Island,  belonging  to  the  said  city. 

2d.  "  These  four  pensioners  are  to  partake  of  this  ex- 
hibition who  have  not  of  their  own,  and  whose  parents 
are  not  of  abiUty,  to  maintain  them  in  the  University.     , 

3d.  "  There  shall  be  chosen  two  out  of  the  High 
School  in  Exon,  and  two  out  of  the  Free  Grammar 
School ;  and  this  order  is  still  to  be  observed  in  the  hos- 
pital, which  the  Master  of  the  schools,  when  they  are  to 
be  chosen,  shall  present  with  some  others  that  are  fittest* 
sans  partiality,  to  the  Mayor  and  Recorder  of  the  said 
city  for  the  time  being,  who  shall  be  electors  after  my 
death,  together  with  the  Schoolmaster  of  that  school  out 
of  which  he  or  they  are  to  be  chosen,  or  any  two  of  them* 
who  shall  choose  city-bom  children  before  strangers*  c«- 
teris  paribus,  if  they  be  so  well  qualified  for  learning,  be- 
ha\iour,  toward  lives,  and  poverty*  without  partial  respect 
of  persons. 

4th.  *'  These  shall  enjoy  this  peusion  seven  yean*  if 
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they  80  long  reside  in  the  University  and  have  no  better 
preferment ;  but  if  they  take  any  cure  or  benefice,  or  aca- 
demical fellowship,  or  other  advancement  exceeding  the 
sum  of  20l,  per  annimi,  or  if  they  be  absent  from  the 
University  more  than  two  months  in  each  year,  not  giv- 
ing a  satisfactory  reason  for  such  absence  to  two  or  one 
of  the  electors,  that  then  his  or  their  places  and  pensions 
shall  be  ipso  facto  void,  and  the  electors  shall  instantly 
proceed  to  election  for  supply  of  the  place  or  places  which 
shall  become  void,  that  no  time  may  be  lost. 

5th.  "  If  any  of  those  places  shall  be  void,  and  the 
school  wherein  the  election  is  to  be  made  have  no  scholar 
at  that  time  qualified  to  be  elected,  then  the  place  or 
places  void  shall  be  supplied  out  of  the  other  school,  if  it 
hath  any  fit  or  eligible. 

6th.  "  What  exhibition  shall  come  to  the  receivers' 
hands  during  such  vacancy,  the  same  shall  be  given  to 
the  scholar  or  scholars  who  shall  be  next  chosen  to  suc- 
ceed. 

7th.  **  It  is  not  the  donor's  intent  to  diminish  or 
abolish  the  present  or  future  boimty  of  any  well-disposed 
person  towards  the  maintenance  of  any  poor  scholars 
whose  parents  are  unable  to  maintain  their  children  in 
either  University ;  but  he  much  desires  that  people  would 
be  so  well  minded  as  to  advance  learning  by  free  contri- 
butions. 

8th.  **  If  hereafter  the  two  grammar  schools  in  the 
said  city  shall  be  turned  into  one,  then  from  thenceforth 
all  the  said  four  scholars  shall  be  chosen  out  of  the  school 
remaining,  by  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Schoolmaster, 
or  any  two  of  them,  as  aforesaid. 

9th.  "  The  pei^sions  shall  be  paid  unto  them  from 
quarter  to  quarter,  or  a  week  or  fortnight  before  each 
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quarter,  by  the  Rectors  or  Sub-rectors  of  Exeter  College 
(their  battels  or  commons  first  deducted) ;  but  if  it  ex- 
ceeds the  said  40«.  quarterly,  they  shall  battel  or  common 
no  more  till  they  have  discharged  or  satisfied  the  over- 
plus, for  security  and  indemnity  of  the  College.'^ 

And  reciting  also,  that  the  said  Robert  Vilvayne 
shortly  afterwards  died,  and  that  Simon  Snow  proved  the 
will,  about  the  month  of  April  1666,  which  gave  to  the 
Chamber  of  Exeter y  and  their  successors  forever,  the  said 
brewhouse  and  malthouse  with  the  appurtenances,  to  be 
by  their  care  and  oversight  managed  for  the  public  good 
of  the  said  city,  and  particularly  for  the  payment  of  the 
aforesaid  pension  of  32/.  per  annum  to  four  pensioners, 
called  and  to  be  called  "  Dr.  Vilvayne's  Pensioners,**  and 
to  be  taken  out  of  the  free  school  next  to  the  east  gate  of 
the  said  city,  whereof  Mr.  Bradford  was  then  School- 
master ;  and  that  he  directed  that  the  Mayor  and  Justices 
of  the  city  should  for  ever  appoint  after  his  death  who 
should  succeed  in  the  place  of  the  said  four  that  should 
enjoy  the  benefit  of  that  pension  at  his  death;  and  that  as 
many  as  they  should  think  fit  and  capable  of  the  said 
pension  should  (if  any  such  at  any  time  should  be  there) 
be  taken  out  of  St,  John's  Hospital  and  afterwards  sent  to 
Exeter  College,  there  to  be  and  continue  so  long  and  in 
such  manner  as  the  said  Dr.  Vilvayne  in  his  instructiona 
made  in  that  behalf  did  desire  as  aforesaid. 

Sir  John  Acland's,  Bart.,  two  Scholars. 

Sir  John  Acland,  Bart,  amongst  many  other  munificent 
endowments  in  1649,  directed  that  after  his  decease, 
16/.  should  be  paid  out  of  the  said  residue  yearly  for 
ever,  for  the  yearly  pensions  of  two  such  scholars,  to  be 
chosen  from  time  to  time  out  of  theyr€«  school  of  Exeter, 
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and  resident  within  the  college  called  Exeter  College,  in 
the  University  of  Oxford,  (viz.  to  each  of  the  said  scho- 
lars, 8/.  per  annum,)  as  for  the  time  heing  should  be 
i^pointed  to  receive  the  same,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Rector  for  the  time  being  of  Exeter  College, — the  owner 
for  the  time  being  of  the  capital  messuage  or  mansion* 
house  of  Colomb  John, — ^the  Mayor  and  Recorder  of  the 
city  of  Exeter, — ^and  the  Schoolmaster  of  the  free  8cho<d 
aforesaid,  or  any  three  of  them. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  John  Reynolds,  one  of  the  Canons  of 
Exeter,  founded  six  exhibitions  at  Exeter  College,  three 
for  scholars  brought  up  in  Exeter  School :  in  the  pa- 
tronage of  the  Dean  and  Chapter;  and  the  remaining 
three  for  superannuated  collegers  of  Eton, 
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Thomas  Crispin  by  will,  bearing  date  the  31st  Ja- 
nuary, 1689,  gave  5Z.  per  annuQi  to  the  teaching  twenty- 
five  poor  children  of  the  town  of  Kingsbridge,  to  be  able 
to  read  English;  also,  51.  per  annum  for  the  teaching 
twelve  poor  children  of  the  said  town,  to  write  and 
cypher ;  also,  20L  either  to  be  laid  out  in  land,  or  to  be 
put  out  at  interest,  as  his  Trustees  for  the  school  should 
think  fit,  and  the  profits  of  it  to  be  laid  out  in  buying 
books  and  paper  for  the  children  of  the  aforesaid  schools. 
And,  reciting  that  he  had  erected  a  house  and  grammar 
school  in  the  town  of  Kingsbridge,  he  gave  152.  per  an- 
10 
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num  for  ever,  to  be  yearly  paid  to  the  Master  of  the  said 
school,  such  as  should  be  chosen  and  appointed  by  his 
said  Trustees.  And  he  directed  that  the  said  Master 
should  teach  at  least  fifteen  boys  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
said  town,  and  that  in  case  so  many  were  not  to  be  found 
in  that  town,  it  should  be  left  in  the  discretion  of  his 
Trustees  to  fill  up  that  number  from  any  other  place,  but 
that  no  stranger  should  be  placed  there  so  long  as  any 
could  be  found  in  that  town. 

He  also  gave  towards  the  repairing  the  said  grammar 
school,  and  towards  the  charges  the  Trustees  should  be 
at  in  collecting  the  monies  for  the  said  schools,  5^.  per 
annum,  which  he  left  to  their  discretion.  And  for  the 
payment  of  the  said  sums  of  5^.  yearly  to  the  reading 
school ;  5/.  yearly  to  the  writing  school ;  151.  yearly  to 
the  grammar  school,  and  51,  yearly  towards  repairing  the 
grammar  school,  and  other  charges  about  the  schools,  the 
whole  being  30/.  per  annum,  he  gave  all  his  estate  of  in- 
heritance in  fee>simple,  in  a  tenement  called  Washbear" 
hays,  in  the  parish  of  Bradninchy  Devon. 

The  estate,  called  Washbearhays,  consists  of  a  dwelling- 
house,  outbuildings,  nineteen  closes  of  land,  and  a  cop- 
pice, the  whole  containing  (according  to  a  map  made  in 
1778)  78a.  3r.  4p.  The  estate  now  lets  for  321.  per 
anniun. 

There  are  on  an  average  thirteen  free  boys  at  the  gram- 
mar school,  all  of  Kingsbridge,  and  appointed  by  the 
Trustees,  who  appoint  strangers  if  they  do  not  find  sons 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  sufiicient  to  complete  the 
number.  They  are  chiefly  poor  boys  who  at  1  the 
school,  with  a  view  to  being  apprenticed  to  t  es  from 
Duncombe's  Chanty,  hereafter  mentioned,  as  a  q  i 
tion  for  which  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  attend  two  ;       i 
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at  the  school;  few  exceed  this  term,  and  as  they  are 
taught  only  Latin,  it  will  easily  he  perceived  of  how  little 
advantage  such  an  education  must  he  to  boys  of  their 
condition. 

EXHIBrnONS. 

WiUiam  Duncombe,  schoolmaster  of  the  free-school  at 
Kingsbridge,  erected  by  Mr.  Crispin,  by  will  dated  on  or 
about  20th  April,  1691,  gave  all  his  lands,  tenements,  and 
hereditaments,  and  all  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate, 
which  he  desired  might  soon  after  his  death  be  duly  ap- 
praised, to  Trustees  in  trust,  to  be  laid  out  in  purchasing 
such  estates  or  lands  of  inheritance  in  fee-simple,  as  the 
value  of  his  said  estates  should  amount  to,  according  to 
the  best  discretion  of  his  executors ;  and  directed  that  all 
such  estate  as  after  the  decease  of  his  wife  and  sister, 
should  come  to  his  executors  by  virtue  of  his  will,  they,  his 
said  executors,  should  soon  after  cause  to  be  publicly  valued 
and  appraised,  and  that  they  should  lay  out  the  whole  as 
thereinafter  was  mentioned  in  trust,  among  other  things, 
to  give  10^  per  annum  to  each,  by  equal  quarterly  pay- 
ments, to  one,  two,  three,  or  more  such  boys,  being  poor, 
as  the  estate  would  permit,  and  they  should  think  fit,  who 
should  have  had  their  education  in  the  said  free  school  of 
Kingshridge,  for  four  or  three  years  at  least,  and  should 
from  thence  go  to  the  University  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge, 
as  an  help  or  assistance  to  them,  towards  their  mainte- 
nance in  the  University  for  four  years,  and  no  longer ; 
and  at  all  times  afterwards  for  the  maintenance  and  edu- 
cation of  such  other  two  or  three,  or  more  poor  boys, 
when  the  time  of  the  former  was  expired,  as  should  have 
been  three  or  four  years  scholars  in  the  free  school  of 
Kingsbridge,  and  should  go  from  thence  to  one  of  the 
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Universities,  and  continue  there  four  years,  by  the  ap- 
probation of  the  executors  and  of  the  Schoolmaster,  for 
the  time  being;  and  if  the  scholars  sent  to  the  Uni- 
versity took  not  good  courses,  but  proved  debauched,  he 
declared  that  their  maintenance  should  be  withheld  by  the 
Trustees. 

In  the  year  1816,  a  petition  was  presented  to  the  Court 
of  Chancery  with  regard  to  this  trust.      This  petition 
was  referred  to  one  of  the  Masters  of  the  court,  who,  by 
his  report,  ,cUted  18th  June,  1819»  certified  that  in  pur- 
suance of  the  directions  of  the  court,  a  scheme  had  been 
laid  before  him  by  the  Trustees  for  the  application  of  tho 
income  of  the  charity,  and  that  he  had  approved  thereof; 
whereby  it  was  proposed  that  the  Trustees  and  the  School- 
master of  the  free  school  for  the  time  being,  should  g^ve 
bOl.  per  anniun  to  one,  two,  three,  or  more  poor  boys,  as 
the  funds  would  permit,  and  they  should  think  fit,  who 
should  have  had  their  education  in  the  free  school  of 
Kingsbridge  for  four  or  three  years  at  least,  and  should 
from  thence  go  to  the  University  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge^ 
as  in  the  will  was  directed  with  respect  to  the  10/.  per 
annum.     But,  that  in  case  of  a  deficiency  of  free  boys» 
being  poor,  going  to  either  University,  the  Trustees  and 
Schoolmaster  for  the  time  being,  should  give  50/.  per  an- 
nimi  to  any  one,  two,  three,  or  more  boys,  being  pocnr, 
not  being  free  boys,  as  they  should  think  fit,  who  shouli) 
have  been  educated  in  the  free  school  of  Kingsbridge  for 
four  or  three  years  at  least,  and  should  from  thence  go  to 
either  University,  as  an  help  towards  their  maintenance. 
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HEAD  MASTER,  Rev.  S.  W.  CORNISH,  M.A. 
Second  Master,  Rev.  J.  Let,  B.A. 

Founded  by  King  Henry  VIII.  ''  out  of  his  particular 
love  and  affection  towards  tlie  young  subjects  of  his  county 
oi  Devon"  and  that  the  said  school  **  should  be  called 
the  King's  New  Grammar  School  of  St.  Mary  of  Ottery.'' 
The  salary  of  the  Master  is  about  60/.  per  annum.  No 
children  are  admitted  for  gratuitous  instruction  at  this 
school,  except  those  admitted  on  Salter's  Gift,  whose  ex- 
hibitions for  this  school  are  now  detailed. 


EXHIBITIONS. 

Edward  Salter,  in  1732,  gave  to  Trustees  an  annuity 
of  6;. ;  arising  from  a  certain  messuage  caUed  Cros9  in 
Whimple,  upon  trust,  and  to  the  intent  that  the  said 
Trustees  should  upon  the  Wednesday  before  Easter,  yearly^ 
assemble  in  the  free  school  of  Ottery  St.  Mary,  and  that 
they,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  elect  out  of  the  then  scho- 
lars, one  of  them  bom  within  the  said  parish,  and  then  ap- 
proved by  the  Trustees  as  fit  for  the  University,  and  such  as 
his  parents  be  not  of  ability  to  maintain,  if  there  should  be 
any  such  in  the  said  dchool ;  and  after  such  choice,  if  his  pa- 
rents or  friends  should  send  him  to  the  University  of 
Oxford,  and  procure  him  to  be  admitted  within  one  of  the 
Colleges  or  Halls  there,  that  then  the  Trustees  for  his 
better  maintenance  should  pay  him  for  his  use  the  said 
6/.  by  the  year,  at  Midsummer,  Michaelmas,  Christmas, 
and  Lady-day,  such  payment  to  continue  (or  four  years, 
if  he  should  so  long  be  resident  at  the  said  University ; 
and  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  four  years,  or  sooner. 
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if  by  death  or  non-residence  it  should  become  necessary, 
the  Trustees  were  to  assemble  on  the  Wednesday  before 
Easter,  and  choose  one  other  scholar  with  the  same  qualifi- 
cations, who  should  receive  the  like  annuity  of  61,  for  the 
term  of  four  years,  if  he  should  so  long  continue  resident 
at  the  said  University,  and  so  from  time  to  time  for  ever ; 
and  if  at  any  such  election  there  should  be  an  equal  num- 
ber of  votes  for  two  or  more  candidates,  the  Schoolmaster 
in  such  case  should  have  a  voice,  and  should  elect ;  and 
that  until  the  Trustees  should  pay  the  said  61,  a-year  to 
such  scholar  as  aforesaid,  they  should  pay  to'  two  of  the 
scholars  of  the  school  of  Ottery  St,  Mary,  likely  to  be 
qiudified  and  fitted  for  their  election,  for  their  better 
maintenance  and  education,  3/.  each;  and  such  payment 
to  be  made  to  such  two  scholars  as  often  as  it  should 
happen  that  there  should  be  no  such  scholar  at  the  Uni- 
versity, and  so  to  continue  for  ever ;  and  it  was  ordered, 
that  when  four  of  the  Trustees  should  die  or  depart  out 
of  the  parish,  then  the  residue,  together  with  some  of 
the  chief  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  should  elect 
others  of  the  parish  to  make  up  the  number  eight,  and 
ehould  convey  the  said  annuity  to  such  new  Tnieteee ; 
and  that  two  of  the  Trustees  should  be  chosen  yearly,  to 
be  receivers  of  the  rent,  who  should  keep  a  book  of  their 
receipts  and  payments,  and  of  the  names  of  the  scholars 
elected  in  the  school,  or  for  the  University. 
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MASTER, 

The  date  of  the  foundation  of  this  school  cannot  pre« 
cisely  be  ascertained — the  management  of  the  fimds,  &c.> 
is  by  Act  of  Parliament  vested  in  the  Duke  of  Bedford: 
The  Schoolmaster  instructs  in  Latin  and  Greek  as  many 
boys  as  the  Steward  of  the  Duke  of  Bedford  thinks  fit  to 
send,  charging  the  parents  of  each  boy  ll.  Is.  on  entrance^ 
and  21.  28.  per  annum.  The  Master  has  the  privilege  of 
taking  pupils  without  the  intervention  of  the  Duke  of 
Bedford,  and  in  such  cases,  he  charges  an  additional  two 
guineas  per  annum. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

Sir  John  GlanviUe,  Knight,  of  Broadhinton,  WiUshire^ 
Seijeant-at-Law,  by  indenture,  dated  the  29th  March^ 
1649,  granted  to  certain  Trustees  by  himself  appointed> 
all  his  customary  messuage  or  tenement,  with  appurte^ 
nances,  in  South  Brent,  alias  South  Brent-Tor,  in  th« 
parish  of  Lamerton,  Devon,  with  all  his  houses,  lands, 
meadows,  and  pastures  there,  upon  trust  that  the  pre- 
mises, and  all  the  issues  and  profits  thereof,  should  be 
disposed  of  from  time  to  time  for  ever  in  manner  follow- 
ing, viz.  That  the  feoffees,  or  the  greater  part  of  th^ 
that  should  be  present  in  the  school-house  in  Tavistock, 
on  Friday  in  Easter  week,  between  the  hours  of  ten  and 
twelve  of  the  same  day,  yearly  for  ever  should,  according 
to  their  discretion,  for  the  maintenance  of  one  such  boy, 
of  the  best  ingenuity  and  towardliness,  that  should  be 
lawfully  bom  of  honest  parents,  within  the  said  borough, 
a  grammar  scholar  in  the  free  school  in  Tavistock,  under 
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the  principal  Master  of  the  said  school  for  the  time  being, 
for  his  bringing  up  in  good  literature,  whose  parents  or 
friends  were  poor,  or  without  deceit,  reputed  to  be  unable 
to  maintain  such  boy,  son,  or  kinsman ;  and  he  directed 
that  no  less  than  6/.  I3s.  4d,  yearly,  for  the  better  main- 
tenance of  one  such  boy  or  youth  as  before  described, 
when  such  boy  or  youth  might  be  found  in  the  said 
school,  to  be  promoted  therefrom  at  the  University  of 
Oxford  or  Cambridge,  from  time  to  time,  until  such 
youth  should  obtain  a  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  or  by 
reason  of  his  learning  and  behaviour,  according  to  the 
custom  of  such  University,  should  obtain  or  be  worthy 
of  it,  and  no  longer ;  so  that  there  might  be  one  such  boy 
or  youth  in  one  of  the  said  Universities,  to  receive  the 
benefit  of  the  said  gift,  for  his  better  use  in  good  learn- 
ing. And  he  directed  that  in  the  election  of  such  boy  or 
youth  to  be  promoted  from  the  said  school  to  the  Univer- 
sity, the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Master  of  the  said  school 
for  the  time  being,  in  the  school-house  there  should  be 
asked,  and  be  maturely  consulted  by  his  said  feoffees,  who 
should  happen  to  be  present  upon  such  Friday. 

The  premises  conveyed  by  the  above  abstracted  deed^ 
consist  of  a  dwelling-house,  bam,  and  out-houses,  a  gar« 
den,  and  thirteen  small  plots  of  ground  lying,  dispersed, 
all  situate  in  the  parish  of  Lamerton.  The  value  of  the 
estate  is  now  estimated  at  20/.  per.  anntun.  There  is 
about  2001.  Consols  belonging  to  this  trust,  arising  from 
accumulations.  ». 
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HEAD  MASTER,  Rev.  ALLDERSEY  DICKEN,  B.D 
Second  Master,  Rev.  Anthomt  Bodlton,  M.  A. 

Peter  Blundell,  of  Tiverton,  by  will,  bearing  date 
the  9th  of  June,  1599>  directed  that  his  executors  should 
erect  upon  a  convenient  piece  of  ground  in  Tiverton,  to 
be  purchased  for  that  purpose,  a  school-house,  with 
offices  and  rooms  over  it,  and  that  there  should  be  a 
garden  and  other  appurtenances  adjoining  thereto ;  and 
that  2,400/.  should,  if  necessary,  be  bestowed  thereupon.: 
He  further  directed,  that  there  should  not  be  above  150 
scholars  at  one  time,  and  those  to  be  boys,  not  above  the 
age  of  eighteen,  nor  under  six,  bom  or  for  the  most  part 
before  the  age  of  six  brought  up  in  the  town  or  parish  of 
Twertonj  and  that  if  the  number  should  not  be  filled  up, 
the  want  should  be  supplied  by  the  children  of  foreigners, 
to  be  admitted  with  the  assent  and  allowance  of  such  ten 
householders  of  Tiverton,  as  for  the  time  being  should  be 
most  in  the  subsidy  books  of  the  Queen  and  her  successors ; 
and  that  they  should  choose  the  children  of  foreigners, 
mthmet  regarding  the  rich  more  than  the  poor.  And  the 
Schoolmaster  was  to  have  the  use  of  the  rooms  and  build- 
ings aforesaid,  and  50/.  a-year,  and  an  Usher  was  to  have 
one  chamber  in  the  building,  and  twenty  marks  a-year. 
And  the  testator  declared  his  desire  and  will  to  be,  that 
they  should  be  satisfied  therewith,  without  exacting  more 
of  parent  or  children ;  his  meaning  being,  that  it  shbuld 
be  a^ee  school,  and  not  a  school  of  exaction.  And  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  said  free  grammar  school,  he  devised 
all  his  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  in  the  county 
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of  Devon,  to  twenty-seven  Trustees  and  their  heirs,  in 
trust,  to  pay  the  said  salaries  to  the  Master  and  Usher, 
and  405.  a-year  to  a  clerk,  for  keeping  the  accounts,  &c., 
and  Si.  a-year  for  the  repairs  of  the  school  and  other 
things  necessary  to  the  same.  And  he  directed  that  the 
Trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the  most  part  of  them^ 
should  make,  abolish,  and  set  down  such  orders,  &c. 
touching  the  school  and  all  matters  thereof,  and  all 
parties  interested  therein,  as  to  them  or  the  most  part  of 
them  for  the  time  being  should  be  thought  meet ;  and 
that  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  should  be  appointed 
and  displaced  by  them,  with  the  approbation  as  to  such 
appointment  of  the  ordinary  of  the  diocese,  and  that 
when  the  Trustees  were  reduced  to  thirteen,  the  number 
should  be  made  up  to  twenty-five.  And  as  his  lands  in 
Devon  were  not  of  sufficient  value  to  supply  his  will  con- 
cerning the  said  school,  &c.,  he  directed  that  his  execu- 
tors should  purchase  lands  or  rents  for  a  full  supply 
thereof,  the  overplus  to  be  employed  to  the  performance 
of  the  rest  of  his  will. 

All  free  boys  (as  defined  by  Mr.  BlundeU's  will)  are 
considered  admissible,  and  are  admitted  on  being  sent  to 
the  school  when  they  are  six  years  of  age,  and  fit  to  enter 
upon  grammar;  they  receive  a  classical  education  with 
the  other  scholars,  and  may  continue  at  school  till  they 
are  eighteen  years  of  age. 

The  school  buildings  are  weU  adapted  for  a  large  e»* 
tablishment.  The  Master,  who  has  the  care  of  the 
upper  school,  has  a  house  capable  of  containing  about 
100  boarders,  with  a  garden  and  meadow.  The  Usher 
or  Under  Master,  who  instructs  the  lower  school,  has  a 
house  capable  of  containing  about  forty  boarders,  with  a 
garden. 
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FELLOWSHIPS  and  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Mr.  BlundeU  directed  his  executors  to  bestow  2,000/. 
in  establishing  six  scholarships  at  either  of  the  Uni- 
versities of  Otrford  or  Cambridge;  and  with  that  view 
they  were  directed  to  purchase  lands  and  tenements,  the 
yearly  profits  whereof  should  be  employed  in  their  main- 
tenance for  ever ;  such  scholars  to  be  elected  by  his  Trus- 
tees or  the  most  part  of  them,  with  the  advice  of  the 
Schoolmaster,  out  of  the  said  grammar  Vhool  at  Tiver- 
ton, of  the  aptest  in  learning,  and  such  as  were  least  able 
to  maintain  themselves. 

In  consequence  of  the  direction  in  Peter  Blundell's 
will,  that  2,000/.  should  be  bestowed  in  founding  six 
scholarships  in  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge, 
deeds  of  composition  were  in  1615  and  1616,  entered  into 
with  BaUiol  College,  Oxford,  and  Sidney  Sussex  CoUege, 
Cambridge,  respectively,  from  which  it  appears  that  700/. 
were  expended  by  the  executors  towards  purchasing  lands 
at  Woodstock,  Oxfordshire,  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
fellow  and  scholar  at  BaUiol  College,  and  1,400/.  towards 
purchasing  lands  at  Clea,  Lincolnshire,  for  the  iiiain- 
tenance  of  two  fellows  and  two  scholars  at  Sidney  Sussex 
College,  In  1676,  another  fellowship  and  scholarship 
were  established  at  BaUiol  College  in  the  same  man- 
ner; for  which  purpose  the  sum  of  650/.,  which  had 
arisen  from  fines  and  surplus  of  income,  was  paid  by  the 
feofiTees  of  the  charity  to  that  College.  These  fellows  and 
scholars  now  form  a  part  of  the  foundation  of  their  re- 
spective Colleges;  but  the  scholars,  in  addition  to  the 
emoluments  derived  frpm  the  College,  receive  an  allowance 
of  30/.  each  per  annum,  from  the  funds  of  this  charity. 

Under  the  terms  of  agreement  with  the  Colleges,  it 
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sometimes  happens  that  a  fellowship  to  which  a  scholar 
is  entitled  to  succeed,  becomes  vacant  before  he  is  of  suf- 
ficient age  or  standing  to  be  admitted  thereto,  and  in  such 
cases,  this  augmentation  is  continued  till  he  is  in  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  emolument  of  his  fellowship.  But  as  a  new 
scholar  is  admitted  by  the  College  upon  the  fellowship 
becoming  vacant,  the  average  number  of  scholars  receiv- 
ing this  augmentation  is  about  five. 

Ham*8  Scholarship, 

John  Ham,  by  will  bearing  date  the  Ist  May,  16T9, 
directed  his  executor,  with  the  advice  of  Mr.  Blun- 
dell's  feofiees,  to  bestow  200/.  towards  the  maintenance 
of  a  scholar  at  Sidney  Sussex  College,  Cambridge,  or 
Balliol  College,  Oxford,  to  be  chosen  by  the  feoffees 
for  the  time  being,  out  of  the  scholars  taught  in  Tioer- 
ton  School,  and  bom  in  the  same  town,  if  any  be  fit, 
and  in  default  of  such,  then  open  to  the  parishes  nearest 
adjacent  that  should  be  fit,  and  there  taught,  accord- 
ing to  such  agreements  and  compositions  as  the  said 
feofiees  should  make  with  the  Master  and  Fellows  of 
either  of  the  said  Colleges.  And  upon  the  contingency  of 
his  son  John  succeeding  by  the  death  of  his  brother 
Robert,  to  a  certain  estate  in  his  will  mentioned,  he  gave 
100/.  more  to  Mr.  Blundell's  feofiees,  for  the  same  pur- 
poses as  the  before-mentioned  200/. 

From  the  Master's  report  in  1740,  in  a  cause  of  the 
Attomey-tieneral,  it  appears  that  proposals  were  laid  be- 
fore him,  and  approved  of  by  him,  for  the  disposal  of  the 
surplus  produce  of  Mr.  Blundell's  charity,  either  in  aug- 
mentation of  the  stipends  of  the  scholars  on  his  founda- 
tion at  Balliol  College,  Oxford,  and  Sidney  Sussex  Col- 
lege, Cambridge,  or  in  the  addition  of  new  scho       kips 
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or  exhibitions,  as  the  Trustees  should  from  time  to  time 
think  fit ;  and  also  for  applying  the  produce  of  the  Old 
South  Sea  Annuities,  arising  from  Mr.  Ham's  donation, 
in  one  or  more  exhibitions  at  any  College  at  Oxford  or 
Cambridge,  as  the  Trustees  should  from  time  to  time 
think  fit.  At  that  time  the  income  from  844/.  18«.  ^d.^ 
being  Ham's  gift,  amounted  at  four  per  cent,  to  33Z.  15s.  lOd, 
and  two  exhibitions  were  established  therewith  at  16Z.  per 
annum  each.  In  1766,  the  capital  of  844/.  18s.  9d,  ap- 
pears to  have  been  reduced  to  790/.  8s.  2^d,,  the  produce 
of  which,  at  three  per  cent.,  the  interest  at  that  time,  was 
(after  deducting  expenses)  23/.  6s.  A\d,  From  1766  to 
1792,  two  exhibitions  were  given  at  11/.  10s.  each  per 
annum,  and  from  1792  to  the  present  time,  there  has  been 
only  one  exhibition  on  this  foundation,  at  23/.  per  annmn. 

Dovm's  Scholarship. 

By  indenture  bearing  date  the  20th  October,  1806,  and 
made  between  Richard  Down,  Esq.  of  the  one  part,  and 
the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  of  Tiverton,  of  the  other  part, 
reciting  that  the  said  Richard  Down  had  transferred  700/., 
3  per  cent,  consols,  to  the  said  Mayor  and  Burgesses,  it 
was  declared  that  they  should  stand  possessed  of  such 
stock  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  dividends  thereof  to  such 
one  scholar  of  Blundell's  school,  as  should  be  nominated 
by  the  said  Richard  Down  during  his  life,  and  after  his 
death,  by  his  son,  Edward  Down,  and  after  the  death  of 
the  said  Edward,  by  the  Mayor  of  Tiverton,  the  Upper 
Master  of  Blundell's  School,  and  the  Rector  of  the  portion 
of  Tidcombe,  in  the  parish  of  Tiverton,  the  said  scholar 
to  be  a  native  of  Tiverton,  and  educated  at  that  school 
three  years  before  such  nomination;  not  to  be  more 
than  eighteen  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  nomination^  nor 
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to  receive  the  emoluments  until  entered  at  some  College 
at  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  and  to  continue  to  receive  tlie 
same  for  seven  years  from  such  his  entrance^  unless 
within  that  time  he  should  cease  to  be  a  member  of  some 
College,  or  being  of  the  age  of  twenty-three  should  re- 
fuse to  take  orders,  or  accept  any  benefice  with  cure  of 
souls  of  the  annual  value  of  150/. ;  provided  that  such 
scholar  should  be  entered  at  some  College  within  three 
months  from  the  time  of  such  nomination ;  and  that  as 
often  as  no  fit  and  proper  scholar,  bom  in  Tiverton^  and 
qualified  as  aforesaid,  should  be  found,  the  dividends 
should  accumulate  till  some  scholar  properly  qualified 
should  be  nominated ;  and  the  money  accumulated  during 
that  time  should  be  paid  by  the  said  Mayor  and  Bur« 
gesses,  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  such  scholar  to  be  next 
thereafter  nominated,  at  such  time,  and  in  such  manner 
as  the  persons  so  nominating  should  direct  or  appoint. 

Richard  Down,  Esq.  died  in  1813,  having  himself  nomi- 
nated the  first  exhibitioner  under  his  gift,  which  he  did 
soon  ufter  the  date  of  his  trust  deed.  This  exhibitioner 
received  the  emoluments  until  1813,  and  no  other  scholars 
became  eligible  to  this  exhibition  until  1817,  when  another 
was  appointed  by  Mr.  Edward  Down.  The  700/.,  3  per 
cent,  consols,  is  vested  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and 
Burgesses  of  Tiverton. 

Newte's  Scholarship. 

Certain  lands  were  also,  in  1715,  given  by  the  will  of 
John  Newte,  to  the  Master  and  Fellows  of  BaUiol  Col- 
lege,  Oxford,  the  annual  profits  thereof  to  be  bestowed 
by  them  in  an  exhibition  on  a  scholar,  to  be  chosen  out 
of  Blundell's  School,  by  the  three  Rectors  of  Tiverton 
for  the  time  being,  or  any  two  of  them. 
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Gilberd's  Exhibitions. 

Benjamin  Gilberd,  by  will,  bearing  date  Sth  November, 
1783,  gave  to  Trustees  sufficient  money  to  purchase 
2,0001.  consols ;  the  dividends  arising  from  the  same,  to 
be  paid  to  Agnes  Nott  during  her  life,  and  after  her 
decease,  the  stock  to  be  transferred  to  the  Trustees  of 
Blundell's  Free  Latin  School  at  Tvoerton,  to  be  employed 
for  the  benefit  of  the  said  school,  and  the  scholars  educated 
therein.  This  donation  accrued  to  the  charity  in  1801, 
upon  the  death  of  the  person  to  whom  he  gave  a  life  in- 
terest in  the  same.  Until  the  year  1814,  20L  a-year  were 
paid  out  of  the  dividends  thereof  to  an  exhibitioner,  and 
10/.  a-year  to  four  scholars  on  Blundell's  foundation ; 
but  since  that  time,  the  whole  of  the  dividends  have 
been  given  to  two  exhibitioners  on  Mr.  Gilberd's  founda- 
tion, of  30/.  per  annum  each.

In  the 
reign  of  James  the  First,  this  school  was  re-established 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  greater  number  of  scholars,  and 
accordingly  extended  to  five  poor  scholars,  and  that  when 
the  revenues  of  the  school  increased,  more  scholars  were  to 
be  admitted.

By  a  decree  of  commissioners  of  charitable  uses,  made 
at  Blandford  in  1624,  it  was  ordered  that  the  said  land 
and  tithes  should  for  ever  stand  charged  with  the  pay- 
ment of  the  said  yearly  sum  to  the  Constables  and 
Churchwardens  of  the  several  places  above  mentioned, 
as  the  gift  of  the  said  Thomas  Lyne.  And  it  was  also 
ordered,  that  the  Vicar,  Constables,  and  Churchwardens 
of  Bingwood  should  meet  together  at  Bingwood,  and 
elect  one  poor  scholar  out  of  and  amongst  the  scholars 
of  the  free  grammar  school  of  Bingwood,  and  send  him 
to  the  Universities  of  Oaford  or  Cambridge,  to  study 
there,  if  there  should  be  any  such  poor  scholar  fit  and  ca- 
pable thereof,  which  poor  scholar  should  continue  there 
for  the  space  of  four  years.  And  that  during  that  time 
the  said  Constables  and  Churchwardens  of  Bingwood 
should,  on  receipt  of  the  said  yearly  sum  of  61.,  pay  the 
same  to  him  towards  his  maintenance,  as  the  gift  of  the 
said  Thomas  Lyne,  and  so  in  like  manner  for  ever  should, 
after  four  years,  or  before,  if  the  poor  scholar  should  die 
in  the  mean  time,  elect  another ;  but  if  there  should  be  no 
such  poor  scholar  amongst  the  scholars  of  the  free  gram^ 
mar  school  of  Bingwood,  fit  and  capable  to  study  at  Ox- 
ford or  Cambridge,  that  then  the  Constables  and  Church- 
wardens of  Wimbome  Minster  should  elect  a  poor  scholar 
out  of  the  grammar  school  of  Wimhome  Minster  :  and  if 
there  should  be  no  such  poor  scholar  in  the  grammar

By  an  Act  passed  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne, 
the  Preacher  of  Charter-houses  the  Rector  of  St.  Botolph, 
Bishopsgate ;  the  Rector  of  St.  Peter's,  ComhiUj  the 
Preacher  of  Gray*s  Inn  ;  the  President  of  Sion  College  ; 
the  Schoolmaster  of  Charter-house  j  the  Common  Ser- 
geant of  the  city  of  London  ;  and  the  Master  of  Merchant 
Taylors  School  for  the  time  heing,  were  constituted  a 
body  corporate  for  the  management  of  the  school.  The 
Governors  appoint  Assistant-Governors,  composed  of  gen- 
tlemen resident  in  the  neighbourhood,  who  elect  the  boys 
into  the  school.  This  school  is  intended  by  the  founder 
for  training  up  children  to  be  fit  for  the  Universities,  as 
well  as  for  trade,  &c. :  fifty  boys  are  taught  free  of  ex- 
pense ;  and  another  class  of  boys  are  admissible  upon  the 
payment  of  20s.  per  annum.

boy  from  Huntingdon  School  to  have  the  preference;  but 
in  failure,  the  Master  and  Fellows  of  Peter  House  have 
the  disposal  of  the  same.  The  produce  of  the  estates 
about  20/.  per  annum. 

At  Christ  College,  Cambridge,  a  scholarship  was  founded 
by  Robert  Broadbank  for  a  native  of  Huntingdon,

HEAD  MASTER,  Rev.  JOHN  BIRT,  D.D. 
Second  Master,  Rev.  W.  Jones,  M.  A. 

Founded  by  King  Henry  the  Eighth,  for  fifty  scholars ; 
and  the  management  of  the  same  is  vested  in  the  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  Canterbury.  The  school  is  open  to  chil- 
dren from  all  parts  of  the  kingdom. 

EXHIBITIONS  and  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Archbishop  Parker,  in  1569,  founded,  out  of  the  reve- 
nues of  Eastbridge  Hospital^  two  scholarships  at  Corpus 
Christi  College,  Cambridge,  for  two  scholars,  natives  of 
Kent,  and  educated  in  this  school :  in  the  gift  of  the 
Dean  of  Canterbury  and  the  Master  of  Eastbridge  Ho«- 
pital,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Archbishop  of  Cos- 
terbury. 

Archbishop  Parker  also  by  will,  dated  1575,  founded 
in  the  same  College  three  exhibitions :  the  right  of  nonli- 
nation  belongs,  1st.  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Canter^ 
bury,  who  are  to  appoint  such  sons  of  their  Norfolk, 
Suffolk,  and  Lincolnshire  tenants  as  are  educated  at  this 
school ;  2dly.  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Westminster, 
for  students  from  Westminster  School ;  3dly .  to  the  Master 
and  Fellows  of  Corpus  Christi  College,  for  students  from 
any  seminary  in  the  province  of  Canterbury.  These  ex- 
hibitions are  now  of  the  annual  value  of  15/.  each,  with 
rooms. 

John  Parker,  Esq.,  in  1580,  founded  three  scholarships 
at  Corpus  Christi  College,  Cambridge :  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  is  the  Patron  of  one,  who  is  to  appoint  a  native 
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of  Canterbury  from  the  King*s  School;  and  the  Master  and 
Fellows  of  the  Collej^e  of  the  other  two,  who  are  to  ap- 
point natives  of  Aylsham  and  Wymondham,  previously 
educated  in  the  schools  there. 

.  Robert  Rose,  oi  Bishopshoume,  in  1618,  gave  twenty- 
six  acres  of  land  in  Bomney  Marsh  for  the  endowment  of 
four  scholarships  at  either  University,  for  scholars  edu- 
cated in  the  King's  School, 

William  Heyman,  of  Canterbury,  in  1625,  gave  twenty- 
seven  acres  of  land  at  Warehom,  Kent,  to  certain  trustees, 
to  apply  five  parts  out  of  six  of  the  rents  upon  two  poor 
scholars  only,  to  be  placed  in  the  King's  School;  such 
scholars  to  be  descended  from  the  body  of  his  grand- 
father, Peter  Heyman,  Esq.,  or  to  be  natives,  or  bom  of 
such  as  are  natives  of  Sellinge.  The  scholar,  when 
chosen,  to  be  at  least  eight  years  old ;  who  should  enjoy 
the  exhibition  for  nine  years,  and  on  going  to  any  Col- 
lege in  Cambridge,  to  be  continued  for  seven  years  from 
his  leaving  school ;  and  if  he  should  take  orders  in  the 
first  five  years  of  the  seven,  the  same  to  be  continued  for 
three  years  more. 

Henry  Robinson,  in  1643,  by  will,  gave  certain  lands, 
&c.,  called  Gore  End,  in  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  to  St.  John's 
College,  Cambridge,  for  founding  two  fellowships'  and  two 
scholarships  for  natives  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  and  edu- 
cated at  the  King's  School,  Canterbury;  and  in  failure 
then  open  to  the  county  of  Kent,  if  educated  at  the  same 
school.  By  a  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  1652, 
it  was  ordered,  that  in  future  four  scholarships  should  be 
established  in  that  College  for  ever,  instead  of  the  original 
appointment ;  and  that  the  revenues,  according  to  the  di- 
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rection  of  the  donor,  should  for  ever  be  employed  towards 
the  maintenance  of  the  four  scholars  only,  each  of  whom 
are  to  be  allowed  by  the  College,  in  commons,  lOZ.  a-year. 

Dr.  George  Thorp,  Prebendary  of  Canterbury,  in  1719> 
by  will  gave  to  Emanuel  College,  Cambridge,  lands  at  Ash, 
near  Sandwich,  to  enable  Bachelors  of  Arts,  to  the  num- 
ber of  Jive,  to  reside  in  College  till  they  take  their  Master'^ 
degree :  but  should  there  be  none  such,  others  might  be 
elected,  after  two  years,  from  their  first  residence  in  CoIj 
lege ;  such  exhibitioner  not  to  be  possessed  of  an  estate  of 
401.  per  annimi,  and  his  friends  to  certify  their  intention 
of  keeping  him  there  until  he  proceeds  to  M.A.,  and  to 
declare  his  inability  so  to  continue  there  without  such 
assistance,  and  that  he  purposes  to  make  divinity  his 
study :  a  preference  to  be  given  to  the  sons  of  orthodox 
ministers  of  the  Church  of  England  and  of  the  diocese  of 
Canterbury,  and  such  as  have  been  brought  up  in  the 
King*s  School  there.  These  exhibitions  are  about  24/. 
per  annimi  each,  and  may  be  holden  with  other  exhibi- 
tions and  scholarships  of  other  foundations  attached  to 
Emanuel  College. 

John  Brown,  B.D.,  in  1736,  founded  at  Emanuel  Col- 
lege, two  Greek  scholarships,  amounting  to  about  8/.  per 
annum  each.  These  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Master  and 
Fellows  of  Emanuel,  from  scholars  educated  at  this 
school;  in  default,  from  any  other  school  in  Kent;  and 
in  default  from  thence,  open  to  the  whole  kingdom. 

Dr.  George  Stanhope,  formerly  Dean  of  Canterbury^ 
bequeathed  in  1728,  250/.  New  S.  S.  Ann.,  to  found  one 
exhibition  of  10/.  per  annuii[^^or  a  scholar  from  this  school 
for  seven  years,   in  the  appointment  of  the  Dean  and 
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Chapter,  such  scholar  being  at  some  College  in  Cam- 
bridge,  but  to  cease  on  becoming  M.A. 

There  is  a  society  of  gentlemen,  educated  in  this  school, 
which  has  been  established  upwards  of  a  century,  called 
"  The  School  Feast  Society,"  the  object  of  which  is  to 
have  an  anniversary  meeting,  when  the  Society  attend  di- 
vine service  at  the  Cathedral,  where  a  sermon  is  preached 
by  some  clergyman  who  has  been  educated  in  the  school, 
on  a  subject  suitable  to  the  occasion.  At  these  meetings 
collections  are  made,  part  of  which  has  for  years  been 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  founding  exhibitions  in 
the  two  Universities  for  scholars  from  this  school :  they 
have,  besides,  some  funded  property,  applicable  to  this 
purpose. 


MASTER,  Mr.  R  HATTON. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Ludwell,  by  will  dated  Sept.  1761, 
gave  2,500Z.  for  the  use  of  the  parishioners  of  Charing  2 
the  dividends  arising  from  which  to  be  divided — one 
half  between  ten  poor  housekeepers,  and  the  other  half 
for  the  support  of  a  school  in  the  parish.  The  funds  of 
this  charity  now  consist  of  2,960/.  17*.  9d.,  three  per 
cent,  consols. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

The  same  lady  also,  by  will,  founded  two  exhibitions 
in  Oriel  College,  with  a  preference  to  candidates  from  this 
parish,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  rent  of  a  farm  at  Throwley, 
devised  to  that  College  for  this  purpose,  and  of  the  value 
of  about  35Z.  per  annmn.

MASTER,  Rev.  D.  W.  DAVIES»  M.A. 

This  school  was  founded  by  Simon  Lynche,  who  ob- 
tained letters  patent  for  the  same  in  the  l6th  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  and  gave  certain  lands  for  the  endowment  of 
the  school,  for  its  perpetual  support  and  maintenance^ 
and  appointed  the  Vicar  of  the  parish  of  Cranbrook,  and 
other  parishioners  being  freeholders,  governors  of  it. 
The  school  is  open  to  all  the  sons  of  the  inhabitants  for 
classical  instruction ;  but  as  there  are  but  few  persons  in 
the  town  and  neighbourhood  desirous  of  giving  their  sons 
a  classical  education,  the  numbers  on  the  foundation  are 
very  few — not  above  two  or  three;  it  has,  therefore, 
dwindled  into  a  private  boarding-school.  The  Master's 
salary  is  100/.  per  annum. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

Tioo  exhibitions,  at  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  founded 
by  Lady  Vemey  out  of  an  estate  at  South  Ldttleton,  for 
scholars  from  this  school  or  Warwick  Grammar  SchooL 
They  are  paid  by  the  representative  of  the  foundress. 
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MASTER,  Rey.  T.  WAITE,  D.C.L. 

The  Rev.  Abraham  Colfe,  by  his  will  dated  7th  Septem- 
ber, 1656,  devised  certain  estates  to  the  Leathersellera 
Company,  in  trust  for  various  charitable  uses,  and 
amongst  others  for  founding  two  schools  in  the  parish 
ofLewishamj  one  for  teaching  reading  and  writing,  the 
other  for  classical  instruction. 

For  the  foundation  of  the  grammar  school,  the  testator 
orders  that  30/.  shall  be  paid  yearly  **  to  a  learned  scholar 
and  exact  grammarian,  who  is  sound  in  the  true  religion, 
for  teaching  freely  thirty-one  youths,  or  male  children  of- 
the  laity,  (besides  the  children  of  the  ministers  inciim* 
bent,)  chosen  out  of  all  the  parishes  of  the  hundred  of 
Blackheath."  The  Schoolmaster,  before  his  election,  is 
to  be  examined  and  approved  by  the  persons  mentioned 
in  the  will,  and  must  be  "  a  very  able  and  sufficient  scho- 
lar to  teach  the  Latin  and  Greek  tongues  both  in  prose 
and  verse,  and  also  able  to  teach  the  Hebrew ;  and  so  ta 
make  every  way  fitting  scholars  to  be  sent  to  the  Univer- 
sities of  Oxford  or  Cambridge."  The  thirty-one  free 
scholars  are  to  be  taken  from  different  parishes,  in  the 
proportion  directed  by  the  will,  "  and  if  any  of  the  pro- 
per pastors  and  ministers  incumbent  of  the  several  pa- 
rishes of  the  hundred  of  Blackheath,  and  also  of  CMsle- 
hurst,  have  any  sons,  every  one  of  them  shall  have  power 
to  send  one  son,  yet  but  one  only  at  once  out  of  one  house 
to  the  grammar  school,  to  be  taught  freely." 

From  the  present  alleged  insufficiency  of  the  funds 
arising  from  the  estates  bequeathed  by  Mr.  Colfe,  the 
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following  exhibitions  have  not  for  many  years  past  been 
filled;  but,  from  the  reports  of  the  Commissioners  for 
inquiring  into  charities,  it  is  supposed  that,  at  no  distant 
date,  the  Leathersellers  Company  will  be  in  possession  of 
sufficient  funds  to  meet,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the 
testator,  the  following 

EXHIBITIONS. 

Seven  scholars,  after  being  strictly  examined  and  found 
in  every  way  fitting  for  their  skill  in  the  Latin,  Greek, 
and  Hebrew  languages,  by  one  of  the  chief  Schoolmasters 
in  London,  and  the  Ministers  of  Leivisham,  Greenvnch, 
Deptford,  Lee,  and  Chislehurst,  are  to  be  sent  to  either 
of  the  Universities  of  Oarford  or  Cambridge,  and  to  have 
each  an  exhibition  of  lOZ.  per  annum  for  seoen  years. 
These  exhibitioners  are  to  be  children  of  persons  not  re- 
puted to  be  worth  above  500Z. ;  and  natives  of  Lewisham 
to  be  preferred.  Provision  is  made,  in  case  at  any  time  a 
scholar  fit  for  the  University  should  not  be  found  in  the 
school  at  Blackheaih,  that  an  exhibitioner  shall  be  chosen^, 
first,  out  of  the  children  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Com- 
pany of  Leathersellers ;  next,  out  of  the  King's  School, 
Canterbury;  and,  lastly,  from  Chrisfs  Hospital,

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MASTER,  (Vacant.) 

The  foundation  and  original  endowment  of  this  school 
are  involved  in  some  degree  of  obscurity. 

In  the  year  1561,  Queen  Elizabeth  having  required  of 
Archbishop  Parker  an  account  of  all  the  schools  and  hos- 
pitals in  his  diocese,  he  certified,  "  that  there  was  a 
school  erected  at  Maidst(me  at  the  charge  of  the  Mayor 
and  commonalty  of  the  town,  who  had  purchased  of  the 
King  (Edward  the  Sixth)  certain  lands  to  that  intent, 
amounting  to  9^.  6s.  Sd," 

The  whole  of  the  revenues  of  the  school,  amoimting  at 
present  to  431. ,  are  paid  to  the  Master,  who  lives  in  the 
school-house  rent  free.  There  are  no  rules  or  regulations 
relative  to  the  admission  of  scholars;  but  the  Master 
considers  himself  bound  to  receive  any  children  of  free- 
men, and  to  give  them  classical  instruction  gratis;  for 
other  instruction  they  pay  four  guineas  a-year.  The 
children  of  non-freemen  pay  six  guineas  a-year,  and  these 
he  considers  it  at  his  option  to  take^  or  not. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

There  are  four  scholarships  at  University  CoUe^e,  Oat- 
ford,  founded  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Gunsley  in  1618,  for 
the  maintenance  of  two  scholars  from  this  school,  and 
two  from  the  granmiar  school  at  "Rochester,  who  are  to 
be  allowed  chambers  and  15/.  a-year  each.  No  scholar 
has  been  elected  from  this  school  since  the  year  1796.

MASTER,  Rev.  JOHN  GRIFFITHS,  D.D. 

This  school  was  founded  by  King  Henry  VIII.,  and  the 
management  of  the  same  is  vested  in  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  the  Cathedral. 

EXHIBITIONS, 

Four  exhibitions  of  51.  per  annum,  tufo  at  each  Uni- 
versity ;  to  be  increased  to  61,  when  commencing  M. A. ; 
and  after  that,  6L  I3s.  4d, 

This  school  is  entitled  O^ide  Maidstone)  to  two  of  the 
four  exhibitions  bequeathed  by  Mr.  Gunsley,  of  152.  per 
annum  each. 


MASTER,  Bei.  W.  WODSWORTH,  M.A. 

Sir  Roger  Manwood  gave  in  1566,  to  the  Mayor 
and  Jurats  of  Sandwich  certain  premises  in  that  town^ 
and  other  property,  for  the  use  of  the  free  grammar 
school  at  Sandwich,  which  had  then  lately  been  founded 
under  letters  patent  from  Queen  Elizabeth,  granted  to 
the  said  Roger  Manwood,  dated  October  1st,  1563,  by 
which  the  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  Sandwich  were  appointed 
Governors  of  the  said  school. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

There  are  two  exhibitions  for  scholars  from  this  school 
to   Ijincoln  CoUege,   Oxford,  founded  by  Joan  Trapps,

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of  London,  widow,  1568 ;  on^  to  be  nominated  by  the 
Rector  and  Fellows,  and  the  other  by  the  Governors  of 
the  school. 

Sir  Roger  Manwood  in  1581,  conveyed  to  the  Master 
and  Fellows  of  Cuius  College,  Cambridge,  a  messuage 
with  fifty-seven  acres  of  land,  called  Bodkins,  in  Svoode- 
cliff,  near  Whilst  able,  Kent;  in  consideration  of  which, 
the  said  Master  and  Fellows  did  covenant  to  pay  an- 
nually iofour  scholars  of  their  College  lOZ.  13«.  4rf.,  four 
marks  to  each.  The  said  scholars  to  be  nominated  by 
the  Governors  of  this  school,  and  by  the  said  Master  and 
Fellows  alternately. 


MASTER,  Rey.  J.  T.  WILGRESS,  M.A. 

Sib  William  Sennocke,  by  will  dated  July,  1432, 
gave  to  the  Rector,  Vicar,  Churchwardens,  and  other 
parishioners  of  the  church  of  Sennocke,  in  the  county  of 
Kent,  all  his  lands  and  tenements,  with  a  wharf  adjoining, 
and  the  buildings  thereon  built,  with  the  appurtenances, 
in  Petty  Wales,  in  the  parish  of  AU  Saints,  Barking, 
London,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  successors  for  ever,  to 
the  intent  they  should,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits,  find 
and  maintain  for  ever  one  Master,  sufficiently  instructed 
and  experienced  in  the  science  of  grammar,  bachelor  of 
arts,  in  holy  orders  lawfully  constituted,  who  might  keep 
a  grammar  school  in  some  convenient  house  in  Sennocke, 
Queen  Elizabeth  by  her  letters  patent,  dated  1st  July, 
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1560,  granted  and  ordained,  that  there  should  be  ever 
thereafter  a  grammar  school  in  the  town  of  Sevenoaks, 
to  be  called  The  (irammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
for  the  education  and  instruction  of  boys  and  youths  in 
grammar  and  other  learning. 

There  are  generally  not  more  than  seven  boys  on  the 
foundation ;  and  for  many  years  past,  the  average  num- 
ber does  not  appear  to  have  much  exceeded  this.  The 
Master  lives  in  the  school-house  and  premises  (which  are 
extensive,  comprising  about  three  acres,)  rent  free,  a  sa- 
lary of  50/.  per  annum,  and  maintains  there  a  considerable 
boarding  school.  The  foundation  boys  are  taught  with 
the  boarders,  and  learn  Greek,  Latin,  and  English  read- 
ing, gratis ;  but  if  they  also  learn  writing  and  arithmetic, 
they  pay  three  guineas  a-year.  All  these  hoja  are,  at 
present,  from  the  town  of  Sevenoaks;  but  there  appears 
no  limitation,  either  in  the  founder's  will,  or  the  charter, 
or  the  ancient  ordinances,  as  to  the  place  from  whence 
the  scholars  are  to  come. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

Four  of  15/.  per  annmn  each,  for  four  scholars  from 
this  school,  to  either  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  arising  from 
property  belonging  to  the  school. 

Dame  Margaret  Boswell  conveyed  in  1675,  to  Trustees 
therein  named  a  farm,  called  HaUyweU  Farm,  containing 
by  estimation  306  acres,  with  the  salt  marsh  thereunto 
belonging,  containing  by  estimation  sixty  acres,  in  the 
parish  of  Bamham,  Essex,  in  trust,  to  pay  out  of  the 
rents  thereof  12/.  (now  75/.)  per  annum  to  each  of  ttoo 
scholars,  to  be  chosen  by  them  in  the  first  place  out  of 
Sevenoaks  2^chool ;  and  if  there  were  none  there  qualified. 
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then  out  of  Jkmbridge  School,  to  be  sent  by  them  to 
Jesus  CoUege,  Cambridge,  and  to  be  called  ^'  Sir  William 
Boswell's  Scholars." 

An  exhibition  of  4l.  a-year,  now  increased  to  8Z.,  de- 
vised by  Robert  Holmden,  and  in  the  gift  of  the  Leather- 
sellers  Company  of  London,  for  one  scholar  from  thig 
school  to  Oasford  or  Cambridge,  and  in  default  of  such^ 
for  one  from  Tunhridge  School. 


MASTER,  Mr.  BUCKLAND. 

WiLLLAM  Lambe,  of  the  City  of  London,  clothworker, 
by  letters  patent  obtained  from  Queen  Elizabeth,  directed 
and  ordained  that  there  should  be  one  grammar  school  in 
the  town  of  Sutton  Faience,  which  should  be  called  The 
Free  Grammar  School  of  William  Lambe,  for  the  educa- 
tion of  boys  and  youths  in  grammar  for  all  time  to  come ; 
and  that  after  the  death  of  the  said  William  Lambe,  the 
Master  and  four  Wardens  of  the  guild  or  fraternity  of 
Clothworkers  in  the  City  of  London,  should  be  and  be 
called  ''  Governors  of  the  possessions,  revenues,  and 
goods  of  the  grammar  school  of  Sutton  Valence/*  by 
which  name  her  Majesty  incorporated  them,  and  gave 
them  power  to  purchase  and  hold  lands  for  the  use  of  the 
school ;  and  she  thereby  also  authorized  them  to  name 
and  appoint  the  Master  of  the  school,  and  to  make  sta- 
tutes and  ordinances  in  writing,  touching  the  government 
of  the  Master  and  scholars,  and  the  management  and  dis- 
position of  the  revenues  and  goods  of  the  same  school.

EXHIBITIONS. 

Francis  Robins,  of  Sutton  Valence,  senior  Fellow  of  St. 
John's  College,  Cambridge,  by  will,  dated  7tli  July,  1721, 
gave  to  the  said  College  the  sum  of  200/.  to  found  tico 
exhibitions  of  10/.  a-year  each,  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Col- 
lege to  two  poor  deserving  lads  of  the  name  or  kindred  of 
Bobins  or  Sabb,  bom  in  Kent,  and  for  want  of  such,  to 
two  poor  and  apt  lads  bom  in  Chart,  Sutton,  Leeds,  Lang* 
ley,  or  Lenham,  and  educated  at  Sutton  Valence  School. 


MASTER,  Rev.  THOMAS  KNOX,  D.D. 
Second  Master,  Rev.  Thomas  Bbown. 

Sir  Andrew  Judd,  an  alderman  of  London^  was  the 
founder  of  this  school,  who  for  that  purpose  procured  a 
grant  by  letters  patent  of  the  7th  of  King  Edward  the 
Sixth,  for  erecting  and  establishing  a  school  for  the  in- 
struction of  boys  in  the  town  of  Tunbridge,  and  the 
country  there  adjacent ;  it  was  granted  and  ordained  that 
there  should  be  one  grammar  school  in  the  town  of  Tun- 
bridge, which  should  be  called  The  Free  Grammar  School 
of  Sir  Andrew  Judd,  in  the  said  town  of  Tunbridge,  for 
the  education,  institution,  and  instmction  of  boys  and 
youths  in  grammar,  to  continue  for  ever,  under  one  Master 
and  one  lusher ;  and  that  the  Company  of  Skinners  should 
be  the  "  (iovemors  of  the  possessions,  revenues,  and 
goods  of  the  free  grammar  school  of  Sir  Andrew  Judd> 
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in  the  town  of  Tunbridge,'^  and  power  was  also  given  to 
the  Company  to  take  lands  and  tenements  to  them  as  such 
governors  by  their  said  corporate  name>  towards  the  sup- 
port of  the  said  school. 

Sir  Andrew  Judd,  by  his  will,  stating  that  he  had 
erected  a  free  grammar  school  at  TMnidge,  in  Kent,  for 
the  maintenance  thereof,  did  bequeath  unto  the  Master 
and  Wardens  of  the  Company  of  Skinners,  of  the  city  of 
London,  certain  premises  therein  described,  as  all  that  his 
croft  of  pasture,  with  the  appurtenances,  called  the 
Sandhills  *,  situate  and  being  on  the  backside  of  HoUfom, 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Pancras,  Middlesex;  and  other  estates 
situate  in  the  parishes  of  Allhallows,  Gracechurch-street; 
St.  Lawrence,  Pountneyj  St.  Peter's,  ComhUlj  St,  Helen's, 
Bishopsgate:  and  St.  Mary  Axe. 

In  1820,  a  suit  having  been  instituted  in  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  touching  the  school  estates,  and  the  applica- 
tion thereof,  and  for  the  estabhshment  of  the  school,  by 
the  decree  made  therein,  it  was,  amongst  other  things,  re- 
ferred to  one  of  the  Masters  of  the  said  court,  to  approve 
of  a  scheme  for  the  future  establishment  of  the  free  gram- 
mar school,  having  regard  to  the  then  annual  rents  of  the 
school  estates. 

By  the  report  of  the  said  Master  in  December,  1824,  he 
certified,  that,  having  considered  the  several  schemes, 
which  had  been  laid  before  him,  together  with  the  said 
letters  patent  and  the  said  orders  or  statutes  of  the  said 
Sir  Andrew  Judd,  he  had  thought  it  expedient  and 

«  This  estate  is  now  let  on  building  leases,  and  consists  of  Burton  Cres- 
cent, Judd  Place  East  and  West,  Tunbridge  Places  Mabledon  Place,  BIdbo- 
rough,  Hadlow,  SpeldAurst,  Leigh,  and  various  other  streets  in  that  neigh- 
bourhood. The  income  of  this  school  is  about  5,000/.  per  annum,  and,  by 
a  recent  decision  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  the  whole  of  the  same  is  appli- 
cable to  the  uses  of  the  school. 
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proper  that  the  privileges*  of  the  said  free  grammar 
school  should  not  only  extend  to  boys  and  youths  whose 
parents  or  guardians  should  bond  fde  reside  within  the 
town  and  parish  of  Timhridge,  but  also  to  such  boys  and 
youths  whose  parents  or  guardians  should  reside  in  any 
other  parish  or  place  in  the  county  of  Kent,  toithin  the 
distance  of  ten  miles  by  the  ordinary  roads  and  ways  from 
the  church  of  the  said  town  of  Tunbridge  j  which  boys 
and  youths  should  be  considered  as  constituting  the 
FIRST  CLASS  ;  and,  that  there  might  be  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  youths  to  receive  the  exhibitions  thereinafter  men- 
tioned, he  had  thought  it  proper,  and  advisable,  that 
there  should  be  another,  or  second  class,  comprehending 
aU  boys  and  youths  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Bri' 
tainy  who,  being  qualified  under  the  regulations  therein- 
after mentioned,  should  be  capable  of  receiving  the  said 
exhibitions:  and  the  said  Master  being  of  opinion  that 
exhibitions  for  youths  going  from  the  said  school,  to  either 
of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  might  be 
most  beneficially  established,  he  had  prepared  such  arti* 
cles  as  appeared  to  him  to  be  necessary  for  effectuating 
that  purpose,  and  also  such  other  new  articles,  as  from 
the  then  present  circumstances  appeared  to  him  to  be  ne- 
cessary for  the  future  government  and  establishment  of 
the  said  free  grammar  school,  and  that  the  several  articles 
thereinafter  set  forth  in  his  said  report  formed,  and  he 
had  approved  of  the  same  as  a  proper  scheme  for  the  fu- 
ture establishment  of  the  said  free  grammar  school  from 


*  A  controversy  arose  in  1764,  upon  the  construction  of  the  charter,  re- 
specting the  limits  to  which  the  privileges  of  the  school  extended,  which 
was  then  settled  by  the  opinions  of  Mr,  Yorke,  Sir  F.  Norton,  and  Sir  W. 
Blark:itmic,  t:ikcn  upon  a  case  stated  to  tliem  by  the  governors.  Tbii 
point  is  now  finally  set  at  rest. 
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Christmas,  1824,  having  regard  to  the  then  annual  rents 
of  the  said  school  estates. 

Among  the  new  regulations  the  Master,  with  a  salary 
of  500/.  is  allowed  to  take  sixty  boarders ;  and  the  Usher, 
with  a  salary  of  200/.,  forty  boarders.  No  boy  to  be  ad- 
mitted till  eight  years  old ;  and  every  boy  not  comprised 
in  the  first  class,  to  pay  annually  to  the  Master  7/*  lOs., 
and  to  the  Usher  3/.  for  his  instruction  in  the  school. 

Regulations  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  as  to  the 

EXHIBITIONS. 

That  sixteen  exhibitions  of  one  hundred  pounds  a-year 
each  be  founded,  as  part  of  the  establishment  of  the  said 
school,  for  the  boys  thereof,  who  shall  go  off  to  the  Uni- 
versities of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  under  the  regulations 
hereinafter  set  forth. 

That  such  boys  as  shall  be  of  the  first  class  of  scholars, 
and  shall  be  duly  qualified  to  receive  such  exhibitions, 
shall  he  preferred  to  those  of  the  second  class. 

That  the  said  exhibitions  shall  be  held  by  the  said  ex- 
hibitioners iovfour  years,  from  the  commencement  of  the 
University  Term  next  after  the  presentation  of  such  exhi- 
bitioner, and  for  such  portion  of  the  said/cwr  years  only, 
as  they  shall  be  bon&  fide  resident  at  one  of  the  Univer- 
sities during  the  usual  terms ;  and,  in  case  any  of  the 
said  exhibitions  shall  cease  before  the  expiration  of  such 
period  as  aforesaid,  then  the  said  exhibitions,  for  the  re- 
sidue of  the  said  period,  shall  be  given  by  the  Governors 
of  the  said  school,  for  the  time  being,  to  any  youths  then 
or  formerly  members  of  the  said  school,  who  shall  have 
undergone  the  aforesaid  examinations,  and  proved  them- 
selves qualified  for  the  exhibitions,  although  they  failed 
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in  obtaining  the  same,  and  who  shall  be  then  resident 
members  of  one  of  the  said  Universities,  and  be  under  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts ;  always  preferring  the  youths 
of  thejirst  class  to  those  of  the  second  class. 

In  January,  1827,  the  Skinners  Company  ordered  that 
no  boy  shall  be  eligible  to  an  exhibition  from  Twnbridge 
School,  until  he  shall  have  been  for  the  space  of  five 
years  a  scholar  of  the  same. 

Henry  Fisher,  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  as  well  for  the  better  support  of  the  free  gram- 
mar school  of  the  said  Sir  Andrew  Judd,  in  the  town  of 
Tunbridge,  then  founded  and  erected,  as  for  the  support 
of  a  student  at  the  University  of  Oxford,  granted  and 
confirmed  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Skinners 
Company,  certain  messuages,  shops,  rooms,  and  pre- 
mises, situate  in  a  certain  alley  called  Harrow's  AUey, 
otherwise  Fisher's  Alley,  Gracechurch  Street,  in  the  parish 
of  St,  Peter's,  Comhill;  and  also  all  and  singular,  his  mes- 
suages, tenements,  and  hereditaments,  whatsoever,  in  the 
said  parish  of  St.  Peter's  ;  and  the  reversion  and  reversions 
of  the  same  premises,  with  all  and  singular  their  appurte- 
nances, to  hold  to  the  said  Master  and  Wardens  and 
their  successors,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  a  scholar  from 
this  school,  as  an  exhibition  at  Brasenose  College,  Ox^ 
ford,  the  proceeds  of  the  same :  which  exhibition  now 
amounts  to  171-  9s.  6d.  per  annum. 

Sir  Thomas  Smythe,  by  will,  bequeathed  to  the  Mas- 
ter and  Wardens  of  the  Company  of  Skinners,  and  their 
successors  for  ever,  certain  houses  in  the  Old  Change,  and 
a  house  in  Lime  Street,  to  certain  charitable  uses  therein 
mentioned ;  and  amongst  other  things  he  directed  that  the 
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said  Company  should,  for  the  better  encouragement  and 
advancement  of  the  poor  scholars  of  the  free  school 
of  Timbridge,  yearly  pay  for  and  towards  the  maintenance 
of  six  poor  scholars  at  the  Universities,  to  be  from  time 
to  time  elected  out  of  the  said  school,  the  yearly  sum  of 
60/.  (that  is  to  say)  to  each  of  the  said  nx  poor  scholars 
10/.  by  the  year,  by  even  portions  quarterly,  viz.  60s,  each 
quarter,  such  pa}nnents  to  be  continued  for  the  space  of 
seven  years,  and  vacancies  to  be  filled  up  as  they  should 
occur  by  the  Company. 

This  school  is  intitled,  in  default  of  a  scholar  from 
Sevenoaks  School,  {which  see)  to  an  exhibition  of  8/.  per 
annum,  in  the  gift  of  the  Leathersellers  Company : — and 

Further,  in  default  from  the  same  school,  to  t%vo  exhibi- 
tions of  the  annual  value  of  751.  per  annum  each,  at  Jwu 
College,  Cambridge, 

The  Rev.  Isaac  Worral  founded  two  exhibitions  of  6/. 
per  annum  each,  at  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  for  two 
scholars  from  this  school.     (See  p.  82.) 

An  exhibition  of  2/.  13^.  4e/.,  given  by  a  Mr.  Lampard, 
and  left  to  be  paid  to  a  poor  scholar  from  this  school  to 
either  of  the  Universities,  in  the  nomination  of  the  Mas- 
ter, and  appointment  of  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens. 
This  small  annual  sum  is  charged  upon  a  house  and  lands 
at  Lamberhttrst,  in  this  county. 

FELLOWSHIP. 

Sir  Thomas  White,  founder  of  St.  John's  College,  Ox- 
ford, out  of  respect  to  Sir  Andrew  Judd,  made  provision 
for  electing  one  scholar  to  a  fellowship  at  that  College, 
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out  of  Ttmbridffe  School,  to  be  nominated  by  the  '^prtetores 
vel  seniores**  of  the  town  of  Twnbridge:  the  election  to 
this  fellowship,  from  the  fomidation  boys  of  the  school^ 
is  regularly  made  upon  every  vacancy  by  the  elder  and 
principal  inhabitants  of  the  town,  convened  by  public 
notice  for  that  purpose. 


MASTER,  The  CURATE  of  WYE. 

King  Charles  the  First  granted  to  Robert  Maxwell  and  his 
heirs,  the  rectories  of  Boughton  Ahph,  Brenset,  and  New- 
ington,  and  other  premises,  provided  that  he  and  his  heirs 
should  provide  and  maintain  at  Wye,  a  Schoolmaster 
sufficiently  learned  in  grammar,  to  teach  boys  and  youths 
in  the  art  of  grammar,  and  pay  to  the  said  Master  yearly 
16/.,  and  other  payments  therein  specified. 

EXHIBITION. 

The  Rev.  Granville  Wheeler  in  1759,  founded  an  exhi- 
bition of  10/.  a-year,  to  a  poor  scholar  at  Lincoln  College, 
Oxford,  bred  up  at  this  school :  since  augmented  by  his 
son  to  20/.  per  annum.

James  Barker,  who  by  his  will  proved  November,  1670, 
to  testify  his  love  to  his  native  town  of  Kirkham,  and  to 
make  some  addition  to  the  yearly  stipend  of  the  Master  of 
the  free  school  of  the  said  town,  and  some  provision  for

All  the  boys  resident  in,  and  belonging  to  the  parish  of 
Kirkham,  (i,  e.  the  fifteen  townships,)  are  admissible, 
and  their  names  are  entered  in  the  register  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  4d.  to  the  Third  Master,  2d.  being  allowed  by  the 
Statutes. 

EXHIBITION. 

Mr.  Barker's  estates  having  increased  very  considerably, 
on  application  to  the  Court  of  Chancery,  it  was  ordered, 
by  the  decree  of  the  24th  March,  1806,  that  the  annual 
siun  of  80l.  should  be  paid  to  such  poor  scholar  as  should 
be  qualified  and  nominated  in  the  manner  directed  by  the 
will  of  the  founder,  and  the  feoflftnent  dated  14th  Novem- 
ber, 1673,  above  abstracted. 

Subsequently  to  this,  it  has  been  decreed  that  the  sum 
to  be  allowed  out  of  this  charity,  for  an  exhibition,  or 
pension  to  scholars  at  one  of  the  Universities,  should  be 
increased  from  80/.  to  120/. ;  and  it  is  also  proposed,  that 
the  Trustees  should  have  power,  in  case  their  funds 
shall  be  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  to  grant  to  a  se- 
cond exhibitioner  or  pensioner  at  one  of  the  Univer- 
sities, such  annual  sum  as  they  shall  think  proper,  not  ex- 
ceeding 100/. ;  no  abatement  to  be  made  out  of  the  other 
allowances  to  provide  for  this  second  exhibition,  and  if 
the  funds  should  be  deficient,  a  proportional  abatement  to 
be  made.  And  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  number 
of  persons  qualified  to  take  the  benefit  of  the  said  exhi- 
bition or  allowance,  it  is  also  proposed,  that  the  qualifica- 
tion of  an  exhibitioner,  as  fixed  by  the  will  of  the  said 
James  Barker,  and  thereby  confined  to  a  poor  scholar 
bom  in  the  town  of  Kirkham,  be  extended  to  any  poor* 
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scholar  born  in  any  part  of  the  parish  of  Kirkham,  and 
bred  at,  and  sent  from  the  said  school^  but  that  a  prefe- 
rence should  be,  in  all  cases,  given  to  a  poor  scholar  bom 
in  the  said  town  of  KirJcham,  in  case  one  shall  appear  duly 
qualified.

Two  fellowships  at  Emanuel  College,  Cambridge,  founded 
by  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  the  possessors  of  which  have  no 
voice  in  any  College  affairs.  In  case  of  vacancy,  the  heirs 
of  the  founder  nominate,  and  the  College  are  obliged  to 
admit  the  nomination.  To  be  appointed  a  Dixie  FeDow, 
it  is  requisite  that  the  candidate  should  be  related  to  the

**  That  the  surplus  of  the  rents,  &c.  of  the  estates  belong- 
ing to  this  school,  should  be  applied  and  appropriated  to- 
wards the  founding,  creating,  and  maintaining  of  one  or 
more  exhibitions  at  either  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  as  the 
Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  Grantham,  with  the  advice 
and  concurrence  of  the  Bishop  of  LiTicoln,  may  be  agreed 
on,  for  such  scholars  as  may  have  been  educated  at  this 
school ;  preference,  in  the  first  instance,  to  those  on  the 
foimdation;  in  failure,  then  those  educated  in  the  school. 
No  scholar  eligible  to  such  exhibitions,  unless  he  shall 
have  duly  attended  and  have  been  educated  at  least  two 
years  immediately  preceding  his  going  to  any  College  at 
either  of  the  Universities,  and  shall  have  obtained  from 
the  Schoolmaster  a  certificate  of  such  attendance,  and 
also  certifying  that  such  scholar  so  offering  himself  a 
candidate  for  such  exhibition  is  duly  qualified  in  respect 
to  learning,  and  of  good  morals  and  behaviour.  The 
exhibition  not  to  exceed  50/,  per  annum,  nor  less  than 
30/.     Exhibitions  tenable  for  four  years." 

The  surplus  averages  300/.  per  annum ;  part  of  which 
is  annually  applied  in  exhibitions,  and  the  remainder  as 
an  accumulating  fund  for  this  purpose. 


In  1763,  Dr.  Newcome  founded  two  exhibitions  for 
the  support  of  two  scholars,  who  come  properly  qualified 
in  morals  and  learning  from  the  grammar  school  of 
Grantham,  and  are  admitted  of  St.  John's  College,  Cam- 
bridge— if  not,  from  some  other  school  in  Lincolnshire;

Rev.  Thomas  Lovett,  of  Nottingham,  by  will  founded 
in  Sidney  Sussex  College,  Cambridge,  two  exhibitions  of 
the  annual  value  of  451.  each ;  and  he  directed  that  no 
scholar  or  person  whatever  shall  be  entitled  to  such  ex- 
hibitions, except  the  son  of  a  clergyman  of  the  Established 
Church  of  England,  and  whose  father,  if  living,  shall  then 
be,  or  if  dead,  shall  have  been  in  Priests'  orders,  and  duly 
qualified  for  such  orders  by  having  taken  a  regular  de- 
gree in  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge:  an4 
unless  such  scholar  or  person  shall  be  intended  to  go  into 
holy  orders,  and  shall  by  himself  or  friends  previously 
promise  and  engage  that  he  will  enter  into  Deacons'  or- 
ders, at  or  before  such  time  as  he  shall  attain  to  the  age 
of  twenty-three  years.  Mr.  Lovett  further  directed,  **  that 
a  preference  and  a  priority,  to  the  nomination  and  ap- 
pointment to  such  exhibitions  and  each  of  them,  shall  at 
all  times  be  given  to  a  person  or  scholar  duly  qualified 
according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  his  will, 
who  has  been  educated,  taught,  and  instructed  in  the 
free  grammar  school  of  Grantham,  in  preference,  or  the 
free  grammar  school  of  Oakham,  in  case  of  the  former 
failing  to  fill  the  vacancy,  for  the  space  of  three  years  at 
least."     Tenable  for  seven  years.

Countess  of  Exeter,  her  scholars ;"  and  upon  con- 
dition, that,  as  often  as  any  of  the  three  fellowships  or 
eight  scholarships  hecame  void  during  the  life  of  the  said 
Earl  or  his  son,  he  or  his  son  should  nominate  and  ap- 
point to  the  said  Master  and  Fellows  of  Clare  HaU^  a 
meet  person  for  every  such  of  the  said  fellowship  ex  scho- 
larships as  should  then  be  void;  and  that  after  the  death 
of  the  Earl  and  his  eldest  son,  when  any  of  the  scholarships 
became  void,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Master,  FeUows,  and

Robert  Johnson,  derk.  Archdeacon  of  Leicester,  by 
Tirtue  of  letters  patent,  bearing  date  24th  October,  in  the 
twenty-ninth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
whereby  Her  Majesty,  at  the  petition  of  the  said  Robert 
Johnson,  granted  and  ordained  that  there  should  be  a 
grammar  school  in  Oakham,  to  be  called  the  Free  Gram- 
mar School  of  Robert  Johnson,  clerk,  with  a  Master  and 
one  Usher,  and  an  hospital  by  the  name  of  the  Hospital 
of  Christ  in  Oakham ;  and  that  there  should  be  a  gram- 
mar school  in  Uppingham,  to  be  called  the  Free  Grammar 
School  of  Robert  Johnson,  clerk,  in  Uppingham,  with  a 
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Master  and  Usher^  and  an  hospital  there  for  the  relief 
and  support  of  poor  persons^  to  be  called  the  Hospital  of 
Christ  in  Uppingham;  and  that  there  should  be^  for 
ever^  twenty-four  discreet  and  honest  men,  who  should 
be  Governors  of  the  said  schools  and  hospitals :  and  Her 
Majesty  appcnnted  the  then  Bishops  of  London  and  Pe^ 
terborough,  the  Deans  of  Westminster  and  Peterborough, 
and  the  Archdeacon  of  Northampton,  the  Masters  of 
Trinity  and  St.  John*s  Colleges  m  Cambridge,  and  seven- 
teen other  persons  the  first  Governors^  and  constituted 
them  a  body  corporate. 

Amongst  the  statutes  of  the  founder,  it  appears  that  the 
school  is  open  to  all  boys  bom  and  bred  up  in  the  towns 
of  Oakham  and  Uppingham  free  of  expense,  if  their  pa- 
rents be  poor  and  not  able  to  pay;  the  Master  may  admit 
other  pupils,  subject  to  a  moderate  payment  for  their 
education;  the  charges  may  be  reduced  by  a  majority 
of  the  Governors  resident  in  the  diocese  of  Peterborough, 
on  complaint  made  to  them,  and  th^  Master  is  not  to 
take  above  their  decree. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

The  exhibitions,  now  twenty  in  number^  of  40/.  a-year 
each  in  value,  are  given  to  ten  boys  from  each  school^ 
whether  boarders,  day  scholars,  or  free  boys,  who  are 
qualified  to  receive  them,  by  having  resided  two  full  years 
at  the  school,  previous  to  their  going  to  the  University. 
The  boys  are  appointed  to  the  exhibitions  by  the  Go- 
vernors at  the  audit  days,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Masters  as  to  conduct  and  abilities ;  the  children  of 
the  poorer  parents,  aeteris  paribus,  being  preferred.

Mrs.  Anne  Snigge,  by  will,  gave  200/.  to  the  Mayor, 
Burgesses,  and  commonalty,  and  which  they  should  re- 
tain and  keep  to  their  own  use,  upon  condition,  that  they 
should  yearly,  for  ever  thereaf^r,  pay  the  smn  of  12/.  to 
and  amongst  two  poor  scholars,  sons  of  the  free  bur- 
gesses of  the  said  city,  who  should  be  educated  in  the 
free  grammar  school  of  the  said  city,  called  the  Bartholo- 
mew's, to  be  paid  unto  them  for  their  better  maintenance 
in  some,  or  one,  or  both  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or 
Catnifridge;  viz.  to  each  scholar  61.  per  annum ;  and  that 
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every  such  scholar  should  receive  the  same  for  fomr  years 
together,  remaming  there  and  demeaning  himself  weU,  to 
be  accounted  from  the  time  of  the  first  payment  after  he 
should  be  placed  in  either  of  the  Universities ;  and  at  the 
end  of  the /our  years,  then  to  pay  to  two  other  poor  scho-

FELLOWSHIP  and  SCHOLARSHIPS, 

William  Smart,  in  1598,  conveyed  to  Pembroke  Col- 
lege, Cambridge,  a  farm  at  Wiverston,  Suffolk,  then  of 
the  annual  value  of  19/.  per  anniun,  clear  of  all  deductions, 
for  the  maintenance  of  one  bye-fellow  and  two  scholars : 
the  fellow  to  receive  12Z.  per  annum,  and  the  two  scholars 
3Z.  each.  The  scholars  to  be  taken  from  this  school,  and 
the  kindred  of  Mr.  Smart  to  be  preferred. 

Ralph  Scrivener,  in  1 601,  conveyed  to  Pembroke  Col- 
lege, Cambridge,  an  annuity  of  21/.,  arising  from  lands 
at  Bramford  in  Suffolk,  for  the  founding  of  four  scholar- 
ships at  that  College,  of  the  annual  value  of  Si,  each,  to  be 
elected  from  the  grammar  school  at  Ipswich,  a  prefer- 
ence to  be  given  to  those  of  the  name  of  Scrivoier  or 
Daundy.  In  default  of  scholars  being  elected  from  Ips- 
wich School,  then  the  scholarships  are  to  be  filled  up 
from  boys  educated  at  the  grammar  school  of  Colchester, 

Richard  Martin,  in  1621,  gave  a  farm  at  Westerfield, 
Suffolk,  to  the  Bailiffs,  &c.,  of  Ipswich,  in  trust,  to  pay 
out  of  the  rents  of  the  same  annually  20/.  for  two  scho- 
lars at  the  University  of  Cambridge,  educated  in  this 
school.  One  of  the  scholars  to  have  14/.  a^year,  and  the 
other  6/. :  tenable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  said  Bailiffs,  &c.. 
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of  the  town.    A  preference  to  be  given  to  the  kindred  of 
the  donor. 

This  school  is  entitled  equally  with  that  of  Bury  St. 
Edmunds  to  the  small  scholarship  founded  at  Trinity 
HaU,  Cambridge,  by  Dr.  Mopted. 


MASTER, 

This  school  was  founded,  in  1651,  by  Sir  Nicholas  Bacon, 
with  a  small  endowment. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  same  foimder  gave  to  Corpus  Christi  CoUege, 
Cambridge,  an  annuity  of  20l.,  arising  from  his  estates 
in  Norfolk,  for  six  scholarships  at  that  College,  for  scho- 
lars educated  here.  The  heirs  pf  the  family  elect  to 
them,  with  the  advice  and  sanction  of  the  College  and 
Master  of  the  school.

This  school  was  founded  in  the  reign  of  King  Edward  VI., 
on  the  hiunble  petition  of  the  Corporation  of  Guildford, 
and  others  resident  in  the  neighbourhood,  by  letters  pa-> 
tent.  The  school  is  open  to  all  boys  resident  in  the 
town. 
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EXHIBITION. 

This  school  is  entitled  to  an  exhibition  under  the  will 
of  Joseph  Nettle,  by  which  (bearing  date  27th  NoveiA- 
ber,  1671)  he  devised  to  his  daughter  £liKabeth  Brindlej^ 
for  life,  and  after  her  death  to  Sir  Richard  Onslow,  Bart., 
his  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  a  dose  in  the  parish  of 
Stoke  next  Guildford,  containing,  by  estimation,  four 
acres ;  and  a  parcel  of  land  in  the  same  parish  adjoining 
to  the  close  above  mentioned,  containing,  by  estimation, 
three  acres ;  another  dose  in  the  same  parish,  containing, 
by  estimation,  three  acres  and  a  half;  and  all  other  lus 
lands  in  the  same  parish,  upon  trust,  that  the  ^jaid  Sir 
Richard  Onslow,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  should  yearly  pay 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands,  for  and  towards 
the  maintenance  of  a  scholar  at  either  of  the  Univerntwi 
of  Oxford  or  Ccmibridge:  the  said  scholar  to  be  the  son 
of  a  freeman  of  and  within  the  liberty  of  the  town  of 
Guildford,  who  should  have  been  taught  and  fitted  for 
the  University  in  Guildford  free  grammar  school,  and 
who  should  have  read  and  learnt  some  Greek  autlunr,  and 
be  well  instructed  and  knowing  in  the  Latin  tongue,  and 
should  be  tried  and  examined  therein,  and  be  iq[iprovedby 
the  Matiter  of  the  said  school,  and  the  Rectors  of  the  pa« 
rishes  of  Stoke  next  Gwlef^W^  and  St,  Nichoku  in 
Giiildford,  or  any  two  of  them ;  and  he  directed,  that 
they  should  certify  their  approval  to  the  Mayor  of  GuHd' 
ford,  and  such  scholar,  when  admitted  at  any  College, 
should  receive  the  rents  of  the  lands  above  mentioned  for 
six  years  ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  that  period,  or  on  the 
death  of  such  scholar,  or  his  removal  from  die  Univer- 
sity, that  another  schokur  should  be  eleeted  and  thoold 
receive  the  rents  aforesaid,  in  manner  aforesaid,  an#'«> 
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from  time  to  time,  for  ever ;  and  in  case  there  should  be 
a  vacancy,  by  reason  that  no  freeman's  son  be  ready  to  be 
sent,  he  directed,  that  the  next  scholar  appointed  shoold 
receive  the  arrears  over  and  above  the  current  yeariy 
profits.  The  rents  amount  to  23/.  per  annum,  and  ike 
exhibition  is  tenable  for  six  years. 


MASTER,  Rev.  F.  D.  LEMPRIERE,  M.A. 

Queen  Elizabeth,  by  her  letters  patent,  dated  the  27th 
day  of  July,  in  the  13th  year  of  her  reign,  reciting  that 
the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  St.  Olave,  had  lately 
erected  a  grammar  school,  in  which  children,  as  weU 
of  the  rich  as  the  poor,  being  inhabitants  within  the 
aforesaid  parish,  were  instructed  in  grammar,  &c.,  i^ 
pointed  sixteen  inhabitants  of  the  parish  to  be  Governors 
of  the  possessions  of  the  said  school,  and  incorporated 
them  by  the  name  of  the  "  Governors  of  the  possessions, 
revenues,  and  goods  of  the  free  grammar  school  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  of  the  parishioners  of  the  parish  of  St,  Okeoe, 
Southwark,  in  the  county  of  Surry," 

The  original  endowment  of  this  school  consisted  of  a 
large  field  in  Horsleydoum,  containing  about  sixteen 
acres.  This  ground  is  now  covered  with  houses,  erected 
under  building  leases,  many  of  which  have  fallen  in,  and 
the  houses  have  been  re-let  by  advertisement,  at  improved 
rents,  for  terms,  in  some  early  instances  of  thirty,  but  of 
late,  uniformly  of  twenty-one  years.  The  income  of  the 
school  is  now  about  1,600/.  per  anniun.    The  school  con- 
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sists  of  250  boys,  taken  from  the  two  parishes  of  St. 
0lave*8  and  St.  John's,  into  wliich  the  old  parish  is  now 
divided. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

By  subsequent  letters  patent  of  King  Charles  II.  dated 
the  2d  of  May,  in  the  26th  year  of  his  reign,  the  letters

This  school  obtained  a  charter  from  Queen  Elizabeth,  in 
the  4th  year  of  her  reign,  at  the  request  of  certain  inha- 
bitants of  the  parish  of  St.  Saviour,  in  the  Borough  of 
Southwark,  who  had  erected  a  school  at  their  own  costs 
and  charges,  in  the  said  parish,  for  the  instruction  of 
youth,  as  well  poor  as  rich,  inhabiting  within  the  said 
parish,  in  grammatical  learning;  her  said  Majesty  did 
thereby  constitute  the  said  persons  so  named  to  be  the 
fint  Governors  of  the  possessions,  &c.,  of  this  free  gram- 
mar school,  and  made  them  a  corporate  body.  The  nimi- 
ber  of  scholars  not  to  exceed  100.  The  endowment  of 
the  school  smalL 
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EXHIBITIONS. 

John  Bingham,  Esq.  one  of  the  Governors  of  this 
school,  founded  two  exhibitions  of  10/.  per  annum  each, 
for  two  poor  scholars  at  Cambridge  or  Oxford,  and  he 
directed  that  the  Governors  should  choose  none  for  this 
exhibition  but  poor,  and  such  as  were  forward  in  learnings 
and  might  be  fit  for  the  University.  The  choice  first  to 
be  made  from  the  legitimate  sons  of  decayed  Governors  of 
the  school,  or  Vestrymen  of  the  parish;  next,  such  as 
had  been  bom  of  honest  parents  in  the  parish;  thirdly, 
the  sons  of  any  parishioners  in  the  parish,  though  residing 
out  of  it.

This  school  derived  its  origin  and  earliest  endowment  by 
the  will  of  Mrs.  Agnes  Morley,  in  1512,  who  bequeathed 
for  the  purposes  of  the  said  school  an  annuity  of  20/. 
chargeable  upon  some  lands  and  premises  belonging  to  her 
near  Lewes,  as  a  salary  for  the  Master.    A  Mrs.  Jenkins 
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was  also  a  considerable  benefactress  to  this  school.  It  is 
open  to  boys  resident  in  Lewes,  subject  to  a  very  trifling 
payment. 

EXHIBITION. 

George  Steers,  late  of  Newdigate,  in  Surry,  clerk,  de- 
ceased, by  will  dated  1st  November,  1661,  gave  and  be- 
queathed all  and  every  his  messuages,  &c.,  in  the  town  of 
Lewes,  in  the  coimty  of  Sussex,  to  the  inhabitants  within 
the  said  town  of  Lewes,  and  the  liberties  thereof,  and  to 
their  heirs  and  successors  in  the  said  town  for  ever,  only 
to  the  uses  therein  declared,  viz.  that  all  the  rents  and 
profits  yearly  accruing  from  the  said  premises,  should  be 
employed  and  bestowed  for  and  towards  the  education  and 
maintenance  of  one  fit  person,  the  son  of  godly  parents, 
in  or  near  to  the  said  town  of  Lewes,  especially  the  son  of 
a  godly  poor  minister,  who  hath  truly  laboured  and  en- 
deavoured to  win  souls  unto  Jesus  Christ,  at  one  of  the 
Universities  of  Cambridge  or  Oxford,  by  and  during  the 
term  of  four  years,  and  at  the  end  of  the  said /our  years, 
then  to  another  during  the  said  term  of  four  years ;  and 
so  to  continue  successively  to  one  after  another  for  the 
like  term  for  ever.  The  nomination  of  such  exhibitioner 
to  be  made  by  the  chief  ofiicers  and  four  others  of  the 
most  able  inhabitants  within  the  said  town  successively 
for  ever.

ford,  the  sum  of  ^,000/.  to  be  gradually  raised  out  of  his 
several  estates  in  Warwick,  or  elsewhere;  and  his  will 
was,  that  the  yearly  interest  of  that  sum  should  go  towards 
the  education  of  four  young  gentlemen  for  eigJit  years, 
from  their  first  admission  as  members  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  no  longer,  and  that  they  should  during  that 
time  take  their  degrees  of  Bachelor  and  Master  of  Arts, 
as  soon  as  they  were  of  proper  standing,  and  had  qualified 
themselves  for  those  degrees :  his  will  further  was,  that 
that  benefaction  (which  should  be  distinguished  by  the 
name  of  Lucy's  Scholarships)  should  be  confined  to  such 
children  as  should  have  had  their  education  (three  years  at 
least  before  they  should  go  to  Oxford)  at  Hampton  Lucy 
school,  in  Warwickshire,  the  nearest  relatives  to  the 
family  of  the  Lucies  to  be  first  preferred,  if  of  equalleani- 
ing  with  the  rest  of  the  children  in  the  said  school ;  and 
if  any  children  should  come  out  of  Somersetshire  to  the 
said  school,  preference  to  be  always  given  to  those  who 
should  come  out  of  the  parish  of  Hilton,  in  that  county; 
and  his  will  was,  that  one  of  the  four  scholars  to  be 
elected  should  be  a  native  of  the  coimty  last  mentioned. 
As  there  are  not  now,  nor  have  for  many  years  been, 
any  classical  scholars  educated  at  this  school,  none  such 
have  of  course  availed  themselves  of  these  scholarships ; 
but  it  has  occurred,  that  boys  educated  elsewhere  have 
been  brought  to  the  school  for  examination  as  to  their 
fitness,  and  appointed  to  the  scholarships  by  the  Col- 
lege. 

The  Rev.  William  Rogers,  of  Wanoick,  founded  a  scho- 
larship at  Hertford  College,  Orford,  in  1749,  for  a  boy 
from  this  school ;  but  upon  the  dissolution  of  that  Col- 
lege, this  endowment  escheated  to  the  Crown. 
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MASTER,  Rev.  GEORGE  INNSS,  M.A. 

This  school  was  founded  by  Henry  VIII. ;  and  he  gave 
certam  lands  for  the  support  of  the  same,  and  other  pnr-r 
poses,  to  the  Corporation  of  WartDick;  now  produdng 
nearly  2,800^.  per  annum.  Open  to  all  boys  resident  in 
Wartoick:  on  entrance  required  to  pay  1/.  lie  6<f,  and 
6*.  every  half-year. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

Fulk  Weale,  of  Wartoick,  woollen-draper,  by  w!Q» 
dated  Ist  of  February,  1729}  gave  and  bequeathed,  after 
payment  of  his  debts,  legacies,  and  foneral  expenses*  all 
the  residue  of  his  personal  estate  to  certain  Trustees,  and 
directed  that  the  same  should  be  placed  at  interest  in  tho 
naiiies  of  his  Trustees,  until  a  convenient  purchase  of 
lands  of  inheritance  could  be  met  with ;  and  that  the  said 
money,  with  the  interest  thereof,  should  be  laid  out  in 
the  piu*cha8e  of  lands  of  inheritance  within  two  years 
after  his  decease,  or  as  soon  after  as  possible,  which  lands 
should  be  settled  by  the  said  Trustees  upon  such  a  nmn* 
ber  of  Trustees  as  the  major  part  of  them  should  in  their 
discretion,  or  by  the  advice  of  counsel,  deem  necessary, 
to  the  end  and  intent  that  the  dear  yearly  profits  of  sucli 
lands  should  be  applied  towards  the  maintenance  and 
education  of  two  young  men  at  a  Hme,  natives  of  the  town 
of  Wartrick,  and  in  default  of  such  natives,  then  to  one  or 
two  other  boys,  in  some  of  the  Colleges  at  Oa^ford,  for 
the  space  of  seven  years;  which  said  young  men  should 
from  time  to  time  be  such  as  should  be  bred  up  in  the 
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free  school  at  Wamrick  till  they  arrive  at  the  age  of  se* 
venteen  years,  and  as  should  be  qualified  and  recom- 
mended fit  to  be  sent  to  the  University,  and  approved  of 
as  so  qualified  by  the  Trustees ;  and  in  case  of  the  death 
of  either  of  the  said  young  men  in  the  said  seven  years, 
then  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  such  other  young  man  so 
qualified  as  the  Trustees  should  send  in  his  room,  so  that 
each  young  man  should  receive  the  benefit  of  half  the 
clear  profits  of  the  estate  for  the  space  of  seven  years  in 
the  said  University,  and  no  longer ;  and  then  two  other 
young  men  to  be  sent  from  the  said  school  so  qualified 
and  approved  of  as  aforesaid  for  other  seven  years,  and 
so  for  ever ;  and  he  desired  that  a  preference  might  be 
given  to  any  relations  of  his  own  duly  qualified. 

The  residue  amounted  to  upwards  of  2,000/. ;  with 
which  sum  two  estates  were  purchased,  one  at  Hampton 
Curlieu,  and  the  other  at  Langley,  both  in  this  county. 
The  exhibitions  are  of  the  annual  value,  at  present,  of 
70/.  per  annum ;  but  an  addition  is  likely  to  be  made  in 
consequence  of  an  increase  in  the  rents,  as  the  Trustees 
have  recently  expended  a  large  sum  in  repairs  on  the  two 
estates;  so  that  the  farm  at  Hampton  Curlieu,  for  the 
future,  will  be  let  at  110/,  and  that  at  Langley  at  100/. 
per  annum. 

The  exhibitioners  have  always  been  qualified  by  passing 
some  period  of  their  education,  immediately  previous  to 
their  attaining  the  age  of  seventeen,  at  this  school,  but  it 
sometimes  happens  that  this  portion  of  time  has  not  been 
of  long  duration. 

The  exhibitioners  appointed  are  required  by  the  Trustees 
to  produce  certificates  of  their  baptism,  ascertaining  that 
they  have  attained  the  age  of  seventeen  years  while  at  the 
school ;  they  are  considered  ineligible  if  within  that  age. 
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or  if^  after  having  attained  it,  they  have  quitted  the 
school  before  applying  for  the  appointment. 

It  is  further  required  that  the  exhibitioner  should  enter 
upon  the  receipt  of  his  exhibition  only  from  the  day  of 
his  commencing  his  residence  at  a  College  or  HaU  in 
Oxford,  and  that  the  exhibition  should  determine  in  «e- 
ven  years  from  the  date  of  the  order ;  and  a  certificate  is 
further  required  from  the  head  of  the  College  at  which 
the  candidate  enters,  of  his  having  so  commenced  resi- 
dence.   .

EXHIBITIONS. 

The  same  benevolent  founder,  by  will,  dated  19th  De- 
cember, 1652,  charged  upon  tythes  at  Leek,  in  the  parish 
of  THnstaH  in  this  county,  belonging  to  him,  two  sums 
of  61.  I3s.  4d,  a-piece  yearly,  to  be  paid  each  unto  Queen^s 
College,  Oxford,  and  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  for  the 
maintenance  of  two  poor  scholars  one  at  each  College,  one 
of  which  scholars  he  appointed  should  be  taught  at  and 
sent  to  the  University  from  Heoersham  School,  by  him 
formerly  founded  and  furnished  with  maintenance,  and 
not  any  other  school  whatever ;  and  that  the  said  seho* 
lars  should  be  poor  men's  sons,  whose  fathers  should 
not  be  able  to  allow  them  competent  maintenance,  and 
that  they  should  be  nominated  to  the  said  Colleges  by, 
the  said  Thomas  Wilson,  and  his  heirs  male,  or  in  his  or 
their  default,  by  the  several  Colleges;  the  said  yearly 
payments  to  be  given  to  them  for  four  years  next  after 
their  going  from  school,  and  no  longer,  unless  there 
should  be  wanting  other  young  scholars,  in  which  case 
the  payments  might  continue  for  two  years  longer,  unless 
another  should  be  qualified  for  the  place  sooner ;  but  none 
to  be  capable  to  receive  the  same  longer  than  they  were 
admitted  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts ;  and  in  case 
none  should  be  qualified,  he  directed  the  said  pensions  to 
be  employed  yearly  for  the  maintenance  of  poor  scholars 
at  Heversham  School,  till  they  should  be  fit  to  send  to 
College. 

In  consequence  of  Mr.  Wilson's  executors  not  paying 
these  exhibitions,  application  was  made  to  the  Court  of 
Chancery  on  the  subject;  and  by  two  several  decrees^ 
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viz.,  of  December,  1672,  and  October,  I696,  the  executors 
had  to  pay  all  arrears,  which  led  to  a  very  considerable 
augmentation  of  the  exhibitions.  The  consequence  is, 
that  now  the  sum  of  106^.  7^*  6d  is  annually  divided  be- 
tween two  exhibitioners  from  this  school ;  one  at  Queen^s 
CoOege,  Oxford,  and  the  other  at  Trinity  CoUege,  CaiiOr- 
bridge.  For  the  last  nine  years,  at  least,  there  have  beea 
always  two  exhibitioners  enj  oying  this  charity.

Mr.  Joseph  Smith  gave  205.  a-year  for  a  poor  boy  from 
the  said  school  to  Qtueen's  College,  Oxford,  to  be  paid 
by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen ;  and 

Mr.  Jopson  gave  an  exhibition  of  AOs.  a-year  to  a  boy 
going  from  Kendal  School  to  the  said  College. 
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MASTER,  Rev.  J.  DOBSON. 

A  Mr.  Godsbalfe  gave,  in  1587>  to  certain  Trustees  100/.' 
towards  a  free  grammar  school,  to  be  liad  and  erected  at 
Kirkby  Lonsdale:  and  in  1591 »  by  the  aid  of  other  bene- 
factors,  a  rent-charge  of  20/.  a-year  was  purchased  as  the 
endowment  of  this  school.

to  maintain  such  scholar  at  the  said  University  at  his  own 
costs  and  charges. 

The  legacy  was  received  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and 
Burgesses ;  and  as  interest  thereof,  they  pay  6/.  a-year^ 
which  is  given  as  an  exhibition  to  a  scholar  at  Cambridge, 
brought  up  at  this  grammar  school. 

In  pursuance  of  the  will  of  William  Lacie,  D.D.  dated 
7th  September,  1670,  and  in  consideration  of  3502.  paid 
by  his  executrix,  as  thereby  directed,  an  annuity  of  16/. 
was  charged  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses,  by 
indenture,  dated  26th  June,  1688,  made  between  the  said 
Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Michael  Warton,  and  four  others,  of  the  other  part,  on 
certain  closes  at  Beverley,  called  Gyles^s  Crofts,  upon 
trust,  that  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Buigesses 
should  pay  to  two  scholars  bom  at  Beverley,  and  educated 
at  the  free  school  there,  and  sent  from  thence  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Cambridge,  and  entered  students  at  St,  John*9 
College,  Si.  a-piece  yearly,  till  they  should  go  out  Masters 
of  Arts,  provided  they  go  out  Masters  of  Arts  within  eight 
years  after  their  admission,  and  so  successively  to  such 
two  scholars  as  should  be  sent  from  the  said  free  school, 
for  ever. 

John  Green,  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  by  his  will,  bearing 
date  17th  August,  1778,  bequeathed  to  the  Mayor  and 
corporation  of  the  town  of  Beverley,  and  to  their  succes- 
iors,  1,0002.  three  per  cent,  consols,  in  trust,  out  of  the 
dividends  to  arise  therefrom,  to  pay  the  yearly  sum  of  lOJL 
ae  an  exhibition  for  the  benefit  of  such  scholar,  the  md 
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of  a  freeman  of  Beverley,  as  the  Mayor  and  cor{)oration 
of  Beverley  should  from  time  to  time  nominate  and  ap- 
point, to  be  sent  from  the  free  school  there,  to  Corpus 
Christi  or  St.  John^s  Colleges,  in  Cambridge,  and  who 
should  have  been  educated  at  the  said  school  at  least 
three  years  immediately  preceding  such  nomination ;  and 
he  directed,  that  the  said  exhibition  should  be  continued 
to  be  paid  to  such  scholar  for  seven  years  after  his  admis- 
sion into  either  of  the  said  Colleges,  if  he  should  so  long 
live,  and  continue  a  member  thereof,  or  until  he  should 
be  of  sufficient  standing  to  take  the  degree  of  A.M.,  upon 
condition,  nevertheless,  that  such  scholar  should  proceed 
regularly  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  after  that 
time  should  continue  to  reside  in  one  of  the  said  Colleges 
for  two  months  at  the  least  in  every  succeeding  year, 
during  the  time  above  specified,  and  after  such  exhibi- 
tioner should  have  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  the  exhibition 
for  the  term  of  seven  years,  or  in  case  of  his  death,  or  of 
his  ceasing  to  be  a  member  of  either  of  the  said  Colleges 
within  that  time,  and  before  he  were  of  sufficient  stand- 
ing to  take  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  or  should  lose 
the  benefit  of  that  his  will,  by  not  residing  within  the 
College  of  which  he  was  a  member,  aftpr  taking  the  de- 
gree of  B.  A.,  then  the  Mayor  and  corporation  should  no- 
minate and  appoint  another  scholar,  sent  off  from  the  said 
school,  qualified  as  aforesaid,  to  succeed  to  the  said  exhi- 
bition, and  who  should  enjoy  the  same  for  the  like  term, 
and  upon  the  like  conditions,  and  so  upon  any  future  va- 
cancy J  and  if  in  case  of  any  vacancy,  there  should  be  no 
such  person  ready  to  offer  himself,  or  who  should  be 
judged  by  the  Mayor  and  corporation  not  to  be  a  proper 
candidate  for  such  exhibition,  then  he  willed  and  directed, 
that  all  arrears  of  the  said  lOZ.  which  should  accrue,  until 
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a  person  qualified  as  aforesaid  should  be  found,  or  during 
any  vacancy,  should  be  paid  to  the  person  next  offering 
himself,  and  who  should  be  chosen,  over  and  above  the 
said  10/.  a-year,  as  an  augmentation  thereof. 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  corporation  when  there  has 
been  no  scholar,  to  allow  the  10/.  a-year  to  accumulate^i 
and  pay  the  accumulation  to  the  scholar  next  appointed  to 
receive  the  exhibition,  and  about  80/.  was  paid,  as  the 
amount  of  accumulations,  in  1819,  to  an  exhibitioner 
then  appointed.  ^ 

Margaret  Ferrers,  by  will,  dated  18th  August,  I669, 
devised  unto  George  Saville  and  Samuel  Royle,  the  sum 
of  150/.,  upon  trust,  that  they  and  the  survivor  of  them« 
should,  after  her  decease,  lay  out  and  dispose  of  the  sam4 
in  purchasing  lands  in  the  names  of  such  persons,  as  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  town  of  Beverley  should  no- 
minate and  appoint,  upon  trust,  to  employ  and  dispose  of 
the  rents  and  profits  to  the  following  purposes ;  viz.  to 
pay  Ss,  a-piece  to  twelve  poor  women  yearly,  20s,  for 
preaching  a  sermon  yearly,  and  40s,  for  the  schooling  of 
a  boy,  a  child  of  some  honest  person,  an  inhabitant  of 
the  said  town,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen : 
and  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  to  be  kept  for 
the  benefit  of  such  boy,  if  he  should  be  capable  and  fit  to 
be  sent  to  the  University ;  and  she  further  directed,  that 
the  said  whole  residue  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  towards 
his  maintenance  at  the  said  University,  should  be  for  seven 
years,  if  he  should  not  in  the  mean  time  get  some  better 
preferment ;  and  if  such  boy  should  not,  by  the  Master  of 
the  said  school,  be  thought  fit  and  capable  to  be  sent  to 
the  University,  another  should  be  chosen  in  his  place,  and 
have  the  same  allowance  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen ; 
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and  she  directed^  that  when  there  should  be  but  two' of  the 
Trustees  living,  they  should  convey  over  the  lands  so  to- 
be  purchased  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  eight  other 
sufficient  persons,  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  and  their 
heirs,  to  be  nominated  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  from 
time  to  time,  that  her  said  charitable  gift  might  have  con- 
tinuance for  ever. 

Land  was  purchased  agreeably  to  the  will  of  Mrs.* 
Ferrers ;  but  there  appears  to  be  some  matters  in  dispute 
with  the  Corporation  of  Beverley,  who  are  in  possession 
of  the  estate,  under  the  impression  that  a  rent-charge  of 
9/.  per  annimi  was  only  payable  out  of  the  same  for  the 
purposes  of  Mrs.  Ferrers'  will.  The  matter  is  in  train  for* 
an  amicable  adjustment,  and  it  is  expected  that  there  will 
be  a  considerable  residue  for  the  exhibition  to  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Margaret  Darcey,  by  will,  dated  14th  April,  1626,  be- 
queathed the  sum  of  40/.  to  the  use  of  the  parish  of  St. 
Mary,  Beverley,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  given  for  the 
maintenance  of  poor  scholars  at  the  University,  or  towards 
binding  poor  children  of  the  said  parish,  apprentices ;  and 
if  no  need  of  such  purpose,  to  be  added  to  the  40Z.  to  in- 
crease the  stock  for  the  said  use.  Forn:  pounds  a-year  id 
paid  on  accoimt  of  this  benefaction,  as  an  exhibition  to  a 
scholar  at  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  from  the  town  of 
Beverley. 

A  fellowship,  at  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  for  a 
person  bom  in  Beverley  and  educated  at  this  school,  on 
the  foundation  of  a  Lady  Rokeby :  to  be  in  Priests'  or- 
ders at  his  election,  or  within  six  months  afterwards. 

Another  fellowship,  at  the  same  (Jollege,  on  the  foun- 
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dation  of  a  Mr.  Halitreholme,  for  a  person  bom  in  Be- 
verley and  educated  at  this  school :  to  be  in  Priests'  or- 
ders at  his  election,  or  within  a  twelvemonth  afterwards. 


MASTER, 

This  school  was  founded  by  William  Hutchinson,  Esq., 
of  ClemenVs  Inn,  London,  in  1693  :  the  school,  however, 
since  the  year  1813,  has  been  conducted  as  a  charity 
school  on  the  national  system;  but  this  school  is  ea- 
titled  to  a 

SCHOLARSHIP, 

at  Pembroke  College,  Cambridge,  of  the  annual  value  of 
40/.,  founded  by  the  Rev.  Charles  Parkyn,  formerly 
Rector  of  Oxburgh,  Norfolk,  for  a  scholar  educated  at 
the  free  school  of  Bowes,  The  same  benevolent  founder 
established  six  similar  scholarships  at  Pembroke  College, 
for  superannuated  scholars  at  Merchant  Taylors  School 
{Vide^p.  120.) 
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MASTER,  Rev.  SAMUEL  SLACK,  ILA. 

This  school  is  supposed  to  have  been  founded  in  the 
reign  of  Edward  the  Sixths  and  is  well  endowed.  The 
management  of  the  school  is  vested  in  thirteen  GovemorSy 
consisting  of  individuals  of  respectability^  resident  in  the 
town  and  neighbourhood ;  and  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the 
parish^  free  of  expense. 

EXHIBITION, 

This  is  one  of  the  schools  entitled  to  send  a  candidate 
for  one  of  the  exhibitions  of  Lady  EUzabeth  Hastings. 
(Particulars  hereafter  detailed.) 


MASTER,  Rev.  L.  J.  HOBSON. 

This  school  was  founded  by  the  Corporation  of  Don- 
caster^  and  the  sons  of  freemen  are  entitled  to  a  classical 
education  here,  free  of  expense. 

SCHOLARSHIP. 

One,  at  Jesus  College,  Cambridge,  of  10/.  per  annum, 
from  either  this  or  from  Arksey  Schools. 
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MASTER,  Rev.  ROWLAND  INGRAM,  B.D. 

This  school  was  founded  and  well  endowed  (producing 
now,  at  least,  1,000Z.  per  annum)  by  King  Edward  the 
Sixth,  in  the  seventh  year  of  his  reign.  The  Head  Mas- 
ter's salary  is  510/.  per  annum.  ITie  school  is  free  for 
instruction  in  classical  learning  to  all  boys  for  whose  ad- 
mission application  is  made,  the  charter  containing  no  re- 
striction as  to  residence  or  place. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

William  Clapham,  by  will,  dated  5th  July,  1603,  de^ 
vised  to  the  Governors  of  the  free  school  in  Giggles- 
wick,  to  the  use  of  the  said  school,  the  advowson  of  the 
chm-ches  and  rectories  of  Fulm^deston,  Croxton,  and 
Kettlestone,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  and  the  yearly 
pension  payable  out  of  them  of  4/. ;  and  he  willed  that  4^. 
thereof  should  be  yearly  employed  towards  maintaining  a 
poor  scholar  of  the  said  school,  being  of  the  parish  of 
Giggleswick  or  Clapham,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Go- 
vernors, in  some  College  in  Cambridge,  to  have  the  said 
yearly  allowance  of  4/.  for  seven  years,  if  he  should  con- 
tinue at  Cambridge  so  long,  provided  that  such  scholar 
should  be  one  of  the  Clapham's  or  Claphamson's,  if  there 
should  be  one  of  those  names  fit  for  the  same. 

Henry  Tennant,  by  deed,  dated  29th  June,  1604, 
granted  to  the  (iovemors  of  the  school  100/.,  upon  trust, 
to  purchase  therewith  lands  or  a  rent-charge  in  their 
names,  to  the  intent  that  the  yearly  revenues  and  profits 
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thereof  should  be  employed  towards  Tnaintaining  a  scho- 
lar m  the  University  of  Cambridge^  bom  within  the  parish 
of  Gigglesimck,  and  brought  up  at  the  free  grammar 
school,  to  be  elected  by  the  Master  and  Governors,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  and  to  have  such  allowance,  un- 
til of  standing  to  take  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  if 
such  scholar  should  abide  in  the  University  so  long ;  but 
if  he  should  die  or  remove,  then  the  said  yearly  revenues 
and  profits  should  be  employed  for  the  maintenance  of 
another  scholar,  bom  and  brought  up,  and  elected  in  the 
same  manner,  and  so  on  from  time  to  time. 

The  said  Henry  Tennant,  by  his  will,  dated  5th  July, 
1604,  devised  to  the  Governors  his  lands  and  heredita- 
ments in  Settle  and  Settl^ld,  of  the  ancient  yearly  rent 
of  5s,  towards  obtaining  an  exhibition  for  a  poor  scholar 
or  sizar  in  some  College  in  Cambridge,  imtil  he  should  be 
Bachelor  of  Arts ;  such  scholar  to  be  bom  within  the  pa> 
rish  of  Giggleswick,  and  brought  up  in  the  school  ther^ 
and  to  be  elected  by  the  Master  and  Governors  of  tbe 
school,  or  the  major  part  of  them. 

The  advowsons  of  the  rectories  in  Norfolk,  and  thf 
yearly  pension  of  4/.  issuing  out  of  the  same,  were  sold 
and  conveyed  by  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale  of  20th 
June,  1604,  by  the  Governors  to  Simon  Paycock  aii4 
Robert  Claphamson,  clerk,  in  consideration  of  100  marks, 
as  well  as  the  estate  in  Settle  and  Settl^ldj  and  the 
only  sum  now  accruing  from  these  bequests  and  gift,  is 
14/.  13^.  4d.  per  annum. 

Josias  Shute,  of  Settle,  by  will,  dated  30th  June,  1642, 
devised  certain  parcels  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Gigglu- 
wick,  called  Eshton  Close,  Capplerigg's  Close,  and  Htm^<- 
wait  Fields,  to  the  Govemors  of  the  free  school  of  G/^lss- 
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irtc^,  among  other  purposes,  to  pay  5/.  a-year  for  main- 
taining a  poor  scholar  of  the  parish  in  either  of  the  Uni- 
versities, till  he  should  be  Master  of  Arts,  if  he  should 
continue  there  so  long. 

The  sum  of  51.  a-year  is  paid  out  of  the  rent  of  the  land 
devised  towards  an  exhibition,  as  directed  by  the  will. 

In  consequence  of  the  exhibitions  not  having  been  uni- 
formly called  for,  there  has  been  an  accumulation  of  in- 
come, which  has  been  invested  in  the  purchase  of  stock 
now  amounting  to  4621.  New  Four  per  Cents,  standing 
in  the  names  of  some  of  the  Governors,  which  produces 
an  annual  dividend  of  18/.  9^.  7d, 

The  several  annual  sums  above  mentioned,  together 
with  3s,  6d.  a-year,  being  a  rent-charge  on  a  close  at 
Langcliffe  in  the  parish  of  Gigglestvick,  the  property  of 
John  Green  Paley,  Esq.,  are  paid  to  a  student  at  the 
University,  being  a  native  of  the  parish  of  Giggleswick 
or  Clapham,  and  who  has  been  a  scholar  for  not  less  than 
one  year  at  Giggleswick  School.  The  exhibition  is  paid 
for  seven  years  to  the  same  student,  and  is  accumulated 
during  vacancies. 

There  are  six  scholarships  at  Christ  College,  Cambridge, 
for  persons  educated  at  this  school. 
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MASTER,  Rev.  R.  WILKINSON,  RD. 

This  school  was  founded  in  1585,  and  a  charter  obtained 
from  Queen  Elizabeth,  on  the  petition  of  the  Vicar  and 
other  inhabitants  of  Halifax,  Tlie  school  is  open  as  a 
grammar  school  to  all  boys  of  the  parish,  free  of  expense. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

This  school  is  entitled,  with  those  of  Heversham  and 
Leeds,  to  the  three  scholarships  founded  by  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Milner,  at  Magdnlen  College,  Cambridge,  and 
increased  by  his  sister.     {See  Heversham  School.) 


MASTER, 

This  school  was  founded  by  Sir  John  Constable,  of 
Kirkby  Knowle,  in  the  county  of  York,  Knight,  as  a  free 
school  for  eight  poor  scholars,  and  a  hospital  for  eight 
poor  men  and  two  poor  women.  The  endowment  consists 
of  a  yearly  rent-charge  of  80Z. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

It  appears  from  an  inquisition,  dated  the  2d  of  August, 
1672,  taken  under  a  commission  of  charitable  uses,  from 
the  decree  of  the  Commissioners,  and  from  a  deed  for  ap- 
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pointment  of  new  Trustees,  dated  the  7th  of  May,  1688, 
that  Dame  Catherine  Constable,  by  her  will,  dated  the  4th 
of  August,  1590,  gave  the  sum  of  10/.  yearly,  for  ever, 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  scholar  to  be  sent  from  Haisham 
School  to  Trinity  College,  Oatford,  and  to  receive  the  ex- 
hibition for  seoen  years,  such  annual  payment  to  be  issuing 
out  of  her  portion  of  tithes  in  Baldersby,  in  the  county  of 
York  J  that  the  Mayor  of  Hedon  and  Parson  or  Rector  of 
Haisham  respectively  for  the  time  being,  Christopher 
Hildyard,  of  York,  Christopher  Hildyard,  of  HuU,  Es* 
quires,  and  Christopher  Carter,  of  York,  Gentleman,  were 
decreed  and  appointed  to  be  Trustees  for  receiving  and 
disposing  of  the  said  yearly  rent  of  10/.,  and  electing  the 
scholar  and  scholars  to  receive  the  same ;  and  that  upon 
the  decease  of  Christopher  Hildyard,  of  HuU,  and  Chris- 
topher Carter,  the  surviving  Trustees  nominated  two 
other  persons  to  be  Trustees  in  their  place. 

It  is  understood,  that  the  portion  of  tithes  charged 
with  the  yearly  sum  of  10/.  is  now  the  property  of  Lord 
Grantham;  but  no  scholar  has  ever  been  sent  from 
Haisham  School  to  JVinity  CoUege,  Oxford,  and  the  ex- 
hibition has  never  been  either  received  or  called  for. 

Ann  Watson,  by  will,  dated  the  27th  October,  1720, 
devised  all  her  farms,  farm  houses,  lands,  and  tenements, 
to  her  Trustees  therein  named,  and  the  inheritance  and 
reversion  thereof  to  the  Minister  and  Churchwardens  of 
Sutton  Hedon  and  St,  Trinity's,  in  Kingstonr-vpan-Hutt, 
and  their  successors.  Ministers  and  Churchwardens  of 
Sutton f  Minister  of  Hedon,  and  Minister  of  St,  Trinity's 
in  Hull,  upon  trust,  that  after  her  death  the  rents  .and 
profits  of  her  said  lands  should  be  applied  for  various 
purposes,  and  amongst  the  rest  she  gave  towards  the  main- 

c  c 
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tenance  of  a  scholar  at  some  College  in  (kford,  providfedt 
he  should  have  been  educated  at  and  sent  from  Halskam 
School  in  Holdemess,  and  have  the  exhibition  left  by  the 
Lady  Catherine  Constable,  towards  the  maintenance  of  a 
scholar  in  Oxford,  sent  from  the  said  school,  the  yearly, 
sum  of  hi.  for  the  like  time  Lady  Constable's  exhilntioii 
was  or  ought  to  be  paid,  for  his  maintenance.  This  ex- 
hibition  has  never  been  applied  for,  and  in  consequence 
has  been  expended  on  the  other  trusts  mentioned  in  thtf 
testatrix's  will. 


IN   THE  PARISH   OF  6ILLING. 
MASTER^ 

The  only  documentary  evidence  of  the  endowment  of  thii^ 
charity,  now  known  to  exist,  is  contained  in  a  manuscript 
statement  found  amongst  the  papers  of  the  late  Sheldon 
Cradock,  Esq.,  the  last  Trustee,  from  which  it  appears, 
that  this  school  was  foimded  anno  1678,  by  Sir  Thomas 
Wharton,  of  Edlingtony  Knight  of  the  Bath,  as  a  free 
school  for  thirty  poor  scholars  mhabiting  m  Hartforth, 
QiUing,  Aske,  Skeeby,  Melsonby,  Layton,  and  Carkm, 
and  that  the  endowment  consisted  of  a  school-house  and 
buildings  erected  for  that  purpose,  two  roods  and  twenty 
perches  of  land  in  Hartforth,  and  a  farmhold  in  West 
Rounton,  which  had  been  conveyed  to  Trustees,  on  trust, 
to  pay  201,  per  annum  to  the  Master  the  1st  of  January 
and  1st  July,  every  year,  and  15/.  yearly^  viz.  10/.  yearly 
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for  putting  out  two  poor  boys  apprentices^  and  the  other 
5/.  to  a  poor 

SCHOLAR, 

who  should  go  from  that  school  to  either  University,  till 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  provided  he  was  not  absent  a  month  in 
a-year ;  and  in  case  no  poor  scholar  went  from  that  school 
to  the  University,  then  the  Trustees  (or  any  five  or  more 
of  them)  were  to  employ  the  5/.  for  putting  out  another 
apprentice,  and  so  to  be  continued  tiU  there  happened  a 
poor  boy  to  go  to  the  University.  No  application  has 
ever  been  made  for  this  scholarship. 


MASTER,  Rev.  JOHN  SIMPSON. 

This  school  was  founded  ig  1546  by  Robert  Holgate» 
Archbishop  of  York,  and  is  open  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
place. 

SCHOLARSHIP. 

The  Rev.  John  Thurleston  founded  at  St,  John's  Col- 
lege, Cambridge,  a  scholarship  for  a  native  of  the  parishes 
of  Wakefield,  Falkirk,  or  Hemsworth  j  and  directed  that  a 
preference  should  be  given  to  those  educated  at  least  for 
three  years  at  Hemsworth  School.

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MASTEB,  Rev.  W.  WILSON. 

This  school  was  founded  by  John  Alcock^  successively 
Bishop  of  Rochester,  Worcester,  and  Ely,  in  I486 :  tlw 
endowment  small ;  open  to  all  sons  of  Burgesses,  as  a 
classical  school. 

EXHIBrnONS, 

Thomas  Ferries,  by  will,  I690,  devised  to  the  May<Nran4 
Burgesses  of  Kingston^i^pon-HuU,  and  their  successon, 
his  messuages,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the  High 
Street  of  HuU,  to  the  end  that  they  should  pay  out  of  the 
same  yearly,  to  the  poor  people  of  that  town,  at  Christ- 
mas time,  3/.  6s,  8d,  for  ever,  and  20s,  yearly,  for  ever, 
to  the  poor  of  Howden,  at  the  same  time,  and  give  and 
pay  the  rest  of  the  rents  and  revenues  of  the  said  messuage, 
with  the  appiutenances,  (charges  of  repairs  deducted,) 
for  and  towards  the  yearly  maintenance  of  a  poor  scholar 
of  the  town  of  Kingstfmrupon-HvM,  at  the  University  of 
Cambridge  or  Oxford,  from  time  to  time,  for  ever;  and 
in  default  of  such  poor  scholar,  or  when  there  should  be 
none  such,  then  for  such  poor  scholar  of  the  town  next 
adjoining,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  Hull  for  the  time  being,  or  most  part  of  them. 

Thomas  Bury,  of  HuU,  scrivener,  by  will,  dated  8ih 
June,  1627,  gave  his  estate,  in  Scale  Lane,  HvJ^  after 
the  determination  of  two  lives,  to  the  Mayor  and  Bur- 
gesses of  HuU,  the  rents  of  the  same  (repairs  deducted) 
to  be  bestowed  upon  some  poor  scholar,  apt  to  learn* 
bom  within  the  town  of  KingstonAtpon-HuU,  or  the 
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town  of  Beverley,  in  the  county  of  York,  whose  friends 
should  not  be  able  to  maintain  them  at  school;  and 
that  when  any  such  poor  child  should  be  fit  for  Cam- 
bridge,  then  that  the  said  Mayor  and  Burgesses  should 
bestow  the  rent  of  the  said  tenement  upon  such  poor 
scholar  of  HvU  or  Beverley,  as  they  in  their  discretion 
should  think  fit,  for  his  better  exhibition  and  mainte- 
nance in  learning  in  some  of  the  Colleges  or  Halls  in  the 
University  of  Cambridge  ;  and  that  his  gift  should  remain 
and  stand  good  from  one  poor  scholar  to  another  for 
ever,  without  fraud  or  guile. 

These  charities  have  for  a  long  time  past  been  consoli- 
dated and  administered  together  as  one.

Pursuant  to  the  direction  of  Ferries's  wijly  the  annual 
sum  of  3/.  6s,  8d.  is  yearly  distributed  among  poor  per- 
sons of  Hull,  imder  the  authority  of  the  Mayor  for  the 
time  being,  and  1/.  per  annum  is  paid  for  distributioiL 
among  the  poor  of  Howden,  to  the  Churchwardens  of 
that  place.

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An  annual  sum  (at  present  40Z.)  is  paid  as  an  exhibition 
to  a  poor  scholar  of  the  town  of  Hull,  at  the  University 
of  Cambridge,  the  exhibition  being  continued  to  each 
scholar  in  succession  for  three  years.  The  exhibitioners 
are  chosen  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  HuU.  There 
are  sometimes  three  or  four  candidates ;  at  the  last  eliee- 
tion  there  was  but  one. 

The  annual  exhibitions  since  1798  have  been  nsuallj 
401.  per  annum ;  in  some  few  instances  50/.,  and  in  one 
70/.,  larger  sums  being  given  when  the  surplus  funds  re- 
maining in  hand  admit  of  the  same. 

Alexander  Metcalfe  founded  one  scholarship  of  I2s,  9(l«

The  date  of  the  foundation  of  this  school  is  involved  in 
some  obscurity.  The  endowment  is  small ;  and  it  is  now 
used  only  as  a  parochial  charity  school. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

This  school  is  entitled^  in  case  of  failure  from  Durham 
School,  to  five  scholarships  at  Peterhouse,  Cambridge^ 
founded  by  John  Cosins^  D.D.  Bishop  of  Durham. 

John  Kettlewell  conveyed,  in  March,  1694,  to  the  Vicai^ 
and  two  substantial  inhabitants  of  NorthaUerton  and 
Brompton,  a  messuage  and  farm,  commonly  called  Low^ 
fields,  and  all  his  lands  and  hereditaments  belonging  there- 
unto, with  their  appurtenances,  containing,  by  estimation, 
eighty  acres,  situate  within  the  township  of  Bron^ton 
and  parish  of  Northallerton,  now  producing  a  rental  of 
60/. ;  and  desiring  the  said  Vicar  and  the  two  inhabitants 
of  the  parish,  to  apply  the  proceeds  for  various  charitable 
purposes ;  but  he  further  directed  his  Trustees  and  their 
successors,  that  if  it  should  happen  that  there  were  any 
youth  of  either  of  the  said  townships  of  piety,  parts,  and 
good  improvements  in  school  learning,  whose  friends  were 
not  able  of  themselves  to  maintain  him  at  either  of  the 
Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  but  who  might  be 
educated  there  by  the  help  of  such  a  sum  yearly  as  that 
charity  might  supply,  the  said  Minister  and  Trustees 
when  they  should  see  cause,  should  employ  part,  or  the 
whole,  as  need  should  be,  of  the  yearly  rent  and  {nrofits  of 
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the  said  premises  towards  the  maintenance  of  such  youth 
at  either  of  the  aforesaid  Universities^  for  the  foU  space 
oi  four  years^  and  no  longer.  And  for  preserving  the 
said  trusts,  it  was  declared,  that  the  two  inhabitants  to  be 
appointed  for  the  execution  of  the  trust  as  aforesaid, 
should  be  chosen  by  the  major  part  of  the  surviving 
Trustees  from  the  substantial  inhabitants  of  NorthdUeritM 
and  Brompton,  one  out  of  each  township. 

The  charity  has  continued  under  the  management  of 
the  Vicar  for  the  time  being,  and  two  substantial  inha- 
bitants, one  from  each  of  the  townships  of  NorthdUerUm 
and  Brompton,  chosen  from  time  to  time  as  the  deed  di- 
rects. 

No  part  of  the  incomehas  ever  been  applied  towards 
the  maintenance  of  a  scholar  at  either  of  the  Universities. 
Mr.  Kettkwell,  who  was  a  very  eminent  divine,  was 
educated  at  this  school. 


MASTER,  Rev.  THOMAS  SHIELD,  B.D. 

This  school  was  foimded  and  well  endowed  by  Johp 
Dowman,  LL.D.,  Archdeacon  of  Suffolk,  and  Canon 
Residentiary  of  St  Fold's,  in  the  sixth  year  of  the  reign 
of  Henry  the  Eighth.  The  Master  and  Usher  of  the 
school  are  a  body  corporate,  and  the  Master  has  the  sole 
controul  of  the  estates  belonging  to  the  school ;  the  re- 
venue of  which,  now  amoimts  to  at  least  900/.  per  an- 
num ;  after  paying  200/.  a-year  to  the  Usher,  he  retains 
the  residue  to  his  own  use.

QuBBN  Elizabeth,  by  letters  patent,  in  the  ninth  year  of 
her  reign,  on  the  petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  Bichmtrnd, 
founded  a  grammar  school,  for  the  education  and  instruc- 
tion of  boys  and  youths  inhabiting  therein,  and  i^ipointed 
the  Bailiff  of  the  town,  the  Governors  of  the  same.  The 
amoimt  of  the  present  rental  of  the  estates  is  about  340JL^ 
and  the  Master's  salary  is  310/.

John  Bathurst,  M.D.  by  his  will,  dated  April,  16599 
devised  all  his  messuages,  lands,  tenements,  and  heredita- 
ments, in  the  town  and  town  fields  of  Richmond,  in  the 
coimty  of  York,  to  Trustees  therein  named,  in  such  man- 
ner as  therein  set  forth,  charged,  nevertheless,  in. such 
sort  as  they  his  said  Trustees  should  think  fit,  with  the 
payment  of  the  simi  of  12/.  by  the  year,  for  ever,  unto  the 
Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  Bichmond  for  the  time  being, 
to  be  by  them  employed  as  followeth ;  that  is  to  say,  Sh 
part  thereof,  towards  the  yearly  maintenance  of  tujo  poor 
scholars  in  the  University  of  Cambridge,  that  should  be 
found  to  be  pious,  virtuous,  and  competently  leaned. 
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during  their  continuance  at  the  Uniyersity,  until  they 
were  Masters  of  Arts ;  but  he  directed  it  should  cease  to 
such  as  should  discontinue  above  one  quarter  of  a;  year 
together^  or  such  as  should  be  employed  out  of  the  Uni« 
yersity  in  any  other  calling  or  employment. 

These  exhibitions  are  stated  to  have  been  formerly 
given  without  reference  to  the  place  where  the  candidate 
was  educated  or  had  resided ;  but  the  Trustees,  considering 
this  to  be  contrary  to  the  Testator's  intention,  passed  a 
resolution,  in  1795,  to  confine  the  benefit  of  the  charity 
to  boys  brought  up  as  free  scholars,  at  the  grammar  school 
in  this  town,  and  such  only  have  smce  been  appointed. 

The  scholars  are  elected  by  the  Trustees,  as  vacancies 
in  the  exhibitions  occur,  and  the  children  of  poorer  perente 
obtain  a  preference.  They  receive  the  benefit  of  any  a^ 
cumulations  on  the  fund  since  the  last  vacancy,  and  when 
there  is  only  one  candidate  he  is  allowed  to  ei^joy  both 
scholarships,  receiving  his  appointment,  however,  only 
from  year  to  year.  The  scholarships  are  seldom  held  by 
the  same  individual  for  more  than  three  years,  and  be- 
come void  on  quitting  the  University,  though  otherwise 
tenable  till  JVl.A. 

William  Allen,  L.L.D.  Rector  of  SwiumiffUm,  and

This  school  was  foimded  and  endowed  by  King  Philip 
and  Queen  Mary,  in  1555  ;  ten  individuals  of  respectabi- 
lity in  the  neighbourhood  are  the  Governors  of  the  same. 
The  number  of  free  scholars  unlimited,  and  are  educated 
free  of  expense.

This  school  is  entitled  to  send  candidates  for  the  exhi- 
bitions of  Lady  fllizabeth  Hastings,  at  Queen's  CoUege, 
Oaford,    (Detailed  hereafter.) 
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MASTER,  Rev.  R.  YOUNGER. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

John  Wheelwriglit,  gentleman,  by  his  will,  dated  the 
14ih  day  of  October,  1724,  devised  all  his  messuages, 
luids,  &c.,  in  the  comity  of  York,  and  elsewhere,  mito 
John  Wheelwright  and  others,  upon  trust,  to  convert  into 
a  free  school,  and  convenient  apartments  for  the  habita- 
tion of  a  Schoolmaster,  a  house  the  Testator  had  built  at 
Dewsbury,  in  the  county  of  York,  for  the  teaching  of  two 
poor  boys  and  girls  there ;  and  upon  further  trust,  that 
the  said  Trustees  should  out  of  the  Testator's  personal 
estate  apply  the  sum  of  150/.  for  building  a  school  at 
Bishworth,  in  the  county  of  York,  to  contain  twenty  boys 
and  girls ;  and  should  also  out  of  his  real  estates  pay 
the  yearly  sum  of  40/.  to  a  Schoolmaster,  sufficiently 
flikilled  in  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  and  of  sound 
principles,  according  to  the  doctrine  of  the  Church  of 
England;  the  children  to  be  chosen  by  the  Trustees 
from  amongst  the  poorest  tenants  living  on  any  of  the 
Testator's  estates;  and  the  Testator  directed  that  so 
many  of  the  said  boys  and  girls  as  should  not  be  elected 
of  his  said  tenants'  children,  should  be  chosen  by  his  Trus- 
tees out  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  where  the  said  school 
stood,  the  said  Master  to  teach  them  to  read  and^smte^ 
and  to  prepare  as  many  of  the  boys  for  the  Latin  and 
Greek  tongue,  as  the  Trustees  should  judge  to  have  capa- 
cities to  learn  the  same ;  and  he  directed  that  his  dwelling- 
house  in  Bishworth,  should  be  made  convenient,  and  so 
continued  by  the  Trustees,  for  the  lodging  of  the  Sehool- 
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master,  and  also  for  the  lodging,  boarding,  and  enter- 
taining of  the  twenty  boys  and  girls.  And  he  farther 
directed,  that  one  of  the  boys  of  the  school  that  should 
be  best  capable  of  University  education,  which  he  thereby 
ordered,  should,  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  or  so  soon 
as  he  should  have  school-learning  sufficient,  be  sent  to 
Cambridge  or  Oxford^  and  should  be  there  maintained 
by  the  Trustees  out  of  his  said  estate,  at  the  rate'  of 
40/.  per  anniun,  for  four  years,  and  no  longer ;  after  the 
expiration  of  which  four  years,  another  boy  should  be 
sent  upon  the  same  footing  as  the  former,  and  so  ttf 
be  continued  one  after  another,  for  ever,  all  and  evetf 
such  boy  and  boys  to  be  chosen  by  the  Trustees,  wHh 
the  advice  of  the  Head  Schoolmaster  for  the  tnne;  ftnd 
the  Testator  thereby  bequeathed  unto  the  said  John 
Wheelwright  and  others,  all  his  personal  estate  upon  the 
trusts  therein  mentioned.  In  case  of  the  non-perfarm-' 
ance  of  these  trusts  by  his  Trustees,  and  on  conqilaint 
made,  he  authorized  and  empowered  the  Archbishop  of 
York  for  the  time  being,  to  inquire  into  and  rectify  all 
and  every  such  abuse  or  default,  and  to  put  the  same 
again  upon  the  footing  thereby  intended ;  and  he  orderbd 
the  clear  yearly  sum  of  100/.  to  the  person  appointed 
to  manage  the  several  estates ;  and  that  whatever  /urplmi 
might  arise  out  of  the  real  and  personal  estate,  over  and 
above  the  discharges  of  the  several  trusts,  should  go  and 
be  applied  by  the  Trustees  to  the  purchasing  of  landsy 
and  that  the  profits  thereof  should  always  be  applied  Ur 
and  for  the  better  maintenance  and  support  of  the  said 
twenty  children,  and  to  the  enlarging  of  the  number  ofscho^ 
lars  thereof,  or  for  the  sending  of  more  of  them  to  th6  Vm" 
versity,  as  the  said  augmentation  might  allow  of,  in  tiUfU 
manner  as  his  said  Trustees  should  think  fit. 
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An  information  concerning  this  charity  was  filed  in  tns 
Court  of  Chancery  in  the  year  1816>  among  other  things, 
praying  that  directions  might  he  given  for  the  future  re- 
gulation of  the  charity,  hy  increasing  the  allowances  for 
the  Master  of  Bishworth  School^  &c.  &c. 

By  a  report  of  the  Master,  on  the  21st  January,  1826» 
he  appointed  as  Trustees  Jx>hn  Wheelwright,  Samuel 
Knight,  and  George  Priestley,  for  the  future  management 
of  this  charity,  and  also  reported  that  he  found  that  the 
annual  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity-estates  had  heen 
greatly  increased  since  the  decease  of  the  Testator,  and 
that  the  then  rental  of  the  charity-estates  amounted  to  the 
mmmal  sum  of  1,939/. ;  and  that  there  was  standing  in  the 
name  of  the  Accountant-General,  in  trust,  in  the  cause, 
in  Bank  3/.  per  cent.  Annuities,  7,476/.  7s.  9d.,  and  in 
cash,  the  sum  of  1,521/.  lOs.  Id, ;  and  he  found  that  th« 
school  or  huilding  used  as  the  school  at  Bishworth,  was  a 
large  building,  containing  one  room  only,  and  also  the 
house  of  the  Master,  &c.  were  in  a  very  dilapidated  state ; 
and  under  such  circumstances,  it  was  d^nniUe  that  a  new 
school  and  convenient  building  riuMil^  be  erected  upon 
the  site  of  the  school,  or  on  some  other  more  convenient 
and  eligible  part  of  the  charity-estates  within  the  town- 
ship of  Rishworth,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Trustees ;  he 
had  thought  fit  to  adopt  and  approve  of  the  following  aa 
a  proper  scheme  for  the  application  of  the  surplus-funds, 
accumulations,  and  increased  rents,  in  the  augmentation 
and  extension  of  the  charities,  according  to  the  directions 
contained  in  the  Testator's  will,  (that  is  to  say)  that  there 
should  be  maintained  at  Bishworth,  out  of  the  tnut- 
fimds,  two  schools,  to  be  conducted  respectively  upon  the 
following  plan  (that  is  to  say) ;  the  first  as  a  preparatory 
school  i  secondly,  a  grammar  school,  to  comUt  qf  t^  firU 
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ikkiif  Bojft,  to  be  elected  in  the  first  instance  by  Hbm  Tros- 
teesy  according  to  the  directions  of  the  vnH,  and  upaa 
fiitare  vacancies  to  be  selected  from  the  boys  at  the  pre- 
paratory school ;  and  the  Master  further  reported,  that 
one  should  be  selected  every  secomd  year,  and  sent  to  one 
of  the  Colleges  at  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  with  an  exhibi- 
tion of  150/.  a-year  for  four  years :  that  upon  the  exami- 
nation of  the  candidates  for  the  University^  to  be  con* 
ducted  as  thereinafter  provided,  the  Trustees  should  be  at 
Hberty  to  apply  100/.  for  the  benefit  of  the  boy  who  should 
q>pear  next  in  merit  to  the  successful  candidate:  that 
the  salary  of  the  Head  Master  should  not  exceed  200/.  ? 
that  the  Trustees  should  be  at  liberty  to  lay  out  a  sum 
not  exceeding  4,000/.  under  the  direction  of  the  Master, 
(to  whom  tins  cause  was  referred,)  in  the  erection  of  » 
new  school-house  at  Biskworth,  with  proper  aecomnuvi 
dation  for  the  Master,  &c.  And  that  there  should  be  i^ 
pointed  by  the  Archbishop  of  York  for  the  time  being,  an 
able  and  sufiicient  person  to  examine  in  pubUe,  befbxe  the 
Trustees  and  the  Mast^,  all  the  boys  in  their  vaqMietive 
classes  once  a-year,  on  the  feast-day  of  St.  John  the  Bap- 
tist, who  should  state  in  writing  to  the  Archbishqp^  and 
to  the  Trustees,  his  unbiassed  opinion  of  the  progress  of 
the  boys,  for  which,  and  his  expenses,  he  should  receive 
20/.,  such  examiner  to  be  a  graduate  M.A.,  or  higher^  oi 
Oaford  or '  Cambridge :  that  the  surplus-rents  and  profits 
should  be  invested  to  accumulate ;  and  that  such  aecnmn* 
lations,  with  the  balance  of  the  funds  in  coult>  in  trust  in 
the  cause,  after  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  suit,  and  the 
expenses  of  the  school  and  buildings  thereinbefore  pro- 
posed to  be  erected,  together  with  any  increase  in  the 
rents,  and  from  the  sale  of  the  timber.  Should  go  and  be 
applied  by  the  Trustee  to  the  enlargmg  the  number  of 
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boys  in  the  school,  or  fw  the  sending  of  more  of  them  to 
the  University y  as  the  said  augmentation  might  allow  of, 
in  such  manner  as  the  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
majority  of  them,  might  think  fit :  that  inasmuch  as  the 
Testator  appeared  to  have  intended  to  maintain  a  school- 
bouse  and  Schoolmaster  at  Dewsbury,  the  Trustees  should 
be  at  liberty  to  expend  a  simi  not  exceeding  100/.  a-year 
m  maintainmg  the  school-house  there. 

By  an  order  made  in  the  suit,  dated  the  24th  May, 
1826,  it  was  ordered  that  the  said  Master's  report  be 
confirmed. 


MASTER,  Rev.  R  BIRKETT. 

Lawrbnce  Woodnett,  Esq.  of  Lincoln's  Inn,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Anthony  Collins,  Esq.  of  London,  founded  this 
school  in  1584,  and  endowed  the  same  with  lands,  &c.  in 
and  near  Rotherham.  The  school  is  open  to  all  boys  of 
the  town  for  classical  instruction.

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MASTEBt  Bev.  K  WILKINSON. 

This  grammar  school  was  origmally  fomided  by  Dr. 
Roger  Lupton,  who  endowed  the  same  with  the  rents  and 
revenues  of  the  lands  and  possessions  of  a  certain  chamitry; 
called  Lupton  chamitry ;  which  lands,  ftc,  fell  into  the 
hands  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  by  reason  of  the  Act 
for  dissolving  chamitries,  &c. ;  but  on  the  petition  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Sedbergh  to  King  Edward  the  Sixth  to  re- 
establish this  school,  his  Majesty  was  pleased  to  accede  to 
the  wishes  of  the  inhabitants,  and  ordered  that  there  should 
be  one  Master  and  an  Usher;  and  His  Majesty  ordained 
that  there  should  be  within  the  town  and  parish  of  Sed- 
hergh,  twelve  men  of  the  more  discreet  and  honest  inha- 
bitants of  the  said  town,  who  should  be  called  (jovemora 
of  the  possessions,  revenues,  and  goods  of  the  said  school. 
The  hmds  given  for  the  purpose  by  King  Edward  YI., 
now  produce  a  rental  of  about  500/.  per  annum ;  the 
whole  of  which  sum  is  given  to  the  Master,  who  pays  out 
of  the  same  IQOh  a^year  to  the  Usher.  The  appointment 
to  the  mastership  is  vested  in  the  Master  and  Fellows  of 
St,  John* 8  CoUege,  Cambridge,  who  are  the  Visitors  to  the 
school.  The  school  has  always  been  maintained  as  a 
grammar  school,  free  for  all  boys  properly  qualified  to 
enter  upon  an  education  in  grammatical  learning,  wUhooft 
restriction.  This  school  has  long  been  considered  one  of 
the  principal  grammar  schools  in  the  north  of  EtigVn<^- 

FELLOWSHIPS  imd  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Dr.  Roger  Lupton,  the  original  founder  of  this  school, 
founded  two  fellowships  and  eight  scholarships  at  St,  Jofmfw 
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College,  Cambridge,  aa  2^[»pear8  from  the  deeds  in  the  pos-. 
sessioii  of  the  Governors,  viz.  '^  And,  after  reciting,  that 
in  consideration  of  1,000/.  given  by  the  said  Roger  Lupton, 
to  the  Master  and  Fellows  and  Scholars  of  the  College  of 
St,  John  the  Evangelist  in  the  University  of  Cambridge, 
it  was  agreed  and  consented  between  the  said  Roger 
Lupton  and  the  said  Master,  Fellows^  and  Scholars,  that 
the  said  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars,  among  the  rest 
of  the  statutes  which  by  the  executors  of  Margaret, 
Coimtess  of  Richmond  and  Derby,  foundiiess  of  the  same 
College,  were  ordained  to  be  incorporated,  should  make 
certain  statutes  and  ordinances  for  two  fellows  and  eight 
scholars,  to  be  maintained  in  the  same  College,  over  and 
above  the  scholars  instituted  for  the  foundress  aforesaid, 
and  for  other  benefactors  of  the  same  College,  which  two 
fellows  and  eight  scholars  should  come  instructed  from 
the  grammar  school  of  Sedbergh,  founded  as  aforesaid  by 
the  said  Roger  Lupton,  according  to  certain  writings, 
covenants,  and  ordinances,  in  that  particular  made,  by 
virtue  of  which  the  said  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars, 
had  always  theretofore  maintained,  and  ought  to  main-< 
tain  in  the  same  College,  two  fellows  and  eight  scholars 
coming  instructed  from  the  school  of  Sedberg:  His  Ma- 
jesty therefore  thereby  ordained  that  the  same  two  fellows 
and  eight  scholars  to  be  maintained  in  the  said  College 
should  thenceforth  come  instructed  from  the  school  in 
Sedbergh  thereby  erected,  as  they  used  to  come  and  be 
elected  from  the  school  erected  by  the  said  Roger  Liq>ton 
in  Sedbergh." 

One  fellowship  and  two  scholarships  at  St.  Johm*9  CoUege, 
Cambridge,  founded  by  Henry  Hebblethawyte,  citizen  and 
draper  of  London;  for  the  maintenance  of  poor  and 
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friendless  scholars,  especially  such  as  shall  come  from 
Sedbergh  grammar  school.  The  fellow  to  be  elected 
from  such  who  is,  or  has  been  one  of  his  scholars. 

Francis  Harrison  left  by  will  in  1619,  to  the  Gover- 
nors, the  sum  of  60/.,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  interest  to 
the  use  of  the  scholars  of  the  grammar  school  of  8ed-> 
bergh,  with  a  preference  to  his  kindred,  and  in  default  of 
his  kindred  within  five  degrees,  of  the  poorest  of  the 
scholars  bom  in  Sedbergh, 

Posthumous  Wharton  left  by  will  in  1710,  20/.,  the 
interest  thereof  to  be  applied  by  the  Governors  towards 
maintaining  a  poor  scholar,  bom  within  the  parish  and 
educated  at  Sedbergh  School,  at  St,  John's  CoUegef  in 
Cambridge, 

Richard  Holmes,  of  Lowther,  derk,  left  by  will  in 
1735,  100/.,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  yearly  interest  as  an  ex- 
hibition, towards  the  maintenance  of  some  scholar  of  the 
poorer  sort,  being  Sedbergh  bom,  that  should  go  frt>m 
Sedbergh  School  to  St,  John's  CoUege,  Cambridge,  to  l^ 
continued  so  long  as  the  Governors  should  think  fit. 

The  interest  of  the  above  three  bequests  is  bestowed  in 
a  single  exhibition  on  a  student  at  one  of  the  Universi- 
ties, bom  and  belonging  to  Sedbergh,  and  who  has  re- 
ceived his  education  at  the  grammar  school.  The  exhi- 
bition is  conferred  by  the  Governors,  on  the  Master  of 
the  school  certifying  that  the  candidate  is  fit  to  be  entered 
at  the  University,  and  it  is  paid  for  three  years.  In  cases 
of  vacancy  the  arrears  are  accumulated  for  the  benefit  of 
the  boy  who  next  succeeds. 
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MASTER,  Rev.  a  THOMLINSOM. 

William  Gomtstbad,  Clerk,  in  the  second  year  of  the 
reign  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  conveyed  to  Trustees  certain 
lands,  &c.  for  the  endowment  of  a  school  in  this  town. 
The  rental  is  now  about  600/.  per  annum.

By  a  deed  poll,  imder  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  Right 
Honourable  Elizabeth,  Viscountess  LunUey,  dated  the 
8th  of  October,  1657 1  and  enrolled  in  the  Court  of  Chan- 
cery, which  directed,  that  Sir  John  Mayne  and  John  Pen- 
rice,  Esq.,  should,  with  the  monies  arising  by  sale  of  cer- 
tain lands  and  hereditaments  therein  mentioned,  erect 
two  hospitals,  one  at  Thornton  or  Sinnington,  in  the 
county  of  York,  and  another  in  the  parish  of  8t.  Boto^k, 
Aldgate,  or  St.  Botolph,  Bishopsgatej  and  another  build- 
ing, for  the  habitation  of  a  Schoolmaster,  in  some  amve- 
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nient  place,  upon  a  parcel  of  land  in  the  parishes  of  Si»- 
ninffton  or  Thornton,  containing  ten  acres,  to  be  purchased 
by  the  Trustees,  who  should  teach  the  children  of  the  in- 
habitants of  Sinwinffton  and  Thornton,  free  of  expense. 

EXHIBmONS, 

.  In  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  Viscountess  LibhIbjv 
a  school-house,  with  commodious  buildings  for  the  habir 
tation  of  a  Schoolmaster,  were  erected  at  TTiomton.  And 
she  further  directed  that  her  Trustees  should  pay  and 
allow,  yearly,  to  such  ten  poor  scholars  of  the  Uniyersity

Exhibitions  not  called  for 
are  to  accumulate.

At  the  request  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town.  Queen  Eli** 
zabeth,  in  1592,  founded  a  grammar  school  here,  which 
is  open  to  the  sons  of  the  inhabitants,  indefinitely,  free  of 
expense,  for  a  classical  education. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

John  Storie,  by  will,  dated  the  29th  April,  1764,  devised 
his  copyhold  and  freehold  estates  within  the  county  of

school  at  Wak^fiMi  and  lO  to  be  sent  from  thciice>  and 
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maintained  at  one  of  the  Universities  for  three  yeun,  and 
after  that  time  other  three  boys  of  the  same  to  be  sent  vip, 
and  maintained  there  three  years  successively,  for  everi 
and  he  desired  his  friends,  Mr.  John  Morewood,  ofAU 
freton,  and  Mr.  Andrew  Morewood,  of  the  Hallows,  to 
see  that  the  same  was  settled  accordingly.

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bridge,  each  of  whom  receives  lOl.  annuaUy.  If  any  sons 
of  Bowyers^  or  scholars  from  Christ's  Hospital,  i^pply^ 
the  preference  is  given  to  them. 


John  Rbad,  by  will  dated  1st  March  1651,  gave  all  his 
messuages  in  Naked  Boy  AUey,  in  Bermondsey  Street,  in 
the  parish  of  St,  OUwe's,  Southwark,  to  the  Master, 
Wardens,  and  Commonalty  of  Carpenters,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, they  disposing  of  the  rents,  amongst  other  pur- 
poses, to  a  poor  Cambridge  scholar,  4L  The  sum  of  41. 
per  annum  is  paid  to  a  scholar  at  the  University  of  Cam" 
bridge  appointed  by  the  Company;  the  appointment 
being  for  three  years. 


William  Hbron,  citizen  and  woodmonger,  by  his  wiQ 
dated  12th  July  1580,  after  giving  certain  annuities  to  his 
wife  and  others  for  life,  made  the  following  bequests, 
viz.:  unto  Thomas  Heron  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  the 
yearly  rent  of  51. ;  unto  University  College  in  Omfbrd  and 
Peterhouse  in  Cambridge,  to  each  of  them  the  yearly  jnent 
of  5/.  towards  the  education  and  bringing  up  of  poor 
scholars  within  the  said  two  several  Colleges  or  hooMi 
for  ever ;  these  sums  are  regularly  paid  by  the  €3alb» 
workers  Company  to  scholars  at  the  two  Ckikg&u 
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Edward  Pilsworth,  citizen  and  cloth-worker,  by  his 
will  dated  the  7th  of  July  1603,  gave  and  devised  all  his 
messuages,  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  within 
the  city  of  London,  with  the  appurtenances,  &c.,  amongst 
various  other  purposes,  to  pay  yearly,  for  ever,  5Z.  to- 
wards the  exhibition  and  maintenance  of  a  poor  scholar 
in  Magdalen  College,  Oxford. 

The  Company  pay  10/.  per  annum  instead  of  52.  to  a 
scholar  at  Magdalen  College,  Oxford,  who  is  appointed  by 
the  Court  of  Assistants,  and  who  holds  the  exhibition  for 
mx  years,  unless  he  previously  obtains  preferment. 

William  Hewett,  by  will  dated  the  4th  of  April,  1599, 
bequeathed  to  the  Company  110/.,  to  the  intent  that  they 
should  allow  yearly,  for  ever,  5/.  to  some  poor  honest 
scholar  of  Cambridge  studying  divinity. 

The  exhibition  paid  to  a  student  at  Cambridge  is  now 
10/.  a-year,  the  Company  having  lately  raised  all  the  ex* 
hibitions  in  their  disposal  to  that  amoimt,  from  their  own 
funds.  The  exhibitioner  is  appointed  by  the  Court  of 
Assistants,  upon  petition,  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
from  the  College  to  which  the  candidate  belongs,  that 
he  is  studying  divinity.  The  exhibition  is  held  for  six 
years. 

John  Heath,  in  1665,  gave  to  the  Company  1,000/.,  on 
condition  that  they  should  distribute  yearly  50/.;  and 
directed  that,  amongst  other  purposes,  they  should  yearly 
pay  to  ttoo  poor  scholars,  one  of  Oxford,  and  the  other  of 
Cambridge,  studying  divinity,  whose  surnames  should  be 
Heath,  bOs.  a-piece;  and  if  there  be  none  such,  then  to 
two  such  other  poor  tcfaol  in  the  said  Universities  as 
the  Comp»«y  fAumOAM  Qlar  to  enjoy  the 

ouneabcnrc 
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Two  scholars,  one  of  Oxford,  and  the  oliher  of  Cbm- 
hndgcy  receive  now  10/.  a-year  each>  instead  of  21.  lOt. 
They  are  appointed  by  the  Court  of  Assistants. 


Barbara  Bumell,  by  will  dated  the  27th  of  June»  1630, 
gave  to  the  Cloth-workers  Company  300/.,  to  the.inteqt 
that  they  should  purchase  lands  with  the  same^  and  that 
they  and  their  successors,  in  consideration  of  the  said 
300/.,  should  pay  yearly  to  a  poor  scholar  of  Otifoird,  in- 
tending to  profess  divinity,  the  sum  of  5/.  The  sum  of 
10/.  a-year,  instead  of  5/.,  is  paid  to  a  scholar  at  Q^fori» 
who  is  appointed  by  the  Court  of  Assistants^  in  the  same 
manner  as  Hewett's  exhibitioner. 


Jambs  Shawe,  by  will  dated  5th  May  1630^  devised  to 
the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  of  St,  Seaulchre,  Londom, 
certain  messuages  and  tenements,  among  other  purposeg, 
that  they  should  yearly  pay  to  the  Master,  Wardens^  and 
Commonalty  of  Cordwainers,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof,  the  sum  of  8/.  per  annum,  to  be  employed  by  the 
said  Company  for  the  maintenance  of  tvoo  scholars  at  the 
Universities  of  Cambridge  and  Ospford, 
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<SutIer0  <EFomtiiins« 

Thomas  Bucke,  citizen  and  cutler  of  Landom,  by  will 
dated  3d  December  1566,  gave  to  tbe  Master  and  Wardens 
of  the  conunonalty  and  mystery  of  Cutlers  of  homdmi, 
and  their  successors,  certain  property,  in  trust,  for  cIoip 
ritable  purposes,  and  amongst  the  rest,  that  the  sa&d 
Master  and  Wardens  should  pay  an  annuity  of  37.  6#.  81IL 
to  the  Master  and  scholars  of  the  house  or  coll^(e  called 
St.  John* 8  CoUege,  in  the  University  of  CambnAj^,  and 
their  successors,  towards  the  finding  of  some  scholar  of 
his  name  or  kindred  within  the  bk  of  Ely,  or  elsewlierSy 
if  any  might  be  found ;  and  for  want  of  such  of  his  naiiie» 
then  towards  the  finding  of  some  other  schoiary  whose 
father  should  be  free  of  the  said  Company  of  Cutlers  of 
London,  if  any  such  should  be  thereunto  thought  meet 
by  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  said  mystery  of  Cut* 
lers,  for  the  time  being,  and  the  Vicar  of  the  paridi 
church  of  St,  Sepulchre  without  Newgate,  of  Ixmdom,  for 
the  time  being,  for  ever ;  trusting  in  Qod,  that  the  said 
Company  of  Cutlers  would  help  to  augment  and  increase 
it,  so  that  there  might  be  one  scholar  found  and  mun- 
tained  by  the  said  Company  of  Cutlers,  for  ever,  in  the 
College  aforesaid,  that  it  might  be  to  the  praise  of  Ood. 

With  regard  to  this  annuity,  and  other  trusts  under 
the  will  of  Mr.  Bucke,  the  Commissioners  for  inquiring 
into  Charities,  state,  '*  that  the  annuity  of  3/.  6t,  8dL,  de- 
vised for  an  exhibition  to  St,  Johi^s  College,  Cambridgat 
appears  to  have  been  regularly  paid  till  1793,  but  since 
that  time  it  has  been  withheld.  There  is  an  order  in  the 
minute-book  of  the  Company,  dated  April  1796,  that  the 
exhibition  to  St,  Jokn^s  CoOege  should  be  diseontiniied, 
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till  there  should  appear  to  be  a  scholar  in  the  College  ae- 
cording  to  the  intention  of  the  donor's  will.  We  are  in- 
formed, that  no  person  has  since  been  named  to  the  Com- 
pany as  of  that  College,  who  was  of  the  testator's  name 
or  kindred,  and  that  no  son  of  a  freeman  of  the  Company 
has  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the  exhibition ;  but  we  are 
not  aware  that  the  Company  have,  in  the  mean  time, 
taken  any  steps  to  invite  applications.  We  have  the  aiir 
thority  of  the  derk  of  the  Company  for  stating,  that  they 
are  ready  to  pay  the  arrears  which  have  accrued  in  n^ 
spect  of  this  branch  of  the  charity,  whenever  they  are  le- 
gally called  on  so  to  do,  as  well  as  those  which  have 
arisen  since  the  discontinuance  of  the  other  payments  di- 
rected by  the  testator.  It  remains  for  us  only  to  ezpreaa 
a  hope,  that  as  the  sums  due  in  respect  of  the  several 
gifts  are  ascertained,  the  Company  will  lose  no  time  iti 
discharging  the  claims  upon  them;  and  that  they  will,  in 
future,  make  the  annual  payments  with  punctuality.^

John  Craythome,  by  will  dated  21st  November  1568^ 
gave  the  reversion  of  the  messuage  or  tenement  called 
the  BeU  Stwage,  situate  within  the  parish  of  iS^  Bride^s, 
in  Fleet  Street,  London,  after  the  decease  of  Margaret, 
his  wife,  to  the  Master,  Wardens,  and  Commonalty  of 
the  Company  of  Cutlers  within  the  city  of  London,  and 
their  successors,  for  ever,  upon  condition,  that  the  said 
Master,  Wardens,  and  Conmionalty,  should  yearly  give 
and  bestow,  after  the  decease  of  his  said  wife,  102.  iti 
coals,  viz. :  every  quarter  of  a  year  50^.,  and  the  same 
coals  to  be  given  and  distributed  to  and  among  the  poor 
people  dwelling  within  the  said  parish  of  St^  Bride,  by 
the  oversight  of  the  two  Churchwardens  thereof,  for  the 
time  being,  and  six  of  the  chiefest  householders  within 
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the  same  parish ;  and  also  should  yearly  pay  61,  I3s.  4d, 
towards  the  finding  and  keeping  of  two  scholars  within 
the  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  (that  is  to 
say,)  to  either  of  the  scholars  3/.  6$.  8d.,  to  be  paid  to 
them  quarterly,  for  ever ;  and  the  same  two  scholars  who 
should  first  take  benefit  by  force  of  his  said  will,  should 
be  named  by  his  wife,  or  by  such  other  as  she  should  ap- 
point in  or  by  her  last  will;  and  afterwards  the  said  scho- 
lars should  be  always,  from  time  to  time,  named  and  ap- 
pointed for  ever  by  the  said  Master,  Wardens,  and  Com- 
monalty of  Cutlers,  and  their  successors,  provided  that 
neither  of  the  said  two  scholars  should  enjoy  that  his  le- 
gacy longer  than  they  were  abiding  in  and  within  the 
said  Universities,  nor  any  longer  than  they,  or  any  (^ 
them,  should  otherwise  be  preferred,  to  the  yearly  value 
of  10/.  or  upwards.  The  inn  called  the  Bell  Savage,  to- 
gether with  the  premises  adjoining  it,  and  forming  a  part 
of  the  establishment,  are  supposed  to  include  the  mes- 
suage wherein  the  testator  dwelt,  called  '*  the  sign  of  the 
Rose  in  Fleet  Street "  These  are  altogether  let  by  the 
Company  at  the  rent  of  1,101/.  lOs.  per  annum.  The 
several  annuities  mentioned  in  the  wiU  have  been  regu- 
larly paid ;  but  the  Company  have  increased  the  two  ex- 
hibitions, since  the  year  1800,  to  6/.  I3s,  4d,  each.  The 
exhibitioners  are  appointed  by  the  Company,  and  their 
annual  stipend  is  paid  to  them  imtil  they  take  their  Mas- 
ter's degree,  or  are  otherwise  preferred,  upon  the  pro- 
duction of  testimonials  of  their  good  conduct  and  regular 
residence  in  the  University.

Sir  Thomas  Kneseworth,  Knt.>  bequeathed  a  very  con- 
siderable property  to  the  Company  for  various  charitable 
purposes ;  the  income  of  which  is  now  but  little  short  of 
3,000/.  per  annum ;  and  he  directed  that  they  should  pay, 
annually,  4/.  each  to /our  priests,  studying  arts  or  divinity 
in  one  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  to  pray 
for  his  soul,  &c.  From  the  revenues  of  this  estate,  however, 
the  Company  have  for  some  years  past  established  twdoe 
exhibitions  for  poor  students  at  the  Universities  of  Oxford 
or  Cambridge  J  eleven  of  the  exhibitioners  receive  from 
this  fund  20/.  a-year,  and  the  remaining  one  16/.,  his  ex- 
hibition being  made  up  20/.  by  the  addition  of  a  sum  of 
4/.,  derived  from  the  benefaction  of  Bernard  Randolph, 
hereafter  mentioned.  Prior  to  1804,  the  exhibitions  were 
10/.  a-year.  The  exhibitioners  are  nominated  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Court  of  Assistants,  in  rotation,  and  elected 
by  the  Court.  It  is  required,  that  the  person  nominated 
be  already  a  member  of  some  College  in  one  of  the  Uni- 
versities, and  that  a  certificate  be  produced  from  the 
heads  of  the  College  of  his  being  entered  and  resident, 
and  a  declaration  from  the  student  himself,  that  he  has 
not  any  certain  annual  income  of  50/.  On  receiving  their 
stipends,  the  exhibitioners  are  required  to  produce  similar 
declarations,  and  certificates  of  actual  residence  during 
the  half  year  for  which  the  payments  are  claimed.  They 
hold  the  exhibitions  for  seven  years  from  their  matricu- 
lation, or  for  such  part  thereof  as  they  are  actually  re- 
sident. 

Leonard  Smith,  citizen  of  London,  founded  one  fellow- 
ship and  ofie  scholarship  at  Sidney  Sussex  College, 
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bridge  J  the  appointment  to  the  same  he  vested  in  the 
Master^  Wardens,  and  Court  of  Assistants  of  the  Fishp- 
mongers  Company.  It  is  a  foundation  fellowship^  and 
is  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  the  other  fdlows  at 
that  College. 


Bernard  Randolph,  Esq.,  Common  Sergeant  of  the 
city  of  London,  in  1582  gave  to  the  Company  200/.,  in 
trust,  for  charitable  purposes ;  and  amongst  others,  that 
they  should  pay  4Z.  yearly,  by  quarterly  payments,  to 
some  towardly  scholar  that  should  study  divixiity  in  the 
University  of  Cambridge,  the  said  scholar  to  be  appointed 
from  time  to  time,  within  thirty  days  next  after  the  death 
or  advancement  of  any  such  scholar,  by  the  Bishop  df 
London  for  the  time  being,  and  (cede  vacantej  by  the 
Lord  Mayor  of  London  for  the  time  being,  the  name  of 
the  person  nominated  to  be  signified  to  one  of  the  War- 
dens of  the  said  Company  of  Fishmongers ;  and  in  de- 
fault thereof,  then  the  same  scholar  to  be  nominated  and 
appointed  by  the  said  Wardens  and  their  successors. 


Robert  Carter,  by  will  dated  November  1563,  gave  a 
tenement  in  Thames  Street,  called  the  White  Lyon,  after 
the  death  of  his  wife,  to  his  cousin,  Richard  Carter,  who 
should  convey  the  same,  in  case  of  his  decease  without 
issue  of  heirs  male,  to  the  Wardens  and  Commonalty  of 
the  mystery  of  Fishmongers,  London,  and  that  the  stdd 
Wardens,  &c.  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  should  pay 
out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  tenement,  4/.  a 
year  to  a  poor  scholar  or  student  in  St,  John's  CoUege, 
Cambridge,  such  scholar  not  having  above  4/.  by  exhi- 
bitions, or  other  ways  or  means.  The  Ccmipany  are  in 
possession  of  the  house  in  TTtawtes  Street,  but  have  never 
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fulfilled  the  intention  of  the  testator  by  the  payment  of 
this  exhibition. 


Mark  Quested,  citizen  and  fishmonger  of  Lotukm,  by 
will  dated  January  1642,  bequeathed  to  the  Coa^»ny  of 
Fishmongers  an  estate  at  HoUingboum,  Kent,  now  pro- 
ducing 300/.  per  annum,  for  the  purpose  of  building 
twelve  alms-houses  at  Harrietsham,  and  for  the  siqppcHrt  of 
twelve  alms-people,  &c.  He  directed  also,  out  of  the 
revenues  of  the  estate,  that  the  sum  of  8l.  a  piece  yearly 
should  be  paid  to  four  Masters  of  Arts,  and  to  four  stu- 
dents 4/.  a  piece  yearly,  so  long  as  they  should  abide  in 
either  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Camtnidge.  These 
payments  have  never  taken  place,  the  funds  not  having 
hitherto  been  sufficient  for  the  purpose.  But  from  tiie 
recent  renewal  of  the  leases,  the  estates  are  let,  as  before 
mentioned,  for  300/.  per  annum,  and  the  disbursementu 
are  short  of  200/. ;  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Company 
will  shortly  be  enabled  to  commence,  after  a  lapse  ap- 
proaching to  two  centuries,  carrying  into  execution  the 
charitable  designs  of  the  testator,  as  regards  these  Uni- 
versity payments. 


Philip  Strellet  bequeathed,  in  1603,  an  estate  to  tlie 
Company,  then  of  the  value  of  55/.,  in  trust,  among  other 
purposes,  that  they  should  pay  10/.  per  annum  out. of  the 
said  yearly  rent  for  and  towards  the  exhibition  and  mainte- 
nance, in  the  Universities  of  Cambridge  and  Oaford,  of 
two  such  poor  scholars  as  should  be  poor  men's  sons, 
bom  within  the  counties  of  Derby  and  Nottingham^  and 
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town  of  Nottingham,  and  city  of  Worcester,  or  any  of 
them ;  and  for  lack  of  such  within  the  said  counties  and 
city,  then  towards  the  maintenance  of  such  poor  scholars 
as  should  be  the  sons  of  poor  men  of  the  said  Company 
of  Goldsmiths ;  and  for  lack  of  them,  then  of  such  other 
poor  scholars  at  the  said  Universities^  as  the  said  War- 
dens, Renters,  and  Goldfiners  of  the  said  mystery  for  the 
time  being  should  think  meet ;  (that  is  to  say,)  to  every 
of  the  said  poor  scholars  the  siun  of  5L  for  the  space  of 
seven  years  together,  with  a  like  preference  to  the  sons  of 
his  tenants  bom  within  his  manor  of  Ogarthorpe,  and 
of  others  of  his  name  and  kindred.  The  two  exhibi- 
tions are  regularly  paid  to  two  scholars,  one  at  each 
University,  and  continued  for  seven  years,  provided  they 
reside  so  long.  In  the  appointment  of  these  exhibi- 
tioners, the  order  of  preference  directed  by  the  donor  is 
adhered  to. 


John  Penyn,  formerly  of  East  Acton,  MidcUesex,  Esq.-, 
by  will  dated  the  18th  of  December,  1656,  gave  and  de* 
vised  all  his  freehold  messuages,  farms,  lands,  tenements, 
and  hereditaments  in  Acton  aforesaid,  to  the  Wardens  and 
Commonalty  of  the  mystery  of  Goldsmiths,  London,  and 
their  successors,  for  ever,  upon  trust,  among  other  things, 
to  pay  5/.  a-year  toward  the  maintenance  of  4me  scholar 
that  should  be  bred  up  in  Christ's  Hospital,  and  sent  to 
either  Oxford  or  Cambridge.  This  5/.  was  transferred  to 
the  Governors  of  ChrisVs  Hospital,  and  is  merged  in  their 
exhibitions  as  detailed  in  p.  116. 

Under  this  wiU,  the  Company  acquired  an  estate  at 
ActoUy  Middlesex,  consisting  of  two  farms,  &c.,  whidi 
now  produces  a  rental  of  1057/.  18«.  Mr.  Perryn  ookf 
specified  in  his  will  certain  payments  to  be  made  ooft^ 
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estate^  to  the  amount  of  about  S2L  per  annum ;  but 
be  willed  ail  the  renutinder  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  premises  in  AcUm  aforesaid,  should  be  (by  the  War- 
dens of  the  Company  of  Goldsmiths,  and  six  of  the  moet 
discreet  and  able  men  of  the  same  Company)  disposed  of 
and  distributed  to  pious  and  charitable  uses ; — some  part 
thereof  to  poor  members  of  that  Company,  mid  for  enli- 
kUums  for  and  towards  the  fnaiutmanee  of  SehoUarw  m  tk€ 
VmoerMiies,  and  such  other  charitable  uses  as  they  should 
think  meet.  The  Company  have  built,  at  very  great 
cost,  alms-houses  at  Acton,  and  with  pensions  to  poor 
freemen  of  the  Company,  expend  annually,  on  account  of 
this  trust,  1277^*  The  Company,  however,  have  never 
established  exhibitions  at  the  Universities,  under  tiie  resi- 
duary clause  of  this  will ;  all  applications  for  the  same 
they  have  rejected,  on  the  ground  that  the  estate  is  in- 
debted to  the  Company  for  its  large  disbursements  in  the 
erection  of  the  alms-houses  at  Acton,  As  the  estabHsh- 
ment  of  these  exhibitions  is  mentioned  by  the  testator, 
full  as  explicitly  as  that  a  portion  should  be  applied  to 
poor  members  of  the  Company,  no  just  reason  can  be 
assigned  why  the  whole  should  be  devoted  to  this  latter 
piurpose:  and  the  Company  are  bound  in  justice,  to 
found,  at  all  events,  some  exhibitions,  even  if  the  charge 
of  the  same  is  defrayed  out  of  the  general  funds  of  the 
Company. 


Emme  Backhouse,  by  will  bearing  date  27th  August 
1587,  gave  a  house  in  which  she  dwelt,  and  all  the  tene^ 
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ments  thereto  belonging,  after  certain  limitationt  tiMnnt 
mentioned,  to  the  use  of  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  tihtf 
Grocers  Company,  upon  trost,  to  dispose  out  of  the  pio^ 
fits  of  the  same  40/.,'  yearly,  towards  the  maintenanee^ 
educating,  and  bringing  up  of /our  poor  scholars  in  ths 
University  of  Cambridge,  and  fomr  schohura  in  the  UnU 
versity  of  Oxford,  to  each  5/.,  to  be  named,  placed,  and 
displaced  by  the  said  Master,  Wardens,  and  Company,  «l 
their  discretion,  hoping  that  they  wonld  prefer  some  of 
her  own  kindred  to  such  scholarships,  being  fit  for  the  - 
same,  before  strangers ;  and  the  residue  of  the  profit!  of 
the  said  premises  to  be  disposed  to  such  good  uses,  aa  hf 
the  said  Corporation  should  be  thought  convenient. 

The  Company  derived  imder  the  will  of  Emme  Bad&* 
house  two  houses  in  Wood  Street,  and  also  a  houee  Ift 
Steyning  Lane,  then  in  the  occupation  of  the  Habop- 
dashers  Company,  charged  with  the  payment  oi  26li  p« 
annum  to  four  scholars  in  the  University  of  dtfMLs 
and  also  with  the  sum  of  10/.  per  annum  to  two  scholnv.  ^ 
in  the  University  of  Cambridge :  but  the  scholaTahqMi  ad 
Jesus  College,  Oatford,  appear  to  have  been  derived  firomt  - 
legacy  of  500/.  given  by  Mary  Robineon,  next  heniii 
mentioned,  and  are  stated  in  the  account  given  of  Imt 
benefaction,  to  have  been  charged  upon  the  hooaee  ia 
Wood  Street,  by  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Aasiatanta.  Hm 
four  scholarships  at  Cambridge,  and  the  same  numlMr  al  . 
Oxford,  established  by  Mrs.  Backhouse,  appear  to  have 
been  thus  reduced  to  twQ  at  the  former  University  oa%^ 
The  reason  for  making  this  reduction  baa  not  been  yet 
satisfactorily  accounted  for. 

The  premises  given  by  Mrs.  Backhouse  now  ecmaiat  of 
warehouses,  &c.,  being  No.  104,  in  WoodSinei,  lette 
three  divisions,  to  Thomas  Gren,  Robert  Wkom^  nkl 
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Thomas  Hunter,  at  rents  amounting,  after  the  deductum 
of  land-tax,  to  233Z.  17«.  6d,  The  Company  are  not  now 
in  possession  of  the  house  in  Steyning  Lanej  hut  an  an* 
nual  sum  of  202.  6s.  Sd.,  considered  as  a  fee-farm  rent» 
received  from  the  Haherdashers  Company,  suhject  to  a 
deduction  of  4Z.  for  land-tax,  is  also  understood  to  be  de- 
rived from  this  gift.  This  estate,  for  many  years  previoui 
to  1805,  produced  only  512.  14t.  2d.  per  annum. 

The  two  exhibitioners  at  Cambridge  are  appointed  by 
the  Grocers  Company,  upon  petitions  from  the  candi- 
dates, and  certificates  of  the  residence  and  good  conduct 
of  the  petitioners,  from  the  colleges  to  which  they  belong. 
They  are  allowed  to  hold  the  exhibitions  till  they  take  the 
degree  of  B.A.,  when  others  are  appointed. 


Mary  Robinson,  by  her  will  bearing  date  ISih  Fe- 
bruary 1617>  gave  to  the  Grocers  Company  500/.,  upon 
condition,  trust,  and  confidence,  that  they  should  pur- 
chase so  much  land,  or  otherwise  raise  so  much  mainte- 
nance or  yearly  increase,  as  should  amount  to  252.  a-year 
for  ever  above  all  charges,  the  same  to  be  given  yearly  to 
four  poor  scholars  of  Jesus  College,  Ostford,  at  the  nomi- 
nation of  the  said  Company,  to  be  paid  quarterly  to  the 
said  poor  scholars,  so  as  they  should  proceed  and  become 
students  in  divinity,  and  so  become  preachers  of  the 
Gospel;  and  when  any  of  them  should  attain  better 
preferment,  or  die,  their  portion  to  be  bestowed  upon 
others. 

The  manner  in  which  the  payment  of  252.  per  annum 
in  respect  of  this  gift  was  charged  upon  the  property 
given  by  Mrs.  Emme  Backhouse,  has  been  already  no- 
ticed in  the  account  of  her  gift ;  and  this  annual  sum  le 
remitted  by  the  Company  to  the  Principal  of  Jenv  Cal^ 
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lege,  to  be  divided  amongst  the  four  exhibitioners.  The 
occurrence  of  a  vacancy  upon  each  exhibitioner's  taking 
the  degree  of  B.A.  is  certified  to  the  Company  by  the 
Principal,  who  at  the  same  time  sends  a  list  of  candidates 
to  succeed  to  the  exhibition.  Petitions  are  also  some* 
times  received  from  the  candidates  themselves^  and  the 
appointment  is  made  by  the  Company. 


Andrew  Bayning,  by  will  dated  4th  October  I6l0^ 
gave  120/.  to  the  Grocers  Company,  to  be  disbursed  upon 
a  purchase  of  some  house  or  lands  of  the  yearly  vali;^ 
of  5/.  above  all  charges,  to  the  end  that  they  should 
give  yearly,  for  ever,  5/.  towards  the  maintenance  of  a 
poor  scholar,  to  be  brought  up  in  the  University  of  Comi- 
bridge. 


Robert  Cocke  gave  by  his  will,  the  date  of  which  doef 
not  appear,  to  the  Grocers  Company,  100/.,  on  trust,  to  be^ 
stow  the  same  in  lands,  and  dispose  of  the  benefit  thereof 
yearly,  for  ever,  towards  the  maintenance  and  bringinf 
up  of  one  poor  scholar  in  the  University  of  Os^ford  of 
Cambridge,  as  to  the  Wardens  of  the  said  Company 
should  seem  meet. 

Extracts  of  the  two  last-mentioned  wills  appear  in  an 
old  book  of  wills  belonging  to  the  Grocers  Company  ( 
but  these  gifts  are  not  mentioned  in  the  inquisition,  and 
no  trace  is  found  of  them  in  the  account  books  of  the 
Company ;  it  is,  therefore,  conjectured  that  they  nevw 
were  received  by  the  Company. 
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Mr.  Nicholas  Culverwell,  by  will  dated  the  22d  day  of 
October  1569^  gave  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  art 
or  mystery  of  Haberdashers  in  London  3001.,  whereof 
lOOZ.  was  to  be  for  ever  put  forth,  by  advice  of  the  As- 
sistantSy  to  five  of  the  poorest  young  men  of  the  same 
Company,  which  should  begin  housekeeping,  and  should 
occupy  some  trade;  that  is  to  say,  every  man  to  have 
20/.  for  five  years,  putting  in  sufficient  bond  for  repay- 
ment thereof,  and  then  other  five  to  have  it  for  other  five 
years,  and  so  forth,  for  ever;  and  the  other  200/.  was 
given  conditionally,  that  the  Master  and  Wardens,  upon 
receipt  thereof,  should  be  bound  for  the  payment  of  10/. 
yearly,  for  ever,  to  two  of  the  poorest  preachers  studying 
divinity  in  the  Universities ;  that  is  to  say,  one  at  Christ 
College,  Cambridge,  and  the  other  in  Magdalen  College, 
Oxford,  each  of  them  5/.  a-year,  and  they  to  be  named  by 
Mr.  Culverwell's  wife  during  her  life,  and  after  her  death 
by  the  Bishop  of  London,  for  ever. 

Two  preachers  studying  divinity,  one  at  Magdalen  Col- 
lege, Oxford,  the  other  at  Christ  College,  Cambridge,  i^ 
pointed  by  the  Bishop  of  London,  regularly  receive  the 
two  exhibitions  of  5/.,  the  payment  of  which  is  secured 
by  separate  bonds  to  each  College  from  the  Company, 
dated  the  4th  December  1572,  in  the  penalty  of  150/. 
each. 


Mr.  Robert  Offley,  by  will  dated  April  1596,  be- 
queathed to  the  Company  200/.  for  the  foimding  of  two 
scholarships  for  the  study  of  divinity  in  the  Universities 
of  Oxford  and  Cambridge:  one  of  the  scholars  to  be  no- 
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minated  by  the  Court  of  Assistants  of  the  Company^ 
with  a  preference  to  the  son  of  a  member  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  the  other  to  be  nominated  by  the  Mayor,  Al- 
dermen, and  forty  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of 
Chester,  with  a  preference  to  the  son  of  a  citizen  of  the 
said  city,  each  scholar  to  receive  5/.  a-year,  and  to  retain 
the  exhibition  as  long  as  he  should  remain  at  his  studies 
in  the  University  without  promotion. 

It  appears  from  the  Company's  books,  that  the  two 
exhibitions  of  5l.  each  were  paid  to  the  year  1674,  but  in 
that  year  that  which  was  in  the  gift  of  the  Company  was 
discontinued.  The  other,  to  which  the  exhibitioner  was 
nominated  by  the  city  of  Chester,  and  which  appears  to 
have  been  established  at  Brasenose  CoUege,  Oxford,  ccm- 
tinued  to  be  paid  till  the  1st  August  1775,  when  that  ex- 
hibition became  vacant,  and  notice  thereof  was  g^ven  to 
the  Corporation  of  Chester,  and  also  to  the  Principal  of 
Brasenose  College ,  Oxford;  but  no  apphcations  have  been 
since  made  respecting  it  to  the  Company. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners  lor 
inquiring  into  Charities,  the  Company  have  resolved  that 
both  these  exhibitions  should  be  set  up,  and  that,  in  com- 
pensation for  all  arrears,  lOl.  a-year  should  be  paid  to 
each  exhibitioner,  to  commence  from  Christmas  1822. 


By  indenture,  dated  the  20th  January  1608,  the  Ha^ 
berdashers  Company,  in  consideration  of  200Z.  paid  to 
them  by  Mrs.  Frances  Clarke,  covenanted  with  her  to 
pay  yearly  to  two  poor  scholars  5Z.  each,  one  of  them  to 
be  of  Christ  Church,  Oxford,  and  the  other  of  any  Col- 
lege in  Cambridge ;  the  scholars  not  to  hold  the  exhiln- 
tions  more  than/otir  years. 

These  two  exhibitions  appear  to  have  been  paid. to  the 
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year  1670,  when  one  of  them  ceased.  The  otto  im  pidd 
to  Michaehnas  1692,  when  that  also  was  discontiniied.  - 
The  Company  have  re-estahlished  these  ezhihitioiifl^ 
doublmg  the  amount,  as  a  compensation  for  the 
unpaid,  as  m  the  case  of  Offley's  exhibitions. 


Roger  Jeston,  by  will  dated  the  2d  April  1622,  deriied 
all  his  messuages,  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditame&ta^ 
with  their  appurtenances,  situate  in  or  near  Qnifb  Street, 
in  the  parish  of  iS^.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  Londam, 
unto  the  Master  and  four  Wardens  of  the  ItTitcmity  of 
Haberdashers,  in  the  city  of  Ixmdon,  their  successors  and 
assigns,  for  ever,  chargeable  for  ever  wiih  the  payment, 
amongst  other  things^  to  three  poor  scholars  studymg  di- 
vinity in  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  such  as  the  Master 
and  eight  seniors  of  the  College  should  appoint,  whereaf 
he  would  that  the  children  of  any  of  the  Company  of  Ha- 
berdashers, or  any  Staffordshire  man,  (having  need,) 
should  be  first  preferred,  the  sum  of  202.  amongst  ifacm 
yearly;  that  is  to  say,  61.  I3s,  4d,  a^piece.  These  exhi- 
bitions are  regularly  paid  to  three  scholars  appointed  by 
the  College.  No  claim  has  been  for  many  years  made  by 
sons  of  members  of  the  Company. 


By  indenture,  dated  the  4th  September  1629,  reciting, 
that  Dame  Rebecca  Romney  had  delivered  to  the  Master 
and  four  Wardens  of  the  Haberdashers  Company  l,200f. 
for  certain  purposes  therein  mentioned ;  the  said  Master 
and  Wardens  covenanted  with  the  said  Dame  Rebecca 
Romney,  that  they  would  pay,  among  other  things,  24L 
a-year  to  fbmr  poor  scholars,  two  of  Enuamei  CoUege^ 
and  ttoo  of  Sidney  Sussex  College,  Cambridge,  likely  to 
become  good  scholars,  and  to  take  upon  them  thie  stddy 
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of  divimty,  such  and  for  so  long  a  time  as  the  Master, 
Wardens,  and  Assistants  of  the  said  Company  should  from 
time  to  time  nominate  and  appoint,  to  each  6L,  payable 
half-yearly,  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas. 

No  appointments  to  Lady  Aomney's  exhibitions  appear 
to  have  been  made,  nor  any  payment  on  account  thereof, 
since  the  year  1739.  It  has  been  recommended  to  the 
Company  in  this  case,  by  the  Commissioners  for  in- 
quiring into  Charities,  (as  in  those  of  the  exhibitionfl 
founded  by  Mr.  Offley  and  Mrs.  Frances  Clarke  before 
mentioned,)  that  they  should  re-establish  these  ezhibir 
tions,  doubling  the  amount  in  future  to  each  exhibitioner, 
by  way  of  compensation  for  the  arrears  unpaid,  whidi 
they  have  accordingly  done. 


Mrs.  Martha  Barrett  by  will,  between  1580  and  1500» 
gave  to  the  Haberdashers  Company  2002.  to  be  lent  to 
four  young  men,  for  four  years,  and  so  from  four  yean 
to  four  years,  for  ever.  The  interest,  at  Ave  per  cent, 
arising  from  lOOZ.  out  of  the  200Z.  to  be  applied  to  the  ate 
of  a  scholar  studying  divinity  in  Magdalen  College,  CiMi- 
bridge.  This  exhibition  was  paid  till  the  year  1700,  when 
it  is  supposed  that  the  100/.  was  lent  out  and  lost,  by 
the  failure  of  the  security,  no  frirther  trace  of  it  s^jpearing 
in  the  books,  and  the  exhibition  is  not  now  paid.

Thomas  Lewin,  by  will  dated  the  20th  April  1655,  de- 
vised his  messuage,  with  its  garden  and  i^purtenanees, 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas  Oktve,  Bread  Street,  and 
fourteen  other  messuages  in  the  same  parish,  subject  to  a 
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life  estate  therein  to  his  wife,  to  the  Mastei^  Wirdeiis,- 
and  Company  of  Ironmongers,  and  then*  successora,  \xpaa 
condition,  that  they  should  provide  for  the  performance 
of  certain  superstitious  rites  and  uses  therein  mentioned 
and  find  a  good,  sad,  and  honest  priest  to  celebrate 
mass  for  souls,  four  times  a  week,  within  the  pariah 
church  of  St  Niiholas  Olaoe,  at  a  yearly  salary  of  IQiL, 
(for  which  he  was  also  required  hy  the  will  to  attend  the 
Company's  feasts  and  quarter  days,  saying  grace  befme 
them,  deptvjundist  and  other  prayers,)  and  should  peiv 
mit  four  honest  and  sad  impotent  poor,  aged,  and  decayed 
men  of  the  Company,  for  the  time  heing,  to  >inhabitior 
their  lives,  (hehaving  themselves  honestly  and  quietly,) 
four  tenements,  which  the  testator  (as  thereby  declared) 
intended  to  erect  in  the  church-yard  of  St.  Nicholas,  and 
should  pay  quarterly  to  every  one  of  the  said  four  per- 
sons, 20d,  towards  their  sustentation  and  living,  and  alfo 
upon  condition  that  the  said  Master  and  Wardens  for  the 
time  being,  and  their  successors,  should  yearly  pay  to  two 
poor  scholars,  the  one  to  be  of  Ostford,  the  other  of  Gam- 
bridge,  towards  their  sustentation  and  maintenance  there, 
5/. ;  that  is  to  say,  to  each  of  them  50«.,  to  be  paid  quar- 
terly. 

Under  the  above  devise,  the  Company  are  possessed  of 
twelve  houses  in  Bread  Street  HiU,  erected  after  the  fiie 
of  London,  on  land  awarded  in  respect  of  the  site  of  the 
houses  mentioned  in  the  will. 

Pursuant  to  the  directions  of  the  will,  the  Company 
pay  to  four  almspeople,  freemen  of  the  Company,  12. 6s.  Sd. 
per  annum,  equally  amongst  them,  and  to  two  studentf , 
one  at  Oxford,  the  other  at  Cambridge,  2l.  iOs,  per  annum 
a-piece.  The  stipends  or  exhibitions  to  the  two  students 
h^ve  always  been  regularly  paid.  The  students  lure  chosen 
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Bt'iiiiajrlerly  eourte  r  thtjr  ia«  nqniisd  to  btiwUnt^ 
the  respective  Univeraitiefl,  and  leeeivt  the  pajBi^nti

William  Chapman,  by  wQl  datfed  the  8ih  day  ^  AmgM 
1679,  bequeathed  9001.  to  the  Maaler,  Warfant,  ^aad 
Ckmmion&lty  of  ItoomoiigM,  and  their  -aoaceaadra,  4o 
the  intent  that  they  shoidd  find  and  maintam,  in  QM 
CtMepe,  Omftrd,  yearly,  two  poor  acbolara  to  atndy  di- 
linity  there,  until  they  ahould  be  of  the  i^  of  thirty 
years,  when  they  dioold  be  diapkoad,  and  tw«  otlwr 
poor  schohurs  appohited  in  their  room  to  atndy  diflnily

Thomas  Hallwood,  by  will  dated  the  20th  April  l6%f, 
ordered  his  executors  to  pay  the  Wardens  and  Company 
of: Ironmongers  400/.,  upon  trust,  that  the  Wardens,  to- 
gether with  his  executors,  should  make  choice  oi^fimt 
poor  scholars,  viz.,  two  scholars  of  Magdaim  CcHes^,  m 
Oapford,  and  fiiH)  other  scholars  of  Christ  Cdll^e,m  Cam-' 
bridge,  or  such  two  other  Colleges  as  the  Wardens  and  his 
executors  should  allow  and  appoint,  unto  whom  he  de- 
sired that  the  said  Wardens  and  executors  should  pay 
such  rents  and  profits  as  should  grow  or  be  made  out  of 
the  said  400/.  every  half  year  during  the  sptice  of  three 
whole  years,  for  the  better  maintenance  of  the  said  four 
poor  scholars,  if  they  should  so  long  continue  their  tto^ 
dies,  and  be  resident  in  either  of  the  said  Universities, 
and  should  study  and  proceed  for  divinity,  and  from  the 
end  of  the  three  years,  or  sooner,-  discontinuance  by  either 
of  such  poor  scholars  of  his  residence  in  one  of  the  said 
Universities,  that  they  should  pay  the  like  rents  and  pro- 
fits to  some  other  poor  scholars,  by  them  to  be  elected 
for  other  three  years,  and  so  in  succession  for  ever;  and 
he  desired,  if  any  of  his  own  kindred  should  happen 
thereafter  to  make  suit  for  the  said  exhibition,  then  inch 
his  kinsman,  being  of  one  of  the  said  Universities,  and 
studying  divinity,  and  standing  in  need  thereof,  should  be 
preferred  before  any  other;  and  to  the  end  the  said 
Wardens  should  have  some  benefit  to  them  and  their  suc- 
cessors, he  willed,  there  should  be  deducted  out  of  the 
said  rents  and  profits  the  sum  of  40s.  a-year,  for  ever. 

The  above-mentioned  sum  of  400/.  was  paid  to  the 
Company  in  1625,  and  lent. out  on  bond  at  interefit  ctf  .41. 
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per  cent. '  It  was  afterwards  repaid  femd  earried  to  HM 
general  account  with  the  other  fonds  ^the  Oompeny. 

Ever  since  the  donation,  the  Company  have  paid  162L 
per  annum,  in  exhibitions  of  4/.  a-pieee>  to  two  sehokra 
at  Oarfbrd,  and  ifoo  at  (Urnhndgty  chosen  hj  the  Company 
at  their  Quarterly  Courts.  The  payment  of  theeKhifal- 
tion  is  continued  to  each  scholar  for  tkrm  years,  unleit 
before  the  expiration  of  that  time  he  takes  a  degiee,  cv 
ceases  to  reside  in  the  Unirersity. 


RoBBRT  RooBBs,  by  will  bearing  date  llth  Septterttf 
1601,  du^cted  that  400/.  should  be  ddireied  to  tlie  Lesj* 
thersellers,  to  be  employed  in  lands,  the  best  pemiywortK 
they  could  get,  and  that  the  house  should  have  40t.  of  II 
a-year  for  ever,  and  the  rest  to  go  tofmr  poor  96bottalg 
students  of  divinity,  two  of  ihem  to  be  of  CsmMdj^p  md 
two  of  Oxford,  to  be  maintuned  with  the  OTerphis  of  the 
same  revenue,  to  be  equally  divided  betwixt  the  tM 
scholars,  and  to  be  continued  with  them  farjbwr  yeant 
and  then  Btfaur  years'  end,  fmr  other  schoiars  to  hm  tM 
pension ;  and  so  to  continue  for  ever;  but  if  anyof  tlitf 
should  remove  from  ^  University,  then  ihe  saidpenslitfi 
to  be  employed  to  other  poor  schohov,  as  before. 

The  manner  in  which  the  sum  of  400/.,  directed  toM 
laid  out  in  land,  was  disposed  of/  will  i^ipear  b&m  thb 
following  deed  :— 

By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date  14Ui 
December  1603,  between  Geoige  Lee  and  Philippft  -hts 
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wife,  of  ihe  first  part;  the  Waident  of  tbe  myvlery  of 
Leatliersellersy  of  the  second  part ;  and  Nicholas  Blen- 
oowe  and  several  others,  citizens  and  katherseUers,  of 
the  third  part :  reciting  the  said  gift  of  40QL  by  the  will 
of  Robert  Rogers ;  and  also,  that  the  said  Robert  'Rogen, 
by  his  said  will,  gave  all  the  residue  of  his  goods  and 
ehattels,  imbequeathed,  for  the  farther  maintenance  of 
poor  scholars,  and  other  charitable  uses,  at  the  discretiaii 
of  his  executors,  who  had  paid  to  the  said  Wardens  the 
sum  of  12/.

The  whole  of  the  above-mentioned  estate,  except 
Nos.  6  and  7,  was  leased,  in  1752,  to  one  tenant,  for  a 
term  of  sixty-one  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  95/.,  subject 
to  a  deduction  therefrom  for  land-tax  beyond  the  amount 
of  2s.  in  the  pound.  That  lease  contains  no  covenant  for 
building,  but  no  house  is  mentioned  as  being  demised  by 
it ;  and  it  appears,  from  a  reference  to  the  minute  book 
of  the  company  for  that  year,  that  the  lease  was  granted 
upon  an  agreement  that  the  lessee  should,  instead  of  the 
cottage  then  standing,  lay  out  at  least  80/.  in  building  a 
farm-house  on  some  more  convenient  part  of  the  jH^emisei. 
It  is  supposed  that  the  house  on  No.  1,  now  occupied  bf 
Mr.  Fitzgerald,  was  built  in  pursuance  of  this  agreement. 
This  bouse  is  erected  at  the  extremity  of  the  estate,  and 
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considerate  additions  have  been  made  to  it  on  tbe  aiQoin- 
ingland. 

The  lessee  of  this  estate  under  the  Company  for  the 
term  of  sixty-one  years,  obtained  from  the  Lord  of  the 
Manor  a  copyhold  grant  of  a  piece  of  waste  gronnd, 
lying  on  the  side  of  the  road,  and  adjoining  to  this  es- 
tate, and  built  the  houses  now  occupied  by  Miss  Grant 
and  Mr.  Blacklock;  and  in  consequence  thereof,  upon 
the  expiration  of  that  lease  in  1813,  the  exact  boundary 
of  the  property  became  a  matter  of  dispute,  which,  after 
an  action  had  been  brought  by  the  Company,  was  referred 
to  arbitration,  and  the  arbitrator,  under  the  powers 
vested  in  him,  defined  the  boundary,  and  directed  the 
Company  to  grant  the  existing  lease  for  sixty-one  years, 
of  the  small  parcels  of  land,  comprised  in  No.  5.

of  Assistants  of  the  Conqnaiy.  These  odiUiitions  are 
continued  for  fowr  yean»  and  are  paid,  upon  oertificatei 
of  residence  transmitted  firom  the  reapeetinre  CoQeigw  «ff 
which  the  scholars  are  members.  .TiU  18 10,  their  anurant 
was  only  4/.  each.  In  that  year  they  were  mereuedlft

William  Moseley,  citizen  and  leatherseller  of  London, 
by  will  dated  the  5th  of  September  1617>  devised  that  hit 
executors  should,  within  the  space  of  eighteen  months 
next  after  his  decease,  pay  to  the  Wardens  and  Company 
of  Leathersellers  of  the  city  of  London^  the  sum  of  200^. 
upon  special  trust  and  confidence,  that  the  said  Wardens 
and  Company  should,  with  as  much  convenient  speed  as 
might  be,  purchase  and  buy  with  the  same,  unto  the 
Wardens  and  commonalty  of  the  Leathersellers  of  London 
aforesaid,  by  such  name  or  names  as  they  are  incorporated 
and  called,  and  to  their  successors  for  ever,  lands  or  tene- 
ments of  the  best  worth  and  value  they  could ;  and  that 
the  said  Wardens  and  Company  and  their  successors, 
should  have  and  deduct  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
same  twenty  shillings  a-year  for  ever,  to  the  common  use 
and  benefit  of  the  said  Company ;  and  should  well  and 
truly  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  half-yearly  for  ever,  the  re- 
sidue and  rest  of  all  such  rents  and  profits,  in  manner  and 
form  following ;  that  is  to  say,  two-third  parts  thereof  to 
some  good  and  godly  preacher,  to  be  chosen  from  time  to 
time  by  and  with  the  good  liking  of  the  Wardens  and 
Assistants  of  the  said  Company  for  the  time  being,  which 
preacher  should  preach  every  week  on  the  Sabbath-day 
publicly,  in  the  parish  church  of  Kinver,  in  the  county  of 
Stafford;  and  the  other  third  part  of  the  said  residue  of 
the  said  rents  and  profits  to  the  Schoolmaster  of  the  free 
school  in  Kinoer  aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  the  same 
payments  to  have  continuance  for  ever. 

He  also  willed  and  devised  the  sum  of  100^  more  to  be 
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by  his  executors  paid  to  the  said  Wardens  and  Company 
of  Leathersellers,  that  they  therewith  should  in  like  man- 
ner purchase  to  them  and  their  successors  lands  or  tene- 
ments, and  should  deduct  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  same  ten  shillings  a-year  for  ever,  to  the  common  use 
and  benefit  of  the  said  Company ;  and  should  well  and 
truly  pay  half-yearly  for  ever,  the  residue  of  aU  such  rents 
and  profits,  in  manner  following ;  that  is  to  say,  that  the 
said  Wardens  and  Company  should  make  choice  of  soms 
poor  scholar,  either  in  the  University  of  Cambridge  or 
Oxford,  unto  whom  his  desire  was  that  they  should  pay 
the  whole  residue  of  all  such  rents  and  profits  half-yearly, 
during  the  space  of  Jive  whole  years,  for  and  towards  his 
better  maintenance,  if  such  poor  scholar  should  so  long 
continue  his  studies,  and  be  resident  in  either  of  the  said 
Universities,  and  from  and  after  the  end  of  the  said  five 
years  or  sooner  discontinuance  by  such  poor  scholar, 
either  of  his  study  or  residence  in  one  of  the  said  Univer* 
sities,  then  that  the  said  Wardens  and  Company  should 
pay  the  same  to  some  other  poor  scholar,  by  them  to  he 
elected  for  other  Jive  years,  in  soch  manner  and  form  as 
aforesaid,  and  so  from  the  end  of  Jive  years  to  Jive  yean 
for  ever,  giving  a  preference  to  his  own  kindred,  if  any 
should  make  suit  for  this  his  said  exhibition. 


Anne  Elliott,  by  her  will  dated  the  1st  of  Jnne,  l€05, 
gave  and  bequeathed  the  sum  of  200/.  to  be  paid  to  the 
Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Company  of  Leathersellers  of 
the  city  of  London,  at  such  time  as  they  should  and  would 
purchase  and  buy  with  the  same,  unto  the  Master,

Wardens  and  Company  of  Leathersellers,  that  they  there- 
with might  purchase  to  them  and  their  successors,  so 
much  land  as  the  rent  or  value  thereof  might  arise  unto 
five  pounds  the  year,  which  she  desired  might  be  employed 
for  ever,  in  manner  following ;  (that  is  to  say),  that  the 
said  Wardens  and  Company  should  continue  the  payment

tuate  in  Perry  l^reet,  in  Sjfdenkam,  in  the  paviah  ol 
Lewiskam,  in  the  county  of  Kmt,  then  or  late  Id  die  oe* 
cupation  of  the  said  Geoige  Andrews  and  Rklnad  Bm»» 
dell,  or  one  of  them;  and  also  all  those  two  aevonl  daaia 
of  land  or  pasture,  some  time  being  one  doae,  and  theiN^ 
vided  into  two  parts,  containing  in  the  whole  by  cathnatMH 
four  acres,  to  the  said  meeauage  acyoiningi  and  iJao^dl 
those  two  parcels  of  land  or  pasture,  cgntainnig  by  ealip 
mation  one  acre  and  a  hal^  ooounonly  called  Tammn^ 
lying  in  or  near  Perry  S^reel  albraaaid,  abiitting  maifikh 
ward  towards  a  parcel  of  land  there  commonly  called  Jb^ 
nobles,  and  towards  the  way  leading  to  n  certain  ield 
commonly  called  Boger^s  Fi/M  on  the  South,  and  towwda 
the  King's  highway  on  the  West;  and  alao  attthoaa 
pieces  and  parcels  of  land  and  pasture,  lying  in  a  cartam 
close  commonly  called  Jack  BMn^s  Ck§e  and  Tmmm^9 
Field,  in  Sydenham  aforesaid,  <v  elaewlMie  in  the  pariah 
of  Lewishan,  in  the  said  county  of  KmU,  or  in  any  or 
either  of  them ;  and  alao  all  thoae  aeveral  indoauiea  or 
parcels  of  laud,  meadow,  pasture,  and  wood  ground,  ooo^ 
monly  known  by  the  aeveiBl  namea  of  Hawh$»  Primi 
Field,  Amutbles,  Beeckorqft,  SwiUimdi,  Tomlm*§  Op|A» 
High  Field,  bUmb  Pigi  ERU,  Mora  Mead,  Mbn  MM 
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Qr(3My  Pol^croft,  Pole  HiU  Grove,  and  QuU  Qrove,  conr 
taining  by  estimation  forty-eight  acres,  together  with  all 
woods,  &c.;  to  hold  the  same  to  the  only  proper  and  ab- 
solute use  and  behoof  of  the  said  Wardens  and  Society* 
their  successors  and  assigns,  for  ever. 

The  Commissioners  for  inquiring  into  Charities,  state* 
that  51.  a-year  was  paid  to  an  exhibitioner  till  the  year 
1654,  when  the  payment  was  reduced  to  4/.,  at  which  it 
continued  till  1811,  when  it  was  uicreased  to  Si.  a»year, 
at  which  it  now  remains ;  the  reason  of  the  reduction  is 
not  very  satisfactorily  explained.  It  is  clears  however* 
that  Moseley's  exhibitioner  is  entitled,  under  his  wiU,  to  the 
whole  of  the  clear  rent  of  the  land  purchased  with  the  100^ 
given  to  found  the  exhibition,  after  deducting  lOs,  aryear 
for  the  use  of  the  Company ;  and  his  share  of  the  present 
rent  (after  deducting  that  lOs,)  would  be  271.  15«.  6d, 
subject  to  his  proportion  of  charge  for  collecting  the  rents 
and  managing  the  property. 

The  exhibitioner  is  appointed  to  either  University  in- 
dilBerently,  by  the  Court  of  Assitants,  and  receives  his 
exhibition  on  a  certificate  from  his  College,  that  he  is  a 
resident  member.  Till  1777,  the  exhibition  was  hddjhe 
years,  as  directed  by  Moseley^s  will ;  since  that  time  it 
has  been  held  only  for  four  years.  The  reason  for  the  de- 
parture from  the  express  directions  of  the  founder,  is  not 
satisfactorily  explained. 

Mrs.  Elliott's  exhibitioner  is  appointed  and  paid  in  the 
same  manner  as  Moseley's.  The  exhibition  was  at  first 
5/. ;  in  1654  it  was  reduced  to  4/.,  and  in  1811  raised  to 
8/.,  and  from  1777  has  been  held  for  four  years  only*  in- 
stead oi  five.  The  same  observation  occurs,  as  in  the 
former  case,  as  to  the  impropriety  of  shortening  the 
duration  of  the  exhibition;  and  there  appears  to  have 
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been  a  more  marked  impropriety  in  the  redaetjca  «f 
the  payment  to  4/.,  as  it  was  expressly  fixed  in  this 
case,  by  the  donor,  at  51.,  which  was  not  so  in  ths 
former. 

Mrs.  Elliott  does  not  direct  that  the  rents  and  profita  of 
the  lands  to  be  purchased  with  her  two  legacies  shall  be 
paid  to  the  objects  of  her  bounty,  and  seems,  from  ths 
terms  of  her  will,  only  to  have  contenqdated  obtainiag^ 
the  security  of  land  ftnr  the  payment  of  the  annual  snms 
of  10/.  and  5/.  to  the  alms-people  and  the  ezhibitioiMr. 
If  so,  the  proportion  of  the  improved  rents  applicable  to 
the  share  of  the  purchase-money  derived  from  her  bena- 
faetions,  after  paying  those  sums,  will  properiy  remam  to 
the  benefit  of  the  Company.  A  question*  how0vsr»  nmf 
be  raised,  whether,  as  she  made  no  disposition  as  to  maj 
surplus  rents  that  might  accrue,  the  annwitants  are  not 
entitled  to  receive  their  proportions  of  the  ianprovsd 
rents ;  in  that  case,  the  alms-people  would  recsive»  vpaa 
the  present  rental,  56/.  llr,andtlieezhibitioDsr38iL5#.0d, 
subject  to  deductions  for  management:  This  qnestiOM^ 
in  fact,  only  afiects  the  exhibitioner;  for  the  paynMnts 
actually  made  to  the  alms-peopky  (even  taking  Mrs. 
Elliott's  donation  at  this  amount)  exceed  the  sum  of  all 
the  benefactions  specifically  appropriated  to  thsm. 


Robert  Holmden,  by  mXL  bearing  data  2001  July  1619* 
gave  to  the  Company  of  Leathersdlers  his  messusgo, 
called  the  Oeorge  on  Hanebaek,  hi  Qrmt  Smi  Clsy, 
upon  condition  that  they  should  pay  out  of  the  nid  mo^ 
suage,  yearly,  the  sum  of  131.  to  the  uses  foSowing:  4t 
yearly  towards  the  maintenance  of  a  sehobr  in  one  of  tlio 
Universities  of  CMtdrUj^ or  Oq^bn/,  to  be  tskenoiitof 
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the  firee  grammar  school  of  Seven  Oaks,  for  the  space  of 
fimr  years,  and  so  from  time  to  time ;  and  if  there  should 
be  no  scholar  ready  to  be  preferred  out  of  the  school  of 
Seven  Oaks,  then  that  the  said  4^.  should  be  paid  to  a 
scholar  out  of  the  free  school  of  TmUnridge. 

Under  this  gift,  the  Company  are  the  owners  of  a  house 
in  East  Chet^,  now  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Curwen, 
tea-broker,  and  of  a  piece  of  ground  behind  it,  under 
lease  to  the  Trustees  of  the  parish  of  St.  Clement  East 
Ckec^. 

The  exhibition  of  4/.  per  annum  was  paid,  as  directed, 
to  a  scholar,  either  at  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  appointed  by 
the  Company,  till  18179  when  its  amount  was  voluntarily 
raised  by  them  to  8^.  per  annum. 

Of  late  years,  this  exhibition  has  been  given  to  a 
scholar  at  either  of  the  Universities,  without  reference  to 
the  place  of  his  previous  education.  There  have  been  no 
applications  for  the  benefit  of  it,  from  scholars  of  either 
of  the  schools  of  Seven  Oaks  or  Tunbridge,  except  in  the 
instance  of  the  vacancy  before  the  last,  when  the  Master 
of  Tunbridge  school  applied  to  the  Company  on  behalf  of 
one  of  his  scholars,  after  that  vacancy  had  been  filled  up; 
but  in  lieu  thereof,  an  exhibition  of  16/.  per  annum, 
arising  from  Rogers's  gift,  before  mentioned,  being  va- 
cant, was  given  to  the  scholar  thus  recommended. 


George  Humble,  by  will  bearing  date  8th  September 
1638,  gave  to  the  Leathersellers  Company,  for  ever,  his 
house  in  Gracechurch  Street,  then  let  at  9'«  per  anmim^ 
but  which  after  nine  years  would  be  worth  more,  to  the 
intent,  that  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  the  Master 
and  Wardens  of  the  said  Company  should  pay  yearly  to 
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two  poor  Bcliolan,  one  of  Cambridge,  and  the  otHflr  ctf 
OKford,  to  be  applied  by  the  Court  of  Assistants  at  Mid- 
smmner,  during  the  first  four  years  of  their  being  aft  the 
University,  Al,  a-year,  and  so  from  thenoeforth  for  ever. 
And  he  directed  that  the  remainder  of  the  aaid  iL  per 
annum,  *'  and  what  more,"  should  be  dlTided,  yeariy, 
among  such  poor  people  of  the  said  Coooq^y  as  the 
Court  of  Assistants  should  think  fit. 

Exhibitions  have  always  been  paid  by  the  Oompmy  hi 
respect  of  this  gift  to  two  schohrs,  one  aft  each  of  the 
Universities,  appointed  by  the  Court  of  Asnttant^  for 
four  years ;  and  in  1815  the  amount  of  eadi  of  them  was 
voluntarily  raised  by  the  Company  from  4l.  to  S2.  There 
is  no  specific  appropriation  of  the  residue  of  theiente of 
these  premises,  to  which,  beyond  the  original  amomift  of 
the  two  exhibitions,  being  4^.  per  ammm  each,  liie'poor 
of  the  Company  are  entitled.  « 


Martha  Barrett  gave  to  the  Company  of  MmeralOOL; 
to  the  intent  that  they  should  yeariy  pay  to  ^m  of  the 
poorest  scholars  in  Magdakn  CoOege,  (k(fbrd,  itiidying 
divinity,  to  be  elected  by  the  Maater,  Waxdena,  and 
Commonalty  of  the  Mercers  Company,  61  e-yeer. 

It  appears,  that  since  the  month  of  OetolMr  1768,  two 
appointments  only  have  been  made  of  ediibitioiierB  to 
Magdalen  CoUege,  no  other  q^plieatione  bvring  been  le- 
ceived  for  this  benefrietion.  The  int  of  tiieM  eihfiii. 
tioners  was  appointed  at  Christmaa  1705,  and  eon^jined 
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till  Christmas  1771 ;  the  other  was  appointed  at  Lady- 
day  1818,  and  still  holds  the  exhibition.  From  the  arrears 
which  accumulated  while  the  exhibition  remained  im- 
claimed,  the  sum  of  286/.  I6a.  3d.  was,  at  two  several 
periods  in  the  years  1808  and  1818,  invested  in  the  pur- 
chase of  400/.,  three  per  cent,  consols,  leaving,  at  the 
time  of  the  last  investment,  a  balance  in  hand  of  28/.  ISs, 
The  annual  dividends  of  12/.  being  added  to  the  original 
ft/.,  makes  the  present  amount  of  the  exhibition  17/.  per 
annum,  which  is  the  sum  now  paid  to  the  exhibitioner. 


Alderman  William  WalthaU,  by  will  dated  the  16th  of 
July  1608,  gave  to  the  Mercers  Company  the  sum  of 
500/.,  and  he  directed,  among  other  purposes,  that  9/. 
should  be  yearly  distributed  to  three  of  the  poorest  scho- 
lars in  Candfridge,  towards  their  charge,  that  should 
happen  to  commence  Master  of  Arts,  such  as  might  be 
recommended  to  the  Wardens  of  the  said  Company  to 
have  most  need  to  be  relieved. 

The  payments  to  poor  scholars  have  not  been  applied 
for  for  many  years,  and  the  accumulations  thereof  have 
been  invested  in  the  purchase  of  three  per  cent,  consols. 
The  amount  of  stock  thus  purchased  is  now  900/.,  pro- 
ducing a  yearly  dividend  of  27/.,  which,  added  to  the 
original  annuity,  would  afford  three  exhibitions  of  12/. 
a^-year  each.  The  non-application  of  this  benefaction  ap- 
pears to  have  arisen  in  a  great  measure  from  a  difficulty 
felt  by  the  Company,  in  ascertaining  who  were  entitled  to 
receive  it  under  the  description  of  persons  "  commencing 
Master  of  Arts."  The  Commissioners  state,  that  it  ap- 
pears to  them  that  the  intentions  of  the  donor  would  be 
sufficiently  complied  with,  by  paying  the  money  to  the 
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poor  scholars  on  taking  their  Blaster's  degree,  towards 
defraying  the  expense  thereof. 


Mrs.  Mary  Robinson,  by  will,  piOTed  in  the  Prerogft* 
tive  Court  of  Canterimry,  the  26th  of  September  16l8i 
gave  to  the  Company  of  Mercers  600^  npon  trmt,  either 
to  purchase  so  nmch  land,  or  otherwise  so  mich  maintob 
nance,  as  should  amount  to  the  dear  yeariy  vahie  of  351. 
which  she  directed  should  be  yeaily  paid  to  fntr  poor 
scholai-s  of  some  College  or  Colleges  in  Camhridge,  at  the 
nomination  of  the  said  Company,  quarterly,  so  as  they 
should  become  students  in  diyinity,  and  preachers  of  the 
Gospel;  and  when  any  one  of  the  said  poor  aeholBn 
should  be  preferred,  or  die,  then  she  dbrected  tiiat  Ui 
portion  should  be  bestowed  upon  some  other  in  falaplaea* 
This  money  was  invested,  with  other  sums  for  diaritahld 
purposes,  by  the  Company,  in  thepurchaae  of  a  fivm.    * 

On  the  balance  of  accounts  of  the  ChtJgrmf€  eatat% 
which  was  purchased  with  this  bequest  and  other 
monies  by  the  Company,  at  Michaelmas  1802,  there 
due  to  this  charity  an  arrear  of  356?.  15#.  bid.  This  sanit 
with  other  arrears  of  rent  unapplied,  and  the  proportion 
of  the  produce  of  timber,  haTe  hew  funded,,  and  ham 
produced  the  following  sums  of  stodc  :—

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Ftmr  exhibitioners  now  receive  247.  a^-year  each.  Thcj 
are  appointed  by  the  General  Court,  and  the  exhibitioiui 
are  now  always  kept  full.  It  is  required  that  the  candi- 
dates should  be  entered  at  some  college  in  Cambrkfffe, 
and  that  they  should  produce  from  their  college  testimo- 
nials  of  good  conduct,  and  further  certificates  of  statotaUe 
residence  are  required  upon  every  payment  of  tiie  exhi- 
bitions. They  retain  their  exhibitions  for  seven  yean, 
unless  they  previously  obtain  church  preferment. 

This  limitation  of  the  duration  of  the  exhibitions  ap- 
pears to  have  long  prevailed,  but  it  may  be  doubted, 
whether  it  is  in  strict  conformity  with  the  intentions  of 
Mrs.  Robinson,  who,  from  the  terms  of  her  will,  appean 
only  to  have  contemplated  vacancies  taking  place  by  pre- 
ferment or  death. 

The  surplus  of  the  present  income,  beyond  the  amofunt 
of  the  exhibitions,  is  carried  to  account,  with  a  view  to 
be  applied  in  a  permanent  increase  of  the  allowances, 
when  it  shall  have  reached  a  sufficient  sum. 


By  indenture,  bearing  date  the  4th  of  December,  17th 
Elizabeth,  between  the  Wardens  and  Commonalty  of 
Mercers  of  the  one  part,  and  Lady  Margaret  North, 
widow  of  the  Right  Honourable  Edward  Lord  North  of 
the  other  part,  reciting,  that  the  said  Lady  Maigaiet 
North,  of  a  charitable  intent  to  advance  learning,  and  to 
provide  for  the  relief  of  some  of  her  kinsmen,  was  minded, 
after  her  death,  to  advance  the  persons  and  children 
therein  named ;  and,  after  all  their  deceases,  to  h&ye  four 
children  continually  for  ever  brought  up  in  some  gram- 
mar school,   and  after,   in  one  of  the  Universities  of 
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Oxford  or  Cambridge  :  for  accomplishing  which,  the  said 
Lady  Margaret  North  had  paid  to  the  said  Wardens  and 
Commonalty  the  sum  of  500/. ;  the  said  Wardens  and 
Commonalty,  in  consideration  thereof,  covenanted  with 
the  said  Lady  Margaret  North,  to  pay  to  her  40/.  a^year 
for  her  life,  and  after  her  decease,  to  pay  the  same  to  the 
persons  mentioned  in  the  said  indenture,  in  the  propor- 
tions therein  specified ;  and  after  the  death  of  all  the  said 
persons,  to  pay  yearly  to  four  male  children,  of  the  age 
of  nine  years  or  ahove,  to  he  hrought  up  and  taught,  first 
in  some  grammar  school,  and  after  in  the  Universities  of 
Oxford  or  Cambridge  (if  they  should  be  found  apt  ta 
learning),  40  marks ;  viz.  to  each  of  the  said /our  scholars, 
6/.  13«.  Ad. ;  provided  that,  if  either  of  the  said  children 
should  not  be  kept  at  learning  in  some  grammar  school  or 
university,  or  should  be  two  years  Master  of  Arts  in  either 
of  the  said  universities,  or  advanced  to  any  competent 
living,  that  then  the  payment  to  him  should  thenceforth 
cease,  and  that  the  other  should  be  chosen  in  his  place; 
all  which  children  were  to  be  called  the  scholars  of  Lady 
Margaret  North,  and  should  be  chosen,  appointed,  and 
taken  from  time  to  time  by  the  Wardens  and  Assistants 
of  the  said  Company  for  the  time  being,  out  of  the  male 
children  proceeding  from. the  aforesaid  kinsmen;   and 
from  lack  thereof,  from  the  kin  of  the  said  Lady  Margaret 
North ;  and  for  lack  of  such,  the  choice  to  be  made  of 
other  children,  apt  for  learning,  according  to  the  good 
discretion  of  the  said  Wardens  and  Assistants  for  the 
time  being.    This  legacy,  the  same  as  Mrs.  Robinson's, 
was  inveHted  in  the  purchase  of  the  Chalgrave  estate. 

From  the  arrears  of  Lady  North's  benefaction,  which 
have  l)een  unappropriated  from  time  to  time,  a  sum  of 
1,850/.  three  per  cent,  consols  has  been  purchased,  the

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annual  dividend  on  which  being  55/.  109.  added  to  the 
original  annuity  of  26/.  138,  4d,  makes  the  present  inocmia 
of  this  charity  82/.  3s,  4d,  No  children  are  now  kq[it  at 
school  from  this  fund ;  but /our  exhibitions,  of  20/.  eadi, 
are  paid  to  four  students  at  either  university,  who  are 
appointed  by  the  Court  of  Assistants,  and  paid  upon 
similar  testimonials  and  certificates,  as  Mrs.  Robinson's 
exhibitioners.  The  surplus  of  income  is  carried  toaccount» 
and  at  the  audit  in  October  1820,  there  was  a  balance  in 
hand  of  23/.  la.  5|(/. 

These  exhibitions,  as  well  as  Mrs.  Robinson's,  are  held 
for  seven  years,  upon  which  it  may  be  observed,  that  the 
limit  of  duration  fixed  by  Lady  North,  was  until  the  stn^ 
dent  should  have  been  two  years  Master  of  Arts,  or  hare 
obtained  preferment. 

Thomas  Rich  gave  by  will,  in  1672,  to  the  Mercers 
Company,  his  tenements  in  St,  Mary  Axe,  (consisting 
now  of  a  house,  let  for  30/.  per  annum,)  which  he  charged 
with  a  payment  of  two  exhibitions  of  61,  each,  to  two 
scholars  sent  from  Mercers  School  to  the  University. 
By  the  same  will,  he  also  charged  the  said  premises  with 
the  further  annual  sum  of  12/.  to  be  paid  to  the  GoTer« 
nors  of  Chrisfs  Hospital,  for  two  other  exhibitions  of 
6/.  each,  to  two  poor  scholars,  who  should  have  been 
educated  in  Chrisfs  Hospital,  and  sent  to  the  university. 
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Walter  Fish,  by  his  will  dated  I7th  of  September,  22d 
Elizabeth,  devised  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the 
Merchant  Taylors  Company,  a  house  and  tenement  m 
Camum  Street,  London,  to  hold  to  the  said  ConqMmy  and 
their  successors  for  ever,  upon  trust,  that  Uie  Company 
should  employ  the  rent  of  the  said  (nemises  between  Jlnt 
poor  studious  scholars  of  St.  Jokn^s  CoOegt,  O^fbrd, 
which  should  be  most  like  to  b«id  their  studies  to  din* 
nity,  to  be  yearly  divided  between  them,  towBids  Ai 
amendment  of  their  victuals  and  batteling. 

The  sum  of  22/.  the  present  rental  of  the  praniso^  it 
yearly  paid  to  Jive  poor  scholars  in  divinity,  of  St*  Mni$ 
College,  Oxford,  to  each  4^  9s, 


John  Juxon,  by  will  dated  17th  of  August  1096, 
granted  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Merehant 
Taylors  Company,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  vspoa 
the  discontinuance  of  certain  lectures  by  the  testator 
directed  to  be  held  (which  have  long  since  ceased),  an 
annuity  of  12/.  per  annum,  issuing  and  payable  out  of 
certain  lands  purchased  by  him  of  Anthony  Cakot,  sitor 
ate  at  Mortlake,  in  the  county  of  Smreif,  to  be  by  them 
paid  according  as  they  should  think  fit,  at  or  before  the 
feast  of  St.  Thomas  the  .^loctle,  to  some  poor  scholua, 
the  one  year  in  Ottford,  and  the  other  year  in  CmibHi§$t 
for  ever.

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The  sum  of  12^.  per  annum  is  answered  by  a  payment 
of  9'-  128.  by  the  Company  to  a  scholar  of  Oaeford  and 
Cambridge  alternately^  2/.  Ss.  being  deducted  on  account 
of  land-tax.  The  exhibition  is  constantly  in  a  course  of 
payment. 


John  Vernon,  by  his  will  dated  10th  October  1615, 
gave  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Merchant  Tay- 
lors Company  1,500^.  to  purchase  land  to  the  value  of 
83/.  by  the  year,  or  more,  if  the  Master  and  Ward^is 
could  with  that  sum  (which  was  after  eighteen  years 
purchase,  and  at  the  rate  of  5/.  10^.  in  the  hundred), 
which  said  83/.  he  directed,  among  other  things,  should 
be  disposed  of  to /our  poor  scholars,  students  in  divinity 
in  St,  John's  College,  Oxford,  16/.  yearly,  viz.  4/.  a  man, 
to  be  elected  by  the  Master,  Wardens,  and  Assistants^  to 
continue  no  longer  than  they  should  study  divinity^  and 
remain  in  the  said  college,  or  stand  in  the  liking  of  the 
said  Master,  Wardens,  and  Assistants,  and  so  to  be  dis- 
posed of  from  one  to  another  for  ever. 


John  WooUer,  by  will  dated  26th  of  March  1617,  de- 
vised to  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Merchant  Tay* 
lors  Company,  an  annuity  of  24/.,  to  be  issuing  out  of 
his  messuage  or  tenement,  with  the  wharf,  and  all  other 
the  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  called  the  Qrt^ss 
Keys,  in  Thames  Street,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Magnus  the 
Martyr,  near  London  Bridge  :  to  bestow  the  said  yeaiiy 
rent-charge  of  24/.  among  other  purposes,  yearly,  for 
ever,  40«.  to  a  poor  scholar  of  the  college  of  St.  John's 
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in  Oatfordy  as  Bbould  have  most  need,  and  intimdmg  to 
study  divinity. 

The  sum  of  4/.  per  annum  is  paid.yaaily  to  a  poor 
scholar  of  the  college  of  8U  John's  in  OiffML 


Dr.  John  Andrew,  by  will  bearing  date  15tb  of  May 
17479  directed  that  his  body  should  be  inteired  in  ths 
chapel  of  Trinity  HaU,  Cambridge:  and  in  order  to  mako 
a  suitable  proyision  for  his  relations^  (relying  on  the 
integrity  of  that  Society),  and  for  the  future  encoarpgft- 
ment  of  learning,  he  directed  that,  as  soon  as  a  suitable 
purchase  of  a  freehold  estate  should  be  met  with,  all  bi« 
three  per  cent,  annuities  in  the  Bank  of  England^  shonM 
be  sold  and  invested  th«:ein,  and  settled  to  tho  VMm 
thereinafter  mentioned,  via.  that  the  rents  and  ppoiti 
thereof  should  be  paid  to  his  sisters,  Ann  Andveify  EliM^ 
beth  Woodward,  Bridget  Andrew,  and  Lois  Andieir»  lor 
their  joint  lives,  and  to  the  survivors  and  survivor  of 
them ;  and  after  the  death  of  the  last  survivor,  to  tho 
use  of  the  said  Hall ;  and  he  directed  thatyhiir  mm  Jofto- 
larshipM  should  be  then  founded,  to  be  chosen  from  audi 
as  had  been  educated  in  Merchant  Taylors  Sehocd,  in  the 
city  of  London^  who  should  have  been  in  the  bench  or 
table  of  the  said  school ;  who,  beside  the  ufual  allowance 
and  payments  made  to  the  other  scholan  of  the  honae, 
should  receive  5/.  quarterly  fr«nn  the  bursar  of  the  nad 
College ;  and  that  the  remainder  of  the  rents  and  ptoiti 
of  the  said  estate  should  be  put  out  on  government  secii- 
rities,  until  there  should  be  raised  the  sum  of  TOfiOOL  to 
be  laid  out  in  additional  buildings  to  the  said  CdDsge^  m 
therein  mentioned,  with  certain  aUowanoes  to  the  Master

that  after  the  20,000/.  should  he  so  raised,  he  directed 
that /our  new  civil  law  fellowships  should  he  erected,  and 
added  to  their  numher,  with  a  provision  that  no  person 
should  he  appointed  to  the  same  fellowships,  unless  he 
should  have  heen  educated  at  the  same  school  j  and  that 
when  the  said  fellowships  should  he  added,  the  said  ac- 
count should  he  discontinued,  and  the  rents  of  the  estate 
or  estates  he  applied  to  the  general  use  of  the  College  $ 
hut  that  the  salary  of  20/.  a  year  to  the  hursar  therein 
mentioned  should  he  continued,  and  10/.  a  year  he  added 
to  that  of  the  law-lecturer  of  the  said  College ;  and  he 
directed,  that  until  a  purchase  should  he  made,  the  inte- 
rest and  dividends  of  the  aforesaid  three  per  cent,  anna- 
ities  should  he  received  hy  his  executrix,  for  the  use  of 
herself  and  her  said  sisters,  in  equal  shares 

The  testator,  among  other  legacies,  gave  to  his  hrother, 
the  Rev.  William  Andrew,  1,050/.  lent  by  the  testator 
upon  the  Huntingdon  and  Cambridge  turnpikes,  to  be 
applied  to  the  support  and  maintenance  of  his  son  John 
Andrew,  during  his  natural  life,  in  such  manner  as  his 
brother  should  direct ;  and  after  his  decease,  he  gave  the 
said  1,050/.  to  the  said  Master  and  Fellows  of  the  said 
College,  to  be  laid  out  in  land,  towards  the  better  sup- 
port of  the  additional  scholarships  and  fellowships ;  and 
until  they  were  erected,  the  profits  thereof  were  to  make 
part  of  the  fund  intended  for  the  additional  buildings ; 
and  the  testator  gave  to  his  brother's  son  William,  the 
interest  and  dividends  of  500/.  Bank  stock,  during  his 
life,  the  said  capital  stock  to  be  transferred  to  the  afore- 
said College ;  and  after  the  death  of  the  said  William, 
to  be  applied  in  like  manner  as  the  said  1,050/. ;  and  he 
directed  all  the  rest  and  residue  qf  his  estate,  except 
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1,000?.  East  India  stock,  which  he  devised  to  his  sister 
Ann,  to  be  equally  divided  among  his  sisters,  hut  that  in 
case  any  of  them  should  diel)efore  a  divisioii  was  mads» 
their  share  should  go  to  the  survivors. 

And  he  appointed  his  sister,  Lois  Andrew,  exeentriz 
of  his  said  will. 

By  a  codicil  to  his  sud  wiD,  bearing  even  date  thsro- 
with,  he  directed,  that  in  case  his  sister  Bridget  shonld 
survive  her  sisters  Woodward  and  Lois,  as  her  healih 
would  not  permit  her  to  enjoy  what  he  had  given  her, 
that  the  College  should  pay  her  200/.  a  year ;  and  iStmt 
the  remainder  of  his  three  per  cents,  and  India  slock» 
should  be  applied  to  the  account  towards  »^^itum^ 
building,  or  the  profits  of  the  estate  pmchased  therewiihi 
and  that  whereas  his  sister  Ann  was  then  deceasedt  b» 
directed  that  the  i;000;.  East  India  stodc,  |^ven  to  hsr 
by  his  said  will,  should  be  added  to  his  three  per  esnt. 
annuities,  and  be  applied  in  the  same  manner  with  them. 

By  an  indenture  of  three  parts,  made  6th  Fefamarjr 
1801,  between  Thomas  Harrison  Andrew,  of  Mom  HUt 
Finchley,  in  the  county  of  MUUBe$eg,  (therein  deseribad 
as  the  residuary  devisee  and  legatee  of  James  Andnnr, 
who  was  heir-at-law  and  only  next  of  kin  of  Dr.  John 
Andrew,  and  also  residuary  devisee  and  legatee,  and 
only  next  of  kin  of  Lois  Andrew,  spinster^  deceasedt 
one  of  the  residuary  devisees  and  legatees,  and  moA 
of  kin  of  the  said  Dr.  John  Andrew)  of  the  first  parfti 
the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  said  CoaqMmy,  of  the 
second  part;  and  the  President  and  Sdudars  of  3f. 
John's  CoUegey  Oxford,  of  the  third  parti  redtlngliie 
said  will  and  codicil,  and  the  death  of  the  testator  wi^ 
out  issue;  and  dedocing  the  representation,  red  and 
personal,  to  the  said  Thomas  Hairison  Andrew,  and 
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•tating  thftt  the  said  testator  at  the  time  of  makiTig  hit 
will  and  codicil,  and  at  his  death,  was  possesaed  of 
500^  Bank  stock  ;  17,200L  three  per  cent,  consols, 
1,000/.  three  per  cent,  reduced  annuities  of  the  year 
1726;  1,000/.  East  India  stock;  and  1,050/.  secured 
upon  the  Huntingdon  and  Canibridge  turnpike  tolls ;  and 
that  the  said  several  stocks  had  been  transferred  into  the 
joint  names  of  the  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars  of 
Trimty  Hall  aforesaid,  and  of  Lois  Andrews,  the  then 
executrix  of  the  said  testator  named  in  his  will ;  and  that 
by  a  deed-poll  imder  the  common  seal  of  the  same  fltoff, 
dated  17th  May  1755,  reciting  the  before-mentioned 
fitLCts,  and  acknowledging  that  the  above-mentioned  sums, 
standing  in  the  said  several  stocks,  were  all  the  Bank 
annuities.  Bank  stock,  and  East  India  stock,  of  which 
the  said  testator  was  possessed  at  his  decease,  the  said 
Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars,  agreed  to  stand  possessed 
thereof,  in  trust,  in  the  first  place,  for  the  said  several 
annuitants,  and,  subject  thereto,  to  the  purposes  men- 
tioned in  the  will  of  the  said  Dr.  John  Andrew ;  and, 
further  reciting,  that  no  part  of  the  said  sums  mentioned 
in  the  will  had  been  invested  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  as 
therein  directed;  and  that  after  the  death  of  the  said 
Lois  Andrew,  the  said  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars, 
had  refused  to  accept  the  said  bequest  of  the  said  Dr. 
John  Andrew,  or  to  execute  the  trusts  of  his  will ;  whmne- 
upon  the  attorney-general,  at  the  relation  of  the  Merchant 
Taylors  Company,  had  filed  an  information  against  the 
said  Hall:  and  that  by  a  decree,  made  in  the  said  cause, 
dated  5th  March  1798,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  said  infor- 
mation should  be  dismissed,  so  far  as  it  prayed  that  the 
defendants,  the  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars,  might  be 
bound  to  execute  the  trusts  of  the  said  will ;  and  that  the 
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said  defendants  should  tranfer  the  several  etodu  and 
funds  before  mentioned,  into  the  name  of  the  acooimlaiit- 
general,  in  trust,  for  the  said  cause ;  and  t^  it  should 
be  referred  to  one  of  the  Masters  of  the  said  Gooit^  to 
take  an  account  of  what  had  been  received  hj  the  defend* 
ants  for  interest  on  the  1,050/.  turnpike  securities  beforo 
mentioned,  which  should  be  paid  into  the  Bank  in  the 
name  of  the  accountant-general,  to  the  credit  of  the  uad 
cause ;  that  the  relators  should  be  at  liberty  to  lay  pitK 
posals  before  the  said  trustees  fnr  carrying  into  ezeentiaa 
the  said  intended  donation,  and  to  tax  the  costs  as  thflrem 
mentioned ;  and  further  reciting  in  the  said  indentms, 
that  the  Master  made  a  separate  report,  dated  16th  Au- 
gust 1800,  whereby  he  found  that  upon  the  tmnpiki 
securities  to  Midsummer  1799,  a  sum  of  1,897'«  17t>  6dL 
for  interest,  had  come  to  the  hands  of  the  said  Mastw, 
Fellows,  and  Scholars ;  and  that  the  funds  so  tmiifeml 
to  the  said  accountant-general  then  amounted,  after  pay* 
ment  of  costs,  as  follows,  to  26,3942.  3#.  Bd»  three  par 
cent,  annuities ;  503/.  I7s.  3d.  Bank  stock  {  l,000iL  BJMt 
India  stock;  1,000/.  three  per  cent.anniiitie8of.l7S6| 
and  846/.  lOs.  lid.  cash,  beside  the  said  tmrnpike aeen- 
rities ;  and  that  a  compromise  respecting  the  said  tniat 
had  been  come  to  between  the  Merchant  Taylon  Com* 
pany  and  the  said  Thomas  Harrison  Andieir,  wbmby  it 
was  agreed,  that  the  sum  of  2,6102.  caah,  with  intmat 
for  the  same  at  5/.  per  cent.,  and  also  the  sum  of  2,6662. 
IZs.  4d.  three  per  cent,  consols,  should  be  allotted  and 
appropriated  out  of  the  said  funds  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  six  ckil  Uao  tchoianMps  or  eMbHiau,  m 
near  as  might  be  to  the  intent  of  the  said  will,  and  that 
the  residue  of  the  funds  in  the  said  canae,  after  jiajiinsnl 
of  costs,  should  be  tnuufined  to  the  iaid  Thomaa  Har- 
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rison  Andrew ;  and  that  at  a  meeting  between  the  said 
Master  and  Wardens,  and  the  President  and  Scholan  of 
St.  John's  College,  Oaford,  proposals hadbeen laid  before 
the  said  President  and  Scholsurs  for  the  establishing  of 
six  civil  law  scholarships  or  exhUfitums  at  that  College 
from  Merchant  Taylors  School,  to  the  eBkct  following, 
▼iz.  that  the  said  two  last-mentioned  sums,  and  interest 
and  dividends  thereof,  should  be  paid  to  the  Master  and 
Wardens  of  the  said  Company,  for  establishing  the  said 
scholarships  or  exhibitions,  so  soon  as  the  fiinds  and 
accumulating  interest  would  admit  thereof,  at  50/.  per 
annum  each,  to  be  elected  from  the  said  school,  and  taken

fund  after  mentioned ;  and  that  imtil  all  the  schokis  or 
exhibitioners  were  elected,  the  interest  of  the  funds,  or 
such  parts  thereof  as  should  not  be  applied  to  the  paying 
the  pensions,  should  be  an  accumulating  fund,  to  be  dis- 
posed of  by  the  Company  as  they  should  think  proper, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  said  scholars ;  it  is  witnessed,  that 
the  said  parties  did  thereby  mutually  covenant  and  agree, 
that  the  said  Master  and  Wardens  should  and  woukl

five  per  cent. ;  and  also  the  sum  of  2,6662. 13a.  id,  thrae 
per  cent,  consols,  with  their  coata,  in  full  aadafiEUStion  of 
all  their  right  and  interest  in  the  said  funda,  and  in  iha 
money  due  on  the  said  turnpike  aecuntiea,  the  aaid  Tho* 
mas  Harrison  Andrew  to  take  the  reaidue  of  the  aaid  funda 
and  securities  for  his  own  proper  use  and  benefit,  and  the 
same  to  be  transferred  to  him  accorduigty ;  and  that  a 
bill  should  be  filed  in  the  aaid  Court  of  Chancery,  cm  ih» 
part  of  the  said  Thomas  Harriaon  Andrew,  againat  iha 
said  Master  and  Wardens,  and  alao  againat  the  aaid  Fkia» 
sident  and  Scholars,  for  the  purpoaea  of  caRying  iha  aaid 
agreement  mto  execution. 

The  above  arrangement  waa  aubaequenily  cofifirmw! 
by  a  Decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  dated  21at  Jvam 
1802 ;  and  by  the  same  decree  it  waa  ttUmd  to  ih» 
Master  to  compute  interest  on  the  aum  of  2,6l(M.  from 
the  date  of  the  indenture,  who  accordingly  computed  the 
same,  and  reported,  that  from  the  date  of  the  aaid  indn* 
ture  to  the  28th  November  1802,  bemg  the  date  of  aach 
report,  the  said  interest  amounted  to  2472.  8«.  3d.  whidi 
being  added  to  the  sum  of  2,6101.  made  the  aum  of 
2,857/.  28.  3d,  to  be  paid  to  the  defendanta,  the  Maatar 
and  Wardens  of  the  said  Company,  according  to  iha 
decree.  The  Master  further  atated,  that  he  had  not 
taxed  costs,  as  the  partiea  had  not  brought  their  hQla 
before  him. 

The  above-mentioned  aoma,  ao  allotted  by  the  aaid 
agreement  and  decree  to  the  Merchant  Taylora  Company, 
were  transferred  to  them  agreeabfy  to  the  diiiectioat 
thereof.  The  said  aum  of  2,8572.  St.  3dL  WM  in  Fehcnaiy 
1803,  laid  out  in  the  purdiaae  of  4,0451.  9$.  id,  thme 
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per  cent,  consols,  making,  with  the  2,666/.  138,  4d,  'ut 
the  same  stock  before  mentioned,  the  sum  of  6,7121. 
8s.  3d,  three  per  cents. 

This  sum  was  augmented  by  an  accumulating  interest 
till  it  amounted  to  the  sum  of  10,000/.  in  that  stock,  in 
the  year  1818,  at  which  time  the  trust  was  actively  com- 
menced by  the  establishment  of  six  civU  law  scholarMpg 
at  St.  John's,  Oxford,  of  SOl.  each. 

There  are  at  present  six  scholarships  of  501,  each, 
being  the  interest  of  the  10,000/.  consols.  The  scholars, 
as  vacancies  occur,  are  elected  by  the  Company  on  St. 
Bamabas's-day,  from  among  the  scholars  of  Merchant 
Taylor's  school,  as  near  as  may  be,  according  to  the 
directions  of  the  founder.

''  And,  as  often  as  it  shall  happen  that  there  shall  be 
no  scholar  in  Merchant  Taylors  School  actually  superan- 
nuated in  the  manner  above  required,  from  the  expiration 
of  the  term  allowed  as  above  to  each  of  the  said  scholars 
for  their  enjoyment  of  the  said  interest  to  the  time  that  a 
scholar  in  the  said  school  shall  be  superannuated  as 
above,  whatever  interest  shall  become  due,  the  Master  of 
Merchant  Taylors  School,  with  the  Heads  and  Fellows 
of  the  two  Colleges  above  mentioned,  shall  have  ber^yy 
power  to  demand  and  receive,  and  shall  be  obliged  to  add 
it  to  that  1,250/.,  from  whence  the  said  interest  shall 
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arise  for  the  augmentation  of  the  sud  eam,  and  for  the 
better  support  of  the  said  superannuated  scholars  for  the 
foture. 

*'  But,  if  there  shall  be  in  the  said  school  a  scholar 
that  shall  actually  have  lost  the  election  by  superamnia- 
tion  only  within  a  year  after  the  expiration  of  either  of 
the  terms  allowed  as  above  to  either  of  the  said  scholars 
in  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  then  and  in  that  case  the  interest 
that  shall  become  due  for  that  year  shall  not  be  reserved 
as  above  mentioned,  but  it  shall  be  given  to,  and  be  en- 
joyed by,  the  boy  that  shall  be  superannuated  within  that 
year. 

*'  And  to  the  end,  that  this  my  design  may  not  be  de- 
feated by  the  carelessness,  extravagance,  or  misfortune, 
of  any  of  my  heirs,  my  will  and  meanmg  is,  that  none  of 
them  shall  have  the  said  two  moieties,  making  together 
2,500Z.,  in  their  power  either  to  spend,  or  waste,  or  lose; 
but  that,  immediately  after  the  death  of  my  dear  wife, 
whoever  shall  survive  or  succeed  as  my  heirs,  whether  it 
be  my  nephew  or  niece  above  mentioned,  or  either  of 
their  children  or  grandchildren,  in  order  to  qualify  them- 
selves to  be  my  heirs,  and  to  gain  a  title  to  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  the  interest  or  profit  annually  made  of  the 
said  2,500Z.,  shall  be  obliged  to  give  the  Master  of  the 
said  school,  and  the  Heads  of  the  two  Colleges  above 
mentioned,  such  security  for  the  principal  sum  as  counsel 
learned  in  the  law  shall  judge  sufficient.  And,  as  often 
as  a  new  heir  or  heirs,  descended  in  a  right  line  from  my 
nephew  or  niece  above  mentioned,  shall  succeed  and  be 
entitled  to  the  whole,  or  to  a  moiety  of  the  said  2,5001.9 
they  shall  be  obliged  to  give  new  security  to  the  persona 
and  for  the  purpose  above  said. 

''  But,  if  any  of  my  heirs  appointed  shall  think  fit  to 
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refuse  to  give  the  security  hereby  required,  then  and  in 
that  case  the  Master  of  Merchant  Taylors  School,  Lon- 
don, and  the  Heads  and  Fellows  of  St.  John  Baptisfs  Col- 
lege, Oxon.,  and  Pembroke  HaU,  in  Cambridge,  shall  have 
full  power,  as  I  hereby  give  them,  to  seize  upon  the  prin- 
cipal as  in  their  own  right,  upon  condition  that  they  pay 
to  my  heir  or  heirs  so  refusing,  half  only  of  the  lawfiil 
interest  of  the  sum  to  him,  her,  or  them,  to  whom  the 
whole  would  otherwise  belong,  reserving  the  other  lu^ 
for  the  necessary  expenses  which  such  a  refusal  may  oc- 
casion, and  for  supplying  the  superannuated  scholars 
with  books. 

**  As  soon  as  the  heirs  in  a  direct  line  from  my  said 
nephew  and  niece  shall  cease,  I  appoint  the  Head  Master  of 
Merchant  Taylors  School,  London,  the  President  and  Fel- 
lows of  St.  John  BaptisVs  College,  Oxon.,  and  the  Master 
and  Fellows  of  Pembroke  HaU,  Cambridge,  all  for  the  time 
being,  my  executors  in  trust  for  this  my  donation,  and  to 
see  that  this  my  benefaction  take  place  from  that  time. 
And  whatever  expenses  the  said  executors  in  trust  ahall 
be  at  in  securing  the  said  sums  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
they  shall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  interest  arising  frt>m  the 
whole,  that  so  one  scholar  may  not  have  more  in  any  year 
than  the  other,  and  that  the  principal  may  not  be  dimi- 
nished. 

''  All  the  rest  and  residue  of  my  goods  and  chattela,  of 
what  kind  soever  here  undisposed  of,  I  give  to  my  dear 
wife,  Mary  Stuart,  whom  I,  by  these  presents,  constitute 
and  appoint  sole  executrix  of  this  my  last  will  and  testis 
ment. 

**  In  testimony  that  I  design  this  for  my  last  win  and 
testament,  consisting  of  twelve  pages  in  folio,  all  writ 
with  my  own  hand,  I  have  bereimto  set  my  name  and 
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seal  this  lOth  day  of  November^  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
1733." 

In  consequence  of  failure  of  heirs  in  a  direct  Um,  this 
property  was  transferred  as  directed  by  the  testator. 


Extracted  from  the  Registry  of  the  Prerogative  Court 
of  Canterbury, 

"  In  the  name  of  God,  Amenl    I,  Charles  P^akiii> 
clerk.  Rector  of  Oxburgh,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  being 
of  sound  and  perfect  mind  and  memory,  do  make  and  or- 
dain this  my  last  will  and  testament,  in  manner  and  form 
as  follows : — ^First,  I  recommend  my  soul  with  all  humi- 
lity to  Almighty  God,  hoping  to  obtain  remission  of  all 
my  sins  and  life  eternal,  in  and  through  the  merits  alcxne 
of  my  blessed  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  the  Redeemer  of  all 
mankind,  and  my  body  to  be  buried  in  the  chancel  of 
Oxburgh,  in  a  decent  manner.     As  to  my  estates  aii4 
worldly  goods  which  God  of  his  abundant  goodness  hi^ 
bestowed  upon  me,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  loving 
sister,  Sarah  Parkin,  my  house  and  freehold  lands  in 
Barton  Bendish,  in  Norfolk,  for  life,  and  after  to  tha 
Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars,  of  Pembroke  UaU,  in 
Cambridge;  and  also  I  give  to  her  my  copyhold  land  in 
West  Dereham,  held  of  the  manor  of  Batchcroft,  in  the 
said  town,  for  her  life  only,  and  on  condition  that  she 
settles  it  after  my  death  on  the  aforesaid  Hall,  and  gives 
such  a  security  in  a  month's  time,  after  my  decease,  to 
do  so,  as  the  said  Society  shall  see  proper.    Otherwise  I 
give  it  to  the  said  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars,  above 
mentioned  at  my  death.    And  whereas  I  have  several

250Z.  on  the  late  Rev.  Mr.  Blomfield's,  in  Fersefield;  80L 
on  Mr.  Henry  Snellings,  (of  HUlmrghJ  lying  in  Foulden^ 
320L  on  Mr.  Coots,  (of  Seaming  J  lying  in  Ovingtonj 
1051,  on  Phil.  Culham,  in  Swaffkamj  500/.  on  Mr.  Charles 
Brown's,  lying  in  Massingamj  163/.  on  Mr.  S.  Smith% 
in  West  Derham;  144/.  on  Mr.  Geo.  Sandcroft's,  in  Wai~ 
ton  J  also  certain  bonds  for  money,  viz.,  100/.  to  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Wright,  of  East  Harling  :  25/.  to  Isaac  Williams^  of 
Foulden:  701.  to  Mr.  S.  Belson,  of  Woodrisingj  20/.  to 
Mr.  Stephen  Howes,  of  Fotdden;  a  note  of  Mr.  B.  Crowe, 
of  Swaffham,  for  50/.;  one  of  Mr.  Peter  Blomfield,  of 
Swaffham,  for  40/.;  out  of  the  annual  interest  money 
arising  from  these  mortgages,  bonds,  and  notes,  I  give 
and  bequeath  the  sum  of  60/.  per  annum  to  my  sister, 
Sarah,  to  be  paid  her  by  two  equal  payments,  30/.  on 
Midsummer-day,  and  on  Christmas-day  30/.,  or  in  the  space 
of  two  months  after  each  of  those  days,  on  this  condition, 
that  she  continues  in  her  single  state  and  does  not  marry ;

my  will,  or  make  any  farther  claim  or  demand  on  my 
estate,  goods,  or  chattels,  then  all  that  I  have  in  ihis  my 
will  granted  her  I  do  declare  and  ordain  to  be  entirely  aad 
absolutely  void.   And,  on  the  death  of  the  said  Sarah  and 
Grace,  my  will  is,  that  the  mortgages,  bonds,  &c.,  afore- 
said, be  vested  in  the  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars,  of 
Pembroke  HaU,  in  Cambridge,    And,  I  do  hereby  give 
and  grant  to  the  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars,  afore- 
said, together  with  what  shall  remain  yearly  out  of  the 
annual  interest  of  the  said  mortgages,  bonds,  and  notes^ 
after  the  payments  of  60/.  per  annum  to  my  sister  Sarah, 
and  of  16/.  per  annum  to  my  sister  Grace  Sharpe,  as 
above  mentioned.    And,  on  the  death  of  either  Sarah  or 
Grace,  the  legacy  that  was  paid  yearly  to  them  shall 
cease,  and  be  vested  immediately  as  either  of  them  dies^ 
in  the  Master,  Fellows,  &c.,  in  trust  as  after  mentioned. 
All  the  above-mentioned  mortgages,  bonds,  and  notes,  I 
give  to  the  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars,  of  Pembnit 
HaU,  on  this  trust  and  condition,  for  the  founding  office 
or  six  scholarships  or  exhibitions  in  the  said  Hall,  to  be 
appropriated  to,  and  conferred  on,  five  or  six  scholars

John  Briston,  &c.,  as  will  ajqpear  firom  my  acc<mnt  book% 
my  desire  is  that  the  same  be  paid  to  my  sister,  Sarah, 
and  Mr.  Christopher  Adamson,  Gent.,  of  Werham,  aa 
soon  as  possible ;  and  with  the  money  arising  from  the 
sale  of  my  goods  and  chattels,  which  I  hereby  order  to  be 
sold,  except  certain  goods  hereaflter  mentioned,  I  will  to 
be  put  out  on  good  security,  and  the  yeafly  interest  of  it 
so  put  out  to  be  paid  to  my  sister,  Sanh,  for  her  life,  and 
on  her  decease  the  whole  property  and  interest  of  it  to  be 
vested  in  the  Master,  Fallows,  and  Scholars,  of  Pembroka 
Hall  aforesaid,  in  trust,  tot  the  uses  before 
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after  deducting  from  the  said  money  my  funeral  charges 
and  debts  (which  are  but  little) ;  also  paying  to  my  aieter 
Grace  61.,  to  my  sister  Sarah  10^,  to  Mr.  Christopher 
Adamson,  of  Werham,  10^.,  to  the  poor  of  Oadmrgh  4kp 
to  the  poor  of  Boughton  2l, ;  also  twelve  guineas,  at  Ieast» 
for  a  decent  mural  monument  near  to  my  grave.  And  I 
appoint  my  said  sister  Sarah  and  Mr.  Christopher  Adam« 
son  my  executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament.  And 
I  further  give  and  bequeath  to  my  sister  Sarah  all  my 
plate  and  rings,  with  the  furniture  of  two  rooms,  and 
whatever  other  necessaries  she  shall  choose,  and  what 
English  books  she  shall  desire.  And  to  the  Master  and 
Fellows  of  Pembroke  Hall  whatever  books  they  shall 
choose  and  have  not  in  their  library,  with  all  my  abbey 
seals,  deeds,  manuscripts,  (excepting  that  of  Norfolk)* 
The  remainder  of  my  books  to  be  sold  by  them,  and  the 
money  arising  from  their  sale  to  be  given  to  my  said 
sister  Sarah.  And  all  this  said  will  and  testament  I  haTS 
wrote  with  my  own  hand.  In  witness  whereof  each  page 
is  here  written  and  signed  with  my  name ;  and  have  also 
put  here  my  hand  and  seal  this  17th  day  of  June,  1759, 
Charles  Parkin.  Signed,  sealed,  published,  and  declared, 
by  Charles  Parkin,  to  be  his  last  will  and  testament,  in 
the  presence  of  us  witnesses,  Th«  Womack,  W°*  Rookley, 
Wm  Johnson. 

**  Proved  at  London,  the  24th  Sept.  1765,  before  the 
judge,  by  the  oath  of  Sarah  Parkin,  sp^r,  the  sister,  and 
Christopher  Adamson,  the  executor,  to  whom  administn^ 
tion  was  granted,  having  been  first  sworn  by  commission 
duly  to  administer.'^ 
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It  appears  from  an  entry  in  the  book  of  gifts  of  the  Sal* 
ters  Company,  that  William  Robson,  in  his  life  time,  on 
13th  May,  1633,  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Companj 
5,000/.  upon  an  agreement  with  them  as  to  2,5002. 
thereof,  that  interest  should  be  paid  to  himself  for  l]f<^ 
and  after  his  decease  to  certain  persons  of  his  kindred  for 
their  lives,  and  after  their  decease,  should  remain  freelj 
and  wholly  to  the  use  of  the  said  Company ;  and  as  to  tbi 
other  2,500/.  thereof,  that  the  Company  should  pay  intoi- 
rest  at  five  per  cent.,  being  125/.  yearly,  for  ever,  among 
other  purposes,  to  iS^.  Joki,*s  CoUege,  Caanbridge,  towsrdv 
the  maintenance  of  two  poor  scholars  there,  by  5/.  apieoe  f 
also  to  Jesus  CoUege,  Oaford,  towards  the  maintenance  of 
two  poor  scholars  there  by  5/.  a  piece. 


Sir  James  Lancaster  by  his  iriU  dated  18ih  April  1618^ 
after  various  other  bequests,  gives  certain  lands  and  hoe- 
ditaments  to  the  Company  of  Skinners,  LowImi,  in  trust, 
among  other  purposes,  that  they  should,  out  of  the  real 
of  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  of  the  said  manors,  lands, 
tenements,  and  premises,  £or  ever,  pay  unto  such  femr 
poor  scholars  who  should  study  divinity  in  the  Univenl- 
ties  of  Oxford  and  CamifU§9,  or  anch  of  tiiem  aa  die  said 
Master  and  Wardcoa  far  the  time  being  dMXild  ddak 
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goody  the  sum  of  60Z. ;  viz.  to  the  said  fowr  poor  scho- 
lars, 15/.  a  piece  per  annum ;  and  that  as  often  as  any  of 
the  said /our  scholars  should  be  preferred  to  better  means 
of  living,  or  should  depart  from  the  University,  the  said 
Master,  Wardens,  and  Commonalty,  should  place  and 
prefer  such  other  scholars  studying  divinity  to  the  pen- 
sions aforesaid,  as  they  should  think  fitting,  in  their  good 
discretion. 

By  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  July  1713,  it 
was  ordered,  as  to  the  said  four  poor  scholars,  to  be 
nominated  by  the  Skinners  Company  as  aforesaid,  two  of 
them  were  to  be  sent  to  Oxford,  and  the  other  two  to 
Cambridge  ;  and  to  the  end  that  the  charity  intended  for 
the  said  four  poor  scholars  might  be  duly  answered,  and 
any  abuse  thereof  prevented  for  the  time  to  come,  it  was 
further  ordered,  that  the  Skinners  Company  should  fcnth- 
with  send  to  the  Vice-chancellor  of  each  University,  true 
copies  of  the  testator's  will,  and  of  the  deeds  of  convey- 
ance, attested  by  the  said  Master ;  and  that  as  often  as 
any  nomination  should  be  made  by  the  said  Company 
of  one  of  the  four  scholars,  upon  any  vacancy  of  such 
scholarship  in  either  of  the  Universities,  the  Com^ 
pany  was  to  certify  to  the  Vice-chancellor  of  such  Uni- 
versity, to  which  the  scholar  so  nominated  was  to  be 
sent,  the  name  of  such  scholar,  and  of  the  school  where 
he  was  educated,  and  the  place  of  his  parents'  abode,  and 
of  the  college  to  which  he  should  be  sent. 

The  practice  of  the  Company  is,  when  vacancies  arise, 
the  exhibitioners  are  appointed  by  the  Court  of  Assis- 
tants, who  take  care  to  keep  two  at  Oxford^  and  two  at 
Cambridge^  according  to  the  decree.  It  does  not,  how- 
ever, appear  that  any  such  certificate  is  sent  to  the  Vice- 
chancellor  of  the  respective  Universities,  as  is  directed 
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by  the  will ;  but  when  a  vacancy  happens,  the  eoone  is, 
not  to  appomt  to  the  bene&ction  till  the  penon  applying 
brings  a  certificate  of  his  being  entered  at  one  of  the 
Universities,  and  annexes  the  same  to  his  petition.  Yfhea 
there  is  a  vacancy,  it  is  declared  at  the  first  coort  that 
takes  place  after  its  happening;  at  the  next  ensoing 
court,  the  petitions  of  the  candidates  are  read  and  consU 
dered ;  and  at  the  third  court  the  {Appointment  is  made. 
This  is  the  general  rule :  but  if  a  case  of  merit  comes 
before  the  court  at  the  third  time,  it  is  not  objected  to 
for  not  having  gone  through  the  previous  stages.  Before 
the  annual  payment  is  made,  the  scholar  is  required  to 
bring  a  certificate  from  his  college  of  his  stndjring  divi* 
nity,  and  of  his  general  good  behaviour.  U  there  is  any 
arrear,  it  is  added  to  the  payment  of  the  person  next  sp« 
pointed. 

Edward  Lewis,  by  will  dated  3d  March  1073,  (of  wUdi 
there  is  an  extract  in  page  157  of  the  Will-Book  of  the 
Company)  gave  to  the  Company  of  Skinners,  whereof  far 
was  a  member,  the  sum  of  1002.  upon  trust,  that  the 
Master,  Wardens,  and  Assistants  of  the  said  Compmy 
should  yearly,  after  his  decease,  pay,  for  the  better  main- 
tenance of  one  godly  and  religious  poor  scholar  in-  the 
University  of  Cambridge,  for  the  time  being,  one  anmdty 
or  exhibition  of  5Z.  to  be  paid  half  yearly,  vis.  60t.  every 
half  year ;  for  the  true  payment  whereof,  he  desired  that 
the  said  Company  shoidd  give  a  bond,  mider  their  eoin* 
men  seal,  to  his  executrix. 

No  mention  occurs  in  sny  of  the  books  of  the  Company 
of  any  such  sum  having  been  actually  received;  but  it  is 
presumed  that  the  ConqMuiy  did  receive  it,  as  it  9sppmn 
by  their  books,  firom  the  period  daring  wluek  thej

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kept  by  the  father  and  immediate  predecessor  of  the  pnl 
sent  clerk,  viz.  from  1759>  that  the  annuity  has  been  regu- 
larly paid,  and  no  doubt  is  entertained  that  it  has  always 
been  paid  from  the  time  it  was  to  have  had  its  commence- 
ment imder  the  will.  If  there  has  been  any  suspension 
of  the  payment  from  deaths  or  otherwise,  the  arrears  have 
been  always  satisfied  and  accounted  for.

William  Hulme,  Esq.  and  William  Bago* 
ley,  Gent,  and  their  heirs  for  ever,  to  the  intent  and  par- 
pose  that  the  dear  annual  rente,  6tc.  arising,  should  be 
paid  and  distributed  to  and  amongst  such  fmr  pf  th§ 
poorest  sort  of  Bachelors  pf  Arts,  toMmg  mtek  degree  m 
Brasenose  College,  m  (htfbrd,  as  fimn  time  to  time  ahould

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resolve  to  reside  there  by  the  space  of  four  years  nesei  after 
such  degree  taken,  equally  and  proportionably  as  the 
same  rents,  &c.  should  annually  amount  unto,  and  so  to 
contmue  to  such  like  four  poor  Bachelors  successively  for 
ever,  such  said  Bachelors  from  time  to  time  to  be  nomi' 
noted  and  (approved  of  by  the  Warden  of  the  CoUegiaie 
Church  of  Manchester,  the  Rectors  of  the  Parish  Churches 
of  Prestwich  and  Bury,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  for 
the  time  being,  and  their  successors  for  ever;  and  the

ceeding the  sum  of  150/.  a  year,  and  that  the  deliyery  of 
such  lectures  should  he  under  such  regulations  as  should 
be  agreed  upon  by  the  Principal  of  the  said  College,  and 
the  said  trustees ;  and  that  the  regular  attendance  of  the 
exhibitioners,  to  take  the  benefit  of  the  said  trust  at  such 
lectures,  should  be  enforced  by  the  said  tnutees,  by 
making  such  deductions  from  the  stipends  and  allow- 
ances by  the  now-reciting  Act  allowed  to  be  made  to  the

of  Divinity,  or  Master  of  Arts,  in  the  said  University, 
and  be  a  member  of  the  said  College ;  and  it  was  by  the 
now-reciting  Act  fmther  enacted,  that  the  said  Edward 
Earl  of  Derby,  &c.,  and  such  other  person  and  persons  as 
should  from  time  to  time  be  elected  and  chosen  trustees  of 
the  said  estates,  should  be,  and  they  were  thereby  created. 
One  Body  Politic  and  Corporate,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  "  The  Trustees  of  the  Estates  devised  by  William 
Hulme,  Esq./'  and  that  they  and  their  successors  should, 
by  the  same  name,  have  perpetual  succession,  &c. ;  and 
that  the  said  trustees  should  and  might  have  and  use  a 
Common  Seal,  for  the  affairs  of  them  and  their  succes- 
sors, relating  to  the  said  trust  estates,  and  the  affidrs  of 
the  said  trust,  on  which  should  be  engraved  the  Coat  of 
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Anns  borne  by  the  said  William  Hulme,  and  troniid 
which  should  be  inscribed  the  following  words,  **  SiffUbm^ 
HulnUanum  ;"  and  it  was  further  enacted,  that  the  said 
trustees  and  their  successors  should  have  one  Creneral 
Annual  Meeting,  on  the  first  Thursday  after  the  feast  of 
Saint  Michael  the  Archangel,  in  evoy  year,  between  the 
hours  of  twelve  and  two  o'clock,  at  such  place  in  Mtm^ 
Chester  aforesaid,  as  the  said  trustees  and  their  successort 
should  agree  upon ;  at  which  General  Annual  Meeting, 
the  said  trustees  should  transact  all  business  whatsoever, 
relating  to  the  said  trust  estates ;  and  should  have  any 
other  General  Meeting  so  often  as  the  affiurs  of  the  said 
trust  estates  should  require  the  same ;  but  that  notices  in 
writing,  of  every  such  general  meeting,  should  be  given 
to  each  trustee ;  and  it  was  by  the  now-reciting  Ad  foiw 
ther  enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  noiiiiiUHUmi 
of  the  said  exhibitioners,  at  any  time  thereafter,  when 
any  vacancy  should  arise  in  the  number  of  "the  said  eshi* 
bitioners,  to  nominate  to  the  said  exhibitions,  Vkder'fnh 
duates  in  the  said  CoUege  of  Bratemme,  who  should  ha?o 
then  entered  upon  the  thirteenth  term  from  their  matrU 
culation,  and  who  should  resolve  and  continue  to  leaide 
there  by  the  space  of  four  years,  next  after  the  commence* 
ment  of  such  thirteenth  term,  and  who  should  also  xe» 
solve  to  take  their  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  the 
University  of  Oxford,  as  soon  as  they  shook!  be  of  aca- 
demical standing  for  such  degree ;  and  that  the  Undeiw 
graduates  so  to  be  nominated,  and  residing  according  to 
the  regulations  of  the  now-reciting  Act,  should  from  time 
to  time  have,  and  be  entitled  to  the  allowances  and  yeariy 
payments  thereby  authorized  to  be  made  to  the  aaid 
exhibitioners,  for  the  space  of  four  years,  to  be  accounted 
from  the  commencement  of  the  aaid  thirteentii  tena ; 
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provided  that  the  said  Under-graduateSy  so  to  be  nomi- 
nated, should,  if  prevented  from  taking  their  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  as  soon  as  they  should  be  of  standing

Under-graduates  in  the  said  College  of  Braseiu)se,  have, 
by  virtue  of  the  said  last-recited  Act,  been  from  time  to 
time  nominated  exhibitioners,  in  common  with  Bacbelon 
of  Arts,  and  the  amount  of  the  exhibitions  has  been  gr^* 
dually  augmented,  and  there  is  now  paid  out  of  the  said 
trust  estates,  to  or  for  the  use  of  each  of  the  ewhilntumen, 
the  yearly  sum  of  155/. ;  namely,  the  yearly  sum  of  130L 
towards  his  maintenance  and  lodging,  and  the  further 
yearly  sum  of  35/.  towards  the  purchase  of  suitable  books:

passing  of  the  said  last-recited  Act,  the  incorporated 
trustees  of  the  said  trust  estates  have  used  their  utmost 
endeavours  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  that  Act, 
by  which  they  are  empowered  to  provide  rooms  and 
lodgings  in  Oxford,  for  the  residence  and  accommodation 
of  the  exhibitioners,  as  herein-beforementioned,  but  such 
their  endeavours  have  hitherto  proved  wholly  ineflfoGtuili 
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and  from  the  information  wbich  the  said  trosteeB  ptiiieas,

the  purpose  of  regulating  the  affidrs  of  the  said  trait 
estates,  it  appeared  from  the  accounts  detailing  the  staila 
and  condition  thereof,  that  the  gross  annual  income 
arising  from  such  parts  of  the  said  trust  estates  as  coosiife 
of  lands  and  hereditaments,  amounted  to  the  torn  of 
3,291/.  17«.  lid.  i  and  that  the  accumulated  fund  whidi 
had  from  time  to  time  arisen  from  the  aureus  rents  aad 
profits  of  the  said  trust  estates,  (invested  in  OoTenmiMll 
and  real  securities,  and  in  cash,)  amounted  to  the  •am 
of  42,203/.  Of.  4d,;  and  that  the  dividends  ammaOy 
accruing  from  such  fond,  produced  the  sum  of  1,6581. 19t.| 
and  that  the  expenditure  of  the  said  trust  estates  fer  tibe 
last  year,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  3,8381.  Oe.  Bd.,  tbe 
same  being  the  average  annual  ocpenditure,  wfaidli  witt 
be  required  for  satisfying  the  trusts  and  poipoeee  of  the 
said  testator's  will,  sud  the  said  recited  Acts,  <Mr  then* 
abouts :  and  whereas  the  state  of  the  frmde  of  the  said 
trust  estates  is  such,  as  not  only  to  enable  the  said 
trustees  to  satisfy  and  discharge  the  annual  expenditoie 
to  which  the  said  trust  estates  are  now  sabject,  and  sncli 
further  annual  expenditure  as  they  may,  at  any  time 
hereafter,  be  made  subject  to,  by  reason  of  any  incraae 
in  the  yearly  allowance,  which  the  said  trustees  and  their 
successors  are  authorized  to  make  to  each  of  the  edlbi- 
tioners,  and  also  to  fulfil  and  eneake  eadi  and  erery  of 
the  trusts  and  objects  in  the  said  recited  Acts  partioalailf 
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mentioned,  but  also  to  enable  the  said  trnstees  to  enlarge 
the  charitable  foundation  of  the  said  William  Hulme  to 
a  very  considerable  extent,  by  an  tq^propriation,  for  thaM 
purpose,  as  well  of  a  part  of  the  said  present  accumulated 
fund,  as  also  of  such  further  accumulated  fund,  as  shall 
from  time  to  time  arise :  and  whereas  the  said  trustees  do 
not  at  present  consider  it  advisable  either  to  angment  the 
present  number  of  exhibitioners  receiving  benefit  tmder  the 
trusts  of  the  wiU  of  the  said  William  Huhne,  or  to  increase 
the  yearly  allowance  which  is  nowptdd  to  each  CKkibiHoner : 
and  whereas,  at  the  last-mentioned  General  Meeting  of 
the  said  trustees,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  by  them, 
that  the  benevolent  and  pious  objects  of  the  said  testator 
would  be  best  advanced  by  applying  part  of  the  present 
and  future  accumulations  of  the  said  trust  estates  and 
monies  in  the  Purchase  ofAdvowsons  oflAmng^,  and  by 
presenting  thereto  such  individuals  as,  at  the  time  of  the 
avoidance  of  such  Livings,  actually  shall  be,  or  thereto- 
fore shall  have  been,  exhibitioners  on  the  foundation  of 
the  said  testator,  in  the  said  College  oiBrasenosc:  But 
inasmuch  as  the  said  trustees  cannot  effect  an  enlargement 
of  the  charitable  foimdation  of  the  said  testator,  'V^^Diam 
Hulme,  in  the  manner  proposed  by  them,  without  the 
aid  and  authority  of  Parliament ;  Wherefore  your  Ma- 
jesty's most  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  incorporated 
trustees  of  the  estates  devised  by  William  Hulme,  Esq.,  do 
most  humbly  beseech  your  Majesty,  that  it  maybe  enacted; 
that  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  said  trustees,  at  all  times  hereafter,  to  lay 
out  and  expend  such  part  of  the  savings,  &c.  now  made^ 
or  hereafter  to  be  made,  from  and  out  of  the  siiipliiB 
rents,  &c.,  as  they  the  said  trustees  shall,  in  their  discre- 
tion, think  necessary  and  proper,  in  purchasing  the  fee* 
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simple  and  inheritance  of  and  in  Advowsons^  and  rights, 
of  patronage  of,  in,  and  to  any  ecclesiastical  Benefices, 
Perpetual  Curacies,  Parochial  Chapelries,  or  Donatives, 
with  all  and  every  the  rights,  &c.  thereto  belonging,  so  as 
the  same  be  situate  in  that  part  of  the  United  Kingdom,, 
called  England  :  and  that  the  same,  when  so  purchased, 
shall,  by  good  and  sufficient  conveyances  in  the  law,  be 
effectually  granted,  conveyed,  and  assured  unto  the  said 
trustees,  upon  the  several  trusts,  and  for  the  several  pur- 
poses, in  this  Act  mentioned :  provided  nevertheless,  that 
such  part  only  of  the  accumulated  fund,  which  has  ram 
arisen,  or  which  may  hereafter  arise,  from  and  out  of  the 
surplus  rents,  &c.  of  the  said  trust  estates  and  monies,  shall, 
be  laid  out  and  expended  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  tM- 
when  deducted  from  the  entire  accumulated  fund,  for  the 
time  being,  will  leave  a  sur^dus  accumulation  of  2Q,000/. 
at  the  least ;  and  provided  also,  that  the  amount  to  be 
paid  for  the  purchase  of  any  one  advowson,  or  right  of 
patronage,  so  to  be  purchased,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  said  trustee^  shaQ,, 
within  one  calendar  month  subsequent  to  the  feast  of  St. , 
Michael  the  ^Vrchangel,  next  after  the  passing  of  this  Act, 
cause  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  of  Cte- 
tcTy  a  hst  in  writing,  containing  the  names  of  all  the  indivir 
duals  then  living,  who  shall  be,  or  shall  theretofore  have 
been  exhibitioners  on  the  foundation  of  the  said  \^^lliam 
(Inline,  specifying  the  dates  of  their  respective  nomina- 
tions ;  and  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shall, 
within  the  same  period,  in  each  succeeding  year,  cause  to 
l>e  transmitted  to  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  of  Chester  for 
tho  time  being,  a  list  in  writing,  containing  the  names  of 
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all  such  individuals  as  shall  have  heen  nominated  exhibi- 
tioners in  the  course  of  the  preceding  year. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  when  any  ecclesiastical 
benefice  shall  happen,  from  any  cause  whatever,  to  be- 
come void,  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  within  the  space  of 
five  calendar  months  next  after  the  happening  of  any  sucli 
avoidance,  to  nominate,  from  and  out  of  the  number  of 
such  persons  who  shall  either  then  be,  or  shall  have  pre- 
viously been,  exhibitioners  on  the  foundation  of  the  said 
William  Hulme,  such  individual  as  the  said  trustees  and 
their  successors,  may  think  proper,  and  who  shall  be 
qualified  as  herein-after  mentioned ;  that  is  to  say,  the 
said  individual  shall  have  taken  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  in  the  University  of  Oxford,  and  shall  have  entered 
into  holy  orders,  and  shall  also,  in  all  other  respects,  be 
capable  of  being,  |uid  shall  be  ready  and  willing  to  be« 
presented  to  any  such  ecclesiastical  benefice. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  from  and  after  the 
purchasing  of  any  advowson,  or  right  of  patronage  of,  in, 
or  to  any  ecclesiastical  benefice,  by  virtue  of  this  Act, 
and  after  the  same  shall  happen  to  become  void,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  to 
expend  a  competent  part  of  the  savings,  &c.  now  made, 
or  hereafter  to  be  made,  from  and  out  of  the  rents,  &c. 
of  the  said  trust  estates  and  monies,  in  the  erection  and 
building  of  any  Parsonage  or  Glebe-House,  for  the  resi- 
dence of  the  Incumbent,  to  be  from  time  to  time  pre- 
sented, in  manner  aforesaid,  to  any  such  ecclesiastical  bene- 
fice, and  in  the  erection  of  any  out-buildings  whatsoever^ 
or  in  making  such  alterations  and  improvements  in,  or 
addition  to,  any  existing  Parsonage  or  Glebe-House,  or 
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out-builings,  as  the  said  trustees  and  thdr  tmocessofs 
shall  m  their  discretion  deem  necessary :  provided  never- 
theless, that  the  monies  so  to  be  expeoaded  shall  not  ex- 
ceed, in  the  whole,  the  sum  of  700/. 


"  This  Indenture  made  the  17th  of  February  1679>  be- 
tween the  Right  Noble  the  Lady  Sarah  Duchess  Dowagor 
of  Somerset,  widow,  of  the  one  part; — the  Right  Wor- 
shipful Thomas  Yate,  D.D.,  Principal  of  the  XtN^f  Hatt 
and  CoUege  of  Brasenose  in  the  University  of  (kffitrd,  and 
the  Scholars  of  the  same  College,  on  the  other  part  2— • 
witnesseth,  that  the  said  Duchess  for  the  founding* 
blishing,  and  sustentation  of  four  scholarthips  in 
College  to  the  honour  of  God  and  the  advaneemait  of 
good  learning,  and  to  be  called  for  ever  *  Somerset  Sdio- 
larships,'  liath  granted,  aliened,  released^  and  confirmed* 
and  by  these  presents  doth  grant,  &c.,  unto  the  said  FHn* 
cipal  and  Scholars,  and  their  successors  for  ever*  aU  that 
tenement  or  messuage,  with  several  pieces  of  aratUe  and 
pasture  land,  and  all  those  &ve  closes,  &c.,  in  the  parish 
of  Iver,  in  the  county  of  Buckingham,  which  said  premiaea 
are  now  in  the  possession  of  the  said  Principal  and  Sdio- 
lars,  by  virtue  of  a  bargain  and  sale  to  them  Uiereof  made 
by  the  said  Duchess,  by  indenture  bearing  date  the  day 
before  the  date  of  these  presents  for  one  whole  year  jGNm 
the  (lay  before  the  date  of  that  indenture*  and  by  Ibree 
and  virtue  of  the  statute  for  transferring  naee  Into  po«- 
8e8Hion,~to  have  and  to  hold  the  said  praniaes* 
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their  rights,  &c.,  unto  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars 
and  their  successors,  to  the  end,  intent,  and  purpose, 
that  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars  and  their  successors 
shall  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times  hereafter^  use  all 
good  care  and  diligence  to  preserve,  defend,  and  hnprove 
the  said  premises,  to  he  employed  and  converted  to  the 
sole  and  proper  uses  hereinafter  directed  and  declared, — 
that  is,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  oifour  scholars 
to  he  hred  and  trained  up  in  good  learning  and  piety  in 
the  said  College  of  Brasenose  for  ever. 
'  **  Secondly.  The  said  four  scholars  shall  be  nominated 
and  presented  by  the  said  Duchess  during  her  life  to  the 
said  Principal  and  Scholars  of  Brasenose  CoUege,  who 
shaU  be  obliged  to  elect  them,  within  three  days  after 
such  presentation,  into  the  scholarship  or  scholarships 
then  vacant,  if,  on  examination,  they  shaU  be  found  fit 
and  worthy,  or  else  signify  their  refusal  to  the  said  Du- 
chess, who  shall  nominate  one  or  more. 

**  Thirdly.  After  the  decease  of  the  said  Duchess,  all 
scholars  to  be  elected  shall  be  taken  and  chosen  by  the 
said  Principal  and  six  Senior  Fellows  of  Brasenose  out  of 
the  free  school  of  Manchester,  in  the  county  palatine  of 
Lancaster,  within  forty  days  after  the  said  scholarships, 
or  any  of  them  respectively,  shaU  become  void;  in  which 
choice  they  shall  always  prefer  such  youths  in  the  said 
school,  as  shall  be  born  in  the  counties  of  Lancaster, 
Chester,  and  Hereford,  or  in  any  one  of  them :  and  in 
case  that,  at  the  time  when  any  of  the  said  scholarships 
shall  become  void,  there  shall  not  be  in  the  said  school 
any  poor  youth  whatsoever  that  shall  be  judged  fit  for  his 
learning  to  be  elected,  that  then  they  shall  and  may  elect 
and  choose  into  the  said  scholarships  so  void,  any  other 
youth  or  youths  bom  in  any  of  the  said  three  counties  of 
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Lancaster,  Chester,  and  Hereford,  and  not  elsewhere ;  al* 
though  such  youth  or  youths  shall  have  been  educated  in 
any  other  school. 

**  Fburthly.  That  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars  shall 
be  obUged  to  allow  irnto  every  one  of  the  scholars  so 
named  and  elected,  the  sum  of  5«.  per  week  for  their  sub- 
sistence, for  seven  full  and  complete  years  from  the  day  of 
his  or  their  election,  unless  they  die,  or  be  absent  con- 
trary to  the  statutes  of  the  said  CoUege,  or  shall  be  pro^ 
moted  to  any  fellowship  or  preferment  in  the  same  or  any 
other  College,  or  shall  be  expelled  for  his  or  their  misde- 
meanour. But  if,  by  reason  of  any  public  calamity,  the 
lands  should /oZ/  in  their  rents,  the  scholars  shall  be  con- 
tented with  their  allowance  proportionable  to  the  profits 
that  arise. 

*'  Fifthly,  The  Principal  and  Scholars  shall  pnnride  the 
said /our  scholars  one  chamber  with  foor  stndies,  when 
the  Somerset  Scholars  may  cohabit  together,  or  else  dis- 
tinct lodgings ;  and  they  shall  wear  gowns  of  doth  with 
open  sleeves,  like  the  students  of  Ckrisi  Ckmrek;  and 
square  caps,  but  without  tassels,  whilst  they  are  mider- 
graduates.  And  in  satisfaction  to  the  said  Principal  and 
Scholars,  for  the  chambers  and  for  the  buying  the  fint 
gowns  and  caps  for  the  said  scholars,  the  said  Duchess 
hath  paid  to  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars  the  sum 
of  50/. 

'*  Sixthly.  The  said  scholars  that  shall  afterwards  be 
admitted,  shall  each  at  his  first  admission  be  allowed  a 
new  gown  and  cap;  and  the  same  at  the  beginning  of  the 
third  and  fifth  years ;  the  charge  whereof  is  not  to  be  de- 
ducted out  of  their  allowance  of  Ss.  per  week  apiece,  in 
regard  there  is  upon  the  computation  of  the  yeaily  value 
of  the  premises,  an  allowance  of  5^  per  annum  made  by 
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tlie  said  DiichesR  for  buying  the  said  caps  andgowns^  ov^ 
and  above  the  said  5s.  apiece. 

**  Seventhly.  The  said  Somerset  Scholars  shall  pay  no 
caution  at  their  first  admission ;  but  if  they  or  any  of 
them  shall  at  any  time  exceed  their  allowance  in  comnum^ 
or  battling,  and  do  not  pay  for  such  exceedings  within 
fourteen  days  after  the  respective  quarter-day,  then  their 
names  shall  be  crossed,  and  their  allowances  stopped  until 
all  arrears  be  paid. 

**  Eighthly.  The  four  said  scholars  shall  at  their  ad- 
mission be  required  to  speak  the  Latin  tongue  in  their 
public  and  private  conferences  mth  one  another,  under 
the  penalty  of  two-pence  for  every  default. 

**  Ninthly.  The  premises  to  return  to  the  heirs  of  the 
said  Duchess  in  case  they  should  be  misemployed  to  any 
other  uses,  &c. ;  and  to  be  again  employed  to  the  uses 
above  limited,  either  in  the  said  College  or  any  other 
('oUe^e  in  the  said  University. 

**  Tenthly.  The  Bishop  of  Lincoln  is  appointed  Yisitor, 
and  is  to  visit  once  in  three  years. 

**  Eleventhly.  Once  in  every  year  a  conunemoration  of 
the  said  Duchess  to  be  had ;  and  40s,  distributed  to  the 
Principal,  Fellows,  and  Scholars,  then  present  at  prayers, 
giving  to  the  Principal  a  double  share;  and  a  speech 
made  in  Latin  in  the  Hall,  to  be  performed  by  turns  suc- 
cessively by  the  said  Somerset  Scholars." 

This  Deed  was  enrolled  in  Chancery  in  Hilary  Term, 
1079. 

The  following  is  the  Deed,  relative  to  Her  Grace's  jSoe 
scholarships  at  St.  John's  College,  in  Cambridge: — 

"  ITiis  Indenture  made  the  12th  of  July  1682,  be- 
"veen  the  Right  Noble  Sarah  Duchess  Dowager  of  fib- 

rset,    of  the    one  part ;    and   the   Rev.  Humphrey 
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(lower,  D.D.,  Master  of  the  College  of  St.  Jok^  tke 
Evangelist,  and  the  Fellows  and  Scholars  of  the  same 
College,  in  the  University  of  Cambridge^  of  the  other 
past ; — witnesseth,  that  the  ssdd  Duchess  for  the  found- 
ing, establishing,  and  sustentation  of  ./Eve  scholarships  ia 
the  said  College,  to  he  called  for  ever  *  Somerset  Scholar- 
ships,' and  for  and  in  consideration  of  Sb»  in  hand  paid, 
the  receipt  whereof  she  doth  hereby  acknowledge,  hath 
bargained  and  sold,  &c.,  the  manor  of  TkarMU,  in. 
Wilts,  &c. 

"  Secondly,  The  same  as  in  the  preceding  Deed, 

«  Thirdly,  After  the  decease  of  the  said  Duchess,  all 
scholars  to  be  elected  shall  be  taken  and  chosen  by  the 
Master  and  Senior  Fellows  of  the  said  College,  out  of  the 
free  school  of  Hereford,  within  forty  days  after  the  said 
scholarships  or  any  of  them  respectively  shall  beooniQ 
void ;  in  which  choice,  preference  to  be  given  to  soch 
youths  in  the  said  school  as  shall  have  been  bom  in  the 
counties  of  Somerset,  Witts,  and  Hereford,  or  in  any  one 
of  them. 

'<  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighih,  and  NMk 
clauses,  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  Deed. 

**  TentUy,  The  Bishop  of  Ely  for  the  time  being  and 
his  successors  to  be  for  ever  the  Visitor  of  the  said  fine 
scholarships,  &c.,  and  the  entertainment  in  the  Hall,  at 
any  one  visitation,  not  to  exceed  3l. 

*'  Eleventhly.  A  commemoration,  as  before  eiqpressed.'* 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  Her  Grace's  wiD, 
dated  the  17th  of  May  1686,  m  the  Registry  <rf  the  Pie. 
rogative  Court  of  Canterbtary  ,--^ 

*'  Also,  I  do  will,  direct,  and  appoint,  that  the  before* 
named  Sir  Samuel  Grimston,  and  his  heirs,  shall  settle, 
convey,  and  assure  by  such  lawful  ways,  means,  and  as* 
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Burances,  as  the  said  Henry  Lord  Delamere  and  Sir  Wil- 
liam Gregory,  and  the  survivor  of  them  and  his  bein, 
shall  think  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  doing  thereof 
firmly  and  legally  unto  and  upon  the  Principal,  Fellows, 
and  Scholars,  of  Brasenose  College^  in  the  Unirersity  of 
Oxford,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  all  that  my  manor 
of  Thomhill,  with  its  rights,  members,  and  appurte- 
nances, in  the  said  county  of  JVUts,  and  all  messuages, 
fEurms,  lands,  tenements,  meadows,  pastures,  woods, 
rents,  commons,  advantages,  and  hereditaments  whatso- 
ever,  unto  the  said  manor  belonging  or  any  wise  apper- 
taining, or  reputed  or  taken  to  be  part,  parcel,  or  member 
thereof,  to  be  for  ever  used  and  employed  for  the  found- 
ing and  maintaining  of  a  fmiiher  number  of  scholars  in 
the  said  College  for  ever,  over  and  above  those  that  I 
have  already  founded  there,  in  such  sort,  manner,  aiid 
form,  as  is  hereinafter  directed. 

*'  And  also,  I  do  likewise  will,  direct,  and  appoint, 
that  the  said  Sir  William  Grimston,  and  his  heirs,  shall 
convey,  settle,  and  assure,  in  such  manner  and  form,  and 
by  such  lawful  ways,  means,  and  assurances,  as  the  said 
Henry  Lord  Delamere  and  Sir  William  Gregory,  and  the 
survivor  of  them  and  his  heirs,  shall  think  necessary  and 
convenient  for  the  firm  and  legal  doing  and  establishing 
thereof  unto  and  upon  the  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars 
of  St.  John's  College,  in  the  University  of  Cambridge,  and 
their  successors,  for  ever,  all  that  the  manor  of  JVootton 
Bivers,  with  the  rights,  members,  and  appurtenances 
thereof,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  and  all  and  singular  mes-i 
suages,  farms,  lands,  tenements,  meadows,  pastures, 
woods,  commons,  rents,  and  hereditaments  whatsoever, 
unto  the  said  manor  belonging,  or  in  any  wise  iqipertain- 
ing,  or  accepted,  reputed,  or  taken  part,  parcel,  or  mem* 
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ber  thereof,  to  be  for  ever  used  and  employed^  for  the 
founding  and  maintaining  a  further  number  of  schokn  m 
the  said  College,  over  and  above  those  ./Eve  scholarships 
which  I  have  already  founded  in  the  said  College^  in  such 
sort,  manner,  and  form,  as  is  hereinafter  directed. 

**  And  for  the  better  increasing  both  of  the  number 
and  maintenance  of  the  said  additional  sehoUurs  in  either 
of  the  before-mentioned  Colleges^  I  do  direct  and  appoint, 
and  I  do  desire  that  it  may  be  so  provided  for  in  the  set- 
tlement thereof,  that  the  said  manors  and  hereditaments, 
to  the  said  Colleges  respectively  appointed,  may  be  <nv 
dered  and  managed  in  such  sort  and  manner  as  is  hsreinh 
after  directed ;  that  is  to  say,  I  do  will,  direct^  and  up* 
point,  that  no  lease  or  leases  shall  be  granted  or  renewed 
of  any  the  leasehold  messuages,  £Eunns,  lands,  tenemente, 
or  hereditaments,  within  the  said  manors  hereby  by  me 
given  or  appointed  to  the  said  Colleges,  or  either  of  them 
respectively,  for  any  longer  or  greater  term  than  one-and* 
twenty  years  in  possession  only:  and  that  upon  every 
such  new  lease  there  shall  be  reserved  the  best  improved 
rent  that  can  be  gotten  for  the  same  fiurm  so  to  be  kaeedi 
and  that  there  shall  not  be  directly  or  indirectly  taken  foT 
the  making  of  any  new  grant  of  any  copyhold  estate  or 
estates,  any  fine  or  fines  for  more  than  after  the  rate  or 
proportion  of  one  third  part  of  the  improved  vahie  or  rent 
of  the  Kaid  tenements  or  farm  so  letten;  and  that  foil  two* 
third  parts  of  the  improved  yearly  value  of  the  said  tene* 
luent  or  farm  shall  be  reserved  in  rent,  and  made  payable 
ludf-yearly,  for  the  same  to  be  from  time  to  time  em* 
ployed  and  applied  as  is  hereinafter  mentioned;  and  that 
in  every  such  new  lease  or  grant  to  be  made  of  the  said 
preiniscH  or  any  |Mirt  thereof,  the  tenant  or  leasee  tbenof 
siiall  be  bound  to  |)ay  all  maimer  of  taxes,  and  to  keep  tbft 
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messuages  and  buildings  upon  the  same  in  good  and  suf- 
ficient repair. 

"  And  I  do  further  will  and  appoint,  that  the  said  ad« 
ditional  scholars,  in  each  of  the  said  Colleges  respectivelyy 
shall  be  called  by  the  name  of  '  Somerset  Scholarsfy'  and 
that  their  allowance  for  their  maintenance  and  other  things 
shall  be  equal  and  proportionable,  saving  only  to  those  «t« 
scholars  in  each  of  the  said  Colleges,  concerning  whom  I 
have  hereinafter  given  particular  directions,  with  those  I 
have  already  founded  there ;  and  that  the  election,  ma- 
nagement, ordering,  and  government  of  all  the  said  addi- 
tional scholars  shall  be  in  the  same  manner,  and  according 
to  the  same  rules,  as  are  given  and  settled  by  me  for  and 
concerning  the  '  Somerset  Scholars'  by  me  founded  al- 
ready in  the  said  respective  Colleges,  with  this  alteration 
only  as  to  the  election  of  the  scholars  into  the  said  addi- 
tional scholarships:  for  my  will  is,  and  I  do  appoint, 
that  the  said  additional  scholars  that  shall  be  chosen  in 
Brasenose  CoUege,  in  Ostford,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  for 
ever  be  elected  out  of  Manchester  School,  in  the  county 
of  Lancaster,  and  the  free  school  of  Hsrefordy  and  the 
free  school  of  Marlborough,  in  the  coimty  of  Wiits,  by 
turns ;  X\iQ  first  of  them  to  be  chosen  out  of  Manchester 
School,  the  second  out  of  Hereford  free  school,  and  the 
third  out  of  Marlborotigh  free  school ;  and  that  the  said 
additional  scholars,  that  shall  be  chosen  into  St.  John^e 
College,  in  Cambridge,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  for  ever 
be  elected  out  of  Marlborough  free  school,  Hertford  free 
school,  and  Manchester  free  school,  by  turns,  ihojiret 
of  them  to  be  chosen  out  of  Marlborough  free  school^ 
the  second  out  of  Hereford  free  school,  and  the  third  out 
of  Manchester  free  school ;  and  to  keep  the  same  course 
and  turns  for  ever. 
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"  And  I  do  further  will  and  appoint,  that  if  any  of  my 
said  scholars  shall  he  ahsent  from  his  said  respectiye  Col- 
lege ahove  three  calendar  months  in  any  one  year,  upon 
any  pretence  whatsoever,  that  then  his  place  in  the  said 
College  shall  he  ipso  facto  void. 

'*  Provided  always,  and  my  will  and  mind  is,  that 
upon  any  vacancy  of  any  of  my  said  scholarships,  by 
reason  of  undue  absence,  or  upon  any  other  account  or 
cause  whatsoever  in  either  of  the  said  Colleges  le- 
spectively,  if  the  Principal,  Fellows,  and  Scholars  of 
Brasenose  College,  in  Oxford,  or  the  Master,  Fellows,  and 
Scholars  of  St,  John's  College,  in  Cambridge,  or  either  of 
the  said  Colleges  respectively,  shall  neglect  by  the  space 
of  thirty  days  to  give  notice  of  such  avoidance  unto  the 
Master  of  the  School  out  of  which  the  next  of  the  laid 
scholars  is  to  be  chosen  into  the  said  College,  that  theo 
the  College  so  neglecting  shall  lose  the  privilege  of  cleet- 
ing  any  of  the  said  additional  seholara  for  ievem  yean 
next  after  such  neglect :  and  that  during  that  seven  yean 
they,  the  said  Henry  Lord  Delamere,  Sir  Samuel  Grim- 
stone,  and  Sir  William  Gregory,  and  the  survivon  and 
survivor  of  them,  and  his  heirs,  shall  and  lawfully  may, 
from  time  to  time,  nominate  and  present  a  scholar  or 
scholars  out  of  the  aforesaid  schools  respectively,  (and 
qualified,  as  in  the  foundation  of  my  said  scholandiqw  k 
directed,)  unto  the  said  College  or  Colleges  respectively, 
where  such  place  shall  be  void,  to  be  settled  and  placed 
in  all  or  any  such  of  the  said  scholarships  as  shall  happen 
to  be  void  within  the  said  seven  years. 

*'  And  I  do  further  will  and  appoint,  that,  at  the  first 
settlement  thereof,  there  shall  be  one  additional  Somenet 
Scholar  placed  and  settled  in  each  of  the  said  CoD^gee 
with  provision  to  be  made,  that  when  the  rente  of  the 
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manor  and  hereditaments  given  to  Brasenose  CoUeffe,  in 
Oxford,  shall  be  so  improved  that  they  shall  come  to  SOL 
per  annmn,  then  there  shall  be  one  other  Somerset  Scho- 
lar placed  in  the  said  College,  and  so  from  time  to  time 
upon  every  increase  and  advancement  of  15^.  per  ftTninm 
in  the  rents  of  the  said  manor  and  premises  to  them  ap- 
pointed there  shall  be  one  scholar  more  added  to  the  So- 
merset Scholars  in  the  said  College;  and  that  in  like 
manner,  when  the  rents  of  the  manor  and  hereditaments 
hereby  given  or  appointed  to  St,  John's  CoUege,  in  Cam- 
bridge, shall  come  to  be  30Z.  per  annum,  there  shall  be  om 
other  additional  Somerset  Scholar  settled  in  the  said  Col- 
lege; and  so  in  like  manner,  from  time  to  time,  upon 
every  increase  or  advancement  of  15/.  per  annum  in  the 
rents  of  the  said  manor  and  premises  to  them  given  or 
appointed,  there  shall  be  one  scholar  more  added  to  the 
Somerset  Scholars  in  the  said  College. 

*'  And,  as  touching  the  fines  that  shall  according  to 
the  rents  aforesaid  be  taken  or  received  upon  the  granting 
or  renewing  of  copyhold  estates  in  the  said  respective 
manors,  I  do  will  and  appoint,  that  three  parts  out  offtmr 
thereof  shall  go  and  be  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said 
respective  Colleges,  to  whom  such  manor  is  hereinbefore 
apiK)inted,  in  recompence  for  their  providing  chambers 
for  the  said  additional  scholars,  and  studies,  gowns,  and 
caps:  and  the  othQx  fourth  part  of  the  said  fines  to  go  and 
be  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  all  the  Somerset  Scholars  in 
that  College,  to  buy  them  books,  which  advantage  by  the 
said  fines,  although  it  can  be  but  small  at  first,  in  regard 
that  all  the  farms  within  the  aforesaid  manors  are  at  pre- 
sent in  lease  or  grants  under  small  old  rents,  yet  as  the 
present  leases  and  estates  shall  determine,  they  will,  I 
hope,  prove  considerable,  for  by  the  account  I  receive 
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from  my  officers,  I  find  that  the  manor  appointed  la 
Brasenose  College  will,  when  the  present  lease  and  estatw 
are  expired,  be  worth  about  5601.  per  annum ;  and  that 
the  manor  appointed  to  St,  John's  CoHeffe  will  then  be 
worth  about  530/.  per  annum.

likewise  worth  160/.  per  annum,  shall  expire  or  deter- 
mine, then  six  Somerset  Scholars  shall  in  manner  and; 
form  aforesaid  l)e  chosen  and  settled  into  St.  Joh^s  CoU 
lege,  in  Cambridge,  and  that  the  said  m  scholars  shall. 
have  for  their  allowances  for  their  maintenance  the  whole 
rent  of  the  said  leasehold  fiurm  and  lands  in  Wbottom 
Rivers^  and  that  none  others  of  the  Somerset  Scholars,  in 
that  College,  shall  have  any  share  or  part  therc^(rf'  wiA.

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them;  and  that  the  said  six  scholars,  or  any  of  tliem* 
shall  not  have  any  share  or  part  with  the  other  Somerset 
Scholars  of  that  house,  or  any  other  rents,  revenuee,  or 
profits,  of  the  said  manor  of  Wootton  Rivers, 

"  And  my  will  is,  and  I  do  herehy  appoint  and  direct^ 
that  such  youths  shall  he  chosen  into  the  said  iwehe  last- 
mentioned  scholarships,  whose  parents  and  Mends  ar$ 
not  able  to  contribute  any  thing  considerable  towards  their 
maintenance  in  the  University,  and  therefore  I  have  giFsn 
and  appointed  for  them  the  large  allowance ;  and  my  will 
is,  that  the  persons  that  shall  be  chosen  into  the  said 
twelve  scholarships,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  sucli  as  de- 
sign or  intend  to  take  upon  them  the  ministeryj  and  that

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Samuel  Grimston^  Baronet,  and  Sir  WOliam  Gregory, 
Knight,  the  executors,  dying  without  taking  upon  them 
the  probate  and  execution  of  the  said  will  and  codiciL 

On  the  19th  of  February  1705,  administration  with  tbs 
will  and  codicil  annexed  of  the  goods  oi  the  Right  Ho* 
nourable  Sarah  Duchess  Dowager  of  Somerset  wbb 
granted  to  the  Honourable  T<«,ngham  Booth,  Esq.,  the 
residuary  legatee  named  in  the  said  codicil,  he  haviqg 
been  first  sworn  by  commission  duly  to  adminicfter  the 
letters  of  administration  of  the  goods  of  the  said  deoeaeed* 
granted  in  the  month  of  January  1703,  to  William  Stamft* 
ton,  Esq.,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  Honourable 
Langham  Booth,  Esq.,  then  a  minor,  having  ceased  and 
expired,  by  reason  of  the  said  minor  having  attained  hie

By  a  codicil  to  the  will  of  Lady  Elizabeth  Hastings,  the 
daughter  of  Theophilus  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  dated  thtf 
24th  of  April  1739,  she  bequeathes : — 

"  First y — I  give  and  devise  all  my  manors,  lands,  and 
hereditaments  in  Wheldale,  otherwise  called  QudtUik, 
in  the  West  Riding  of  the  county  of  York,  with  all  the 
quit-rents  or  chief-rents,  and  royalties  belon^ng  to  the 
same,  to  the  Provost  and  Scholars  of  Queen's  CoUege,  in 
the  University  of  Oxford,  for  ever,— subject,  neverthelesB^ 
to  a  term  of  ninety-nine  years,  determinable  upon  the  lives 
of  one  or  more  annuitants,  as  the  case  shall  be,  and  as  is 
more  fully  explained  in  a  former  codicil,  for  charging  an- 
nuities for  lives,  pursuant  to  a  power  reserved  by  my  wilL 

"  And  to  the  end  that  the  Provost  may  have  true  and 
speedy  information  of  the  state  of  the  annuitants,  the 
Bailiff  for  the  time  being,  who  collects  the  rents  of  the 
said  premises,  shall,  at  the  end  of  every  year,  send  a  list 
of  the  names  of  the  annuitants,  then  alive,  to  the  Provost 
of  the  said  College,  signed  by  the  Bailiff  and' one  or  more 
of  the  Trustees ;  as  also  upon  the  death  of  the  last  annn^ 
itant,  as  soon  as  he  receives  information  of  it,  immedi- 
ately send  notice  thereof  to  the  said  Provost,  in  writing, 
signed  also  by  himself  and  one  or  more  of  the  Trustees. 

"  And  I  will  that,  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  term 
of  ninety-nine  years,  determinable  as  aforesaid,  140/.,  out 
of  the  clear  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  premises,  shall 
from  time  to  time  be  applied  for  Exhibitions,  towards  the 
maintenance  of  Jive  poor  scholars  of  the  said  CoU^^, 
to  be  nominated  and  elected  in  manner  hereinafter  di- 
rected ;  each  of  which  poor  scholars  shall  be  entitled  to 
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a  yearly  payment  of  28/.,  but  shall  receive  for  the  fwr 
first  years  (to  be  computed  from  the  Pentecost  preceding 
the  election)  only  20/.  each  year,  by  quarterly  or  half- 
yearly  payments;  my  will  being,  that  the  remaining  8/., 
out  of  each  sum  of  28/.,  be  laid  up  and  deposited  yearly  in 
the  College  Chest,  and  that  out  of  this  deposited  money, 
20/.  shall  be  paid  at  the  middle  of  \}q&  fifth  year,  and  20/, 
more  at  the  end  of  the  said  year,  (over  and  above  the  first- 
mentioned  yearly  payment)  to  each  of  the  said  exhibi- 
tioners that  shall  have  taken  their  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree,  and  shall  strictly  and  religiously  conform  to  the 
directions,  limitations,  and  conditions  hereinafter  given, 
made,  or  expressed. 

''  And  in  regard  to  the  qualifications,  nomination,  and 
election  of  poor  scholars,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  such 
exhibitions,  my  will  is,  that  eight  of  the  principal  Schools 
in  the  county  of  YorJi,  viz.  those  of  Lefids,  Wak^eld, 
Bradfordy  Beverley,  Skipton,  Sedbergh,  Bipon,  and  Sher* 
burn,  and  two  more  in  the  county  of  Westmoreland,  via. 
Appleby  and  Haversham,  and  two  more  in  Cumberland, 
viz.  St.  Bees  and  Penrith,  shall  each  of  them  have  the 
privilege  or  liberty  of  sending  one  poor  scholar,  every  five 
years,  to  the  place  of  nomination  hereinafter  appointed. 

"  Provided,  the  Head  Master  of  each  School  send 
along  with  such  scholar  a  certificate,  that  he  hath  distin- 
guished himself  above  the  rest  of  the  same  rank  in  his 
school  for  his  morals  and  learning, — that  such  scholar  is 
well  grounded  in  the  principles  of  the  Church  of  England 
as  by  law  established, — that  he  hath  competent  parts  and 
remarkable  industry,  and  that  he  hath  applied  himself  to 
the  reading  of  Greek  authors  at  least  four  years. 

**  And  provided  also,  that  each  candidate  brings  a  cer- 
tificate of  his  age  from  the  register,  signed  by  the  Minis- 
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ter  and  Churchwardens  of  the  parish  he  was  bom  in*  It 
being  required  that  every  candidate  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  nineteenth  year  of  his  age,  and  none  be  allowed  to 
stand  after  his  one  and  twentieth  is  completed. 

"  I  will  also,  that  fair  copies  of  this  codicil  be  writ  ont 
in  parchment,  and  sent  to  every  one  of  the  said  respectiVB 
schools  there,  to  be  safely  kept  by  the  Master  for  the 
time  being,  who  is  desired  to  read  the  same^  or  cause  it 
to  be  read,  to  the  scholars,  candidates  for  the  ezhibitionSy 
four  times  or  oftener  in  the  two  last  years  antecedent  to 
the  election. 

**  And  I  make  it  my  earnest  request,  that  the  B^ecton 
of  Berwick  Spofforth,  and  Bolton  Percy,  and  the  Yiears 
of  Leeds,  Ledsham,  Thorp-Arch,  and  CoUinghitm,  in  the 
county  of  York,  will,  in  the  year  wherein  the  exhibitions 
shall  commence,  (if  the  year  be  not  too  far  advanced,  for 
giving  notice,  as  is  hereafter  directed,)  and  so  likewise  at 
the  expiration  of  every  five  years,  for  ever  after,  meet 
together  at  the  best  inn  in  Abberford,  or  Abberfortk,  in 
the  same  county,  viz.,  on  Thursday  in  Whitsun-week». 
before  eight  of  the  clock  in  the  morning. 

''  Also  all  the  boys  to  meet  at  the  said  best  inn  at 
Abberforth,  the  night  preceding  the  day  of  nomination,  in 
order  to  be  ready  to  begin  their  exercises  the  next  morn- 
ing. 

''And  I  entreat  the  Rectors  and  Vicars  aforenamed 
will  be  there  half  an  hour  after  seven,  that  they  may  choose 
the  boys'  morning  exercise,  and  put  them  upon  beginning 
the  same  by  eight  of  the  clock. 

''  And  my  will  is,  that  their  exercise  be  a  part  of  an 
Oration  in  Tully,  not  exceeding  eight  or  ten  lines,  to  be 
translated  into  English  j  and  part  of  an  Oration  in  Demos- 
thenes, about  the  same  number  of  lines,  to  be  translated 
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into  Latin;  and  two  or  three  Yerses  of  the  Latiii  TesCa^ 
ment,  to  be  translated  into  Greek  j  and  four  books  of 
each  sort  being  provided,  immediately  pat  them  upon  be^ 
ginning  the  translations,  four  of  the  boys  being  employed 
in  one  kind  of  translation,  four  in  a  second,  and  fbur  in 
a  third ;  and  then  changing  the  books,  till  they  have 
gone  through  the  three  several  translations. 

**  And  whilst  the  boys  are  making  their  morning  earar-' 
cise,  the  said  Rectors  and  Vicars,  or  the  greater  number 
of  them,  shall  proceed  to  chuse  the  afternoon  exercise, 
(which  shall  be  upon  two  subjects), — one,  of  Practical 
Divinity,  out  of  the  Church  Catechism,  upon  whkh 
each  boy  shall  give  his  thoughts  in  Latin,  in  not  fewer 
than  eight  lines,  nor  more  than  twelve  j  the  other  subjecty 
some  distinguished  sentence  of  a  Classic  author,  upon 
which  each  boy  shall  write  two  distichs  of  verses :— -all 
which  translations  and  compositions  are  to  be  written  OQt 
fair  upon  one  sheet  of  pq>er,  and  signed  by  the  name  of 
each  boy  they  belong  to,  and  then  shewed  to  every  nomi- 
nating Rector  and  Vicar,  who  are  desired  impartially  to 
weigh  and  consider,  and  return  tei^  of  the  best  of  the  said 
exercises  (each  of  which  ten  to  be  signed  by  the  greater 
number  of  the  Rectors  and  Vicars  present)  to  the  Provost 
and  Fellows  of  Queen's  College,  in  the  University  of  Om^ 
ford. 

'*  And  when  the  said  Provost  and  Fellows  have  rs^ 
ceived  the  same,  they  are  hereby  required  to  meet  toge- 
ther, as  soon  after  as  conveniently  may  be,  to  examine 
into  them  carefully  and  impartially,  uid  choose  oat  of 
them  eight  of  the  best  performances,  which  appear  the 
best,  which  done,  the  names  subscribed  to  those  eight 
shall  be  fairly  written,  each  in  a  distinct  pqier,  and  the 
impers  rolled  up,  and  put  into  an  am  or  vase  by  the 
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Provost^  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  Vic^ProYOSty  at 
Senior  Fellow,  and,  after  having  been  shaken  well  toge- 
ther in  the  urn,  shall  be  drawn  out  of  the  same  by  some 
person  whom  he  or  they  shall  appoint ;  and  those  Jwe, 
whose  names  are  first  drawn,  shall,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  be  held  duly  elected,  and  intitled  to  the  whole 
profits  each  of  his  exhibition,  for  the  space  of  fire  yean^ 
as  before  provided,  from  Pentecost  then  next  preceding 
the  election. 

"  And  though  this  method  of  choosing  by  lot,  may  be 
called  by  some  superstition  or  enthusiasm,  yet  as  the 
advice  was  given  by  an  orthodox  and  pious  Prelate  of  the 
Church  of  England,  as  leaving  something  to  Providence, 
and  as  it  will  be  a  means  to  save  the  scholars  the  trouble 
and  expense  of  a  journey  to  Oirford,  under  too  great  an 
uncertainty  of  being  elected,  I  will  this  method  of  baUoU 
ting  be  for  ever  observed. 

"  Provided  also,  and  my  will  is,  that  no  more  sona 
than  one  of  the  same  person  shall  be  nominated  or  elected 
to  or  for  any  of  the  said  exhibitions. 

"  And,  as  my  intention  in  continuing  the  exhibitiona 
to  each  person  for  five  years,  is  to  take  away  from  them 
all  necessity  of  entering  precipitately  into  Holy  Orders, 
and  to  give  them  an  opportimity  of  laying  in  some  sort  a 
soimd  foundation  of  divine  as  well  as  human  learning,  to 
my  desire  is,  that  the  four  first  years  they  apply  them- 
selves as  they  shall  be  directed  in  their  College  and  Uni- 
versity, chiefly  to  the  arts  and  sciences ;  but  that  the 
fifth  year  be  employed  wholly  in  divinity.  Church  history, 
and  the  Apostolical  Fathers  in  the  original  tongues. 

"  And  it  is  farther  required,  that,  from  their  first  ad- 
mission into  the  College,  they  be  obliged  to  spend  one 
hour  every  morning  in  the  study  of  the  Holy  Scripturaa^ 
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and  to  write  their  own  explications  of  such  particular 
places  and  passages  of  Holy  Scripture  as  their  tutors 
shall  think  proper  to  appoint  them,  and  which  their 
tutors  are  required  to  call  for  at  proper  times ;  and  that, 
in  a  convenient  time,  before  the  expiration  of  their  fourth 
year,  each  of  them  shall  be  obUged  to  translate  into 
English,  such  a  portion  of  St.  Chrysostom's  book,  **  De 
Sacerdotio"  (published  by  Mr.  Hughes,  or  any  other 
better  edition,  if  such  shall  hereafter  be  published,)  as 
the  Provost  or  their  Tutors  shall  appoint,  or,  if  it  be 
thought  feasible,  to  make  an  abstract  of  the  whole  ;  and 
I  beg  of  the  Provost  to  recommend  this,  in  a  particular 
manner,  to  their  tutors. 

'Mt  is  also  enjoined,  that  as  soon  as  any  of  them  shall 
have  taken  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  they  shall 
forthwith  apply  themselves  to  the  Provost  or  their  Tu- 
tors, for  their  particular  dii'ections  in  their  Theological 
studies,  to  qualify  them  for  Holy  Orders,  and  be  obliged 
to  make  proper  abstracts,  or  observations  in  writing, 
from  the  several  authors  they  are  appointed  to  read^ 
which,  at  the  end  of  each  term,  or  at  least  every  half 
year,  shall  be  carried  by  them  to  the  Provost,  that  he 
may  be  a  witness  of  their  proficiency,  or  punish  them  for 
their  neglect ;  and  I  most  earnestly  beg  the  Provost  to 
insist  upon  their  so  doing. 

''  Also,  my  will  and  meaning  is,  that  none  of  the  said 
exhibitions  shall  be  continued  to  one  and  the  same  per- 
son above  the  space  of  five  years,  from  the  time  of  his 
admission. 

**  And,  that  if  any  such  scholar  or  exhibitioner  shall, 
before  the  said  five  years  are  completed,  either  marry,  or 
accept  of  any  ecclesiastical  Benefice,  Curacy,  or  School, 
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or  enter  into  Holy  Orders^  from  theneeforth  his  plaee 
shall  become  vacant. 

'^  Provided  also,  and  my  wiU  and  desire  further  is,  thai 
in  case  any  of  the  said  Rectories  or  Vicarages  ahaU 
happen  to  be  vacant  at  the  time  of  such  meeting  of  the 
nominating  Rectors  and  Vicars,  or  any  of  the  said  Rec- 
tors or  Vicars  shall  be  absent  from  such  meeting,  such  cf 
the  said  Rectors  and  Vicars  as  are  present  at  such  meet- 
ing, in  case  they  are  five  in  number,  shall  proceed  to 
examine,  nominate,  and  certify,  in  such  manner  aa  ia 
before  directed. 

**  And  in  case  it  shall  appear  to  the  Vicar  of  JjMkam^ 
(who  is  desired  to  have  previous  information  for  a  montli 
before,  what  persons  will  be  present,  and  to  move  every 
one  concerned  by  letter,  or  otherwise,  for  his  persmial 
attendance,)  that  only  four  of  the  Rectors  and  Vicars  can 
be  at  the  meeting,  he  is  hereby  further  desired  to  reqoeat 
the  Rector  of  Methley,  or  the  Vicar  of  Pontefirad,  to 
make  up  the  fifth ;  and  if  only  two  can  be  present,  to 
desire  the  Vicar  of  Abberford,  and  both  the  said  Rector 
of  Methley  and  Vicar  of  Pontefract,  to  appear  and  act. 

*'  And  in  case  the  said  Rectors  and  Vicars  shall  neglect 
to  nominate  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  be  equally  divided  in 
their  choice,  the  Provost  and  Fellows  of  the  said  College 
are  hereby  empowered  to  appoint,  in  the  last  case,  one 
person  as  an  umpire :  and,  in  the  first  case,  five  proper 
persons,  residing  as  near  as  may  be  to  the  place  of  meeting, 
to  fill  up  the  vacancies  within  three  calendar  months  after 
the  time  hereby  appointed  for  the  nomination ;  provided 
they  observe  the  qualifications,  rules,  and  restrictions 
herein-before  prescribed. 

Provided  also,  and  my  will  further  is,  that  everf 
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such  exhibitioner  shall  regularly  observe,  and  stricUy 
conform  himself  to,  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  sud  Col- 
lege, upon  pain  of  forfeiting  the  benefit  of  such  exhibition 
for  such  time  as  the  said  Provost  shall  think  fit. 

"  And  that  it  shall  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Provost 
and  greater  part  of  the  resident  Fellows,  for  the  time 
being,  of  the  said  College,  in  case  of  notorious  obstinacy, 
immorality,  or  neglect  of  duty,  after  three  admonitions 
in  a  public  convention,  called  by  the  sud  Provost,  to 
deprive  such  scholar  of  his  exhibition. 

''  Provided  also,  that  every  fifth  year  notice  be  sent, 
that  the  term  of  five  years  is  near  expiring,  by  the  Pto- 
vost  and  Fellows  of  the  said  College,  or  their  agent,  to  the 
said  Vicar  of  Ledsham,  for  the  time  being,  three  months  at 
least  before  the  Thursday  in  Whitsun-week,  who  is  ire- 
quired  immediately  to  give  notice  of  meeting  on  the  said 
Thursday,  to  the  Rectors  and  other  Vicars,  and  to  the 
Schoolmasters  of  all  the  Schools,  for  the  time  being,  who 
have  any  right  to  send  boys. 

**  Provided  also,  10/.  be  allowed  and  paid  every  five 
years,  out  of  the  premises,  by  tiie  Provost  and  Fellows  of 
Queen's  College,  for  ever,  to  the  Yicar  of  Ledsham,  and 
his  successors,  1/.  thereof  being  to  the  said  Vicar  fen*  bis 
trouble  in  giving  notice,  and  the  other  9^.  towards  the 
defraying  of  the  expenses  of  the  meeting  of  the  said  Rec- 
tors and  Vicars,  and  poor  Scholars,  at  the  time  and  place 
before-mentioned,  and  towards  defraying  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  poor  Scholars,  each  Scholar  from  every 
School  in  Yorkshire  that,  for  the  time  being,  has  Um 
privilege  of  sending,  being  allowed  5s,,  and  each  Schidar 
from  all  the  Schools  in  Westmoreland  and  ChtmberUmd 
that,  for  the  time  being,  hath  the  same  privilege,  being 
allowed  10#. 
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''  Provided  also,  if  any  one  or  more  of  these  twdivet 
Schools  herein  mentioned,  shall  so  far  come  to  decay  as 
to  have  no  scholar  or  scholars  returned  by  the  RectorB 
and  Vicars,  to  take  their  lot  by  ballotting,  as  before  ap- 
pointed, in  four  successive  elections,  I  desire  the  Provost 
and  Fellows  of  the  said  College,  to  place,  constitute,  and 
appoint  one  or  more  other  School  or  Schools^  in  the 
county  where  the  School  is,  which  has  come  to  decay,  in 
the  room  and  stead  of  any  one  or  more  of  these  twelve 
Schools  herein  mentioned. 

'*  And  I  will,  that  the  new  appointed  School  or  Schools 
shall  have  all  the  benefit  and  advantages,  and  be  subject 
to  the  same  rules,  restrictions,  and  conditions  as  the  other 
Schools. 

'^  And  to  the  end  it  may  be  known  whether  any  School 
has  so  far  come  to  decay,  the  Provost  and  Fallows  of  the 
said  College  are  hereby  required  to  enter  into  a  book,  set 
apart  for  this  purpose,  the  names  of  all  the  boys  returned, 
as  well  as  elected,  together  with  the  names  of  each 
School  they  are  returned  from,  in  a  colmnn  over  against 
the  name  of  every  boy  respectively. 

''  And  to  the  intent  that  all  doubts  may  be  removed, 
and  all  disputes  avoided  at  the  time  of  nomination,  with 
regard  to  the  directions  and  appointments  herein  made 
and  given,  as  also  that  proper  books,  at  the  time  and 
place  of  examination,  may  not  be  wanting,  I  do  hereby 
direct,  order,  and  appoint,  that  a  fair  copy  of  this  codidt 
as  also  a  fair  and  perfect  Greek  Testament,  an  Exposition 
of  the  Church  Catechism  by  the  late  Archbishop  Wake, 
the  Orations  of  TuUy  and  Demosthenes,  Homer's  Diad, 
and  Virgil's  Works,  together  with  three  Dictionaiies^ 
three  Lexicons,  three  Latin  Grammars,  and  three  Greek 
Grammars,  be  always  and  constantly  provided  by  the 
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Vicar  of  Ledsham,  for  the  time  being,  as  often  as  there 
shall  be  occasion,  and  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Vicar 
of  Abberforth,  for  all  which  books,  as  well  as  codicils,  the 
said  Vicar  is  to  be  allowed  and  reimbursed  by  the  Pro- 
vost and  Fellows  of  the  said  College. 

**  And  I  do  hereby  earnestly  reqnest  ihe  said  "^car  of 
Abberforth,  and  his  successors,  from  time  to  time,  to  take 
the  care  and  charge  of  the  said  codicil  or  codicils  and 
books,  diuing  the  intervals  between  the  meetings,  and,  aft 
the  time  of  the  meetings  to  deliver  them  to  any  one  of 
the  said  Rectors  or  Vicars,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  tha 
said  Rectors  and  Vicars  examiners. 

''  And  as  to  the  overplus  of  the  rents  and  profits  issuing 
out  of  the  premises,  after  all  deductions  are  made,  and 
after  all  the  exhibitions  are  answered ;  and  as  to  all  sum 
or  sums  of  money  that  may  arise  by  death,  marriagey  or 
misbehaviour  of  any  of  the  said  exhibitioners,  or  by 
getting  of  Coals,  (which  are  supposed  to  be  in  the  estate) 
or  by  any  other  contingencies,-— for  the  fb^ther  encoo* 
ragement  of  residence,  my  wiU  and  mind  is,  that  as  aoon^ 
as  the  said  overplus,  and  the  said  money  arising  by  deadly 
marriage,  misbehaviour,  coals,  or  other  contingencies, 
shall  amount  to  60l.  the  Provost  shall  pay  it  to  any  one 
of  the  exhibitioners,  whom  he  thinks  in  all  respects  most 
deserving  of  it ;  provided  he  has  already  taken  his  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  is  not  married,  and  has  enjoyed  hie 
exhibition  five  years,  to  be  computed  from  the  time  of 
election,  and  consents  to  stay  another  whole  year  in  the 
College,  without  accepting  any  School  or  other  prefer-^ 
ment  whatsoever,  that  may  be  a  means  to  binder  him 
from  pursuing  his  studies  in  divinity. 

*'  And  in  case  the  said  overphia  and  money  arittng 
by  the  said  contingencies,  shall  amount  to  more  than 
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60/.,  the  said  Provost  shall  dispose  of  it  to  two  or  more 
of  the  said  exhibitioners,  that  have  taken  their  Bachelor 
of  Arts  degree,  and  enjoyed  their  exhibitions  five  years^ 
under  the  limitations  and  conditions  before  mentioned^ 
with  regard  to  residence,  marriage,  and  preferment. 

'*  And  in  case  there  are  not  a  sufficient  number  of  ex- 
hibitioners so  quailified,  to  take  the  said  overphis,  or 
that  are  willing  to  take  it  upon  the  last-mentioned  limxta^ 
tions  and  conditions,  that  such  part  of  it  as  remains  im- 
disposed  of,  be  kept  in  the  College  Chest,  till  there  are 
exhibitioners  one  or  more  that  have  taken  their  Bache- 
lor's degree,  and  have  enjoyed  their  exhibitions  five  yean^ 
and  that  will  accept  of  it  under  the  said  limitations  and 
conditions,  no  such  person  having  in  the  year  more  than 
60/.  and  no  one  being  entitled  to  it,  or  any  part  of  it, 
after  seven  years  from  his  election  are  completed. 

*'  And  in  case  the  rents  of  the  estate  should  so  increase 
as  to  produce  yearly  25/.,  be  it  more  or  less,  over  and 
above  what  is  sufficient  {or  five  exhibitions,  at  28/.  by  the 
year  each,  for  five  years,  in  the  manner  before  directed* 
and  over  and  above  what  is  sufficient  to  answer  the  other 
expenses  of  meeting  and  buying  books,  as  is  before  pro- 
vided, my  will  is,  that  the  said  increase  of  rents,  after  all 
deductions  made,  shall  be  divided  into  as  many  shares  as 
there  are  exhibitions,  and  two-thirds  of  each  share  added 
to  and  paid  with  each  exhibition,  by  quarterly  or  half- 
yearly  payments,  and  the  remaining  third  part  of  each 
share  put  into  the  College  Chest,  yearly  to  be  paid  along 
with  each  sum  of  money  saved  and  reserved  for  the  fifth 
year  to  eath  exhibitioner,  by  two  half-yearly  payments* 
as  before  directed, — ^for  experience  shews,  as  the  value  of 
land  increases,  the  value  of  money  decreases" 
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Edward  Caheswell,  of  Bobbington,  Stafford,  by  will 
dated  l63g,  recites,  that  hy  indenture  dated  the  Qth  of 
January  in  the  aame  year,  he  bad  demised  to  certain 
Trustees  therein  tmmed,  all  that  mesauage  and  farm  or 
tenement,  called  Walktr's  Low  Farm,  aituate  in  the  parish 
of  Slottetdea,  in  the  county  of  Salop ;  and  also  all  that 
me«gaage  or  farm  called  Sgdnal  Farm,  in  the  parish  of 
Prior'i  Ditloa,  in  the  uaid  lost-mentioned  county ;  and 
also  all  that  messuage  or  farm,  called  The  Hill  Home,  in 
the  parishee  of  Quatford  and  Quatt,  and  in  Bridgnorth  in 
the  eaid  county;  and  also  all  that  messiiage  or  farm  called 
Barrelfa  Farm,  in  the  parishof  ^^{oelty  in  the  said  county; 
and  also  that  yearly  rent  of  "is.  isauing  out  of  certain  lands 
and  tenements  of  Sir  William  Whitraore,  Baronet,  in  tlie 
said  parish  of  Alceley  ;  and  alao  all  that  messuage  or  te- 
nement, loft  and  meese  pkce,  with  the  appurtenances, 
called  Attlty  Pana,  in  the  said  parish  of  Aheley  s  and 
also  all  that  capital  messuage  or  mansion-house  called 
Bobbington  Farm,  in  the  pariah  of  Bubbingfon,  in  the 
county  of  Stafford,  and  all  tentha  and  tithea  of  hay  issuing 
out  of  the  said  premises ;  and  also  all  that  cottage,  house, 
or  tenement,  with  Hmnka'a  Fieldt  and  Perry  Crqfl, 
thereto  b«longing^,  in  the  asid  pariah  of  Babbinglon,  with 
all  other  liia  measuagea,  cottages,  farms,  houses,  lands, 
tenements,  and  hereditamenta,  in  the  said  counties  of 
Salop  and  Stafford,  or  either  of  them :  to  hold  to  the 
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said  Trustees,  from  the  death  of  the  said  Edward  Cares- 
well,  for  the  term  of  500  years  from  thence  next  ensuing^ 
in  trust,  to  permit  certain  persons  therein  named  to  take 
and  enjoy  the  rents  and  profits  during  their  respective 
lives,  and  after  the  determination  of  those  estates,  in 
trust,  that  the  residue  of  the  said  term  should  attend  the 
inheritance  of  the  premises :  and  the  said  testator  desiring 
and  intending  to  dispose  of  the  residue  of  the  said  term 
of  500  years,  or  the  reversion  thereof,  after  the  500  years, 
for  a  public  benefit,  and  taking  notice  that  the  scholars  of 
the  several  free  schools  of  the  said  coimty  of  ScUop  were 
destitute  of  any  place  of  preferment  in  either  of  the  Uni- 
versities, whereby  learning  in  the  said  free-schools  was 
much  discouraged ;  for  the  supply,  therefore,  of  that  de- 
fect, and  for  the  support  and  encom^ement  of  such 
scholars  of  the  free  schools  thereinafter  mentioned,  as 
were  not  sufficiently  enabled  to  maintain  themselves  at 
the  University,  did  by  his  said  will  devise  and  appoint 
that  the  said  premises,  after  the  death  of  the  persons  be- 
fore mentioned  and  determination  of  the  estates  limited 
to  them  during  the  residue  of  the  term  of  500  years,  and 
the  reversion  expectant  on  the  expiration  of  the  said 
term,  should  be  at  all  times  for  ever  thereafter  chaiged 
and  chargeable  with  the  maintenance  of  eighteen  scholars 
in  the  College  of  Christ  Church,  in  Oxford,  (or  in  case  the 
said  scholars  could  not  be  incorporated  with,  and  made 
part  of  the  foundation,  or  admitted  into  the  society  of  the 
said  College,  and  have  chambers  there,  then,  in  some 
other  College  or  Hall  of  the  said  University,  where  the 
said  scholars  might  best  and  most  conveniently  be  ac- 
commodated,) by  allowing  to  each  scholar  yearly  for  four 
years,  while  he  continues  an  undergraduate,  18/.;  to  each* 
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after  he  should  commence  bachelor  cS  arts,  2lh  yeuAj  few 
three  years,  until  he  should  commence  master  of  arts;  and 
271-  yearly  to  each  for  three  years,  after  he  should  com- 
mence master  of  arts,  and  no  longer;  and  he  directed  that 
the  said  eighteen  scholars  should  be  chosen  firom,  and  oat 
of  the  most  ingenious  and  deserving  scholars,  either  na- 
tives of  the  several  parishes  where  the  estate  lay,  or  else* 
where,  of  the  coimty  of  Salop,  and  of  the  least  ability  to 
maintain  themselves,  of  the  six  free  schools  of  the  said 
coimty  after  mentioned,  whether  the  said  scholars  should 
be  free  or  not  free  of  the  sud  schools ;  viz.  fbur  oat  of 
the  free  school  of  Shrewsbury  j  three  out  of  the  free  school 
of  Bridgnorth;  four  out  of  the  ite%  school  of  Newport f 
three  out  of  the  free  school  of  Shiffnalj  two  out  of  the 
free  school  of  Wemj  and  two  out  of  the  free  school  of 
Donnington,  in  the  parish  of  Wroxeter,  in  the  said  coantyf 
and  he  directed,  that  as  any  vacancy  should  happen  by 
the  death  or  removal  of  any  of  the  said  scholars ;  socih 
vacancy  should  be  supplied  by  a  new  election,  from  the 
said  school  from  whence  the  person  so  dying  orremofiqg 
was  elected,  and  not  from  any  other  of  the  said  schools^ 
that  a  catalogue  of  the  names  of  the  scholars  from  timo 
to  time  elected,  should  be  carefully  kept,  as  weQ  in  the 
College  as  in  the  schools  from  whence  they  should  be 
elected,  for  the  preventing  any  elections  contrary  to  the 
intentions  of  his  will ;  that  the  elections  should  be  made 
by  the  Chief  Governor  or  Master  of  the  CoDege  where 
the  said  scholars  were  to  be  resident,  or  some  one  de- 
puted by  him ;  and  the  justices  of  the  peace  inhabitiiig 
or  acting  within  the  hundreds  of  Bra4ford,  Stoddetdtm, 
and  Brinstree,  for  the  time  being,  or  any  three  of  them, 
the  Master  of  the  College  or  his  delegate  being  onei  and 
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he  further  directed,  that  if  the  rents  of  the  premifles  ahouA 
be  improved,  the  increase  of  rent  should  be  applied  td-^ 
wards  the  maintenance  of  a  greater  number  of  scholanr 
at  the  University  of  Oxford  aforesaid,  to  be  chosen  pro- 
portionably  from  the  said  six  free  schools,  in  such  man^ 
ner,  with  such  allowance,  and  for  such  time  aa  therelB 
above  was  limited  and  appointed ;  and  in  case  the  rents 
should  fall  short  of  what  they  were  then  set  at,  that  thea 
the  election  of  one,  two,  or  more  of  the  number  of  scho- 
lars designed  to  be  elected  out  of  the  two  last-mentioned 
free  schools,  should  cease  tiU  the  premises  should  agazB 
come  to  be  of  sufficient  yearly  value  to  maintain  the  said 
eighteen  scholars. 

By  a  codicil  to  his  will,  dated  the  24th  February  1689, 
the  testator  devised  the  sum  of  10/.  per  annum  to  be  paid 
yearly  into  the  hands  of  one  or  two  of  the  most  substan- 
tial freeholders  in  the  parish  of  Bohhington,  or  to  the  mi- 
nister himself,  officiating  in  the  parish  church  of  Boiibrng^ 
ton  for  the  time  being,  by  the  tenant  or  tenants  of  the  tes- 
tator's farm  in  the  said  parish  of  Bobbington,  as  an  aug- 
mentation to  the  annual  stipend  of  the  said  minister  for 
ever ;  which  said  10/.  he  thereby  ordered  and  appointed 
should  be  annually  deducted  out  of  the  several  allofWances 
appointed  for  the  said  eighteen  scholars  when  the  same 
should  become  payable,  by  an  abatement  of  lis,  Hd,  out 
of  each  of  the  said  scholars'  allowance. 

By  a  decretal  order  of  the  Comt  of  Chancery,  made  on 
the  6th  of  July  1741,  in  a  cause  then  depending  in  that 
Court  between  his  Majesty's  Attorney-General,  at  the  re- 
lation of  Leonard  Hodgkiss  and  others,  informant,  and 
William  Ilayward  and  others,  defendants ;  it  was  ordered 
and  decreed,  that  this  charity  should  be  estabhshed  and 
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carried  into  execution ;  and  that  the  relators  should  be  at 
liberty  to  lay  before  the  Master  a  scheme  for  establishing 
and  carrying  the  same  into  execution,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  scholars  mentioned  in  the  will.  And  it  was  further 
ordered,  that  the  said  Master  should  appoint  a  receiver  to 
receive  the  arrears  and  growing  rents,  and  profits  of  the 
estates,  and  allow  him  a  salary  for  his  care  and  pains 
therein,  who  was  to  be  at  liberty  to  set  and  let  the  said 
estates,  or  any  part  thereof,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
said  Master,  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  should  require  f 
the  said  receiver  having  first  given  security  to  be  a&- 
swerable  for  what  he  should  receive,  and  to  account 
annually  for,  and  pay  the  same  as  the  said  Court  should 
direct. 

Since  which  period  the  affiurs  of  the  charity  have  eoii^ 
tinned  imder  the  superintendence  of  the  Court ;  the  i^>> 
plication  of  the  rents  and  profits  being  from  time  to  time 
regulated  by  new  schemes. 

In  the  year  1813,  a  considerable  surplus  of  the  xents 
and  profits  having  accrued,  the  sum  of  1,600/.  was  iqypUed 
to  the  purchase  of  the  rectorial  tithes  of  the  WaXhtrdom 
and  Walkham  wood  farms ;  and  in  1815,  the  further  som 
of  1,515/.  7s.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  36a.  and 
38  p.  of  land,  with  a  new  built  brick  and  tiled  btm,  in 
the  parish  of  Quatford,  contiguous  to  the  lands  of  the 
HUl  House  Farm,  This  fiEmn  had  previously  gained  an 
addition  of  36 ▲.  la.  14 p.  under  the  Morfe indosure  act i 
and  on  the  Prior's  Ditton  indosure  in  1813,  an  aUotment 
of  10 A.  1 R.  2p.  was  awarded  to  the  StfdnaU  Farm.

The  tenants  respectively  hold  from  year  to  year,  and 
the  rents  are  varied  from  time  to  time,  mider  the  direc- 
tions of  the  Court,  as  circumstances  are  found  to  require. 

From  the  surplus  rents  and  profits  hefore  mentioned, 
there  remained  in  Court  on  the  25th  of  January,  1820,  at 
the  credit  of  the  cause,  and  on  the  trust  account,  tihe 
amount  of  9^394/.  7s,  6d,  three  per  cent,  consols,  and  in 
cash,  the  sum  of  1,093Z.  18^.  Id. ;  the  former  fund  afford- 
ing an  additional  income  of  2SlL  I6s,  7\d.  which,  with 
the  rents,  makes  a  total  annual  income  of  1,4722. 18«.  fid.

Which  scale  was  calculated  to  embrace  the  full  nnmber 
of  eighteen  acholora,  but  as  that  number  has  not  been 
completed,  the  aggregate  of  the  [lajioents  haK  not,  upon 
an  average  of  six  year^  ('ending  in  18 IS)  exceeded  the 
annual  sum  of  514/  Ip-aving  an  annual  surplus  of  itbout 
OlOl.  \Ti.  SJrf. 
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The  surplus  is  from  time  to  time  paid  into  Court,  after 
the  receiver's  smnual  accoimts  have  been  Examined,  and 
allowed  by  the  Master. 

The  elections  are  made  by  the  Dean  of  Christ  Churchy 
(the  College  to  which  the  exhibitioners  have  hitherto 
been  sent,)  or  his  deputy,  in  conjunction  with  justices 
of  the  peace  acting  within  the  hundreds  specified  by  the 
testator,  and  they  take  place  on  some  day  or  days  in  the 
month  of  August,  prefixed  by  the  Dean,  in  pursuance  of 
a  decree  of  the  Court,  made  in  1746.  The  vacancies  are 
filled  up,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  testator,  from 
the  respective  schools  in  which  they  occur,  if  such  schoole 
are  able  to  supply  them,  if  not,  they  are  filled  up  from  any 
other  of  the  said  schools,  by  virtue  of  a  decree  founded 
upon  the  Master's  report  of  the  11th  March,  1780. 

The  number  of  exhibitioners  which  the  several  schoob 
were  able  to  supply,  had  not,  upon  an  average  of  seven- 
teen years,  ending  in  1811,  exceeded  nine  in  each  year; 
but  since  that  time,  in  consequence  of  the  increased  allow- 
ance to  Under-graduates,  the  average  has  been  thirteen; 
of  these  one  only,  at  the  period  of  our  inquiry  in  Septem- 
ber, 1819,  was  from  the  school  of  Bridgnorth. 

The  Trustees  of  this  charity  claimed  exemption  firom 
the  property-tax  on  10,539^.  8^.  5d.,  three  per  cent,  con- 
sols. 


LosD  Crewe  (lerised  by  his  will,  that  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  his  estates  in  the  counties  of  NorlhuTnber- 
Umd  and  Darlmm,  the  sum  of  2Ql.  yearly  should  be  paid 
to  each  of  the  la>elvf  exkilntlaners  of  Lincoln  CoUfge,  in 
the  Univereity  of  Oxford,  "which  1  hare  already  named 
and  ^pointed,  or  which  I  shall  hereafter  name  or  ap- 
point,— and  to  each  and  every  of  (lEelee  exhibitioners  to 
b«  elected  and  chosen  after  my  decease,  as  herein-aftet 
mentioned,  who  shall  he  Under-graduate  Commoners  in 
Lineoln  College  aforesaid,  and  who  are  or  shall  be  natives 
of  the  diocese  of  Durham:  and  for  want  of  Bueli  natives, 
of  tiorHuUteTtonshin  or  Howdeasiirf,  in  the  county  of 
York,  or  of  LdceiUerakire,  and  particularly  of  the  pariah 
of  Nembold  Vtrilon,  or  of  the  diocese  of  Oxford,  whereof 
I  waa  formerly  Bixhop,  or  of  the  county  of  A'or('in»ip(Dn, 
in  which  county  I  was  horn.  And  my  will  is,  and  I  do 
hereby  direct,  that  such  exhibitioner  or  exhibitioners  by 
me  already  named  and  appointed,  or  to  bo  by  me  here- 
after named  and  ajipoiuted,  or  ujiim  any  other  vacancy 
or  vacancies  whatsoever,  shall  be  from  time  to  time,  and 
at  all  times  for  ever  after  my  ileceasr.  elected  and  chosen 
hy  the  Rector  and  FellowH  of  Lincoln  CoUfge  irforesaiil, 
for  the  time  being,  or  by  the  major  part  of  them,  and  to 
enjoy  the  said  exhibitions  or  annual  payments  for  eight

This  charity,  for  the  relief  of  Widows  and  Children  of 
loyal  and  orthodox  Clergymen,  was  incorporated  by 
King  Charles  II.,  and  is  possessed  of  landed  and  fdnded 
property,  which  produce  an  income  of  more  than  ISyOOOJL 
per  annum :  the  principal  part  of  which  is  distributed  (ia 
no  instance  exceeding  lOl.  per  annum  each)  to  the 
widows  and  maiden  daughters  of  clergymen.

Ward  of  Bread  Street 

Ma.  John  Lane,  citizen  and  grocer,  by  will  dated  the  Sik 
September  1670,  gave  to  seven  trustees  the  sum  of  60L 
per  annum,  out  of  his  estate,  for  sixty  years  nezt 
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his  death,  in  trust,  to  pay  yearly,  during  the  said  sixty 
years,  to  expend  out  of  the  same,  35/.,  and  among  other 
payments,  to  a  poor  scholar  at  one  of  the  Universitiefl, 
the  son  of  some  poor  freeman,  and  horn  within  the  city 
of  London,  51,  He  directed,  that  the  residue  of  the  501. 
should  he  deposited  in  the  hands  of  one  of  the  tnuteei^ 
to  he  chosen  hy  the  rest  of  them,  there  to  remain  till  it 
should  amount  to  50/.,  from  time  to  time ;  and  thai 
every  50/.  which  should  be  so  raised,  should  be  sucoes* 
sively  lent,  siratis,  to  some  poor  young  man,  inhabitii^. 
within  the  parish  of  AUhaUows,  Bread  Street,  or  withiir 
the  Ward  of  Bread  Street^  upon  such  security,  and  fat 
such  time,  as  his  trustees  should  think  fit,  provided  na 
one  man  should  have  any  sum  of  50/.  of  it  above  aevm. 
years,  nor  above  100/.  in  the  whole,  lent  unto  him  i  and 
when  all  the  monies  raised  out  of  the  sorpkuage  of  ilitt 
50/.  per  annum  should  amount  to  enough  to  poichaw 
the  inheritance  of  50/.  per  annum,  then  he  directed  that 
it  should  all  be  called  in,  and  laid  out  in  the  purchating 
of  50/.  per  annum,  in  the  names  of  his  trustees,  upon 
such  trusts,  and  to  be  so  employed,  as  the  50/.  per  tiw 
num  so  by  the  testator  given  as  aforesaid,  la  by  him  de- 
clared and  intended  to  be ;  and  he  directed,  that  on  the 
death  of  any  of  the  trustees,  the  interest  of  him  dying 
should  be  transferred,  by  the  survivors,  to  such  other 
person  as  the  surviving  trustees  should  from  time  to  time 
appoint. 

There  is  invested  m  the  Old  South  Sea  Annuities,  on 
this  trust,  1650/.  producing  an  annual  income  of  49/*  lOt. 
The  payments  directed  by  Mr.  Lane's  wiU  have  been 
constantly  made,  when  applied  for.  No  applicatioa  ha* 
been  made  for  the  acholarahip  linoe  1817i  and  the 
tees  adopt  no  means  to  invite  ^[^licatioiis  fior  the 
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S>UWii  ISiDttiition* 

St.  Sepulchre's  Parish, 

James  Shaw,  by  will  dated  5tli  May,  1630,  devised  after 
the  death  of  his  wife,  to  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardeiu  of 
the  Parish  of  St.  Sepulchre,  London,  and  to  tiheir  sacoes- 
sors  for  ever,  the  messuage  or  tenement  in  which  he  then 
lived,  and  which  he  had  purchased  of  Thomas  Smedley, 
to  the  intent  that  they  should  yearly  pay  to  the  Master, 
Wardens,  and  Commonalty  of  the  Company  of  Coid- 
wcdners,  out  of  the  rent  and  profits  thereof,  the  sum  of 
8^.  per  anniun,  to  be  employed  by  the  said  Company  for 
the  maintenance  of  two  scholars  at  the  Universities  of 
Cambridge  or  Oxford,  (as  see  Cordwainers  Compaimf) ;  and 
should  also  pay  other  8^.  to  the  finding  and  miiintnit^y^ 
of  two  other  scholars  in  one  of  the  said  two  UniversitiMy 
as  the  Vicar,  Churchwardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  the  said 
Parish  of  St.  Sepulchre  should  make  choice  of,  from  time 
to  time,  and  to  continue  from  five  years  to  five  years.  The 
exhibitioners  are  always  appointed  with  the  approbation 
of  the  Vicar. 


St.  Sepulchre's  Parish. 

John  Turner,  by  will  dated  8th  March  1677,  devised  to 
the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Sqml' 
chre,  in  London,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  one  annuity 
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or  yearly  rent-cbarge  of  Si,  dear  of  all  taxes,  to  be 
issuing  out  of  his  messuages,  lands,  and  premises,  in  the 
Parish  of  Stebonheaih,  alias  Stepnetf,  upon  trust  to  dis- 
pose thereof,  for  an  exhibition  towards  the  maintenance 
of  a  poor  scholar,  to  be  resident  in  one  of  the  Universi* 
ties  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  such  an  one  as  the  Vicar, 
ChurchMrardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  the  said  Parish,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  at  a  general  Vestry,  should  choose, 
to  continue  five  years,  to  such  poor  scholar,  if  he  should 
so  long  continue  in  one  of  the  said  Universities,  but  not 
otherwise ;  and  he  directed  that  any  part  of  the  sud  an- 
nuity, which  might  be  received  during  a  vacancy,  untif  a 
new  scholar  should  be  chosen,  shoidd  be  paid  .to  sudi 
new  scholar  at  the  time  of  his  electicm. 

This  annuity  is  received  from  the  Company  of  Fropti- 
etors  of  the  East-London  Water-^Dorki,  out  of  certain  pre- 
mises at  Stepney,  comprising  a  messuage  and  the  ground 
containing  the  reservoir,  formerly  bebnging  to  the  Wmt* 
Ham  WateT'Workt,  and  now  vested,  by  Act  of  Fttlianmit, 
in  the  East-London  Water-ioorki  Compamf,  subject  to  the 
above  charge. 

The  exhibition  is  constantly  kept  full,  and  the  appoint- 
ment is  made  by  the  Vestry. 


John  Wild,  of  Edmonton,  by  will  dated  12th  April  1662, 
devised  certain  premises  in  Edmonton,  freehold  and  copy- 
hold, particularly  described  in  the  will,  to  James  Win- 
stanley  and  others,  upon  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and  pro- 
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fits  thereof,  to  pay,  among  other  things,  3L  per  aiuniiiv 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  poor  scholar  in  the  Umversity 
of  Cambridge,  for  four  years  together ;  and  if  the  said 
scholar  shall  continue  longer,  for  three  years  more,  until 
he  shall  or  may  be  a  Master  of  Arts,  42.  a  year. 


John  Doddridge,  Esq.  by  his  will  bearing  date  20th 
January  1658,  gave  a  rent-charge  of  502.  a  year,  for  ever, 
clear  of  all  charges,  to  be  issuing  out  of  his  Rectory  of 
Fremington,  imto  John  Martin  the  elder,  Richard  Groe- 
sing,  and  John  Lovering  the  elder,  and  their  heirs,  ear- 
nestly desiring  them,  and  the  survivors,  and  survivor  of 
them,  to  cause  it  to  be  settled  by  good  advice  of  comueU 
for  the  use  of  a  lecturer  within  the  Parish  of  FremiKgtcm, 
for  ever. 

He  also  gave  to  the  trustees,  for  the  maintenance  of 
select  scholars  at  the  University,  according  to  the  mode 
drawn  up  by  Mr.  Poole,  and  other  godly  ministers,  the 
yearly  sum  of  102.  to  be  for  ever  issuing  out  of  his  said 
Rectory  of  Fremington. 

No  settlement  appears  to  have  been  made  by  Mr.  Dod- 
dridge's trustees,  for  the  support  of  the  above-mentioned 
lecture.  John  Lovering  is  stated  to  have  been  the  sur- 
vivor of  those  trustees,  from  whom  George  Acland  Bar- 
bor,  Esq.,  the  present  ky-impropriator  of  the  Rectory  of 
Fremington  is  descended. 

A  lecture  used  to  be  read  in  the  Parish  Church  of  JVe- 
mington,  every  Thursday,  in  respect  of  this  dooationf 
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till  near  the  end  of  the  last  eentory ;  the  Rev.  Chailet 
Hill,  a  former  Vicar  of  this  Parish,  who  appears  to  have 
died  before  the  year  1790,  used  to  o£Bciate  as  lecturer ; 
that  the  Rev.  Arthur  Barbor  afterwards  held  the  sitttb^ 
tion,  and  that  upon  that  gentleman's  going  to  India,  thieP 
Rev.  Samuel  Cook,  the  then  Vicar,  performed  the  ddties 
of  the  office,  receiving  from  him  a  portion  of  the  stipend. 
In  1798,  an  application  was  made  to  the  Comrt  of  King's 
Bench,  by  the  Rev.  John  Rowe,  for  a  mandamus  to  tiie 
Bishop  of  Exeter,  to  grant  a  license  to  Moi^as  having 
been  appointed  the  lecturer  under  this  gift,  in  1797*  by 
William  Barbor,  Esq.,  the  then  inq>ropriato  IMtoIr  w 
Fremington,  the  license  having  been  reftised  by  ik^Vkhop^ 
on  the  ground  that  the  Vicar,  (who  appears  to  bavi("bMi&' 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Cook,  before  mentioned,)  had  oljaeled 
to  the  applicant's  using  the  Ofanrch  for  the  puippest^rf' 
the  lecture. 

This  application  was  renewed  by  Mr.  Rowe,  in  180S ; 
Mr.  William  Barbor  having  died  in  1800,  and  having 
been  succeeded  in  the  Rectory  by  his  brother,  Geoige 
Barbor,  Esq.  The  proceedings  in  the  King's  Beiieh» 
upon  this  second  application,  are  detailed  in  the  seoofid 
volume  of  East's  Reports,  page  462.  The  Court  re- 
fused to  grant  the  mandamus,  upon  the  ground,  that  as ' 
there  was  no  inunemorial  custom  in  the  Pkurish,  to  ap* 
point  the  lecturer  to  the  use  of  the  Church,  without  the 
consent  of  the  Vicar,  but  on  the  contrary,  the  commence- 
ment  of  the  lectureship  was  shown  to  be  in  1658,  during 
the  suspension  of  the  episcopal  constitution,  and  there- 
fore it  could  not  have  been  founded  at  that  time,  with 
the  joint  consent  of  the  Bishop,  Rector,  and  l^car,  tiw 
applicant  could  show  no  legal  right  to  the  lectonship  | 
iind  that  it  would  be  to  no  eflbct  to  grant  a  mandnmw  Id 
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the  Bishop  to  license  such  lecturer,  when  he  bad  not  ob- 
tained the  Vicar's  consent  to  his  using  the  Church. 

•Subsequently  to  these  proceedings,  about  tho  year 
1803,  the  Rev.  John  Dene  was  appointed  by  the  befioc»> 
mentioned  George  Barbor,  Esq.  father  of  the  present 
George  Acland  Barbor,  Esq.,  to  the  lectureship,  Init  upon 
condition  that  he  should  never  read  the  lecture ;  and  Mr. 
Dene  has,  since  that  time,  received  the  stipend  of  66L 
per  annum,  from  the  late  and  present  impropriatar, 
without  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office,  u 
expressly  desired  by  the  founder.  It  is  to  be  regretted, 
that  his  intentions  for  the  benefit  of  the  parish,  are  thnt 
frustrated. 

The  before-mentioned  annuity  of  10^.  given  by  Mr. 
Doddridge's  will,  appears  to  have  been  intended  for  Uie 
maintenance  at  the  University,  of  scholars  of  a  particular 
description.  The  Rev.  John  Dene,  who  now  enjojrs  the 
stipend  of  the  lecture,  received  this  exhibition  of  102.  per 
annum  when  at  the  University.  The  Rev.  Edward 
Thompson  May  previously  received  the  same,  for  one 
year,  from  the  late  William  Barbor,  Esq. 
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William  Bampfield^  oiArUnffton,  in  the  e(nmtyo£De^ 
fxm,  clerk»  by  his  will  bearing  -date  14ih  August  1719# 
gave  to  his  nephews,  William  Bampfield  and  Edwaid 
Bampfield,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  aH  his  messuages^ 
lands,  &c,,  in  the  parish  of  Qoodleiffk,  in  the  county  of 
Devon,  upon  trust,  immediately  alter  his  decease,  from 
time  to  time,  and  at  all  limes,  for  ever,  to  employ  and 
expend  the  clear  rents  and  profits  thereof  in  maintain jng 
and  educating  a  boy  of  his  relation,  called  Bampfield,  at 
school,  until  such  boy  ^oidd  be  fit  to  be  remored  to  one 
of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  CaanMdge,  so  that  eadi 
boy  should  not  be  kept  at  school  beyond  the  age  of  nine* 
teen  years ;  and  when  such  boy,  at  or  before  such  Wfg^ 
should  be  fit  for  one  of  the  said  Universities,  then  to  eend 
him  thither,  and  to  admit  him  in  one  of  the  GoQegea  or 
Halls  thereof,  and  there  to  maintain  and  keep  him,  ont^f 
the  said  rents  and  profits,  for  the  space  of  mvm  jenM^ 
from  the  time  of  such  admittance,  and  no  longer  i  and  in 
regard  that  the  education  and  maintenance  of  a.  boy^st 
school  might  not  in  each  year  esdiaust  the  whole  rente 
and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  his  wUlwas,  that  the  soi^ 
plusage  thereof,  beyond  what  should  be  expended  in  the 
maintenance  of  such  boy  at  school,  should  be  em|>loyed 
towards  the  increase  of  his  maintenanee  at  the  Univer- 
sity ;  and  he  directed,  that  after  such  boy  should  have 
been  maintained  and  educated  at  school,  and  at  the  Uni.» 
versity  as  aforesaid,  for  seven  yean,  or  should  die,  wludi 
of  the  two  should  first  happen,  his  said  two  nqihewt^ 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  maintain  and  educate  ancM 
ther  boy,  of  his  blood  and  name  of  Bampfield,  in. like 
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manner  at  school,  and  at  one  of  the  Uniyenities,  out  of 
the  said  rents  and  profits,  and  under  such  restrictions  as 
aforesaid,  until  such  other  hoy  should  have  continued  in 
the  University  for  the  space  of  seven  years,  and  no  longer, 
or  should  die,  and  that  so  in  like  manner  one  of  his  name 
of  Bampfield  and  hlood  should  he  maintained  and  edu- 
cated at  one  of  the  Universities  for  such  time  as  afore- 
said, one  after  the  other,  for  ever;  and  in  ease  there  shemld 
not  be  any  boy  of  his  name  and  blood  that  should  be  capeihk 
and  Jit  for  such  education,  his  will  was,  that  his  said  two 
nephews,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  take,  maintain, 
and  keep  one  other  hoy,  such  as  they,  or  the  survirors  or 
survivor  of  them  for  the  time  heing,  should  think  most 
fit,  at  school,  and  at  the  University,  in  manner  aforesaid, 
and  under  the  same  terms  and  restrictions  as  aforesaid, 
hut  that  his  own  relations,  called  Bampfield,  should  al- 
ways he  preferred  hefore  any  other ;  and  he  also  gave  to 
his  said  two  nephews,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  his  mes- 
suages, lands,  &c.,  in  Meader\ford,  in  the  parish  of  Bam-' 
staple,  in  the  said  county  of  Devon,  upon  trust,  imme- 
diately after  his  decease,  to  employ  and  expend  the  dear 
rents  and  profits  thereof  in  assisting  to  maintain  and  edu- 
cate Thomas  Harris,  son  of  Thomas  Harris,  butcher,  of 
Barnstaple,  at  school,  and  at  one  of  the  Universities,  and 
afterwards  to  add  the  rents  and  profits  of  Meadet{ford  to 
those  of  Goodleigh,  for  the  better  maintenance  of  that  boy 
(whoever  he  should  be)  that  should  then  receive  that  be- 
nefaction, and  so  for  ever ;  and  he  directed  that  his  said 
two  nephews,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  and  the  survivors 
or  survivor  of  them,  after  his  decease,  should  yearly,  for 
ever,  give  and  deliver  an  accoimt,  imder  their  hands,  in 
writing,  in  the  chancel  of  the  parish  church  of  Arlington 
aforesaid,  unto  the  Rector  of  Easidown,  to  the  Rector  of 
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Bratton  Fleming,  and  to  the  Rector  of  Goodleigh,  for 
ever ;  and  that  whosoever  should  receive  benefit  by  his 
benefaction,  and  should  have  completed  his  course  both 
at  school  and  at  the  University,  and  should  have  tak^i 
his  Master  of  Arts  degree,  should  act  as  a  Trustee  with 
the  rest,  nominated  as  aforesaid,  and  after  his  death  the 
second,  and  after  him  the  third,  and  so  on  for  ever,  in 
hopes  that  they  would  promote  so  good  and  pious  a  de- 
sign, from  which  they  had  already  received  such  benefit ; 
and  he  allowed  10*.  every  year  to  be  deducted  out  of  the 
premises  to  be  expended  in  making  up  their  accounts,  for 
ever,  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands  in  Good- 
leigh  and  Barnstaple,  and  how,  to  whom,  and  in  what 
manner,  particularly,  they  the  said  William  Bampfield  and 
Edward  Bampfield,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  and  the  sur- 
vivors and  survivor  of  them,  should  employ  and  expend 
the  same;  and  he  directed  that  each  party  ot  parties 
should  sign  such  account  or  accounts ;  and  for  the  safe 
keeping  of  the  said  accounts,  his  will  was«  that  they 
should  leave  and  lodge  the  same  in  the  parish  church  of 
Arlington  aforesaid,  in  the  parish  chest  there,  togeth^ 
with  a  true  copy  of  his  will,  that  the  same  might  be  re- 
sorted to  upon  all  occasions,  to  the  end  that  his  gift 
might  not  be  misused,  misapplied,  or  lost;  and  he  di- 
rected that,  to  complete  his  benefaction,  his  executors 
should  lay  out  300/.  to  purchase  the  perpetual  donation 
of  some  benefice,  to  receive  a  scholar  of  his  name,  when 
his  time  of  seven  years  should  be  expired  in  one  of  the 
Universities,  and  he  had  taken  his  Master  of  Arts  degree* 
if  it  should  then  happen  to  fall,  or  whenever  it  should  do 
60,  or  for  want  of  one  of  his  name  and  family,  then  one 
who  should  be  elected  to  receive  benefit  by  his  bene- 
faction. 
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The  above-mentioned  Edward  Bampfield  having  died 
in  the  life-time  of  the  said  William  Bampfield  the  testi- 
tor,  he,  by  a  codicil  to  his  will  bearing  date  Sth  Januaij 
1720,  directed  that  the  300Z.  ordered  to  be  laid  out 
in  purchasing  the  perpetual  donation  of  a  benefice,  as 
above  mentioned,  should,  imtil  a  proper  purchase  coidd 
be  had,  be  put  out  at  interest  on  good  secority,  byliii 
nephew  and  executor,  William  Bampfield ;  and  that  the 
produce  and  advantage  that  should  be  made  thncof 
should,  together  with  the  said  300/.,  be  laid  out  m  the 
purchase  of  such  perpetual  donation,  when  a  proper  pur- 
chase could  be  found ;  and  he  also  directed  that  20t.  per 
annum,  instead  of  10;.,  should  be  deducted  out  of  the 
profits  of  the  estates,  and  expended  at  the  yeady  meeting 
of  the  Trustees,  if  they  should  think  fit ;  and  he  gave  to 
his  said  nephew,  William  Bampfield,  all  the  suma  of  mo- 
ney, lands,  &c.,  which  he  had  before  given  to  his  nepheVy 
EdMrard  Bampfield,  deceased ;  and  he  gave  to  Elinbdli 
Bampfield,  the  widow  of  his  nephew  Edward,  501.,  to  be 
paid  within  six  months  after  his  decease;  and  diieeted 
that  after  her  death,  the  said  sum  should  be  paid  by  her 
executor  or  administrator  to  his  executor  or  his  heiia,  and 
be  added  to  the  benefaction,  for  the  education  of  a  boy, 
as  mentioned  in  his  will,  provided  that  the  said  Kli—Tiw*:!! 
Bampfield  should  die  worth  so  much  money ;  and  he  di- 
rected that  the  young  timber  trees  then  growing  on  his 
tenement  at  Meadenford  should  be  preserved,  and  not  cut 
down  imtil  they  should  be  full  grown  and  proper  to  be 
felled ;  and  he  also  directed  that,  if  at  the  time  of  his  de- 
cease there  should  be  no  one  of  his  name  and  family  ca- 
pable and  willing  to  accept  of  the  benefaction  mentioned 
in  his  will,  his  cousin  Gregory  Tamlyn  should  have  the 
benefit  thereof,  as  soon  as  he  was  capable  an4  qualified  to 
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be  sent  to  a  Latin  school^  ezcqit  42.  per  annmiiy  whiek  he 
directed  sliould  be  distributed  among  his  poor  relatknii^ 
until  one  of  his  name  and  fiunily  should  be  capable  and 
willing  to  receive  it  $  and  that  xmtil  the  said  Gregory 
Tamlyn  should  be  sent  to  a  Latin  school^  the  rents  and 
profits  of  his  estates  in  Qoodloffk,  except  as  aforeaaidy 
should  be  preserved  for  the  greater  advantage  of  the  Mid 
benefaction,  and  of  the  said  Gregory  Tandyn»  when  be 
should  be  sent  there  $  and  he  qipointed  his  nq^hew, 
William  Bampfield,  his  sole  executor. 

The  testator  died  in  1720,  and  his  nephew  and  execo- 
tor,  William  Bampfield,  in  pursoanoe  of  the  direetiona  of 
the  above  abstracted  wiU  and  codicil,  pnrchaaed  the  ad* 
vowson  of  the  rectory  of  Braeffbrd,  'm  the  ooimty  of  Bi* 
von,  for  the  benefit  of  the  scholars  who  mig^be  edncated 
under  this  trust ;  that  he  continned  to  act  as  IVoitoa  of 
this  gift  till  about  the  year  1749>  when  he  became  ineft- 
pable  of  business;  and  that  Henry  Cardake,  who  ia  atiled 
in  the  proceedings  in  Chancery,  hernnaftermeBtiooedy  to 
have  married  Elizabeth  Bampfield,  the  dan^^itw  of  tiitt 
testator's  nephew,  William,  then  to<^  upon  hhnaslf  tlie 
trust,  and  continued  to  act  m  it  till  1757^  from  wlddi 
time  Henry  Carslake,  his  son,  acted  as  Tmatee  tSU  170O» 
when  he  died,  leaving  William  Ganilake,  hia  biodMr  and 
heir  at  law,  who  succeeded  to  the  tni8t,and  is  nowlinpg 
in  his  ninety-first  year. 

The  property  given  by  this  donor,  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  his  will,  consists  of:—     **^ 

1.  A  farm-house  and  oat-bmldingB,  and  abooi  fifty-taor 
acres  of  land,  called  BamgfiM§  NortUmgk,  and  WmUr^ 
knapp,  m  the  parish  of  Qoodleigk,  in  the  occiq[islkm  of 
John  Yeo,  under  a  lease  from  Mr.  ¥^Uiam  OsTriskHj  te 
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fourteen  years,  bearing  date  1st  September  1813^  ficm 
Lady-day  1814,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  742.,  the  tenant  co- 
venanting to  keep  the  premises  in  repair^  on  beiQg  aU 
lowed  rough  timber.  A  memorandum  is  endonnd  vpon 
this  lease,  signed  by  the  parties  thereto,  dated  9th  March 
1815,  stating,  that  previously  to  the  ezecuticm  of  ihe 
lease,  it  had  been  agreed,  that  in  consideration  of  the  re- 
duction in  the  value  of  the  produce  of  land,  the  xeot 
should  be  reduced  to  552.  10«.  from  the  Lady-day  ibea 
next,  subject  to  be  again  raised,  if  the  prices  of  the  pro* 
duce  of  land  should  increase.  In  1813  an  auctaoa  ivas 
held  for  letting  this  farm,  but  no  sufficient  offer  vis 
made,  and  Mr.  Courtenay  Gidley,  who  acted  as  solicitor 
for  Mr.  William  Carslake,  afterwards  came  to  an  agree- 
ment for  the  above-mentioned  lease  with  Mr.  Yeo,  who 
had  held  a  prior  lease  of  the  premises  for  fourteen  J9tn, 
from  1600,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  371,  subject  to  dedno- 
tions  for  repairs  and  taxes. 

•  2.  A  small  house  or  building,  and  16a.  3r.  2p.  of  hmd, 
called  Bampfield*8  Meadenford,  and  BMs  Toicmai/y'.in 
the  parish  of  Barnstaple,  in  the  occupation  of  William 
Parkin,  (with  the  exception  of  a  wood  called  Thrrst 
Wood  J  under  a  lease  from  Mr.  William  Carslake^  granted 
by  private  agreement,  bearing  date  14th  September  1820, 
for  fourteen  years  from  the  Lady-day  preceding,,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  30/.,  the  tenant  covenanting  to  repair  tha 
gates  and  fences,  on  being  allowed  rough  timber.  In 
1791  a  lease  of  these  premises  was  granted  for  fourteen 
years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  16/.  16«.,  subject  to  deduc- 
tions. In  1805  the  rent  was  increased  to  20/.,  and  in 
1812  they  were  let  to  William  Parkin,  the  present  tenant, 
on  a  lease  for  seven  years,  at  40/.  per  annum ;  bat  in 
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1815  a  memorandum  wa»  made  on  thut  lease,  as  hh  the 
case  of  the  Qoodleigh  property,  of  the  rent  being  rediieid 
from  40/.  to  30/. 

The  CommissionerB  for  inqoiring  into  Charities^  (^ 
serve  :— 

"  We  are  informed  that  flurther  allowanees  have  beeo 
made  to  the  tenants  out  of  their  rents,  beyond  the  above* 
mentioned  reductions,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  as- 
certain the  precise  amount  of  such  allowances. 

'*  We  are  not  enabled  to  state,  whether  the  sum  of  50IL^ 
given  by  the  donor  to  Elisabeth  Bampfield,  the  widow  of 
his  nephew  Edward,  for  her  life,  was  evor  v^iaid  by'lwr 
representatives,  to  be  added  to  this  benefiictioa. 

"  Mr.  William  Cardake,  who  has  acted  as  IVostee'  of 
this  gift  from  1760  to  the  present  time,  did  not,  aKhoc^ 
summoned  for  the  purpose  of  being  examined  lespeclliig 
his  management  ihereoi,  nppear  before  us;  bat  Mr» 
Courtenay  Gidley,  his  solicitor,  attended  on  his  belnHf 
and  stated,  that  in  his  opinion,  although  in  point  of  heaUil 
Mr.  Carslake  was  able  to  have  appeared  in  person,  his'fii*' 
culties  were  impaired  by  his  great  age,  and  that  he  waii 
not  in  a  fit  state  to  undergo  an  ezaminatioa. 

''  Mr.  Gidley,  on  behalf  of  his  client,  protested  against 
our  inquiry  into  this  case,  on  the  foUo^Rring  groands »— ^ 
1st.  That  the  trusts  of  the  donor's  will  were  not  created 
for  any  charitable  purpose.  2dly.  That  if  they  ate  tmste 
for  a  charitable  purpose,  they  cannot  operate  as  sueh; 
until  all  persons  of  the  testator's  name  and  blood  are 
tinct ;  and,  3dly.  That  siqyposing  this  gift  to  be  a 
rity,  it  is  exempted  from  our  investigatimi»  as  havfii|f 
special  visitors  i^ipointed  by  tiie  fbonder. 

"  The  first  object  of  the  donor  imdoobteifiy  was  di0 
education  of  boys,  in  snccessiop  of  his  name  and  Moodr 
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but  in  case  of  there  being,  from  time  to  time,  no  boj  ao 
qualified,  c^Mible  and  fit  to  receive  this  benefit*  he  di- 
rected the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estates  given  by  him  to 
be  applied  for  the  education  of  such  other  boy  as  hii 
Trustees  should  think  fit.  We  apprehend,  therefon^ 
that  his  donation  must  be  considered  a  charity  for  ednea- 
tion,  with  a  preference  given  to  the  donor's  relatioiii 
bearing  the  name  of  Bampfield;  and  it  appears  to  ii% 
that  the  donor's  directions,  that  yearly  accounts  Bhoidd 
be  rendered  to  the  rectors  of  the  parishes  mentioned  in 
his  will,  did  not  invest  those  incumbents  with  inch  a  vi- 
sitatorial power  as  is  sufficient  to  exclude  the  case  finom 
our  investigation. 

''  We  are  informed,  that  previously  to  the  time  of  Bfr. 
William  Carslake's  taking  upon  himself  this  trust,  leveral 
persons  of  the  donor's  name  and  family  were  snceewively 
educated  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  oi  the  estatea  given 
by  him  for  that  purpose,  but  we  have  seen  no  acconnti 
relating  to  this  gift  prior  to  1760,  nor  can  we  learn  that 
any  accounts  have  ever  been  delivered  to  the  rectors  of 
the  three  parishes  mentioned  in  the  donor's  will,  or  depo* 
sited  in  Arlington  church,  according  to  lus  directions. 

''About  the  year  1783,  Mr.  William  Garslake  i^ 
pointed  John  Bampfield,  one  of  the  name  and  blood  ol 
the  donor,  to  be  educated  under  the  trust,  who  was  sent 
to  school,  and  afterwards  to  the  University  of  (k^fbrd, 
and  continued  to  receive  payments  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  trust  estates  till  1802,  when  he  was  pre- 
sented to  the  before-mentioned  rectory  of  Bra^^brd,  d 
which  he  is  now  the  incumbent. 

"  In  1801,  Henry  Joseph  Carslake,  the  nephew  of  Mr* 
William  Garslake,  (there  being  then  no  person  of  the  do- 
nor's name  and  blood  capable  of  enjoying  the  benefit  of 
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this  gift,)  was,  with  the  consent  of  Mr.  William  Onsr 
lake,  placed  by  his  father,  Bampfield  Caralake,  at  schodU 
to  be  educated  under  this  tmst,  and  a  considerable  ex- 
pense was  incurred  in  such  education  hj  his  &ther,  un- 
der the  expectation  of  being  reimbursed  by  Mr.  ^HUiam 
Garslake,  which  the  latter  refused  to  do;  in  consequence 
of  which  a  bill  was  filed  against  him  in  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  by  the  said  Bampfidd  Cardake  and  his  son, 
Henry  Joseph,  (then  an  in&nt,)  and  in  1805,  after  the 
defendant  had  put  in  his  answer,  the  matters  in  ^flforenoe 
were  referred  to  a  barrister,  who,  in  August  1806,  awarded 
that  the  defendant  should  pay  to  the  pkiudfl^  Bampfield 
Carslake,  ISO/.,  as  being  at  least  the  sum  which  the  aibi- 
trator  found  that  the  former  ought  to  have  impropriated 
out  of  the  trust  estate  to  the  education  of  the  said  infinit 
plaintifi*,  from  1801  to  the  time  of  the  referenoey  and  tint 
the  defendant  should,  during  the  time  which,  confoimablj 
to  the  trusts  of  the  before-mentioned  wiU,  shoiild  be  !•• 
quired  for  perfecting  his  education,  keep  the  said  infiort 
at  school,  and  afterwards  send  him  to  the  UniTersity,  and 
in  all  respects  fulfil  the  duties  of  the  trusti  and  the  arfal- 
trator  also  directed  that  the  defendant  should  pay  the 
costs  of  the  suit  in  Chancery.  The  sum  awarded  l^  the 
arbitrator  was  paid  by  the  defendant,  the  account  thereof, 
including  the  rents  of  the  trust  estate  to  Lady-day  1806, 
being  settled  in  January  1807.  Farther  advances  were 
made  by  Mr.  William  Carslake  for  Henry  Josef^  Cart- 
lake's  education  at  sdiool,  till  about  1810,  when  the  in- 
tention of  sending  him  to  the  UniTersity  was  abandoned, 
and  be  was  apprenticed  to  a  suigeon. 
.  '<In  1811,  John  Caiabke  Duncan  Yuk,  being  of  the 
age  of  nine  years,  the  son  of  Captain  John  Yule,  whose 
wife  is  the  sistor  of  the  said  Henry  Joseph  Cardake,  and 
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niece  of  the  said  William  Carslake,  was  appointed  by  the 
latter  to  be  educated  under  this  trust,  and  placed  at 
school.  Mr.  William  Carslake  dischaiged  the  ezpenaei 
of  his  first  year's  education,  but  refused  to  pay  the  school^ 
master's  bill  for  the  second  year;  in  consequence  of  wfakh 
an  action  was  commenced  against  him,  and  in  1813  he 
wrote  a  letter  to  Captain  Yule,  stating  that  he  claimed 
the  estates  left  by  the  Rev.  William  Bampfidd  as  hii 
own  property.  This  claim,  however,  was  immediately 
afterwards  abandoned,  and  Mr.  William  Carslake  con* 
tinned  to  pay  the  school  expenses  of  Captain  Yule's  son 
till  1821,  since  which  time  he  has  paid  some  expenses  in* 
curred  in  the  farther  prosecution  of  the  education  of  this 
young  man,  and  he  has  also,  with  the  exception  of  the 
first  three  or  four  years  after  the  commencement  of  his 
education  under  the  trust,  provided  clothing  for  him.  At 
the  time  of  our  investigation,  (August  1823,)  Mr.  John 
Carslake  Duncan  Yule  had  been  entered  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Camlnidge,  and  we  were  informed  that  Mr.  Caifrr 
lake  had  undertaken  to  provide  him  with  funds  sufficient 
to  enable  him  to  reside  there  in  the  October  following. 

'*  The  only  accounts  that  we  have  seen,  relating  to  the 
receipts  and  expenditure  on  account  of  this  trust,  are 
contained  in  two  books  produced  to  us  by  Captain  Yule, 
which  he  states  that  he  received  from  Mr.  William  Cars- 
lake  some  years  since,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  what 
sums  had  been  expended  in  the  education  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  Rev.  John  Bampfield,  and  which  books  were 
afterwards  the  subject  of  an  action  of  trover,  brought 
against  Captain  Yide  by  Mr.  William  Carslake,  in  which 
the  latter  recovered  201.  damages. 

'^  From  these  accounts,  which  do  not  appear  to  have 
been  regularly^kept,  or  to  have  undergone  any  examinac 
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tion  or  audit,  and  of  the  accuracy  of  wliicli  we  can  fonn 
no  opinion,  it  is  to  be  collected,  that  the  dear  rents  of 
the  trust  estates  received  by  Mr.  William  Carslake^  from 
1760  to  1803,  amounted  to  9862.  10^.  Bid,,  and  that  the 
sums  expended  by  him  for  the  benefit  of  the  Rev.  John 
Bampfield,from  1783  to  1802,  amounted  to  1,0752. 15f.3dl» 
thus  exceeding  the  receipts,  during  the  first-mentioned 
period,  by  89/.  4f.  W. ;  but  a  considerahle  part  of  this 
expenditure  appears  to  have  been  incurred  after  this  gen- 
tleman had  been  seven  years  at  the  University,  at  which 
time,  under  the  provisions  of  the  donor's  will^  his  claim 
to  any  benefit  from  the  trust  frmd  ceased. 

"  We  have  not  been  furnished  with  any  statement  of 
the  sums  expended  on  Mr.  Henry  Joseph  Cardake's  edn- 
cation,  but  the  accounts  between  him  and  the  Trustee 
may  perhaps  be  considered  as  having  been  settled  andar 
the  award,  to  1806,  and  frurther  sums  were  e»pended  on 
his  account  till  1810. 

"  It  was  at  least  to  be  expected,  that  an  aeeonnt  mig^ 
be  produced  to  us  of  the  sums  expended  frnr  the  education 
and  maintenance  of  Mr.  John  Carslake  Duncan  Ynle» 
from  1811  to  the  present  time ;  but  Mr.  CHdley  infonus 
us,  that,  although  Mr.  Carslake  has  frnrnished  him  wiUi 
some  papers  and  vouchers  showing  the  ^^fication  of 
parts  of  the  rents  of  the  trust  estate,  theie  doeomflnts 
are  not  sufficient  to  enable  him  to  n^ake  out  a  rq^ular  ac- 
count. 

"  llie  donor,  by  his  codicil,  dhrected  that  the  timbor 
on  his  tenement  at  Meadei^brd  should  not  be  eat  down 
till  it  arrived  at  maturity,  but  no  specific  provision  ww 
thereby  made  for  the  application  of  the  produoe  of  the 
tim))er,  when  in  a  fit  state  to  be  feOed.  About  the  year 
1805,  timber  was  cut  on  the  trust  estates,  and  sold  liy 
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•Mr.  William  Carslake,  producing,  after  the  payment  M 
the  expenses  of  the  sale,  177^-  3^.  4(7.  We  are  infoniied 
that  this  sum  was  invested  in  the  funds ;  that  the  stock 
thus  purchased  was  afterwards  sold ;  and  that,  in  1810^ 
the  sum  of  150/.  was  applied  hy  Mr.  William  Cardake,  in 
payment  of  a  premium  on  the  before-mentioned  Henry 
Joseph  Garslake's  being  placed  as  an  apprentice  with  t 
surgeon.  This  application  of  part  of  the  produce  of  the 
timber,  does  not  appear  to  us  to  have  been  in  conformity 
with  the  intentions  of  the  donor,  being  for  the  benefit  of 
a  person  who  had  been  originally  intended  to  receive  the 
full  advantage  of  education  at  school,  and  at  the  Univer- 
sity, under  this  gift,  but  who  had  relinquished  his  daim 
to  the  completion  of  that  course  of  education.  No  ac- 
count has  been  given  to  us  of  the  application  of  the  reaidne 
of  the  money  produced  by  the  sale  of  timber. 

'^  In  detailing  the  circumstances  relating  to  the  ma- 
nagement of  this  trust,  we  have  been  unavoidably  led  to 
allude  to  the  differences  which  have  occurred  between  the 
present  Trustee  and  his  relatives. 

"  We  are  informed  by  Mr.  Gidley,  that  Mr.  William 
Carslake  is  willing  to  convey  the  trust  premises,  the  liigal 
estate  of  which  is  vested  in  him  as  the  heir  of  l/^nniam 
Bampfield,  the  donor's  nephew,  to  some  person  of  the 
donor's  family,  upon  the  above-mentioned  trusts.  No 
power  was  given  by  the  donor  to  his  nephew  or  his  heiia 
to  appoint  other  Trustees ;  and  it  appears  to  have  been 
his  intention,  that  the  persons  who  should  reoeiye  the 
benefit  of  education  at  school  and  the  University,  un- 
der this  gift,  should  successively  act  as  Trustees  thereof 
but  we  cannot  learn  that  any  of  these  persons  have  inter- 
fered in  the  management  of  the  trust.  We  apprehend, 
that  if  any  appointment  of  Trustees  shall  take  placfy  it 
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ought  in  strictness  to  be  made  under  the  directions  of 
the  Court  of  Chancery. 

**  It  will  be  seen,  from  what  has  been  stated,  there  has 
been  much  irregularity  in  the  manner  in  which  this  trust 
has  been  conducted,  and  particularly,  that  the  mode 
pointed  out  by  the  donor,  for  making  annual  accounts 
and  depositing  them  in  Arlington  Churchy  in  order  to 
prevent  a  misapplication  of  his  gift,  has  been  wholly  dis- 
regarded. Whether  the  trust  estates  may  have  been  at 
all  times  let  to  the  best  advantage,  and  whether  the  sums 
paid  by  Mr.  William  Carslake,  for  the  benefit  of  several 
persons  who  have  received  education  under  this  donation, 
may  or  may  not  have  been  equal  to  the  whole  of  the  dear 
rents  and  profits  received  by  him,  are  points  upon  which 
the  deficiency  of  our  information,  arising  from  the  causes 
before  assigned,  does  not  enable  us  to  form  a  correct 
opinion." 


Beloved  Wilkes,  of  the  parish  of  Wick  and  Abson,  by 
his  will  dated  15th  September,  1722,  after  expressing  his 
desire  that  his  servant,  Ann  Cope,  should  enjoy  all  that 
part  of  his  dwelling-house,  which  he  had  excepted  in  a 
lease  then  lately  granted  by  him,  and  reserved  to  his  own 
use,  as  long  as  she  lived  and  remained  unmarried,  gave 
to  his  brother,  Francis  Wilkes,  after  the  decease  of  the 
said  Ann  Cope,  the  said  part  of  his  dwelling-house  for 
his  life,  and  all  the  rest  and  residue  of  his  said  dwelling- 
house,  with  the  out-houses,  gardens,  orchards,  and  ap« 
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purtenances,  and  also  those  several  closes  of  meBdaw  and 
pasture  to  the  same  messuage  belonging,  viz.  the  Home 
Close,  the  Island,  DavicPs  Mead,  the  Sheep  hecuse,  M6U- 
berry,  and  AUoms,  to  hold  to  him  the  said  Francis  WiDceB, 
and  the  heirs  of  his  body,  for  ever,  subject  as  therein 
mentioned ;  and  if  his  said  brother  Francis  should  die, 
and  leave  no  issue  of  his  body,  then  he  gave  the  mne 
premises  imto  Aaron  Strange  therein  mentioned,  and  to 
the  Ministers  of  Pucklechurch  and  Deynton,  in  the  comity 
of  Gloucester,  for  the  time  being,  for  and  during  the  life 
of  the  said  Aaron  Strange,  and  after  his  decease  to  the 
Ministers  of  Puckleckurch,  Deynton,  and  Dirham  afore- 
said, and  their  successors  for  ever,  upon  trust,  to  employ 
155.  a  year,  for  a  dinner  at  his  dwelling-house  for  them- 
selves and  the  said  Ann  Cope,  and  the  widows  heran- 
after  mentioned,  and  also  the  tenant  of  his  said  estate, 
and  his  wife,  once  in  every  year,  as  his  said  tmateei 
should  think  most  convenient  for  their  meeting,  and 
taking  care  that  his  >vill  should  be  duly  performed ;  and 
he  directed,  that  from  and  after  the  death  of  his  brother 
Francis,  and  the  said  Ann  Cope,  his  trustees  should  elect 
two  poor  widows  of  some  Ministers  of  the  Church  of 
England,  and  place  them  in  that  part  of  his  said  dweUing- 
house,  which  he  had  appointed  for  the  said  Ann  Cope  to 
live  in,  and  should  pay  to  such  poor  widows,  out  of  the 
rents  of  the  said  estate,  the  dear  yearly  sum  of  lOl.  a 
piece,  so  long  as  they  should  live,  and  should  allow  to 
such  widows  half  a  load  of  coal  a  piece  yearly,  and  such 
wood  for  their  firing  as  might  be  conveniently  cut  upon 
the  said  estate,  without  doing  any  damage  or  spoil;  and 
that  as  often  as  either  of  the  said  widows,  that  should  be 
placed  in  the  said  dwelling-house  should  die,  his  trustees 
should  elect  another  widow  in  her  room,  and  so  keep  up

the  said  number  of  two  such  widows  for  ever ;  and  that 
in  case  such  widows  could  not  agree  to  live  together  in 
the  said  dwelling-house,  then  either  of  them  might  live 
elsewhere,  paying  her  own  house-rent,  and  furnishing 
herself  with  wood  and  coal  at  her  own  expense. 

And  the  said  testator  directed  that  his  trustees  shouldi 
as  soon  as  the  yearly  overplus  and  remainder  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  his  said  estate  should  amount  to  a  sum  suffix 
dent  for  that  purpose,  purchase  to  them  and  their  succes- 
sors, the  Ministers  of  Pucklechurch,  Deynton,  and  Dirham 
aforesaid,  lands  of  the  said  yearly  value  of  201.,  lying  as 
near  his  estate  before  mentioned,  as  could  conveniently  be 
gotten  J  and  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  such  lands,  when 
purchased,  together  with  the  yearly  overplus  of  the  rents 
of  his  said  land,  should  be  emploged  by  his  said  trustees  in 
the  following  manner,  viz.,  that  they  should  pay  lOs.  a 
year  for  ever  to  the  minister  of  Deynton  aforesaid,  for  the 
time  being,  or  to  some  other  able  man,  whom  he  should 
appoint,  for  a  Sermon  to  be  preached  every  year,  in  tllb 
church  of  Deynton,  on  Easter-Monday,  and  should  employ 
the  residue  thereof,  for  ever,  for  the  maintenance,  educa- 
Hon,  schooling,  and  qualifying  for  putting  to  and  keeping 
at  Oxford  of  a  lad,  in  order  to  make  him  a  minister  of  the 
Church  of  England,  which  said  lad,  he  directed  his  said 
trustees  should  choose  out  of  the  parishes  of  Wick  and 
Abson,  Pucklechurch,  Deynton,  and  Dirham,  and  of  suck 
parents  wfio  were  not  of  ability  to  give  him  such  mainte- 
nance and  education;  and  that  they  should  not  choose  one 
of  their  own  sons;  and  thai  when,  and  as  soon  us  such 
person  should  have  taken  the  degree  qf  a  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
or  before,  if  the  income  thereby  appointed  for  the  purpose 
would  admit,  his  said  trustees  should  elect  another  lad  as 
aforesaid,  and  maintain,  and  educate,  and  keep  him  at 
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(hford,  in  the  same  nuanner,  and  so  im  like  mmmer  for 
ever* 

And  the  said  testator  appointed  his  brother,  Fnuods 
Wilkes,  to  be  executor  of  his  said  will. 

Francis  Wilkes,  the  first  devisee  in  the  above-men- 
tioned will,  died  without  issue,  and  the  estate  so  left  hj 
the  said  testator,  became  vested  in  his  trustees,  agreeaUj 
to  his  disposition  thereof,  and  has  ever  since  been  nndor 
the  control  and  management  of  the  three  Ministers  of  the 
parishes  of  Pucklechurch,  Deynton,  and  Dirham  aforesaid. 

In  the  account-book  kept  by  the  trustees  of  this  cha- 
rity, there  is  a  memorandum  to  the  following  eSdct,  viif 
"  That  on  Saturday,  21st  September  1745,  the  Rev.  Air. 
Henry  Gandy,  Minister  of  Pucklechurch,  and  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Thomas  Coker,  Minister  of  DeytUou,  and  Aaron 
Strange,  Schoolmaster,  the  three  then  trustees  of  Mr. 
Wilkes's  charity,  met  together  at  the  late  dweUing-booee 
of  the  said  Mr.  Wilkes,  in  the  said  parish  of  Wiek  and 
Abson,  and  began  to  act  in  the  said  charity,  pursuant  to 
the  trusts  in  them  reposed,  and  had  a  dinner  for  them- 
selves, and  for  the  tenant  Thomas  Strange,  and  his  wifi^ 
and  Ann  Cope." 

The  trustees  have  not  applied  any  part  of  the  proceeds 
of  this  estate  to  the  purchase  of  other  lands,  to  be 
nexed  to  the  original  donation,  but  the  lands  so 
by  the  said  will  appear  to  be  still  in  the  possession  of  such 
trustees ;  and  in  the  year  1750,  a  plan  of  the  different 
closes  was  made,  according  to  a  regular  survey  and  mea- 
surement thereof,  whereby  it  appears  that  the  quantity 
then  was  30a.  1r.  19p<>  independently  of  the  house,  the 
garden,  and  the  upper  and  lower  barton.  By  a  recent 
survey,  made  in  1813,  which  includes  the  house,  and  the 
premises  immediately  around  it,  the  property  is  made  to 
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amount  to  31a.  1r.  13p.    The  pareetey  according  to  tiift

It  may  be  proper  to  notice,  as  to  the  locality  of  iha 
premises,  the  whole  of  which  are  stated,  in  the  old  snr^ 
vey,  to  be  in  the  parish  of  Wiek  and  Abstm,  that  a  moit 
accurate  inquiry  has  ascertained,  that  certain  parta  of 
what  are  called  YaUoms  and  MoUherry,  are  situate  in  the 
parish  of  Ikynton, 

The  estate  so  left  by  Mr.  Wilkes,  has  been  ahray*  M 
to  one  tenant,  and  usually  npon  leases  for  seven  yMoM^ 
and  the  same  has  always  been  kept  in  a  state  of  paatuigei 
agreeably  to  the  injunctions  of  the  wilL 

The  earliest  rent  was  452.,  which  was  eondmied  tD 
about  the  year  1778,  whoi  it  was  ndsed  to  SOIL  In  1814 
it  was  again  raised  to  802.,  at  which  amonnt  it  rwniineJ 
till  Lady-day  1816,  when  it  was  necessarily  redoeed  to 
701.  per  annum,  which  has  been  the  rent  ever  sinee. 

All  the  above  funds  remain  in  the  names  of  the  Rev. 
Geoi^ge  Swayne,  as  the  Minister  of  Fwcldeehmreh  and 
Dirham,  and  the  Rev.  Peter  Gunning,  as  the  Minister  of 
Deynton. 

Soon  qfUr  the  eommencewimit  f)f  ikU  ekarUf,  «  awpfat 
of  the  rents  and  prcfits,  beyond  what  the  objectM  rtqmrei, 
accrued,  but  that  ewrpilui  iDot  mot  Imd  oni  in  the  pwnhmm 
of  land,  on  account  of  the  igpente  mtd  d^ftewUy  if  trmi9 
mitting  it  to  the  eneeesike  menmbeniB  ef  the  Uvinpe,  «Mil 
eurpku  ha$  thertfore  been  atiemmmhtiny,  emdfnm  Ome  la 
time  invested  in  the  fkmds,    B  ^fP^t^  <iw  t9  kmfe  heem 
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considered  by  the  trustees,  that  they  vxmld  Hot  haoeh$m 
warranted  to  carry  into  effect,  that  part  qf  the  wiU  wMek 
provides  for  the  maintenance  of  a  young  man  at  Cothge, 
until  apurchase  could  be  made  of  land,  as  the  wiU  directed. 
These  circumstances  have  increased  the  amomU  qftke  stock, 
at  the  last  audit,  January  1826,  to  the  sum  qf6,606L  3f.  9i, 
three  per  cent,  consols,  leaving  a  balance  qf  4401.  m  ike 
hands  of  the  trustees  ;  since  which  time,  an  additiomUMmm  qf 
400/.  has  been  purchased  in  the  same  stodk,  makimg  ike 
total  amount  qf  stock,  arising  from  accumulatiom  qf  eat' 
plus,  6,0051  3s,  9d. 

Two  widows  of  clergymen,  properly  selected*  have 
always  received  the  10/.  each  under  Mr.  Wilkea's  wiD, 
but  only  one  widow  was  ever  disposed  to  live  in  the  houM^ 
so  as  to  entitle  herself  to  the  benefit  of  firing  and  woodi 
that  part  of  the  charity  has,  therefore,  not  been  made  avail- 
able. The  same  two  widows  have  also  received  the  benOf 
factions  coming  to  them  under  the  wills  of  the  Rev. 
Peter  Grand  and  Thomas  Coker,  being  generally  about 
6/.  ISs.  5d,  each. 

The  trustees  have  applied  to  the  Court  qf  Chancery  fat 
directions  how  to  dispose  of  this  large  surplus. 


PsTBR  Symonds  by  will,  bearing  date  24th  April  1586, 
gave  his  manor  and  lordship,  called  Ingleby,  in  the  pariah 
of  Chadwell,  in  the  county  of  Essex,  and  all  his  laoda  in 
West-Ham,  in  Essex,  called  Trinity  Marsh,  with  the 
rents,  profits,  and  commodities  thereunto  bdonging^  after 
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the  death  of  his  wife»  to  Mr.  Bilson,  Warden  of  the  Km 
College,  in  Winchegter,  the  testator's  brother^  WUUam 
Symonds,  and  four  others^  and  their  heirs  as  ieo£EeeSy  m 
trust,  that  they  should  ohtain  a  license  finxn  the  Queen, 
for  an  Hospital  to  he  erected  in  WmckefUr,  and  an  Act'  Xd 
Parliament  for  the  confirmation  of  the  same.  And  he 
directed,  that  in  his  Hospital,  which  should  be  eallad 
Ckrisfs  Hoipital,  or  by  any  other  name  which  should 
seem  good  to  his  feofSBm,  there  should  be  mamtiwied 
continually,  for  ever,  six  poor  old  and  nmnanied  nea, 
and  four  poor  young  children;  and  be  further  direeted» 
that  besides  his  Hospital,  there  ehmldbeftmmd  md  tfUe 
eaid  lands,  every  year  for  etfer,  two  poor  eMUn,  He  eae 
tn  Oxford,  the  other  in  Cambridge,  that  ^UmM  ttndyt^ 
preach  God^s  word;  all  which  his  lands,  being  tbrse* 
score  pounds  by  the  year,  he  hoped  would  perform.  And 
the  testator  further  directed,  for  the  goremment  sod 
order  of  the  said  Hospital,  that  there  should  be  choi— , 
and  should  always  be,  one  worshipftd  person,  called  tha 
conservator,  and  six  others  of  the  best  and  duefeet  in  th* 
city  of  Winchester,  that  should  be  governors,  and  so 
should  be  called,  which  seven  persons  should  lemain  m 
that  government  during  their  lives,  if  they  should  deal 
painfully,  carefully,  and  justly  in  that  charge ;  bat  if  by 
experience  these  persons  should  think  it  convenient  to 
alter  the  governors  once  in  four  or  five  years,  he  referred 
the  same  to  their  discretion.  And  be  dnected,  that  tho 
conservator,  from  time  to  time,  should  be  Warden  of  tho 
New  College  of  Wineheeter,  and  that  of  the  six  govegnori, 
two  should  be  of  those  citiiene  who  should  Inve  bone 
the  office  of  Mayor  of  that  city,  and  the  othevfour,  of  th* 
most  substantial  and  honest  citisene  that  should  not  bsve 
borne  that  office.    And  be  dhneetnd,  that  lUL  ihaoU  b«

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paid  out  of  his  lands,  yearly,  for  ever,  to  the  Mayon  of 
the  two  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  s  that  is 
to  say,  5/.  10^.  every  year  to  each  University,  to  find  in 
each  of  the  same  Universities  one  poor  scholar  studying 
divinity,  who  should  he  elected  hy  persons  from  each 
College,  (for  which  elections  particular  directions  wcfs 
given  in  the  will) ;  and  that  the  odd  ten  shillings  pff 
anniun,  should  he  reserved  hy  the  Mayor  of  each  Uai* 
versity,  for  a  dinner  at  such  election. 

The  will  extends  to  great  length,  and  contains  varioos 
other  minor  regulations  for  the  management  of  the  Hos- 
pital hy  the  conservator  and  governors. 

Amongst  the  regulations  for  the  management  of  tfais 
trust,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  treasurer  should  pay  an- 
nually, out  of  the  rents  of  the  Hospital,  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  two  poor  scholars  in  the  two  Universities  of 
Oxford  and  Cambridge,  5/.  to  each,  to  he  paid  qnarteriy  f 
that  the  scholars  receiving  the  exhihition  should  he  stu- 
dents in  divinity,  the  one  residing  at  Os^ord,  the  other 
at  Cambridge,  and  should  he  chosen  hy  the  Mayor,  Re- 
corder, Bailiffs,  and  Commonalty,  out  of  such  candidates 
as  should  he  recommended  to  them  hy  the  conservator 
for  the  time  heing ;  that  the  said  scholars  should  he  re- 
spectively entitled  to,  and  he  paid  the  said  exhihition  for 
four  years,  and  no  longer,  from  the  time  of  nomination 
thereto ;  and  that  in  case  any  such  scholar  should,  hefote 
the  end  of  such  foiir  years,  he  admitted  into  Deacon's 
orders,  the  said  exhihition  should  he  no  longer  payable 
to  such  scholar. 

The  annual  payments  to  two  scholars  of  Oa^fbrd  and 
Cambridge,  who  are  elected,  and  continue  to  hold  their 
exhibitions  in  conformity  with  the  statutes  of  1793,  were, 
in  1804,  raised  from  5h  to  10/.  each. 


Joseph  Cooke,  of  Spaatiom,  in  the  eousktj  of  Smuefmt, 
Clerk,  by  his  will  dated  19th  July  170S,  gave  unto  Nap 
thaniel  Palmer,  and  others  therein  named,  all  his  lands  of 
inheritance,  and  all  and  singular  his  messuageSy'and  se* 
vend  pieces  of  land,  which  he  held  and  enjoyed,  either  in 
his  own  possession,  or  in  the  possession  of  any  other 
person  or  persons  to  his  use ;  to  hold  to  them  and  their 
successors,  to  be  chosen  according  to  his  said  will,  £or 
1,000  years,  at  a  pepper-corn  rent,  in  trust,  among  other 
things,  that  his  said  trustees  should  elect  two  hopeful 
young  scholars,  bom  and  inhabiting  within  the  Deaqvy 
of  Bridgewater,  such  as  were  fitted  for  the  Univeiaitgr, 
and  to  pay  to  each  of  them  an  annuity  of  6JL  a  year,  for 
the  term  of  seven  years  after  their  election,  pronded  thej 
constantly  resided  in  the  Uniyersity  of  Oi^brd,  and  di&* 
gently  applied  themselvee  to  the  study  of  good  learntBg 
in  some  College  or  Hall  in  the  said  Uni?ersifcy,  thej 
bringing  every  year  a  certificate  £rom  the  goranon  of 
the  said  College  or  Hall  of  their  civility  and  atnd^i  and 
he  directed  the  said  feoffees,  in  the  election,  to  make 
choice  of  the  sons  of  poor  Ministers,  in  the  said  Deanery, 
before  others,  if  they  should  be  equally  qualified  i  and 
upon  the  expiration  of  the  said  term  of  seven  years,  or  at 
the  death,  non-residence,  mMft-profidency,  or  lU  behaviour 
of  the  said  two  schdars,  or  either  of  tfasm,  the  truateea 
were  to  choose  others,  qualified  as  before,  to  receive  tiia 
said  annuity,  and  so  tatiet  qMotie$. 

There  are  usually  two  eifaibitionera  at  Oi(fbrd,  wp^ 
pointed  by  the  tnuteee,  receiving  the  benefit  ol  thia  ci»> 
rity.

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RicHABD  Huish  by  his  will,  bearing  date  SOtli  Januaiy 
1615,  declared  that  it  was  his  intention  to  employ  and 
dispose  of  his  property  for  relief  of  such  as  were  conifbit- 
less ;  and  had,  in  their  lives  and  vocations,  served  and 
feared  God ;  and  that  he  then  proposed  to  employ  the 
best  part  of  his  substance  in  erecting  some  Ho^ital  for 
the  succour  and  relieving  of  thirteen  poor  and  aged  men, 
&c.  &c. ;  which  said  Hospital,  his  will  was,  should  be 
built,  and  which  he  had  almost  fmished,  within  the  said 
town  and  borough  of  Taunton  in  the  Lane,  tliere  caDed 
Maudtyn  Lane,  nigh  unto  the  church  of  St.  Mary  Afflydb- 
len,  as  he  had  then  built,  divided,  and  set  forth  the  same. 
And  his  will  was,  that  there  should  be  appointed  such 
of  his  name  as  should  be  heir  male  of  the  house  of  Huiih^ 
then  of  Dymford,  in  the  county  of  Somerset  j  and  that  of 
Sand,  in  the  parish  of  Sydbury,  in  the  county  of  Devon, 
80  as,  at  the  time  of  such  election  or  appointment,  they, 
and  every  of  the  said  electors,  should  be  of  the  full  age  of 
thirty  years,  or  in  default  thereof,  by  twelve  of  the  an- 
cientest  gentlemen  governors  of  the  said  Hospital,  all  to 
be  of  the  like  age  of  thirty  years  at  the  least ;  and  that  the 
governors  and  poor  people  of  the  said  Hospital,  should  be 
founded  and  incorporated  by  the  name  of  '^  The  Gover« 
nors  and  Poor  People  of  the  Hospital  of  Richard  Huish, 
Esq.  in  Taunton  j**  which  said  Hospital  should  have 
assured  or  paid  to  it  for  ever,  one  annuity  or  annual  rent 
of  103Z.  to  be  issuing  out  of  all  his  houses,  lands,  and 
tenements  within  Blackfiriars,  London,  to  the  use  of  the 
•same  Hospital. 

And  he  further  willed  that  his  devisees,  and  all  others 
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coming  in  under  them,  should  pay  yeariy,  out  of  the 
same  houses  and  lands  in  the  Blaekflian  aforesaid,  for 
ever,  100/.  hy  the  year,  towuds  the  auintenance  of  Jfot 
of  his  name  of  Huish,  heing  nearest  in  hlood;  and  in 
default  of  such  of  his  name,  and  nearest  in  blood,  thai 
of  those  that  were  of  his  name  or  kindred;  and  in  de- 
fault of  such  of  his  name  and  kindred,  then  of  those  that 
should  be  of  his  kindred,  to  be  scholarB  at  one  or  both  of 
the  Universities  of  Os^fbrd  or  Ctmbridffe,  yiz.  to  each  SOIL 
by  the  year,  there  to  be  students  in  the  arts,  and  other 
learning,  and  to  proceed  masters  of  the  arts,  to  enable  them 
to  the  study  of  divinity,  which  was  the  only  povpoae 
for  which  he  gave  that  allowance ;  and  if  they  or  either 
of  them  should  not  profess  the  same  study  of  dinnity^ 
within  two  years  after  that  they,  or  either  of  them,  ahonld 
have  so  severally  proceeded  masters  of  the  arts,  and  eoD* 
tinue  the  same  study,  then  they  or  he  so  nq^toetiiig  that 
study  of  divinity,  should  presently  loee  that  hb  benevo- 
lence or  gih  of  202.  by  the  year,  and  another  of  his  name 
and  kindred,  as  was  before  expressed,  shoold  ojoyte 
same,  as  he  did  with  the  said  scholars  of  his  name  or 
kindred,  to  be  sent  to  the  said  Universities  as  aforenddi 
and  his  mind  and  wiU  was,  that  they  for  ever  should  be 
such  as  should  be  known,  or  made  known,  to  the  moit 
of  the  governors  of  the  aforesaid  Hoqiital,  and  nine  of 
the  most  ancient  gentlemen,  for  the  time  being,  of  devi- 
sees, to  be  of  his  name  and  kindred,  as  was  aforesaid,  and 
always  should  be  chosen  and  sent  to  the  said  Univerrities, 
by  them,  or  the  most  part  of  them,  as  was  before  to  them 
limited  and  prescribed,  provided ;  and  hit  will  was,  that 
after  those  of  his  name  and  kindred  shoold  be  so  made 
known  to  the  said  governors  and  devisees,  they  AaM, 
without  further  examination,  trial,  or  ezcqition,  by  them 
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or  any  other,  be  sent  to  the  said  UniveraitMS,  to  be  sdxM 
lars  there,  so  as  they  before  had  learned  thdr  gcammar, 
for  that  his  care  and  meaning  was  speeiaUy  for  the  help 
and  preferment  of  them  as  he  in  nature  was  bound,  iha 
said  payment  to  be  made  quarterly,  or  half-yeaxly  at  the 
least,  with  power  of  distress ;  and  in  drfantU  qf  jiieft  Ajs 
name  w  kindred,  then  any  other  as  should  he  tkomgkiwoirikif 
in  their  places,  of  such  as  had  been  bom  in  the  eomnHes  qf 
Somerset  and  Devon,  by  the  appomtment  of  moot  put  of 
his  said  governors,  and  nine  of  the  most  ancient  gentfe- 
men  of  his  devisees  as  aforesaid,  and  by  theon  also,  all  or 
any  of  the  scholars  or  students  aforesaid,  to  be  lemovMl 
and  put  from  his  said  allowance,  and  appointed  and  set- 
tled upon  others,  as  before  was  to  them  limited  and  q»- 
pointed,  and  as  they  should  severally  come  to  be  Batdbe- 
lors  in  Divinity,  or  Fellows  of  houses,  so  as  the  benefit 
of  the  said  house  should  be  treble  of  his  said  allowanee 
to  him  so  preferred,  or  be  married  or  promoted  to  a  benfr' 
fice  to  him,  and  then  his  allowance  to  cease,  and  ta  be 
disposed  and  settled  upon  other  like  scholars,  in  like  mm-' 
ner,  from  time  to  time  for  ever,  to  be  sent  as  aforeaaidy 
and  that  all  controversies  thereof,  as  also  of  all  other 
parts  of  that  his  will  should  be  decided,  and  his  true 
meaning  therein  guided  and  settled  in  his  due  couxae  by 
his  said  governors,  or  the  most  part  of  them,  with  the 
advice  of  the  Bishop  of  Bath  and  WeUs,  for  the  time 
being,  for  ever,  if  the  said  governors  could  notagree» 
and  in  their,  or  either  of  their  default,  he  hoped  and  de^ 
sired,  that  the  Court  of  Chancery,  for  the  time  being» 
would  do  the  same,  and  so  for  all  the  rest  of  his  good  in- 
tentions therein  expressed. 

In  regard  to  the  qualifications  to  entitle  persons  to  the 
exhibitions,  the  trustees  have  exercised  their  best  judg-^ 
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ment  in  carrying  the  testator'aintention  into  eflEeet  MTlMtf 
any  person  has  offered  himself  as  a  candidate  for  an  ezhv^ 
bition,  he  has  been  examined  as  to  his  qnalifications  al 
the  general  meetings.  If  he  has  daimed  as  fonnder'ii 
kin,  the  trustees  have  considered  him  as  entitled  to  < 
preference,  but  have  required  him  to  substantiate  hit 
pedigree;  and  they  expect  that  every  other  candidate 
should  prove  himself  to  be  a  native  of  the  proper  covntj 
by  the  register  of  his  baptism.  They  appear,  howeTar» 
to  have  felt  some  embarrassment  with  respect  to  tho 
question,  whether  these  exhibitioners,  who  have  oeaaed 
to  reside,  and  prosecute  their  studies  in  divinity  at  ono 
of  the  Universities,  though  they  may  continue  their 
names  on  the  books  of  the  CoUege,  are  entitled  to  xeofim 
the  annuity  under  the  will,  and  whether  thoae  pfruMMi 
who,  after  the  expiration  of  two  years,  do  not  f^wtinfmttf 
study  divinity,  but  enter  upon  some  other  profiBaiion»  do^ 
not  thereby  forfeit  the  said  annuity.  The  genenl  o|ii» 
nion  of  the  trustees,  however,  is,  that  when  the  stadenti 
have  ceased  to  reside,  or  prosecute  their  study  in  divlni^ 
at  one  of  the  Universities,  they  are  no  longer  entitled  to 
the  exhibitions,  and  that  they  must  proceed  in  divinttj 
only,  which  appears  to  be  the  opinion  most  agxeeaUe  tv 
tlie  spirit  of  the  wiU. 


Henry  Smith,  citizen  and  Alderman  of  LombMp  firooi 
whose  numerous  charities  the  public  derive  so  great  m 
benefit,  directed  his  trustees,  in  1630,  to  lay  out  1602.  fo 
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the  buying  of  a  fellowship  at  Cambridge,  in  Bome  GoDege 
there,  to  be  enjoyed  by  such  of  his  kindred  as  Bhould  be 
capable  of  the  place  of  fellowship,  from  time  to  time.  It 
does  not  appear,  however,  that  the  trustees  evier  fidfiUed 
the  directions  of  Mr.  Smith  in  this  particular. 


John  Marshall  by  will,  dated  the  2l8t  August  1627»  gftTS 
and  devised  to  Samuel  Browne,  counsellor  at  law,  and 
others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  Ux  ever,  certain  estatei^ 
in  trust,  among  other  things,  to  pay  under  the  sevenl 
rents,  distresses,  penalties,  and  trusts  after  mentioned,  aO 
that  his  moiety  and  half  part  of  the  Yard,  connnonly 
called  the  Axe-Yard,  and  all  his  messuages,  lands,  tene- 
ments, and  hereditaments  whatsoever,  with  the  appmrte- 
nances  in  Lamb  AUey,  and  in  Black  Spread  Eagle  AUeg, 
and  in  the  Catherine  Wheel  AUey,  and  all  other  his  mea- 
suages,  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  with  tha 
appurtenances  situate  in  the  .parish  of  Nemngtot^  in  the 
county  of  Surry,  and  all  those  three  acres  of  land,  lying 
together  in  one  place,  in  St.  Georges  Fidds,  and  the 
half  acre  in  the  same  fields,  with  the  appurtenances,  in 
the  parish  of  St,  George,  in  the  county  of  Surry,  in  which 
three  acres  and  a  half,  his  mother  had  an  estate,  for  the 
term  of  her  life ;  and  all  his  messuages,  lands,  tenements, 
and  hereditaments,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the  pariah 
of  Sutton,  in  the  county  of  Surry  j  and  all  his  messuages, 
lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  with  the  appurte- 
nances, in  Grantham,  in  the  county  of  LtitcoAi,  to  the  use. 
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intent,  and  purpose,  that  aiU  qf  the  rents  and  prqfiU  of 
three  of  his  tenements  in  Newington,  in  the  said  will  moxe 
particularly  described,  his  said  trustees  should,  after  the 
death  of  two  annuitants  for  life,  therun  maitioned^  lay 
out  and  bestow  yearly  the  sum  of  122.  towards  th6 
maintenance  of  a  poor  scholar  in  either  of  the  UniverslF 
ties,  in  manner  foUowing,  viz.  his  meaning  was^  that  the 
poor  scholar  should  be  chosen,  from  time  to  time»  by  hie 
said  trustees,  th^  heirs  and  assigiit,  from  among  audi 
as  were,  or  should  be,  bom  in  the  borough  oiSonthwarkp 
or  in  the  town  of  Stamford,  in  the  county  of  Lmeotn,  and 
taught  in  the  school  kept  or  to  be  kept  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Saviour,  or  any  other  school,  at  their  dieeretiona ;  and 
that  they  should  pay  unto  such  poor  schdar,  ao  from 
time  to  time  to  be  chosen  by  them,  121.  a  year,  for  te 
space  of  seven  years,  for  his  maintenance;  and  if  hs 
then  should  take  up  his  degree  of  Master  of  AitSy  they 
should  continue  to  him  the  further  payment  thereof  for 
one  year  more,  to  the  end  that  he  might;  at  that  timo^ 
provide  for  himself  some  place  fOT  the  emploj^ng  hk 
talent  and  ability  abroad,  for  the  glory  of  God  and  be- 
nefit of  his  Church ;  provided  always,  that  audi  poor 
scholar  should  continue  for  the  most  part  of  all  the  time^ 
until  he  should  be  Master  of  Arts  in  the  Univenity,  and 
give  not  over  his  studies  there ;  and  from  and  after  te 
expiration  of  the  said  eight  years,  or  other  ceasing  of  the 
said  12/.  a  year,  to  such  poor  scholar,  his  wiQ  was^  .that 
his  said  trustees  should  pay  the  same  yearly  to  one  other 
poor  scholar,  to  be  by  them  speedily  afterwards  choeen,  in 
such  manner  as  the  former,  and  (m  so  many  years,  and 
upon  the  like  conditions  as  the  fonner ;  and  that  the  said 
yearly  payments  should  be  continued  by  thenit-  tiiiir 
heirs,  and  assigns,  for  ever. 
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Thomas  Cartwright,  alias  \lcars,  by  will  dated  Wish 
June  1597>  reciting  that  he  had  made  a  testament  by  deed 
indented,  bearing  date  the  2d  August,  29th  EUsabetli, 
unto  Leonard  Wraye,  and  four  others,  of  his  manor  ef 
Scawsby,  and  a  capital  messuage  in  Marr,  and  all  other 
his  messuages,  lands,  and  hereditaments,  in  i^eawsfty  and 
Marr,  Arksey,  Bentley,  and  Brodswotihy  to  hold  to  thai 
and  their  heirs,  to  the  uses,  in  a  schedule  to  the  said  deed 
annexed,  mentioned,  or  declared,  and  that  the  said  sche- 
dule declared  that  the  said  feoffees  and  their  hein  shouU 
stand  seised  of  the  premises,  to  the  use  of  him  the  nid 
Thomas  Cartwright,  aUas  Vicars,  for  life,  with  the  i^ 
mainder  to  the  use  of  such  persons  to  whom  the  anbe 
should  by  him,  by  deed  or  will,  be  appointed ;  and  to- 
ther  reciting,  that  he  had  since  sealed  and  delivered  one 
pair  of  indentures,  dated  the  18th  of  May,  39th  Kliaabetlii 
to  limit  and  declare  to  whom  the  said  premisea  ahodd 
descend,  go,  and  enure,  and  to  what  uses  the  said  feof- 
fees, their  heirs,  &c.  should  be  seised  thereof  after  his 
death,  for  final  conclusion  and  determination  of  his 
meaning,  and  more  plain  declaration  of  the  intent  of  the 
said  feoffinent,  schedule,  and  indentures,  he  by  hia  said 
will  appointed  and  bequeathed  all  his  said  manor,  landt, 
and  hereditaments,  in  such  manner  and  to  such  peraons 
to  whom  the  same  were  granted,  given,  or  appointed 
successively,  and  with  and  under  the  same  condicunia 
and  limitations  as  in  the  said  recited  indentnrea  had  been 
declared ;  and  he  thereby  declared,  that  the  said  feoflbei^ 
their  heirs,  &c.  should  stand  seised  of  the  premises,  t6 
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the  same  purposes  as  in  the  said  recited  indenture  de- 
clared ;  and  his  wiU  was,  that  the  sum  of  158.  bequeathed 
and  appointed  by  the  will  of  Thomas  Gartwright,  dka9 
Vicars,  his  father,  to  be  given  and  distributed  to  the  poor 
of  the  parish  of  Brotbworth  yearly,  be  paid  and  givea 
yearly,  according  to  the  intent  and  meaning  of  his  Itst 
will ;  and  for  the  accomplishment  thereof,  be- further  d»* 
clared  and  appointed  that  the  said  yearly  smn  of  15t.  be 
paid  at  the  times  limited  by  the  will  of  his  said  ftthor, 
out  of  his  said  lands  and  hereditaments,  and  the  pnifiti 
thereof,  for  ever,  to  the  said  poor :  Item,  his  will  mm, 
that  as  well  his  executors  and  the  heirs-male  of  bit  bn^ 
ther  Robert,  and  every  other  person  to  whom  the  ps«- 
mises  were  entailed  by  the  said  indentures,  should  yetilf 
distribute  and  pay  out  of  the  sum  of  30/. :  102.  to  ow  fT 
/Us  blood  or  kin,  towards  kU  ednoaHxm  ami  maksUmtmos  Al 
learning  in  the  Unioerritiet  qf  Cambridge  or  Oi^fhrd,  lis 
poorest  to  be  preferred  hqfbre  the  rich,  hg  the  Dam  ami 
Chapter  of  the  Cathedral  Ckareh  qfSt.  Fater,  qf  YaHt, 
and  by  them  to  be  changei  at  eoerg  <m  year^  end 
sivelyfor  ever. 


William  Ackroyd  by  his  will,  bearing  date  19tli  Sep^ 
tember  1518,  willed  and  devised  that  Henry  Aekrofi 
and  Edmund,  his  brother,  with  Henry  Drqwr,  tnd  otlMsr 
feoffees,  who  then  occupied  the  lands  and  tenements  of 
him,  the  said  William  Adoroyd,  should  keep  one  schobr 
at  the  University  of  Oxford  or  Camhridgey  vntH  the  end 
of  the  world,  and  that  such  scholar  should  be  near  vnCo 
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hixn,  the  said  William  Ackroyd,  in  l)lood»  and  of  hir 
name ;  and  if  there  should  not  be  one  of  bis  name  able 
or  fit,  the  said  Henry  Ackroyd  and  Edmnnd,  his  brotihav 
and  Henry  Draper,  should  choose  one  aUe  and  fit.  Mar 
to  him  in  blood,  and  of  another  name ;  and  when  that 
scholar  should  be  there  beneficed  to  the  vahie  of  10 
marks  per  annum,  the  feoffees  should  keep  another  then 
out  of  their  expenses,  to  the  value  of  six  matka  and  ona 
Qoble  by  the  year,  and  not  above ;  and  if  there  ahonld 
be  none  capable  of  his  blood,  the  feoflfees  ahould  chooaa 
one  out  of  Marston  or  Hutton  who  was  able,  ao  that  then 
should  be  always  one. 

By  an  inquisition  and  decree  of  commissionera  of  cha- 
ritable uses,  bearing  date  the  22d  May  1699»  after  redting 
the  will,  and  that  it  had  been  found  by  the  jurora  that 
one  Richard  Nettleton,  and  others  therein  named,  had 
acted  as  trustees  of  the  lands  given  to  the  charitable  nae^ 
lying  in  Batley,  being  of  the  value  of  13/.  10$,  per  annoia, 
without  any  authority,  and  had  nominated  a  acholar  m 
Cambridge  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
lands  in  Batley,  who  was  not  of  the  blood  of  donor,  nor 
belonging  to  Marston  or  Hutton  j  it  was  decreed,  that 
Thomas  Crofts,  and  three  other  persons  therein  named, 
with  the  Rector  of  Long  Marston,  for  the  time  being, 
should  be  trustees  for  the  said  charitable  use,  and  that 
they,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  should  from  time 
to  time  demise  the  said  lands  and  tenements  to  the  bait 
advantage  of  the  scholar,  so  to  be  sent  to  either  of  the 
Universities,  and  should  from  thenceforth  nominate  anch 
scholar,  pursuant  to  the  will,  and  receive  the  renta  and 
profits  of  the  premises,  and  pay  the  same  accordhig  to 
the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof  $  and  iqion  ererj 
departure  or  removal  of  such  scholar,  should  elect  ano- 
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ther>  80  as  always  to  keep  a  scholar  at  the  Univenity ; 
and  that  when  any  of  the  trustees  should  die,  the  ram* 
vors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  should  elect  others  in  tknr 
place,  80  that  the  same  number  of  trustess,  and  no  niore» 
might  continue  for  ever. 

The  present  trustees  of  the  charity  are»  Thomas  Per- 
rott,  Esq.  of  Sandford  Park,  OaefbrdsJdre,  the  Rer.  Jo- 
seph Smyth,  Vicar  of  Kirby  Moorside,  the  Rev.  Wute 
Robinson,  Rector  of  Badenkam,  in  Hertfordikire,  and 
James  Croft,  Rector  of  SaUwood,  in  the  county  of  K0fii, 
and  Alexander  Origan,  D.D.  the  present  Rector  of  Ltm0 
Marston. 

From  a  manuscript  account  of  the  charity,  of  a  veiy 
early  date,  in  the  possession  of  one  of  the  trustees*  it  has 
been  supposed  that  the  property  comprised  in  the  bo- 
quest  or  devise  of  the  said  William  Ackroyd,  consisted  of 
lands,  lying  part  in  the  parish  of  Batlejf,  and  port  in  thisft 
of  Buerley,  in  the  West  Bidimg  of  this  county  i  bat  tho 
only  property  now  held  by  the  trustees,  or  that  can  be 
traced  into  their  possession  firom  the  time  of  the  inqjOf- 
sition  in  1699)  and  even  before  that  period,  is  the  estsite 
of  Batley  therein  mentioned,  which  is  situate  near  IiMflfa^ 
and  consists  of  four  ancient  houses,  a  bam,  and  sundry 
inclosures,  containing  all  together  32a.  Ir.  18p.*  in  the 
occupation  of  several  different  tenants  from  year  to  year, 
at  the  annual  rent  of  1082.  I2s.  being  the  fuU  value. 

The  estate  is  under  the  management  of  an  agent,  who 
receives  and  applies  the  rent,  subject  to  necessary  ou^ 
goings,  to  the  use  of  a  student  at  one  of  the  Universitiei 
of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  who  continues  to  enjoy  the  saine 
as  an  exhibition,  for  the  term  of  three  years  and  a  i«({^ 
when  another  is  appointed  to  receive  the  benefit  of  iL 
The  objects  of  the  charity  are  selected  by  the  tmsto^e 
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from  the  founder's  kin,  and  their  places  are  snpplied  as 
vacancies  arise ;  but  from  the  distance  at  which  sevend 
of  the  trustees  reside  from  each  other,  some  inconvenience 
is  experienced  in  the  execution  of  the  trust. 

An  account  of  receipts  and  disbursements  is  kept  by 
the  agent,  Mr.  John  Moisier,  of  Huntington,  near  York, 
and  the  account  is  examined  and  audited  by  the  tnuteei 
from  time  to  time.
